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Report of the 1966 Annual Town Meeting 


and Election 


Annual Meeting Held March 7, 8 and 9, 1966 
Annual Election Held March 15, 1966 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
‘Election duly published and posted as directed, the voters met at the 
Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth, Massachusetts 
on March 7, 1966 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. to act upon the Articles contained 
therein. 

The tellers appointed and sworn to office were: 

Chauncey L. Crocker Herve C. Houde Walter T. Malley 

The officer in attendance was—Elmer F. White. 


Mrs. Doris M. Weeks was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:05 o’clock p.m. by the Moderator, 
George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted and 153 were 
announced present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to con- 
stitute a quorum being 130. 

The hour of the Tuesday meeting and subsequent meetings was voted 
to be at 7:30 o’clock p.m. at the same place. 


The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant except 
Article 1 (Elections) would be called and the substance of each Article 
would be stated to the Meeting; and upon completion of the call as to 
those Articles in which there were no controversies or debate, or in- 
formation desired, there would be one vote offered which would adopt 
the recommendations of the Finance Committee and in the Zoning Art- 
icles the recommendations of the Planning Board as the action of the 
meeting. 

The Moderator further stated the Articles were the same as shown 
in the printed booklet constituting the report of the Finance Committee, 
a copy of which was in the possession of every Town Meeting Member. 


The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting Member de- 
siring to have any article debated or subject to inquiry or explanation 
it would be marked for further consideration by having a Town Meet- 
ing Member call out the word “hold” when such Article is called.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the adoption of Article 39 as printed in the 
Warrant for the following reasons: 

In 1959, consideration was given to changing the North Falmouth 
Village area from Agricultural to Residential. At that time, sentiment 
was opposed, and the matter was not pressed. In 1965, following ex- 
tensive changes from the AGC to the AGB category of most of Hatch- 
ville, interest by the North Falmouth community in the up-grading of 
its own area was revived. The Board held several meetings with a 
representative group from Precinct 5 and the North Falmouth village 
area, and examined in detail, with them, Town maps of the area, which 
disclosed that a large majority of the divided and/or built upon prop- 
erties were of half acre or more size, with perhaps a majority of the 
holdings being greater than one acre; there are a number of large un- 
developed parcels. There is relatively little agricultural activity, and 
almost none of this is of a commercial nature. It seems most unlikely 
that any new agricultural activities would be established in the area 
in the future, nor is this thought particularly desirable. Those activities 
which exist may continue.

Hotel or Inn: A building designed, constructed and used for the ac- 
commodation of twenty or more transient guests, with food and lodging, 
for compensation, and which is, or ought to be, licensed as an inn under 
Section 2 of Chapter 140 of the General Laws. (New) 

Lodging or Rooming House: A building in which rooms for living 
purposes are offered for rent, by the day, week, or month, for compensa- 
tion, to five or more persons other than members of the family of the 
proprietor, and which is, or ought to be, licensed as a lodging house un- 
der Section 23 of Chapter 140 of the General Laws. (New) 

Boarding House: A lodging house in which meals are served, for 
compensation, to the guests, or others. (New) 

Motel: A building, or group of buildings, specifically designed, con- 
structed and used for the housing of transient guests, for compensation. 
If no food is served or provided, it shall be regulated as a lodging house; 
if food is served or provided for the guests on the premises, it shall be 
regulated as a hotel. The building may contain the family living quarters 
of a resident owner or manager. (New) 
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Apartment Hotel: A building designed, constructed and used for the 
housing of transient guests, for compensation, where over four apart- 
ments, of one or more rooms each and with individual cooking facilities, 
are used for such purpose. (New) 

Apartment Motel: A motel in which the guest rooms are provided 
with individual cooking facilities. (New) 

Apartment House: A building designed and constructed so as to 
contain three or more suites of one or more rooms, each suite provided 
with individual cooking and other facilities for independent housekeep- 
ing, used, or intended to be used for the non-transient housing of three 
or more family units. (New) 

Restaurant: A building or place designed, constructed and/or used 
for the preparation and serving of food, on the premises, to paying 
guests, and which is, or ought to be, licensed as a common victualler 
under Section 2 of Chapter 140 of the General Laws. (New) 

“Accessory Use: A use of land or building customarily incidental, 
but secondary to a permitted use.” (Revised) 

“Accessory Building: A building, such as a garage or shed, located on 
the same lot with and accessory to the principal permitted use of the 
premises. (Revised) 

“Non-conforming Use, Building or Structure: An existing use of 
land, or a building or structure or use thereof which does not conform to 
the regulations for the district in which it exists.” (Revised) 

“Automobile Repair Shop: A repair shop for motor vehicles utilizing 
power driven machinery, welding equipment, paint sprayers and other 
comparable equipment.” (Revised) 

“Lot: A parcel of land under one ownership delineated by a solid, 
closed line and shown on a plan endorsed by the Planning Board or filed 
at the Land Court or the Registry of Deeds.” (Same) 

“Ice House: A building designed, erected and/or used for the stor- 
age and/or manufacture of ice.” (Revised) 

“Marina: A municipally or commercially operated landing and moor- 
ing place for yachts and other non-commercial boats and vessels, con- 
sisting of bulkheading and/or finger piers, and including facilities for 
the retail sale of fuel, lubricants, water and ice, shore telephone and 
power service, and the disposal of refuse in a manner approved by the 
Board of Health.”

“Sign: Any device, surface or framework on which words, symbols, 
or other designs are inscribed or displayed and designed to call atten- 
tion thereto, including flags, banners and the like.”

“Section 15B HOTEL LOTS 
“A. Except in Business or Light Industrial districts, lots for hotels, 
inns, motels, apartment hotels and apartment motels shall conform to 
the following minimum space requirements. 


“1. The lot shall contain not less than the minimum area, in square 
feet, required, for a single residence in the district where the building 
is to be located. 


“2. For each guest bedroom or apartment unit over five in the 
building, the lot shall contain an additional one-tenth of the minimum 
area, in square feet, required for a single residence in the district where 
the building is located. 

“B. In business or light industrial districts, the lot shall contain at 
least 8,000 square feet, and for each unit over five in the building, the 
lot shall contain an additional 800 square feet. 

“C. Lots for all hotels, inns, motels, apartment hotels and apartment 
motels shall include improved parking space, exclusive of driveways, at 
the rate of 300 square feet for each guest unit in the structure permitted 
thereon.” 


7. By striking out, in its entirety, paragraph ‘“e”’ of Section 16 
thereof (Hotel Yards) and substituting therefor the following: 


“e, Hotel Yards 


“In Business or Light Industrial districts, a hotel, inn, motel, apart- 
ment hotel, apartment motel or apartment house containing over two 
and one-half stories shall have a front yard of not less than 50 feet in 
depth, a back yard of not less than 100 feet in depth, and side yards 
equal in width to the distance to the highest point of the roof above the 
average grade at the building. In Residence or Agricultural districts, a 
hotel, inn, motel, apartment hotel or apartment motel containing over 
ten units shall have a front yard of not less than fifty feet in depth, a 
rear yard equal in depth to at least twice the distance from the highest 
point of the roof above the average grade at the building, and side yards 
equal in width to at least half the minimum rear yard requirement. This 
paragraph shall not apply to apartment houses permitted under para- 
graph 3a of Section 4, and to be constructed under the provisions of 
Section 15A.”

“h. Except in Business or Light Industrial districts, subject to the 
provisions of Section 21, dining facilities accessory to a hotel, inn or 
motel shall be integral with, or existing prior to, any new hotel, inn or 
motel construction permitted under Section 21, and the total seating 
capacity of any such new dining facilities or areas shall not exceed 
twice the total number of guest rooms (units) permitted for the hotel, 
inn or motel to which such dining facilities are accessory.

A. Whenever a special permit is required by other sections of this 
by-law for particular uses which are permissible only with a permit 
granted under this section, the Building Inspector shall issue building 
permits and use permits only after the application has received written 
approval of the Board of Appeals and the applicant has also obtained 
all other permits and licenses, whether state, county or municipal, which 
are prerequisite to his carrying out the proposed use of the premises. 


B. Any person desiring to obtain a special permit from the Board 
of Appeals for any such purpose shall make written application therefor, 
and the Board of Appeals shall hold a public hearing thereon. Notice of

On petition of the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. The 
recommendation was that part 7 of Article 41, as printed above in the 
Warrant be stricken out, in its entirety, and that thereafter, the remain- 
ing parts (1 through 6 and 8 through 10) be adopted as printed for the 
following reasons: 

For some time, there has been confusion and dissatisfaction over 
certain portions of the Zoning By-Law relating to transient housing and 
related activities (hotels, motels, restaurants, etc.); certain terms relating 
to these, and other matters were not defined. This article attempts to 
rectify some of these deficiencies and to establish certain criteria and 
guidelines to be used in the consideration of permits for certain con- 
ditionally permitted uses under the by-law. The article is in ten parts. 

Part 1 would revise the definition section, keeping most of the exist- 
ing definitions, revising some and adding others which appear necessary 
to the by-law. The substance of certain new definitions have been pro- 
vided by the hotel interest, and approved by the Board. 

Part 2 would eliminate “tea rooms” and add “motels”, “inns”, and 
“apartment motels” to the conditionally permitted uses (hotels, etc.) 
under Section 4, paragraph 3. 

Part 3 would substitute “apartment houses” for the earlier and some- 
what awkward “apartments and cooperative apartment buildings”, in 
Section 4, paragraph 3a, without any change in intent or purpose. 

Part 4 would clarify and specify, for the benefit of surveyors and 
developers, the meaning of the phrase “minimum average width” which 
has heretofore been interpreted only verbally by the Planning Board. 


Part 5 would perform, in Section 15A, identical operations as are 
performed under Part 3. 
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Part 6 would establish a new Section (15B) providing for certain 
land space (lot size) and parking requirements for future multiple tran- 
sient housing (hotels, etc.) using what the Planning Board considers 
minimal requirements in business (dense) and residential (open) areas. 


Part 7: Subsequent to the second hearing on this article, the Board 
has concluded that the provisions contained in part 7 of this article, 
relating to yards of hotels, motels, etc. in residence districts, are perhaps 
unduly restrictive and rigid, and are not really necessary to the intent 
and purpose of the by-law, and therefore recommends that part 7 be 
dropped entirely from the text to be considered. 


Part 8 would add to Section 17 (Accessory uses) a new paragraph (h) 
providing legally under the by-law for guest dining facilities of hotels, 
motels, etc., heretofore not mentioned in the by-law, but limiting their 
capacity to what the Board feels is an extremely reasonable maximum. 
The attempt here is to ensure that a hotel restaurant operation does not 
become larger than, and ultimately the primary use on the premises of, 
a housing unit to which it is supposed to be accessory. The provison 
that such dining (restaurant) facilities shall be integral with (structur- 
ally part of) a hotel, etc. is intended to ensure that such facilities will be 
included in the plans submitted with the application for a hotel (etc.) 
permit, and will not come along later as a “hardship” case asking for a 
separate restaurant building, so that the neighborhood and the permit- 
authorizing body will know from its inception the total extent of a pro- 
posed operation. 


Part © was adopted by the Planning Board following an earlier pub- 
lic hearing on this whole matter. It changes slightly and clarifies some- 
what the wording of the present Section 21 while eliminating a lot of 
unnecessary verbage, with no substantive change in the procedure for 
obtaining special permits, except that it proposes to transfer the author- 
ity for authorizing issuance of such permits from the Board of Select- 
men to the Board of Appeals. This function is performed by the Board 
of Appeals in almost all other communities, and this is the proper and 
preferred manner of handling such permits under Chapter 40A of the 
General Laws. The Planning Board believes that this transfer of author- 
ity will be in the best interest of the Town. 


Part 10 involves two technical changes which become necessary if 
the foregoing part 9 is adopted. 


The Planning Board has spent much time on the material in this 
article, and substantial revisions have been made in the provisions re- 
lating to hotels, etc., since the matter was first considered at the May, 
1965 Special Town Meeting. Further revisions were made following the 
special hearing on 25 January, 1966, on this article. The Board believes 
that the amendments proposed herein are reasonable and workable, that 
they will not be detrimental or onerous to the proprietors of transient 
housing establishments, that they will provide adequate, and better, safe- 
guards to neighborhoods where such facilities may be located, will pro- 
vide more specific and meaningful guidelines to the permit-authorizing 
body and will be in the best interest of the Town. 


Voted, as amended, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-Law 
by adopting the following changes: 

1. By striking out, in its entirety, Section 2 thereof and substituting 
therefor the following new section. 


“Section 2—Definitions 
In this by-law, the following terms shall have the meaning herein 
ascribed to them. 
Family: Any number of individuals living and cooking together on 
the premises as a single housekeeping unit. 
One-Family House: A detached dwelling designed for and occupied 
by a single family. 
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Semi-Detached House: Two one-family houses built together at the 
same time and separated by a fireproof division with no openings. 

Two Family House: A detached dwelling designed for two families. 

Dwelling: Any building used in whole or in part for habitation. 

Story: A partially or wholly enclosed floor of a building other than 
one which is more than four feet below grade at the front of the building. 

Half Story: That portion of a building under a sloping roof, the 
cubic contents of which are never more than half of that of the story 
below. If the cubic contents are greater it shall be deemed a story. 

Hotel or Inn: A building designed, constructed and used for the ac- 
commodation of twenty or more transient guests, with food and lodging, 
for compensation, and which is, or ought to be, licensed as an inn under 
Section 2 of Chapter 140 of the General Laws. 

Lodging or Rooming House: A building in which rooms for living 
purposes are offered for rent, by the day, week, or month, for compensa- 
tion, to five or more persons other than members of the family of the 
proprietor, and which is, or ought to be, licensed as a lodging house un- 
der Section 23 of Chapter 140 of the General Laws. 

Boarding House: A lodging house in which meals are served, for 
compensation, to the guests, or others. 

Motel: A building, or group of buildings, specifically designed, con- 
structed and used for the housing of transient guests, for compensation. 
If no food is served or provided, it shall be regulated as a lodging house; 
if food is served or provided for the guests on the premises, it shall be 
regulated as a hotel. The building may contain the family living quarters 
of a resident owner or manager. 

Apartment Hotel: A building designed, constructed and used for the 
housing of transient guests, for compensation, where over four apart- 
ments, of one or more rooms each and with individual cooking facilities, 
are used for such purpose. 

Apartment Motel: A motel in which the guest rooms are provided 
with individual cooking facilities. 

Apartment House: A building designed and constructed so as to 
contain three or more suites of one or more rooms, each suite provided 
with individual cooking and other facilities for independent housekeep- 
ing, used, or intended to be used for the non-transient housing of three 
or more family units. 

Restaurant: A building or place designed, constructed and/or used 
for the preparation and serving of food, on the premises, to paying 
guests, and which is, or ought to be, licensed as a common victualler 
under Section 2 of Chapter 140 of the General Laws. 

Accessory Use: A use of land or building customarily incidental, 
but secondary to a permitted use. 

Accessory Building: A building, such as a garage or shed, located on 
the same lot with and accessory to the principal permitted use of the 
premises. 

Non-conforming Use, Building or Structure: An existing use of land, 
or a building or structure or use thereof which does not conform to 
the regulations for the district in which it exists. 

Automobile Repair Shop: A repair shop for motor vehicles utilizing 
power driven machinery, welding equipment, paint sprayers and other 
comparable equipment. 

Lot: A parcel of land under one ownership delineated by a solid 
closed line and shown on a plan endorsed by the Planning Board or filed 
at the Land Court or the Registry of Deeds. 

Ice House: A building designed, erected and/or used for the storage 
and/or manufacture of ice. 
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Marina: A municipally or commercially operated landing and moor- 
ing place for yachts and other non-commercial boats and vessels, con- 
sisting of bulkheading and/or finger piers, and including facilities for 
the retail sale of fuel, lubricants, water and ice, shore telephone and 
power service, and the disposal of refuse in a manner approved by the 
Board of Health. 

Sign: Any device, surface or framework on which words, symbols 
or other designs are inscribed or displayed and designed to call atten- 
tion thereto, including flags, banners and the like. 

Billboard: Any sign greater than forty (40) square feet in area. 

2. By striking out, in its entirety, paragraph 3 of Section 4 thereof, 
and substituting therefor the following new paragraph: 

3. Boarding and lodging houses, hotels, motels, inns, apart- 
ment hotels and apartment motels, all subject to the provisions 
of Sections 15B, 16 and 21. 

3. By striking out, in paragraph 3a of Section 4 thereof, the words 
“Apartment and cooperative apartment buildings” and substituting there- 
for the words “Apartment houses” so that the said paragraph 3a shall 
then read as follows: 

3a. Apartment houses, subject to the requirements of Sec- 
tion 15A. 

4. By adding and inserting, after Schedule B of Section 14 thereof, 
the following new paragraph. 

As used in this schedule, the term ‘minimum average width’ 
shall mean the lesser average rectilinear dimension of a lot, re- 
gardless of the orientation of such dimensional line to the street 
frontage. 

5. By changing the title of Section 15A thereof from “Regulations 
for Apartment Buildings” to “REGULATIONS FOR APARTMENT 
HOUSES,” and further, by striking out, in paragraph A of Section 15A 
thereof, the first words “Apartment and cooperative apartment build- 
ings” and substituting therefor the words “Apartment houses” so that the 
said paragraph A shall then read as follows: 


A. Apartment houses permitted under paragraph 3a of 
Section 4, and lots therefor, shall confcrm to the following re- 
quirements and conditions. 


6. By adding and inserting, after Section 15A thereof, the following 
new section. 


“Section 15B HOTEL LOTS 


A. Except in Business or Light Industrial districts, lots for hotels, 
inns, motels, apartment hotels and apartment motels shall conform to 
the following minimum space requirements. 


_ 1. The lot shall contain not less than the minimum area, in square 
feet, required for a single residence in the district where the building 
is to be located. 

2. For each guest bedroom or apartment unit over five in the 
building, the lot shall contain an additional one-tenth of the minimum 
area, in square feet, reauired for a single residence in the district where 
the building is located. 


B. In business or light industrial districts, the lot shall contain at 
least 8,000 square feet, and for each unit over five in the building, the 
lot shall contain an additional 800 square feet. 

C. Lots for all hotels, inns, motels, apartment hotels and apartment 
motels shall include improved parking space, exclusive of driveways, at 
the rate of 300 square feet for each guest unit in the structure permitted 
thereon. 


8. By adding and inserting, after paragraph g of Section 17 thereof, 
the following new paragraph: 
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h. Except in Business or Light Industrial districts, subject to the 
provisions of Section 21, dining facilities accessory to a hotel, inn or 
motel shall be integral with, or existing prior to, any new hotel, inn or 
motel construction permitted under Section 21, and the total seating 
capacity of any such new dining facilities or areas shall not exceed 
twice the total number of guest rooms (units) permitted for the hotel, 
inn or motel to which such dining facilities are accessory. In Business or 
Light Industrial districts, these limitations shall not apply. 

9. By striking out, in its entirety, Section 21 thereof, and substi- 
tuting therefor the following new section: 


“Section 21. PROCEDURE FOR SPECIAL PERMITS. 


A. Whenever a special permit is required by other sections of this 
by-law for particular uses which are permissible only with a permit 
granted under this section, the Building Inspector shall issue building 
permits and use permits only after the application has received written 
approval of the Board of Appeals and the applicant has also obtained 
all other permits and licenses, whether state, county or municipal, which 
are prerequisite to his carrying out the proposed use of the premises. 

B. Any person desiring to obtain a special permit from the Board 
of Appeals for any such purpose shall make written application therefor, 
and the Board of Appeals shall hold a public hearing thereon. Notice of 
such hearing shall be published twice in each of two successive weeks 
in a local newspaper, the first such publication to be not less than four- 
teen days before the date of the hearing and notices shall also be sent 
by mail to all abutters and owners of real estate deemed by the Board 
to be affected. At such hearing all interested parties shall be heard. No 
approval shall be granted by the Board of Appeals without considering 
its effect cn the neighborhood and the Town. 

Cc. A permit may be issued with conditions such as will protect the 
community, and such conditions may, from time to time, be changed in 
the interest of the community, after notice and hearing as above. If a 
permit would result in substantial injury it shall be denied. 

10. Amending portions of the by-law as follows: 

A. By striking out, in the third from the last line of paragraph 7 
of Section 8, the word “Selectmen”, and substituting therefor the words 
“Board of Appeals.” 

B. By striking out, in the seventh line of Section 24, the words “or 
Selectmen.” 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


At 10:45 o’clock p.m., it was voted to continue this meeting after 
11:00 o’clock p.m. 
Passed by a unanimous vote. 


Article 42. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 
Law by adopting the following new section: 


“SECTION 38 — SIGN REGULATIONS 
A. Purpose and Definitions 


The purpose of this section is to provide for the reasonable regula- 
tion and control of the erection and maintenance of signs and advertising 
devices within the Town to the end that the appearance and amenities 
of the Town may be preserved and enhanced, without unduly restricting 
the conduct of lawful enterprise. For this purpose, the following terms 
shall have the meanings hereinafter ascribed to them. 

SIGN — Any device, surface or framework on which words, sym- 
bols or other designs are inscribed or displayed and designed to call 
attention thereto, including flags, banners and the like. 

ACCESSORY SIGN — A sign accessory to a permitted use or occu- 
pancy of the premises on which it is located, indicating the name of the 
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occupant of such premises and/or the nature of the business conducted 
or the products sold thereon. 


OFF-PREMISES SIGN — A sign advertising the name of the occu- 
pant or location of, or the nature of the business conducted or products 
sold on, a premises other than that upon which it is located. 


REAL ESTATE SIGN — A sign advertising the sale or rental of only 
the premises on which it is located, and hearing the name, address 
and/or telephone number of the agent through which such sale or rental 
may be accomplished. Such sign shall include no other advertising ma- 
terial, and shall not be illuminated. 

WINDOW SIGN —A sign affixed to the surface of a window (in- 
side or outside) or displayed behind a window so as to attract attention 
from the outside. A sign shall be deemed a window sign if it is within 
the display, or show case area of the window, or within six feet of the 
inside surface of a window through which it is intended to be viewed. 


STANDING SIGN — A sign standing or hanging free on its own 
support; such support may be attached to a building or fixed in or to the 
ground. Standing signs may have two sides or faces, showing in opposite 
directions. 

WALL SIGN — A sign fastened or affixed parallel to a wall of a 
building and not more than 6’ therefrom. 

OVERHANGING SIGN — A sign, banner or other advertising device 
which hangs or extends over a public way, sidewalk or way in which 
the public has a right of access. Wall signs shall not be included in this 
definition. 

SIZE — As appropriate to the context the word “size” shall refer to 
the maximum height (vertical dimension), maximum width (horizontal 
dimension) or maximum total area of any sign, including frames and 
borders, and any intermediate removable surface between a wall and 
the sign face to which a sign may be affixed. 

BILLBOARD — Any standing sign greater in area than forty (40) 
square feet. 


B. Permits 

1. Except as hereinafter provided, no sign shall be erected, altered 
or enlarged, or affixed to any building or placed on any premises with- 
cut a permit issued by the Building Inspector. Such permits shall only 
be issued in conformance with the provisions of this section of the by- 
law. Application for sign permits shall be accompanied by such plans, 
drawings and specifications as the Building Inspector may require. Such 
permits may be issued on a permanent basis for an indefinite period, or 
on a temporary basis for a period not to exceed 180 days. A permit issued 
for an indefinite period shall become invalid when the product or activ- 
ity advertised on the sign permitted has been discontinued or inactive 
for a period of one year. Fees for all sign permits shall be as the Board 
of Selectmen may, from time to time, determine. 


2. The following types of signs shall be authorized by right, without 
the necessity of a permit therefor. 

a. Signs bearing the name of the occupant of a dwelling, 
not to exceed two square feet in area. If the occupant is engaged 
in a profession, the sign may also display a word or words indi- 
cating such profession. 

b. Signs offering accommodations for guests, not to exceed 
two square feet in area. 

c. Real estate signs, not to exceed six square feet in area; 
such signs shall be removed forthwith upon sale or rental of the 
premises advertised. 

d. Signs accessory to the use of the premises by a religious 
or educational institution, or by a governmental authority, not to 
exceed ten square feet in area. 
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e. Signs prohibiting trespass, hunting, and the like, and 
signs warning of danger, such as “High Voltage”, not to exceed 
one square foot in area. 

f. Street name signs, and signs erected by the Town, County 
or Commonwealth for the direction and control of traffic. 

g. Window signs, however, the total area of such signs shall 
not be greater than 259 of the area of the window through 
which they are to be viewed. Window signs exceeding this area 
limitation are expressly prohibited. 

h. Signs on or adjacent to the entry of a multiple occupancy 
building listing the names and/or occupations of the occupants 
thereof, provided that the size of such sign shall not exceed one 
square foot for each occupant. 


C. Maintenance 


All signs, whether erected prior to the effective date of this section 
or not, and whether a permit is required or not, shall be maintained in 
a safe and neat condition to the satisfaction of the Building Inspector. 
Failure to correct a violation of this provision within 20 days after 
notice thereof shall constitute grounds for revocation of the permit, or 
for removal of the sign if it was erected prior to the time when such 
permit was required, or if it is of a type for which no permit is required. 


D. Prohibitions 

1. Moving or flashing signs. No sign, any part of which is designed 
intentionally to move, and no sign illuminated by or including any flash- 
ing or occulting light shall be permitted. Strings of pennants or so-called 
whirlygigs, and the like shall be deemed to be included in this prohibi- 
tion, which shall also apply to window signs, as defined herein. A sign 
which is designed, for structural reasons, to align itself with the direc- 
tion of the wind shall not be considered a moving sign. 


2. Overhanging signs. No overhanging signs shall be permitted, 
however, this provision shall not apply to street name signs nor to signs 
or devices erected by the Town, County or Commonwealth for the direc- 
tion and control of traffic. 


3. Signs on trees, etc. Except for signs warning of danger or pro- 
hibiting trespass or the like, no sign shall be painted on or affixed to 
any tree, fence, utility pole, rock or ledge, nor painted or posted on any 
wall without an intermediary removable surface. 


4. Neon signs. Except in Business or Light Industrial Districts, no 
sign shall include any neon or other electro-excited gas filled tubing 
illumination. 


5. Certain roof signs. No sign shall be erected on any roof so as to 
project above or beyond the roof line of the building on which it is 
erected. No sign shall be painted on any roof surface so as to be visible 
from the ground. 


6. Billboards, as defined herein. 


7. Off-premises signs, except as authorized by the Board of Appeals 
in accordance with the provisions of Section 27-i. No off-premises sign 
shall be permitted which would be in violation of Sections 29-33 of 
Chapter 93 of the General Laws. 


8. Private signs on Town property, unless a permit for such a sign 
is authorized by the Board of Selectmen. No such authorization shall be 
given until after a duly advertised public hearing; any such signs shall 
conform in all respects to all other provisions of this section. Permits 
for such signs may be revoked at any time by the Board of Selectmen. 


E. Non-conforming Signs 


Signs which, at the time of the effective date of this section, had 
been previously legally erected, but which do not conform to the pro- 
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visions of this section may continue to be maintained for a period of 
five years from such effective date. Thereafter, all signs shall be made 
to conform to the provisions of this section, except that signs in violation 
of the prohibitions in paragraph D hereof shall be made so to conform 
within one year from such effective date. 


EF. Size, Number and Location of Signs 


1. In a Marine, Business or Light Industrial District, each place 
of business may be issued a permit for a sign, or signs, as follows: 


a. One or more wall signs for each wall fronting on a 
street or parking area, the total area of such signs not to exceed 
10% of the pertinent wall area, including doors and windows 
therein. Such sign may not be directly painted on any wall, but 
may consist of individual letters attached to or cut into such 
wall; in such case, the area of such sign shall be figured on the 
basis of the perimeter required to contain all the letters, num- 
bers or other devices comprising the sign. If a building be pro- 
vided with a portico, projecting shelter, balcony, or the like the 
sign may be erected on such structure, provided it does not ex- 
tend over a public way. 


b. Permitted roof signs may be used in place of or in con- 
junction with wall signs, but in no case shall the total area of 
such sign or signs exceed 10% of the wall area below the roof 
sign. 

c. In addition to the signs permitted under (a) and (b) 
above, where the area in front of a building permits, there may 
be one standing sign, not to exceed 16 square feet per side in 
area for each 50 feet, or fraction thereof, that it is set back from 
the street line. 


2. In all other districts, each premises on which there exists or is 
permitted any business activity duly authorized by variance, exception 
or special permit may be issued permit for a sign or signs (wall, roof 
or standing) the total area of which shall not exceed 16 square feet, 
except that such variance, exception or special permit may specify a 
lesser area. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provisions of this paragraph, cer- 
tain special types of activities or situations are recognized for which 
such provisions may be modified and permits issued as follows: 

a. Theatres: The marquee of a theatre shall be considered 
as comprising part of the wall area in determining the total sign 
area to be permitted. 

b. Subdivisions: One subdivision name sign, not to exceed 
16 square feet, may be permitted for each entry to a subdivision 
from a public way. 

ec. Contractors, Developers: For each construction or devel- 
opment project, there may be issued a temporary permit for one 
standing sign, not to exceed 16 square feet in area, setting forth 
facts and names pertinent to the project. Such sign shall be re- 
moved forthwith when the project is completed. 

d. Hotels: Hotels, inns and motels, where and as permitted 
under this by-law in other than Business or Light Industrial Dis- 
tricts, may be issued permits for signs in accordance with the 
provisions of sub-paragraph F-1 above or of such lesser size or 
number as may be determined under the provisions of Section 
21, however, in other than Business or Light Industrial Districts, 
no neon signs shall be permitted. 

e. Gasoline stations: Standard pump head signs of gasoline 
filling stations shall not be included in the total area of signs 
permitted, and no permit shall be required therefor, but they 
shall conform to the provisions of paragraph G below. 
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G. Tlumination 


Except as otherwise prohibited herein, signs may be illuminated by 
any fixed steady light source, of such nature and in such manner that 
the brightness of the sign face does not exceed 30 lumens per square 
foot. Except for neon type signs, where permitted, such illumination 
shall be so arranged that its source is not directly visible from any way 
or occupied building, and no illumination shall be of any color that 
might be confusing to traffic. Christmas lights shall not be deemed as 
coming within the provisions of this paragraph, but this paragraph shall 
apply to window signs. 

—and further, if the foregoing Sign Code, or part thereof, are adopted 
so as to make redundant or conflicting certain provisions of the present 
by-law, by amending portions of said by-law as follows: 

1. Strike out, in Section 2, the definitions of “Sign” and “Billboard.” 
Strike out paragraph 7 of Section 4. 

Strike out paragraph 4 of Section 7A. 
Strike out paragraph (f) of Section 17. 
Strike out paragraph (g) of Section 17. 
Strike out paragraph 10 of Section 8. 


7. Strike out, in paragraph (h)-3 of Section 27, the last clause “or 
for any sign greater in area than four (4) square feet. * 


On petition of the Sign Study Committee. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. The 
recommendation was for adoption of Article 42 as printed in the War- 
rant, but with the following amendments offered by the Sign Study 
Committee and approved by the Board. 


1. Add the following further exemptions to sub-paragraph “B-2”, 
after sub-paragraph (h) as printed in the Warrant. (No permit required) 

“i, Signs designating historical places or points of interest, erected 
by governmental authority or by a duly chartered historical association, 
or the like, not to exceed six square feet in area. 

“j. Signs indicating “Entrance”, “Exit”, “Parking” or the like, erect- 
ed on a premises for the direction of persons or vehicles, not to exceed 
two square feet in area.” 

2. Add the following sentence to sub-paragraph “D-5” as printed 
above in the Warrant. (Prohibited roof signs) 

“However, where the space between the tops of store windows and 
the roof line is insufficient for a wall sign extending across the face of 
the building to contain the area authorized by paragraph F, below, with- 
out projecting above the roof line, such sign may be permitted to extend 
above the roof line sufficiently to obtain such authorized maximum area.” 


3. Strike out, in its entirety, paragraph “E” as printed above in the 
Warrant and substitute therefor the following revised paragraph. 

“FE. Signs which, at the time of the effective date of this section, 
had been previously legally erected, but which exceed the maximum 
area provisions of this section, may be permitted to be maintained for 
the life of such signs, however, signs which are in violation of the pro- 
hibitions in paragraph D of this section shall be modified so as to termi- 
nate such violation within one year from such effective date.” 


4. Strike out, in its entirety, sub-paragraph F-2 as printed above in 
the warrant and substitute therefor the following revised paragraph. 

“2. In all other districts, each premises on which there exists or is 
permitted any business activity duly authorized by variance, exception 
or special permit, may be issued permits for signs in accordance with 
the provisions of sub-paragraph F-1, above, or of such lesser number 
or area as may be specified by such variance, exception or special per- 
mit, however, no neon signs shall be permitted.” 


eo ee co 
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Explanation: Article 8 of the May, 1965 Special Town Meeting cre- 
ated a Sign Study Committee for the purpose of establishing a Sign 
Code under the Zoning By-Laws. 


The present Zoning By-Law contains very little material relating to 
signs, and such as there is appears in scattered and unrelated sections, 
with little real meaning or effective control, except for the banning of 
“overhanging” signs (Section 17-f) voted in 1956. In the past few years, 
there has been an increasing awareness by the community that signs, 
of one sort or another, have been proliferating at an ever-increasing 
rate, and that there are not currently any comprehensive rules for or 
controls of signs within the Town. 


The Sign Study Committee, of which the Chairman of the Planning 
Board is a member, has met many times since its inception, and has 
studied the texts of the sign codes adopted by a number of towns within 
the Commonwealth. 


Out of all this has come the proposed article 42 appearing above. 
Some of its provisions are what might be considered “standard” or “basic”, 
being drawn from essentially common, and well-accepted, provisions of 
the regulations of other towns; some of its provisions are those currently 
existing in the Zoning By-law; others are those which the Sign Study 
Committee considers appropriate and desirable for the Town of Fal- 
mouth. 


The Planning Board does, and hopefully each resident and taxpayer 
of the Town will, realize the necessity of adopting some sort of regu- 
lations for the establishment and maintenance of signs within the Town’s 
boundaries. 

At the request of the Sign Study Committee, the Planning Board 
held a public hearing on the proposed “Sign Code” (“Section 38—Sign 
Regulations’) at which time several revisions were offered. Since such 
hearing, after publication of the Warrant, certain other, further, revisions 
have been offered by the Sign Study Committee, which proposed re- 
visions are set forth herein above. 


The Planning Board endorses the proposals of the Sign Study Com- 
mittee, and urges that they be adopted, including the post-Warrant- 
publication amendments referred to herein. It is the opinion of the 
Board that a comprehensive by-law for the regulation of signs, generally, 
has been needed for some time, and is now an absolute necessity. The 
Board feels that adoption of Section 38 of the Zoning By-law, as pro- 
posed above will be in the best interest of the Town. 


Voted, as amended that the Town does amend the Zoning By-Law by 
adopting the following new section: 
Section 38 — SIGN REGULATIONS 

A. Purpose and Definitions 

The purpose of this section is to provide for the reasonable regula- 
tion and control of the erection and maintenance of signs and advertising 
devices within the Town to the end that the appearance and amenities 
of the Town may be preserved and enhanced, without unduly restricting 
the conduct of lawful enterprise. For this purpose, the following terms 
shall have the meanings hereinafter ascribed to them. 

SIGN — Any device, surface or framework on which words, sym- 
bols or other designs are inscribed or displayed and designed to call 
attention thereto, including flags, banners and the like. 

ACCESSORY SIGN — A sign accessory to a permitted use or occu- 
pancy of the premises on which it is located, indicating the name of the 
occupant of such premises and/or the nature of the business conducted 
or the products sold thereon. 

OFF-PREMISES SIGN — A sign advertising the name of the occu- 
pant or location of, or the nature of the business conducted or products 
sold on, a premises other than that upon which it is located.

REAL ESTATE SIGN — A sign advertising the sale or rental of only 
the premises on which it is located, and hearing the name, address 
and/or telephone number of the agent through which such sale or rental 
may be accomplished. Such sign shall include no other advertising ma- 
terial, and shall not be illuminated. 


WINDOW SIGN — A sign affixed to the surface of a window (in- 
side or outside) or displayed behind a window so as to attract attention 
from the outside. A sign shall be deemed a window sign if it is within 
the display, or show case area of the window, or within six feet of the 
inside surface of a window through which it is intended to be viewed. 


STANDING SIGN — A sign standing or hanging free on its own 
support; such support may be attached to a building or fixed in or to the 
ground. Standing signs may have two sides or faces, showing in opposite 
directions. 

WALL SIGN — A sign fastened or affixed parallel to a wall of a 
building and not more than 6” therefrom. 


OVERHANGING SIGN — A sign, banner or other advertising device 
which hangs or extends over a public way, sidewalk or way in which 
the public has a right of access. Wall signs shall not be included in this 
definition. 


AREA — As appropriate to the context, the word “area” shall refer to 
the size, in square feet, of a sign face, not including frames, borders or 
any intermediate removable surface between a sign and a wall to which 
it may be affixed, however, the dimensions of any such frames, borders, 
etc. shall not be such as to result in over-all total areas (including such 
frames, borders, etc.) exceeding by more than 20% the sign face areas 
authorized by this section. 


BILLBOARD — Any standing sign greater in area than forty (40) 
square feet. 


B. Permits 


1. Except as hereinafter provided, no sign shall be erected, altered 
or enlarged, or affixed to any building or placed On any premises with- 
out a permit issued by the Building Inspector. Such permits shall only 
be issued in conformance with the provisions of this section of the by- 
law. Application for sign permits shall be accompanied by such plans, 
drawings and specifications as the Building Inspector may require. Such 
permits may be issued on a permanent basis for an indefinite period, or 
on a temporary basis for a period not to exceed 180 days. A permit issued 
for an indefinite period shall become invalid when the product or activ- 
ity advertised on the sign permitted has been discontinued or inactive 
for a period of one year. Fees for all sign permits shall be as the Board 
of Selectmen may, from time to time, determine. 


2. The following types of signs shall be authorized by right, without 
the necessity of a permit therefor. 

a. Signs bearing the name of the occupant of a dwelling, 
not to exceed two square feet in area. If the occupant is engaged 
in a profession, the sign may also display a word or words indi- 

- cating such profession. 

b. Signs offering accommodations for guests, not to exceed 
two square feet in area. 

c. Real estate signs, not to exceed six square feet in area; 
such signs shall be removed forthwith upon sale or rental of the 
premises advertised. 

d. Signs accessory to the use of the premises by a religious 
or educational institution, or by a governmental authority, not to 
exceed ten square feet in area. 

e. Signs prohibiting trespass, hunting, and the like, and 
signs warning of danger, such as “High Voltage”, not to exceed 
one square foot in area. 
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f. Street name signs, and signs erected by the Town, County 
or Commonwealth for the direction and control of traffic. 

g. Window signs, however, the total area of such signs shall 
not be greater than 25% of the area of the window through 
which they are to be viewed. Window signs exceeding this area 
limitation are expressly prohibited. 

h. Signs on or adjacent to the entry of a multiple occupancy 
building listing the names and/or occupations of the occupants 
thereof, provided that the size of such sign shall not exceed one 
square foot for each occupant. 

i. Signs designating historical places or points of interest, 
erected by governmental authority or by a duly chartered his- 
torical association, or the like, not to exceed six square feet in 
area. 

j. Signs indicating “Entrance”, “Exit”, “Parking” or the like, 
erected on a premises for the direction of persons or vehicles, 
not to exceed two square feet in area. 


C. Maintenance 


All signs, whether erected prior to the effective date of this section 
or not, and whether a permit is required or not, shall be maintained in 
a safe and neat condition to the satisfaction of the Building Inspector. 
Failure to correct a violation of this provision within 20 days after 
notice thereof shall constitute grounds for revocation of the permit, or 
for removal of the sign if it was erected prior to the time when such 
permit was required, or if it is of a type for which no permit is required. 


D. Prohibitions 

1. Moving or flashing signs. No sign, any part of which is designed 
intentionally to move, and no sign illuminated by or including any flash- 
ing or occulting light shall be permitted. Strings of pennants or so-called 
whirlygigs, and the like shall be deemed to be included in this prohibi- 
tion which shall also apply to window signs, as defined herein. A sign 
which is designed, for structural reasons, to align itself with the direc- 
tion of the wind shall not be considered a moving sign. 

2. Overhanging signs. No overhanging signs shall be permitted, 
however, this provision shall not apply to street name signs nor to signs 
or devices erected by the Town, County or Commonwealth for the direc- 
tion and control of traffic. 

3. Signs on trees, etc. Except for signs warning of danger or pro- 
hibiting trespass or the like, no sign shall be painted on or affixed to 
any tree, fence, utility pole, rock or ledge, nor painted or posted on any 
wall without an intermediary removable surface. 

4. Neon signs. Except in Business or Light Industrial Districts, no 
sign shall include any neon or other electro-excited gas filled tubing 
illumination. 

5. Certain roof signs. No sign shall be erected on any roof so as to 
project above or beyond the roof line of the building on which it is 
erected. No sign shall be painted on any roof surface so as to be visible 
from the ground. However, where the space between the tops of store 
windows and the roof line is insufficient for a wall sign extending across 
the face of the building to contain the area authorized by paragraph F, 
below, without projecting above the roof line, such sign may be permit- 
ted to extend above the roof line sufficiently to obtain such authorized 
maximum area. 


E. Non-Conforming Signs 


Signs which, at the time of the effective date of this section, had 
been previously legally erected, but which exceed the maximum are 
provisions of this section, may be permitted to be maintained for the 
life of such signs, however, signs which are in violation of the prohibi- 
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tions in paragraph D of this section shall be modified so as to terminate 
such violation within one year from such effective date. 


F. Size, Number and Location of Signs 


1, 


In a Marine, Business or Light Industrial District, each place 


of business may be issued a permit for a sign, or signs, as follows: 


a. One or more wall signs for each wall fronting on a 


street or parking area, the total area of such signs not to exceed 
10% of the pertinent wall area, including doors and windows 
therein. Such sign may not be directly painted on any wall, but 
may consist of individual letters attached to or cut into such 
wall; in such case, the area of such sign shall be figured on the 
basis of the perimeter required to contain all the letters, num- 
bers or other devices comprising the sign. If a building be pro- 
vided with a portico, projecting shelter, balcony, or the like the 
sign may be erected on such structure, provided it does not €x- 
tend over a public way. 


b. Permitted roof signs may be used in place of or in con- 


junction with wall signs, but in no case shall the total area of 
such sign or signs exceed 10% of the wall area below the roof 
sign. 


ce. In addition to the signs permitted under (a) and (b) 


above, where the area in front of a building permits, there may 
be one standing sign, not to exceed 16 square feet per side in 
area for each 50 feet, or fraction thereof, that it is set back from 
the street line. 


2. In all other districts, each premises on which there exists or is 
permitted any business activity duly authorized by variance, exception 
or special permit, may be issued permits for signs in accordance with 
the provisions of sub-paragraph F-1, above, or of such lesser number 
or area aS may be specified by such variance, exception or special permit, 
however, no neon signs shall be permitted. 

3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provisions of this paragraph, cer- 


tain special types of activities or situations are recognized for which 
such provisions may be modified and permits issued as follows: 


a. Theatres: The marques of a theatre shall be considered 


as comprising part of the wall area in determining the total sign 
area to be permitted. 


b. Subdivisions: One subdivision name sign, not to exceed 


16 square feet, may be permitted for each entry to a subdivision 
from a public way. 


ce. Contractors, Developers: For each construction or devel- 


opment project, there may be issued a temporary permit for one 
standing sign, not to exceed 16 square feet in area, setting forth 
facts and names pertinent to the project. Such sign shall be re- 
moved forthwith when the project is completed. 


d. Hotels: Hotels, inns and motels, where and as permitted 


under this by-law in other than Business or Light Industrial Dis- 
tricts, may be issued permits for signs in accordance with the 
provisions of sub-paragraph F-1 above or of such lesser size or 
number as may be determined under the provisions of Section 
21, however, in other than Business or Light Industrial Districts, 
no neon signs shall be permitted. 


e. Gasoline stations: Standard pump head signs of gasoline 


filing stations shall not be included in the total area of signs 
permitted, and no permit shall be required therefor, but they 
shall conform to the provisions of Paragraph G below. 


G. Illumination 


Except as otherwise prohibited herein, signs may be illuminated by 
any fixed steady light source, of such nature and in such manner that 
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the brightness of the sign face does not exceed 100 lumens per square 
foot. Except for neon type signs, where permitted, such illumination 
shall be so arranged that its source is not directly visible from any way 
or occupied building, and no illumination shall be of any color that 
might be confusing to traffic. Christmas lights shall not be deemed as 
coming within the provisions of this paragraph, but this paragraph shall 
apply to window signs. 

—and further, by amending portions of said by-law as follows: 

Strike out, in Section 2, the definitions of “Sign” and “Billboard.” 
Strike out paragraph 7 of Section 4. 

Strike out paragraph 4 of Section 7A. 

Strike out paragraph (f) of Section 17. 

Strike out pragraph (g) of Section 17. 

Strike out paragraph 10 of Section 8. 

Strike out, in paragraph (h)-3 of Section 27, the last clause “or 
for any sign greater in area than four (4) square feet.” 


By a counted vote, 135 voted in favor and 24 voted against, the 
motion prevailed by the necessary two-thirds vote, a quorum being 
present.

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Explanation: The Planning Board approves of the intent and pur- 
pose of this article, which is to improve and strengthen the Historical 
District controls. The existing provisions relating to Historical Districts 
in Falmouth are perhaps the loosest and weakest of any in the country. 
The reason for the Board’s proposed changes to the original wording of 
the article are that some of the original language was considered too 
broad and imprecise. Valid objections were made at the hearing that 
some phrasing might imply a concern and control over color and other 
matters, which was not, and is not intended. The Board’s substitute 
language would correct this, and is thought to answer the objections. 
Under part 3 of this article, the Board believes that the additional sent- 
ence proposed to be added relating to refusal of demolition permit is 
unnecessary, and that it be omitted.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its reeommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled.

It would seem that this article was inspired out of apprehension by 
certain resort interests of the possible adoption of Article 55, which 
would have banned future hotels, etc., in residence districts and relegated 
them to business districts. To the extent that said Article 55 is not 
recommended and presumably will not be adopted, this would seem to 
eliminate the chief reason for the insertion of Article 59. This article 
proposes a sort of “limited business” district, somewhere between Resi- 
dence and Business, to permit various activities related to the resort 
industry. Its critics argue that its permitted uses are too broad and 
varied. Substantially opposition was voiced at the hearing. 


If hotels, etc. are to remain, as now, as conditionally permitted use 
in Residence areas, as recommended by the Planning Board under 
Article 41 of this Warrant, this article is entirely unnecessary.

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Report of Special Town Meeting 
Held September 19, 1966 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members met at 
the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth, Massachu- 
setts, on Monday, September 19, 1966 at 7:00 o’clock p.m., to act upon the 
Articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to office were: 


Chauncey L. Crocker Walter T. Malley 
Herve C. Houde 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. 


Mrs. Doris M. Weeks was sworn as the stenographer for the duration 
of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:35 o’clock p.m. by the Moder- 
ator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 190 an- 
nounced present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to con- 
stitute a quorum being 129. 


The invocation was offered by the Rev. Robert A. Hansen, Pastor 
of the Falmouth Baptist Church. 


A minute of silence was held by the assembly in memory of the 
decease of Town Counsel John P. Sylvia, Jr. 


The following resolution was presented by Manuel F. Rapoza: 


RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, John P. Sylvia, Jr. served as Town Counsel for the Town 
of Falmouth for over fifty years, and whereas he devoted so much of 
his time, life and interest in behalf of the residents of said Town; there- 
fore: 


BE IT RESOLVED: That Town Hall Square or some suitable other 
place be named in memory of John P. Sylvia, Jr. in gratitude for his 
many years of selfless service, and that the Selectmen, the Planning Board 
and the Moderator be instructed to carry out the intent of this resolution. 


The resolution passed by a unanimous vote. 


The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant would be 
called and the substance of each Article would be stated to the Meeting; 
and upon completion of the call as to those Articles in which there were 
no controversies or debate, or information desired, there would be one 
vote offered which would adopt the recommendations of the Finance 
Committee and in the Zoning Articles the recommendations of the Plan- 
ning Board as the action of the meeting. 


The Moderator further stated the Articles were the same as shown 
in the printed booklet constituting the report of the Finance Committee, 
a copy of which was in the possession of every Town Meeting Member. 


The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting Member de- 
siring to have any Article debated or subject to inquiry or explanation 
it would be marked for further consideration by having a Town Meet- 
ing Member call out the word “hold” when such Article is called.

The Moderator further stated that even on those Articles not marked 
“hold” the Chairman of the Finance Committee would give notice of 
reconsideration so that the action on the Articles could be reconsidered 
later by a motion to reconsider. 


The Moderator thereupon called all the Articles in their order in the 
Warrant, and stated the substance of each and the recommendation of 
the Finance Committee and/or the Planning Board. 


The Articles numbered 4, 5, 10, 11, 19, 21, 22 and 26 were requested 
by the Town Meeting Members as “hold” and were held for further 
reconsideration. 


The other Articles numbered 1, 2, 3, 6, 7, 8, 9, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 
18, 20, 23, 24 and 25 were thereupon passed by the following vote applic- 
able to all such Articles which vote was as follows: That on all Articles 
in the Warrant, except those ordered “hold”, the recommendations of 
the Finance Committee and in the case of Zoning Articles the recommen- 
dations of the Planning Board be and hereby are adopted as the action 
of this Meeting. This motion passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum 
being present.

On petition of the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the adoption of Article 9 for the following 
reason: 


This article, in five parts, proposes certain minor changes in the 
by-law relating to signs, thought necessary and desirable for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

Part 1: Present definition of “Billboard” is “Any standing sign - - - 
etc.” Under Section 38-F-1-c, an accessory (on-premises) standing sign 
more than 100 feet from a way could be 48 square feet in area, but un- 
der the present definition of “Billboard,” a size greater than 40 sq. ft. 
would be prohibited. This change would eliminate this conflict, and 
clarify the intent of the by-law to put an absolute limit in size on off- 
premises signs of any type. 


Part 2: Sect. 38-F-1l-c now permits only one standing sign for each 
business premises. It is felt that if a premises has frontage on two (or 
more) streets, it should be permitted a standing sign for each street 
frontage. 


Part 3: Section 38-F-3-d refers specifically to hotels, inns, and 
motels. The permissiveness granted under this sub-paragraph (d) is 
granted in the same language and under the same conditions under the 
provisions of Sect. 38-F-2, as amended by the Planning Board at the 
last Annual Town Meeting, so (d) is now entirely redundant. Nothing 
is being taken away or made more restrictive. When (d) is removed 
the existing sub-paragraph (e) becomes (d). 


Part 4: The original intent of sub-paragraph D-7 of Sect. 38 was 
for the Board of Appeals to control off-premises signs in Residence and 
Agricultural, etc. districts, leaving the control of such signs in Business 
and Light Industrial Districts to the State Outdoor Advertising Board. 
Somehow this was not specifically stated in the originally adopted text. 
The Planning Board wishes now to clarify this intent by this addition. 


Part 5: This change is corollary to, and essentially identical to, the 
preceding one, for the same reason. Sect. 27-i was adopted in 1964, prior 
to Sect. 38. The “NOTE” to be added is for extra clarity of meaning.

This proposed change would create a Marine District of some 9500 
square feet, abutting a Light Industrial District in which is located a 
boat yard. The alleged prospective use is for yacht slips (marina), which 
is compatible with the use of adjoining property and would seem to be 
a proper use of this waterfront parcel. There was no objection voiced 
at the hearing. 


Voted, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-Law, and so note 
on the Zoning Map, by changing from a single Residential District “C” 
to a Marine District the following parcel of land located off the Wester- 
ly side of Falmouth Heights Road, and more particularly bounded and 
described as follows: 


Beginning at a point marked by an iron pipe set in the Westerly 
line of Falmouth Heights Road and land now or formerly of Alma 
L. D. Butterfield et al, said iron pipe being distant one hundred fifty 
* (150) feet northerly in said westerly line of Falmouth Heights Road 
' from land now or formerly of William A. Tobey; thence running 
. westerly to an iron pipe set at or near the waters of Falmouth Inner 
Harbor; thence continuing in said line into the waters of Falmouth 
Inner Harbor as far as private rights extend; thence running northerly 
along the waters of said Harbor, one hundred (100) feet more or less; 
_ thence turning and running easterly to an iron pipe set at or near the 
waters of Falmouth Inner Harbor; thence continuing in said line to 
an iron pipe set in the westerly line of Falmouth Heights Road; thence 
turning and running southerly in the westerly line of Falmouth 
Heights Road one hundred (100) feet to an iron pipe and the point 
and place of beginning. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to acquire by purchase 
for road purposes, that parcel of land in the Falmouth Village area 
owned by. Mary C. McMurtrie, and bounded and described as follows: 


Being lot C on “Plan of Lots A, B & C of Oliver Swift Chute, 
Richard Chute and Mary C. McMurtrie in Falmouth, Scale 40? = 1” 
February 3, 1962, Newell B. Snow, R.L.S.” and said parcel as shown 
on said plan being more specifically bounded and described as fol- 
lows: 


WESTERLY by Katharine Lee Bates Road, seventy-four and 25/100 
(74.25) feet; EASTERLY by land of the Town of Falmouth (Taking 
by Town of Falmouth), seventy-two and 57/100 (72.57) feet; and 

- SOUTHERLY by land of Paul G. Swift Reg. Land No. 30337 — Cert. 
26754, twenty-seven and 62/100 (27.62) feet; containing 993 square feet 
according to said plan; 
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and appropriate from available funds the necessary amount for said 
purchase or pass any other vote to take any other action in this matter, 
and for said purposes. 

On request of Board of Selectmen. 

Voted, that the Town does acquire the property described in the 
Article, and to appropriate $600 from the Excess and Deficiency Account 
for the purpose, said sum to be expended under supervision of the 
Selectmen. 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate or transfer 
from available funds the sum of $30,000.00 for the category of Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children to meet the anticipated deficit, or 
act or do anything else in the matter. 

On request of the Board of Public Welfare. 

Voted, that the Town does appropriate the sum of $30,000.00 from the 
Excess and Deficiency Account to be added to the Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children account of the Welfare Department. 


Passed by a unanimous vote. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate or transfer 
from available funds the sum of $6,000.00 for the category of Disability 
Assistance to meet the anticipated deficit, or act or do anything else in 
the matter. 

On request of the Board of Public Welfare. 


Voted, that the Town does appropriate the sum of $6,000.00 from the 
Excess and Deficiency Account to be added to the Disability Assistance 
account of the Welfare Department. 


Passed by a unanimous vote. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to acquire for conservation 
purposes, by purchase or taking by eminent domain or otherwise, a 
strip of land to follow the existing cartway running Northerly and 
Northwesterly from Hatchville Road to the Coonamessett River and 
joining at that point land owned by the Town of Falmouth, all as shown 
on a plan entitled “Plan of Conservation Area” prepared for the Fal- 
mouth Conservation Commission by Charles B. Vail, Surveyor, dated 
December 31, 1965, said strip of land to be administered by the Fal- 
mouth Conservation Commission, and to raise and appropriate a sum 
of money for this purpose. 

On request of the Falmouth Conservation Commission. 


Voted, that the Town does acquire for conservation purposes, by 
purchase or taking by eminent domain or otherwise, the strip of land 
described in the article, funds for the purpose to be taken from the 
conservation fund, said funds to be expended and said land to be ad- 
ministered by the Falmouth Conservation Commission. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from avail- 
able funds, the sum of $10,500.00 to replace the present Town Ambulance, 
said sum to be expended by the Falmouth Ambulance Committee, or 
act to do anything else in the matter. 

On request of the Falmouth Ambulance Committee, Leighton F. 
Peck, Chairman. 

Voted, that the Town does appropriate the sum of $10,500.00 from 
the Excess and Deficiency Account to purchase a new, fully equipped 
ambulance with greater headroom than the present ambulance, turning 
in the present ambulance in trade, said sum to be expended under super- 
vision of the Falmouth Ambulance Committee. 


Passed by a unanimous vote. 
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Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from avail- 
able funds the sum of $8,500.00 for the purpose of purchasing a new 
dump truck for the Highway Division of the Department of Public 
Works, or take any other action on this matter. 

On request of the Falmouth Board of Public Works. 


Voted, that the Town does appropriate the sum of $8,500.00 from the 
Excess and Deficiency Account to purchase a new dump truck for the 
DPW Highway division, turning in one or two of the division’s present 
trucks, said sum to be expended under supervision of the Commissioners 
of Public Works. 


Passed by a unanimous vote. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from avail- 
able funds a sum of money to explore for additional public water sup- 
plies, or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Falmouth Board of Public Works. 


Voted, that Article 18 be postponed to next Annual Town Meeting. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to appoint a Study Com- 
mittee to investigate the merits of a Traffic Commission or other agency 
whose duty it would be to regulate all matters to do with traffic signs 
and markings pertinent to parking, traffic flow, speed limits, and metered 
areas within or on the public ways of the Town of Falmouth, or take 
any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Falmouth Board of Public Works. 


Voted, that the Town does authorize the Selectmen and the Board 
of Public Works to appoint a study committee of three members, includ- 
ing no present officeholders or members of town boards, to study the 
merits of a Traffic Commission, and to report its findings to annual 
town meeting of 1967 with recommendations in the form of an article 
for town meeting action if appropriate, and to appropriate from the 
Excess and Deficiency Account the sum of $100 for expenses of said 
study committee.

It shall be unlawful for any person or persons occupying, owning, 
leasing either for himself, or as an agent for another or in any way 
or manner having charge of or control over any buildings or premises 
or any part thereof in the Town, other than that section of any establish- 
ment licensed under Chapter 138 of the General Laws to cause or suffer 
or allow any unnecessary, loud, excessive or unusual noises in the oper- 
ation of any radio, phonograph or other mechanical soOundmaking de- 
vice or instrument, or reproducing device or instrument, or in the play- 
ing of any band, orchestra, musician or group of musicians, or in the 
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use of any device to amplify the aforesaid, or the making of loud out- 
cries, exclamations or other loud or boisterous noises or loud and 
boisterous singing by any person or group of persons or in the use of 
any device to amplify the aforesaid noise, where the noise is plainly 
audible at a distance of one hundred and fifty feet from the building, 
structure, vehicle or premises in which or from which it is produced. 
The fact that the noise is plainly audible at a distance of one hundred 
and fifty feet from the vehicle or premises from which it originates 
shall constitute Prima Facie evidence of a violation of this by-law. 

Any person violating this by-law shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than fifty dollars for each offense. 

On request of the Falmouth Police Department. 


Voted, that Article 21 be indefinitely postponed. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to increase the maximum 
penalty for violation of all Town By-Laws presently imposing a penalty 
for violation thereof from twenty ($20.00) dollars to fifty ($50.00) dollars 
as permitted by Chapter 316 of the Acts of 1965 which amended Section 
21 of Chapter 40 of the Massachusetts General Laws, or act to do any- 
thing else in the matter. 

On request of the Falmouth Police Department. 

Voted, that the Town does increase maximum penalty for violation 
of its by-laws from $20 to $50 as described in the article. 


The motion prevailed. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote under the provisions of 
Chapter 74, Section 2, of the Acts and Resolves of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, 1945, to authorize the acceptance and use of a Federal 
grant to be used in conjunction with funds raised and appropriated by 
Article 90 of the 1966 Annual Meeting of the Town of Falmouth, or 
take any other action in the matter. 

On request of the Board of Library Trustees. 


Voted, that the Town does accept the federal grant as described 
in Article 23. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate or transfer 
from “State Aid for Libraries-Reserved for Appropriation account” the 
sum of Three Thousand Two Hundred fifty-nine and 25/100 ($3,259.25) 
Dollars for general library purposes, said funds to be expended under 
the direction of the Trustees of the Falmouth Public Library, or take 
any other action on this matter. 

On request of the Library Trustees. 


Voted, that the Town does transfer the sum of $3,259.25 as described 
in Article 24. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the School 
Committee to expend $10,000.00 of Federal Funds available to the School 
Committee for making certain’ emergency repairs not included in the 
1966 budget, or act to do anything else in the matter. 

On request of Harry S. Merson, Superintendent of Schools. 
Voted; that the School Committee be authorized to expend up to 
$10,000.00 of federal funds, maintenance and operation of schools, 
P.L. 874. 


Passed by a unanimous vote. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to sell to Gilbert Martin 
of Falmouth that small parcel of the Town’s land containing an area 
of about 980 square feet adjoining the Diner, known as the Shady Nook 
Restaurant on Academy Lane, Falmouth, being the land presently leased. 
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by the Town to Gilbert Martin and upon which part of the Shady Nook 
Restaurant now rests, or act or do anything else in yn matter. 

On pétition of Lorraine Weeks and others. : 

Voted, that the Town does authorize the Selectmen to transfer to 
Gilbert S. Martin. the parcel of property described, not more than 971 
square feet, now leased by the Town .to Mr. Martin, for the sum of 
$3,100., retaining any necessary easements, and bounded and described 
as follows:

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1966 


To the Voters of the Town of Falmouth: 


The State completed its annual audit of financial trans- 
actions recorded in the books and accounting records of the 
Town of Falmouth. All were in order, as evidenced by their 
report. 


Appointments, under the Board’s jurisdiction, were made, 
Commissions were filled. Incarrying out its responsibilities, 
the Board met in regular and special sessions, held an aver- 
age of ten public hearings each week and attended numerous 
other meetings. A gratifying part of this past year’s work 
has been the increased number of people in attendance at 
hearings and the interest they have shown. This is most help- 
ful and the best assurance that action taken will be beneficial 
for the entire town. Legislative decisions have not been hastily 
made, but were reached only after complete consideration. 


In March, the Annual Town Meeting was held and a 
Special Town Meeting was held in September. 


We laid out the following roads, which the Town accept- 
ed: 


Gifford Street from Dillingham Avenue to Brick Kiln 
Road; Turner Road to Thomas B. Landers Road; Thomas B. 
Landers Road and Turner Road to West Falmouth By-Pass; 
Pinecrest Beach Drive, Westerly, from intersection of Lake 
Shore Drive to Lots 20 and 72 of former Waite Property. 


The following roads were laid out under the Betterment 
Act: Gayle Avenue, Palm Street to Little Pond, Windward 
Way, Montauk Street to Little Pond, Maple Street to Great 
Bay Street, Hudson Street, Wedgewood Drive from Pinecrest 
Beach Drive to Lakewood Drive, and Lakewood Drive from 
Sandwich Road to Wedgewood Drive. 
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Street lights voted by the Town have all been installed. 
The year has seen many .changes take place. In February, 
Town offices moved to the completed new hall. During the 
spring and summer, landscaping was completed and the 
formal dedication was on September 18th. The former Town 
Hall and Community Center was demolished. Expanded pub- 
lic works projects included a new look for East Main Street 
with curbing installation and resurfacing. There was con- 
tinued residential and commercial development in all areas. 
On occasion, we had the much appreciated opportunity to 
take part in various ceremonial events. 


Pending claims, suits and legal matters in which the 
Town is involved, will be detailed in Report of the Town Coun- 
sel. 


Time was duly given to study groups and existent Town 
committees; and the Selectmen cooperated and were repre- 
sented with public and private groups undertaking new 
projects. As evidenced in reports that follow, there is a con- 
tinued intelligent approach to the solution of the many com- 
plex problems that population growth brings—traffic, sani- 
tary sewers, pollution, refuse disposal, insurance, salaries and 
other phases of municipal activity. Officials, department 
heads, committee members and citizens have cooperatively 
brought an increasing knowledge of the Town’s needs togeth- 
er with plans and methods for meeting them. Significant 
events show clearly that the year has been one of accom- 
plishment and progress.

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Assessors’ Report and Valuation 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Assessors herewith submit their report for the year 
ending December 31, 1966. 


Changes in the Law and Supreme Court Decisions have 
greatly increased the work load and number of abatements. 
Servicemen who are not residents of Massachusetts are no 
longer subject to an automobile excise and abatements must 
be processed in each case. 


The number of Elderly abatements has increased from 
250 to 300, and late in the year the amount of abatement 
was increased from $212.00 to $350.00. This necessitated a 
review of each application and an additional abatement 
made. Vietnam servicemen are now considered Veterans and 
entitled to any exemptions allowed by law. While these 
abatements and exemptions are, in our opinion, in the public 
interest and worthy, they have increased the workload in 
the department and a considerable expenditure by the Town. 
Details of these exemptions may be found below.

A total of twenty premature babies born alive were re- 
ported to this department in 1966. Financial assistance was 
given to four infants whose parents were unable to assume 
the responsibility for the hospitalization. 


All barns were inspected and the annual census of live- 
stock was completed in December and forwarded to the State 
Department of Public Health. 


A supply of serums and vaccines are Kept in the office 
under refrigeration and are available to the doctors in town 
without cost. The Health Department is also responsible for 
ordering all state supplied biologics for the Falmouth Hos- 
pital and the Falmouth Nursing Association clinics. 
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Regulations for the collection of refuse can be obtained 
at the Health Office. Householders and businessmen should 
see that the containers are covered at all times. 


All owners of public and semi-public swimming pools 
must obtain a license from the Board of Health the first of 
each year. 


The State of Massachusetts Sanitary Code, Article XI, 
Regulation 2.2 reads as follows: 


“No person or firm shall engage in the construction, al- 
teration, installation, or repair of any individual sewerage 
disposal system without first obtaining a disposal works in- 
stallation permit from the Board of Health.” 


Following Town Meeting action the Disposal Area was 
put out to bid by private contractor. William Bonito is the 
contractor.

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Report of the Barnstable County 
Health Department — 1966 


To the Board of Health 
Town of Falmouth 


In the early 1920’s the County Commissioners, the Cape 
Cod Health Bureau (the predecessor of the present Barn- 
stable County Associated Boards of Health) and the Cape 
Cod Public Health Club, expressed concern for provision of 
high quality service for all of the residents in the County at 
the least cost. This led to action in legislation, Chapter 133 of 
the Acts of 1926, being passed and the Barnstable County 
Health Department was established. 


We appreciate the recognition you gave us November 17, 
1966 on our 40th anniversary and look forward to your con- 
tinued support and cooperation in giving the expected good 
service to all of our citizens. 


A primary requisite to assure continued high quality ser- 
vice is qualified professional supervision of all workers within 
the service. With this in mind the Barnstable County Com- 
missioners have allowed us a second public health nurse 
Supervisor position. This will give added professional assist- 
ance to your town nurses. 


The concern for continued provision of high quality 
public health service is constant and requires study and 
planning for necessary action. Let me share with you some of 
the most outstanding health needs in Barnstable County: 


1. The needs for psychiatric services for adults, addi- 
tional services for the emotionally ill and for the 
mentally retarded of all ages. 


2. The need for coordination of all available health re- 
sources. The careful use of all trained workers will 
produce maximum high quality service at lower costs. 
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3. The problems associated with the increased demand 
for clean public water supplies and disposal of sewage 
and solid waste are with us. This will require all towns 
to formulate plans individually and cooperatively to 
meet the short and long term needs. One important 
requirement is to have land available as it is needed. 


4. There is the serious need of upgrading salaries of the 
professionals in order to keep and recruit necessary 
personnel. To maintain high standards of public 
health service, we need a minimum number of highly 
qualified professional staff, and as the population 
grows and health needs increase health aides can be 
added. This kind of planning is imperative to insure 
good service.

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Report of the Finance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Work of the Finance Committee was accomplished this 
year in 34 meetings, with aggregate attendance of 359, as 
well as many subcommittee meetings on departmental bud- 
gets and special articles. 

A record increase in the total of budgets, just under 
$400,000, raised the cost of routine operation of the town 
departments to over $4.5 million this year. A special town 
meeting was required in September to provide even more 
funds for unanticipated needs, particularly summer policing 
and several welfare categories. 

The drastic jump in budgets put a severe squeeze on the 
availability of funds for other needed projects of the town. 
This committee, and the town meeting, voted to defer action 
on some which we would have liked to see accomplished. 
Two sizable projects seemed of special merit, the DPW gar- 
age and the addition to Falmouth Public Library. By use 
of three-year notes of the town, it was possible to spread 
cost of these over four years. Saving in interest charges, 
compared to long-term bonding, will be substantial. 

The Stabilization fund, which had been depleted for the 
new Teaticket school the previous year, was enlarged by 
$150,000. With more school building and a start on a town- 
wide sewerage system ahead, stress should be placed on 
building up the Stabilization fund further. 

We had estimated that the recommended spending at 
annual town meeting would result in a $2 per thousand in- 
crease in the tax rate. Added receipts to the town from the 
sales and use tax just about balanced that extra spending, 
and the tax rate remained at $53 for the third straight year.

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Report of the Personnel Board 


To the Citizens of The Town of Falmouth: 


The Falmouth Personnel Board met and held twelve 
regular meetings and eleven special sessions during 1966, at 
which time they acted on many requests for salary increases 
and promotions. 


Because of a steady increase in the number of actions 
prepared, it was necessary to initiate a new type of adminis- 
trative form which has greatly reduced the amount of time 
spent in processing the actions. 


The Board contacted twelve different firms relative to a 
professional salary survey to be made during the year. As a 
result, representatives from five of these firms were inter- 
viewed, and the Board subsequently voted to contract the 
firm of Frank C. Brown & Co., Inc. to undertake this project 
in May. The Board has been pleased with the firm’s ap- 
proach and the final report, although the consultants had 
been hampered in their progress because of the generally 
extreme tardiness of the return of employees’ position classi- 
fication questionnaires. The Comprehensive Wage and Salary 
Classification Plan as reported by the experts has been ac- 
cepted and analyzed, and tthe Board thas submitted same for 
Town approval at the next Annual Town Meeting. 


In the spring, the Board expects to publish a new edition 
of the Salary Administration Plan as well as an employee 
handbook indicating the fringe benefits available to em- 
ployees, to be designed as an informative guide not only for 
Town employees but also for Falmouth taxpayers. 


In 1965 the Board had found it necessary to distribute 
a memorandum concerning the abuse of sick leave. Unfort- 
unately this practice continued well into the current year, so 
that it was necessary to call the matter to the offenders’ at- 
tention on repeated occasions. Much progress has been made 
since then, however, as the abuses appear to have subsided 
somewhat. 
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The Board has submitted two articles in the 1967 Annual 
Town Meeting Warrant. One article requests formal amend- 
ment of the Plan to clarify one particular section of the by- 
laws. The other article outlines the new Comprehensive 
Wage and Salary Classification Plan and seeks an appropria- 
tion of funds to underwrite adjustment costs of same.

Gentlemen: 


The Home Rule Committee was appointed for the pur- 
pose of informing itself and the town about the provisions 
of the Home Rule Amendment to the State Constitution 
which appeared on the November 1966 ballot. At the request 
of the committee, the Selectmen appointed Mrs. DeWitt C. 
Jones III to the committee as secretary. 

Using information supplied by our state representatives 
and the Massachusetts League of Women Voters, the com- 
mittee came to the conclusion that more home rule would 
not only strengthen local governments but would also allow 
the state legislature to concentrate on general state-wide 
problems. It was, therefore, decided to give our full support 
to the passage of the amendment. 

In an effort to inform the town about home rule, the 
committee held an open meeting with Sheriff Donald P. Tul- 
loch and the two candidates for state representative, James 
R. McMahon Jr. and Harry A. S. Read as speakers. Moderator 
for the meeting was George D. Scala, Chairman of the Home 
Rule Committee. Detailed information concerning the 
amendment was distributed at the meeting to any interested 
citizen. 

Another meeting to discuss home rule was held by the 
Falmouth Kiwanis with the Committee’s Chairman and Sec- 
retary as speakers. 

The overwhelming support of the Falmouth voters for 
the amendment in the November election brought the com- 
mittee’s work to a successful conclusion.

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Report of the Beach Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The Falmouth Beach Committee is pleased to report 
another successful season at all of the town beaches and 
their respective parking areas. Financially, the departments 
income reached a new record high exceeding the previous 
years income by approximately $3,100.00. A comparison of 
beach and parking lot receipts follows:

The yearly increase in revenue is also an indication of 
the increased patronage of the beach facilities and of the 
need for beach parking lot expansion. The committee will 
submit an article to the town for the enlargement of Menau- 
hant beach parking lot before the 1967 summer season be- 
gins. 


The swimming classes once again proved their popularity 
with a total enrollment of 1202. (65% passed their tests). 
During the season, there were two swimming meets held for 
all of the town beaches. The teams were selected by elimina- 
tion on their own beaches. The first meet was held in July 
at St. Gregory’s Pool in Davisville and won by Menauhant 
beach. The second meet was held in August at Seacoast 
Shores Pool and won by Old Silver beach. 
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The committee had all town beaches cleaned by a beach 
cleaning machine at the beginning of the season. Due to 
purchase price, high maintenance, and lack of storage, we 
still feel that it is not advisable for the town to consider pur- 
chasing one of these machines at this time. 


The new raft placed on station at Megansett beach this 
summer provided swimming enjoyment for both young and 
old. The committee also had a new set of concrete stairs in- 
stalled at Chapoquoit beach. 


In conclusion, the committee expresses its gratitude to 
all town departments for their valuable assistance and to the 
Police department for their control of the record number of 
visitors to the town this year.

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Report of the Waterways Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Massachusetts Department of Public Works com- 
pleted the construction of the Inshore Section of Fishermen’s 
Dock at Woods Hole during the year. This important facility 
is now in excellent condition and should be serviceable for 
many years to come. West Falmouth Harbor maintenance 
dredging was also completed making this harbor again use- 
able. 


Engineering work by the State Department of Public 
Works is currently under way for repairs to the Wild Harbor 
Bulkhead, Shore Protection work at AcapeskKet and dredging 
at Eel River entrance, Menauhant. Town funds for this work 
are available and it is anticipated that these jobs will be com- 
pleted during 1967. 


Falmouth Heights Bluff is in need of restoration and 
protection. Funds are requested in the warrant of the coming 
Annual Town Meeting for participation with the County and 
State in this important work to be done in accordance with 
the recommendations by the U.S. Army Beach Erosion Con- 
trol Survey of 1962. Total estimated cost is $68,000 to be 
borne 25% by the town, 25% by the County and 50% by the 
State. Proposed is to protect the base of the present wall 
with rip rap, construct stone revetment above the wall, fill 
the bank above the revetment and grade to prevent erosion 
from surface water, run off and rebuild and extend the stone 
groin at the westerly end of the bluff. It is possible that ex- 
tension of the jetty at the westerly end of Falmouth Heights 
Bluff will restrict the westward drift of sand and so reduce 
maintenance dredging costs of Falmouth Harbor Entrance. 


Falmouth Harbor Marina was again used to capacity 
during the past season. Total Income was $21,563.32. These 
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collections were turned over to the Town Treasurer. Operat- 
ing expenses, including salaries and wages and repairs were 
$9,415.22. Additional slips to accommodate the increased de- 
mand can be constructed at the northerly end of the marina 
and a request for $36,000 as the Town’s share for such a 
project is included in the Warrant for the 1967 Annual Town 
Meeting. 


Money was appropriated in 1966 to complete the rewiring 
of the marina but was insufficient to meet the lowest bid. 
An additional amount to provide the necessary funds to com- 
plete this work is included in the Capital Outlay request for 
1967. 


The committee was saddened by the loss of its Chairman, 
Mr. Nathan Snow Ellis, Jr. Mr. Ellis was Chairman of the 
Waterways Committee since its reorganization by Town 
Meeting in 1958. Mr. Ellis, like his father before him was 
vitally interested in the harbor and its activity and con- 
tributed much to the development, growth, and popularity 
of the Marina. His loss will long be felt by the Town. 


Mr. Harold O. McComiskey was appointed to fill the un- 
expired term. 


The Committee acknowledges with appreciation the fine 
cooperation received by the Board of Selectmen, the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, the Town Accountant and all other 
departments of the Town.

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Report of the Shellfish Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1966. 


A total of 17,500 miles were patrolled by men in both 
boat and car. In my daily patrols, I logged 20 first offense 
violators while examining permit holders and their catches. 


Permits were examined and issued to the following: 
2,145 Family, Residents 
191 Family, Non-Residents 
89 Commercial 


2,425 Total 


Project No. 1—Quahaug Transplanting 

From April 11 through April 23, 1966, 1,2041% bushels of 
contaminated quahaugs were dug out of Falmouth Harbor 
and transplanted into Green Pond and Quissett Harbor. 


Projects No. 2—Shellfish Survey 


My shellfish survey report for 1966 has been completed. 
The following is a breakdown of the estimated bushels by 
known source:

Project No. 3—Oyster Program 

On May 6, 1966, parent oyster stock was planted in Qua- 
haug Pond in West Falmouth. These oysters were put on 
rafts on the bottom of the pond. An oyster set was collected 
on various types of materials both on the rafts and on the 
pond bottom. Quahaug Pond is infested with oyster drills. 
For example, 195 oysters were placed on a bed spring on the 
bottom on July 5, 1966. On September 1, 1966, I took a count 
of 85 alive and 110 dead. A total of 552 oyster drills were 
taken off of these oysters. On one oyster alone, 35 drills were 
taken off. 


It is agreed by Arnold Carr, a state biologist, and myself 
that this area shows great promise for the raft culture me- 
thod of obtaining oyster seed for the Town of Falmouth. This 
project also shows that I cannot plant the bottom of this 
pond due to the oyster drill. 


The following is a list of oyster propagation experiments: 

A. Great Pond—2 bushels planted—growth OK.—mortality 
due to the oyster drill. 

B. Little Pond—2 bushels planted—growth OK.—no mortal- 
ity. 

C. Green Pond—2 bushels planted—growth OK.—no mortal- 
ity. 

D. Child’s River—2 bushels planted—growth OK.—no mor- 

tality. 
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E. Beach Pond—2 bushels planted—growth OK.—mortality 
high due to the oyster drill. 
F. Quissett Harbor—2 bushels planted—growth OK.—mor- 
tality high due to the oyster drill. 
Note: Mortality showing up about June 7. 


To combat the oyster drill, I would like to experiment 
with polystream with two questions in mind—A. Will poly- 
stream eliminate oyster drills? B. Will Public Health close 
any area in which polystream is used? 


A fair set of oyster seed was collected in our culch bags 
set out both in Wild Harbor River in North Falmouth and in 
Wellfleet. 


Project No. 4—Town Rights of Ways 

In 1966, six Town Landing Signs were put up by Fal- 
mouth Department of Public Works in various salt water 
ponds at my request. I strongly urge the citizens of Fal- 
mouth to acquire new landings throughout the town. 


Note: For example: 

a. Waquoit Bay to the Mashpee line consists of 600 acres 
and has only one landing. 

b. Eel Pond, Menauhant, consists of 208 acres and may be 
reached only by Child’s River or Waquoit Bay landing 
or from the ocean. 

c. Bourne’s Pond consists of 152 acres and has only one 
landing. 

d. Green Pond consists of 143 acres and has only one 
landing. 

e. Wild Harbor River has no landing and to get there one 
has to walk a great distance along the ocean shore line 
or to travel by boat from Wild Harbor. 


Project No. 5—Pollution 

In 1965, I took a stand to protect our shellfisheries from 
pollution; well, the challenge is still on. Eel Pond, Woods 
Hole, and Little Harbor, Woods Hole are very important to 
the shellfisheries. These two harbors provide shelter during 
the winter months to both commercial and family diggers. 
They are the last to ice-over. If and when the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health sees fit to re-open these areas, I would 
recommend to the Board of Selectmen to open an area during 
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the winter starting January 1 to March 31 in order to keep 
the shellfishmen working. Also, it would relieve the pressure 
put on the shellfisheries to open an area planted and set 
aside for the purpose of propagation. 


I must mention the fact that once we lose an area to 
contamination of one source of another and the State De- 
partment of Public Health closes the area it is very difficult 
to re-open it. So the challenge is on, and we must, at all cost, 
keep our waters clean and free from contamination. 


Project No. 6—Marine Study of Waquoit Bay 

As Shellfish Warden of the Town of Falmouth, I have 
asked the endorsement of the Board of Selectmen in a joint 
request for the services of the Massachusetts Division of Mar- 
ine Fisheries to conduct a study of the marine resources of 
Waquoit Bay. I feel that Falmouth could benefit much by 
such a study with the following reasons in mind: 


1. To help provide the town with comprehensive infor- 

mation concerning the value of the shellfisheries in the 

+o Bay. 

- 2. To improve methods by suggesting ways of developing 
and improving production. 

3. To determine the cause of the decline of shellfish in 
this area. 

4. To see if there are traces of pollution, such as pesti- 

cides, etc., flowing into the Bay. 

5. To acquire information about the geological character- 
istics of the Bay, bringing into focus the depth, contour, 
and condition of the bottom (Such as the amount of 
eelgrass and staghorn found). Also I would like an in- 
ventory of our shellfish population shown on a map, if 
possible, for reference. 


In closing, I wish to take this opportunity to thank the 
Board of Selectmen, the various Town Departments, and the 
citizens of Falmouth for their cooperation during the past 
year.

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Report of the Civil Defense Agency 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town Hall, Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


Moving of the Civil Defense Operating Center Head- 
quarters, from one building, and setting it up to operate 
under actual disaster and war conditions in another; and the 
actual operation of the Civil Defense Mobile Disaster Com- 
munications Van, took predominence in Civil Defense activi- 
ties this year. 


Operation ‘Move’ started in January, with the dismant- 
ling of the complete Civil Defense quarters, and its packing 
by your Civil Defense Director. This included inside and out- 
side radio installations and communications areas, as well as 
operations and administrative quarters. 


The actual move into the new Town Hall was effected on 
19 February, but the CD portion of the building was not quite 
completed, and getting settled proved time consuming and 
arduous. 


Your Director, whose duties he performs without pay 
and/or remuneration, put in approximately 10 man hours a 
day, from the last week of January, to the first week in 
March, laboring to dismantle the Civil Defense Headquarters, 
pack, move and set up this Operating Center in the new 
Town Hall. This represents about 400 hours of labor fur- 
nished free by your Director, in this phase of Local Civil De- 
fense alone. 


The layout in the basement area of the Town Hall, is 
most satisfactory for Civil Defense operations; and the main 
room is well suited to function as a Hearing Room. 


My thanks to the firm of Hellman & Wilson Inc., building 
architects, for their continual assistance throughout con- 
struction. Special plaudits to Mr. Robert E. Wilson, late of 
the firm, for all his help and advice, above and beyond his 
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normal requirements as architect; and also to Mr. Ray D. 
Wells, building Clerk of the Works, without whose constant 
and timely advice and assistance, the facility would have 
been far less operational. ; 


The minor installations reported omitted in last year’s 
annual report were replaced and finished two weeks after 
occupancy. A couple of items remain to be done, and it is 
expected they will be finished with funds from this next 
year’s budget. 


The EHOC—Emergency Operating Center—comprises a 
seperate office for the Head of Government (Selectmen), an 
office for the Civil Defense Director and assistant; a tele- 
phone room with eight outside lines for disaster communi- 
cations; a radio room with transcievers on all town and CD 
frequencies, linking the town within itself and the outside 
world by radio. A decontamination shower terminates a hall 
entered from an outside stairwell, should radiological fall-out 
ever prove to be a problem. An emergency 15KV diesel gene- 
rator with automatic switchover, for light, heat and power 
is part of this installation, and this includes a well for un- 
contaminated water, for use by the sheltered occupants. 


A storage room, filled with valuable supplies and equip- 
ment; and an enclosed wall section, containing maps and 
charts, complete the opposite wall. 


The main room is laid out for use by various department 
heads, and staffs, to set up disaster functioning bureaus 
during times of confinement in the Center. What with auxil- 
lary power, the maps, charts, the blackboard, telephones and 
radios; continuity of government is set to operate even under 
the most adverse conditions. In normal times this large room 
is a Hearing Room, for meetings, classes etc., and becomes a 
useful adjunct to the building. 


Falmouth can indeed be proud of this, the first radio- 
logical fall-out protected Emergency Operating Center in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, to be constructed within 
a municipal building, for a local community, with the help of 
Federal reimbursable funds. 


On 24 February, we suffered the loss of Captain Robert 
W. Williams, CD Sector 2C Director, who collapsed and died 
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following an address to an industrial meeting at CD Head- 
quarters. Capt. Williams spearheaded this EOC program in 
Falmouth. 


Mr. Allan R. Zenowitz, Massachusetts Civil Defense Di- 
rector, visited the newly finished quarters on 11 February, 
and some 200 visitors toured the facility during the Town 
Hall open house celebration of Sunday 18 September. 


The Civil Defense Disaster Mobile Communications Van 
proved to be quite an asset to the town this year. Seventy 
eight (78) emergency runs were logged to the vehicle, which 
responds to all working fires in Falmouth, and is on call if 
needed elsewhere. This vehicle has a radio transciever on all 
department frequencies, and a built in PA system for local 
alerting. This communications unit is used as a mobile Hq. in 
the field, and/or as a back-up unit to the CD EOC, or other 
town departments. A mobile generator and a lighting plant 
assists immensely with night-time operations. One request by 
his Excellency the Governor of Massachusetts, to illuminate 
a field for a night time helicopter landing, was graciously and 
efficiently carried out, and the Governor pleased with its 
operation. A built in Canteen, sponsored by the Salvation 
Army, dispenses hot soups and coffee, donuts and sandwiches 
to fire and other disaster personnel in the field. The unit is 
operated by personnel of the Falmouth Citizens Radio 
League, a CD affiliate, whose members have also carried out 
many mobile radio patrols, assisting police, fire and CD units 
whenever extended coverage proved necessary. 


Classes, instructions and training was unfortunately cur- 
tailed this year, due to lack of funds, although some ten men 
received some rescue training, and a dozen or so were taught 
first aid. Funds are being requested in the 1967 budget, for 
adequate CD training and education, for the benefit of the 
general public, in accordance with the Civil Defense Educa- 
tional Program. 


Again this year, Falmouth acquired $6,559.85 worth of 
Surplus Property, for all local departments, for only $364.49, 
through its paticipating program. 


The Fall of 1966 proved very hectic for the personnel of 
the Fire, Police and Civil Defense, due to a rash of ‘“‘Suspic- 
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ious Origin” fires throughout the town. Special Mobile Radio 
Patrols were set up by Civil Defense with Falmouth Citizens 
Radio League and Falmouth Amateur Radio Association 
operators, and also members of the Auxiliary Police. Off duty 
firefighters also assisted in the vigil. Many many volunteer 
hours were spent in the so-far futile search, by members of 
these groups, and my sincere thanks to one and all. 


Once again my thanks to the Fire Department, the Police 
Department, the DPW, for working in such close harmony 
with Civil Defense; and to the Heads and members of all 
Departments, and especially to the Honorable Board of Se- 
lectmen, for their continued cooperation throughout the 
year. 


My thanks also to all the members of Civil Defense, and 
to the many volunteers who ably assisted when tthey were re- 
quested in our times of need.

The following is the report of the Veteran’s Service De- 
partment for the year 1966. 


During the year Veterans, Dependents, Dependent Par- 
ents, Widows of the Spanish War, World War One and Two 
and the Korean Conflict were aided in accordance with 
Chapter 115 of the General Laws of the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration. 


As of December 8, 1966 this office will aid Viet Nam 
veterans who come under the following: “ ‘Viet Nam veteran’ 
shall mean any veteran who has served more than one hun- 
dred and eighty days on active duty in the Armed Forces of 
the United States between February first, nineteen hundred 
and fifty five and the termination of the Viet Nam Cam- 
paign as declared by proper federal authority. The above act 
was signed into law by Governor John A. Volpe on September 
9, 1966. It will become effective as of December 8, 1966.” 


Twelve World War One and Two World War Two Vet- 
erans died during the year in Falmouth. The widows and de- 
pendent parents were assisted in preparing the necessary 
forms for pensions, burial assistance claims, Social Security 
claims and government grave markers. Seven Government 
grave markers have been applied for. Five have been re- 
ceived and emplaced. Twenty-two bronze flag markers were 
set or replaced during the year. 


World War One veterans over 65 years (aveage age 68 
ys.) who are seeking non-service connected pensions are re- 
quired to have one disability ratable by the V.A. at 10% or 
more. This office assisted nine W.W. I veterans during the 
year in obtaining this pension. 
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Reimbursement by the State Department to the E. & D. 
fund is made for fifty percent of all approved expenditures 
except for Administration. Veterans laws are being constant- 
ly revised and this office keeps the veterans concerned, noti- 
fied of the changes applicable to each one. 


A summary of money expended for Veterans’ Services 
is listed and compiled by the Town Accountant and can be 
found in his report, therefore it will not be repeated here.

We are pleased to submit the following brief report of 
the activities of this Committee appointed at the last an- 
nual Town Meeting. 


Specifically we have studied the old Lawrence Academy 
building in an effort to determine whether or not it might 
serve as a location for a Town Information Center and for 
possible use as a comfort station. We find that this building 
did, in fact, serve adequately during the past six months in 
providing space for an information center and facilities for 
an unadvertised comfort station. 


We believe that Lawrence Academy is of real historic 
value to the Town of Falmouth and that it should, there- 
fore, be maintained and preserved. To this end, we suggest 
that it be made structurally sound and that its plumbing, 
heating and electrical facilities be brought up to proper 
standards. We understand that your Board has taken steps 
to insert an Article in the Warrant for the next Annual Town 
Meeting which will provide funds for these purposes and we 
support this measure. 


This Committee does not believe that this building is the 
proper location for the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Em- 
ployment Security Office and suggests that the Board of Se- 
lectmen seek other quarters for this activity.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Obvious change for the Falmouth library system this 
year is the addition-in-progress at the main library. Need 
for the library was expressed in overwhelming approval for 
the project at the 1966 Town Meeting. The new addition 
will more than double the library space. It will provide great- 
ly increased study and reference areas, an art and music 
section, adult reading areas, study carrels, an enlarged chil- 
dren’s room, and a large multi-purpose room. Areas are 
flexible to adjust to changing needs in the future. Tempo- 
rarily operating at 226 Main Street, we anticipate re-opening 
the doors to the completed building in the fall. 


Soon after Town Meeting approval, Falmouth was offered 
Federal aid of $36,452 toward the cost of the building. This 
was unanimously accepted at a special Town Meeting. This 
sum reduced the cost to the town by that amount. 


A second major activity, less obvious, but quite as excit- 
ing, is also anticipated. Having been designated a regional 
library center serving the Cape and Islands, Falmouth will 
receive, upon acceptance at Town Meeting, funds for an im- 
pressive addition to its reference and circulating collection. 
Additional personnel for services will also be reimbursed by 
the state government. 


With the enlarged and renovated building and the out- 
standing new resources, we feel the town will be well re- 
warded for its increasing and enthusiastic patronage in what 
had become cramped quarters. 


The North Falmouth branch library completed its first 
full year of operation in the new building with a circulation 
increase of 33144% over the previous year. The East Falmouth 
branch continues to be an attractive and active facility for 
that area. 
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We take this happy opportunity to thank so many who 
have made this year so successful. Particularly we thank the 
school department for its many cooperations, the Depart- 
ment of Public Works for its handsome plantings and care of 
the grounds. And we thank most enthusiastically our many 
citizens whose continued and increased use of the library is 
always inspiring as well as their representatives who voted 
so overwhelmingly for these cultural and educational re- 
sources in our community.

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Report of the Collector of Taxes 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit for your approval my annual report as 
Collector of Taxes for the Town of Falmouth, covering the 
period from January 1, 1966 to January 1, 1967. 


A total of $4,109,223.37 was committed for collection on 
Warrants issued by the Board of Assessors, in 1966. 


A total of $3,905,205.53 in taxes, $5,374.13 in interest and 
$6,227.10 in fees was paid into the Town Treasury. 


Outstanding taxes on all accounts as of January 1, 1967 
totals to the amount of $254,260.54. Real Estate Taxes in Liti- 
gation shows an outstanding of $2,736.92. 


For the past 11 years this Department has been operat- 
ing with the same number of clerical assistants and the 
growth of the Town over this period of time has been tre- 
mendous and directly effects this Department. 


I have tried, unsuccessfully, for the past 5 or 6 years to 
add an extra clerk in this Department, while other key De- 
partments have added one and in some instances two extra 
clerks during this same period. 


Because of lack of clerical assistance records are in ar- 
rears and accounts receivable cannot be properly handled, 
causing a considerable loss to the Town. 

I have again, in my 1967 budget, made provisions for an 
extra clerk and am hopeful of the Finance Committee ap- 
proving and recommending this request at the annual town 
meeting. 

My sincere thanks to the office personnel for their loyal- 
ty and cooperation, also to the many department heads and 
other town Officials, attorneys and the many banks, for their 
cooperation and assistance during the year 1966.

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Report of the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard 
and Nantucket Steamship Authority 


By Falmouth Member, James H. Smith 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


As your representative on the Woods Hole, Martha’s 
Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship Authority, I can again 
report favorably on the line’s fiscal operation. Announce- 
ment of a $220,000 operating surplus makes 1966 the fourth 
consecutive year Falmouth taxpayers were spared the tax 
assessment required in the case of a deficiency. 


Parking also calls for positive commentary. Diversion of 
5,745 vehicles to the off-site parking lot, along with the pur- 
chase of the Jaskun lot at Woods Hole, helped to alleviate 
some. of the previous traffic jams. Started late in 1965, the 
Authority’s off-site parking lot was used for the full season 
in 1966 when its capacity was enlarged by almost 50 percent. 
Pleasure vehicles, buses and trucks are now diverted there 
as much as possible. 


The Authority alone does not create the traffic, nor does 
it solely control its flow. A creative solution to parking should 
also be the concern of the responsible business and resident 
community in town. Last year the line’s advertising program 
was revised to negate parking. A similar strategy will be 
used in the coming year. 


To date, none of the various alternates as indicated from 
studies by the Fay, Spofford and Thorndike engineering firm 
appear to be efficacious. Suggestions will continue to be ex- 
plored. For practical, financial and aesthetic reasons, the 
idea of the proposed double-decker parking facility has been 
abandoned. 


Acquisition of the Cahoon property in 1965 and con- 
struction of a new docking facility on the site in 1966 has 


192 


expedited service and beneficially effected stand-by traffic 
patterns. To keep up with the growing demands for service, 
especially truck transportation, construction bids were ad- 
vertised at the close of 1966 for a new ferry slip on the south 
side of the present Woods Hole dock. 


Of significant economic interest was the expenditure in 
1966 of $361,785.99 in payroll in Falmouth. This was paid to 
86 summer and 43 winter employees. Of the line’s entire pay- 
roll expenditure, 53% comes in the off-season, when most 
sources of fresh money are absent. 


During 1967, the line has allowed for a moderate 6% 
increase in operating revenue over 1966 and approved $2.9 
million as an expected operating expenditure. Service was 
improved last year. Comparable schedules will be in effect 
this coming year. 


According to figures released in 1966, the line’s total as- 
sets have grown from $4.692 million in 1960, to a total of 
$8.007 million as of October 1966. 


The line’s work is best summed-up by quoting from a 
Cape Cod Standard-Times editorial: “An anticipated sur- 
plus of $220,000 for the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and 
Nantucket Steamship Authority for 1966 proves that the 
steamship authority officials must be doing something right.” 


By law your representative has stepped down from the 
Authority Chairmanship. That office is now in the capable 
hands of Mr. Alexander M. Craig, Jr. of Nantucket. 


You have just reappointed me as the Falmouth repre- 
sentative. With your continued cooperation, I shall again 
endeavor to serve you with the best of my ability.

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


During the year of 1966 there has been considerable 
change in the Welfare program. 


The category of Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
continues to climb. The average monthly case load in 1965 
was 74 cases against the average monthly case load of 94 in 
1966. 


In addition to the increase in case load, the Public As- 
sistance grants in all categories were increased by approx- 
imately 20% during 1966. 


Medical Assistance for the Aged was eliminated on Au- 
gust 31, 1966 being replaced by a new category Known as 
Medical Assistance. This latter program which has greatly 
expanded the area of eligibility affords such assistance under 
much more liberal terms to all persons who qualify “from 
the cradle to the grave”. 


We would stress that the liberal eligibility requirements 
qualifying an individual for receipt of Medical Assistance 
will continue to greatly enlarge the number to benefit from 
this assistance; hence, the cost of Medical Assistance will 
continue to rise.

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REPORT OF THE ACTING CHIEF 


January 11 - July 3, 1966 


The following is my report as Acting Chief of the De- 
partment from January 11, 1966 to July 3, 1966. 


Upon assuming my position, I appointed Captain Clifford 
B. Amaral as Acting Deputy Chief and Charles A. Clarkin as 
Acting Captain in charge of Engine #3 at North Falmouth. 


Although the Department was plagued during this period 
by many severe and potentially dangerous fires, several of 
which were known to be of incendiary origin, two facts stand 
out that should be of some reassurance to the citizens of 
the town: 


1. Your Fire Department with the assistance of mutual 
aid from adjacent towns, was able to confine and ex- 
tinguish severe multiple alarm fires and still provide 
coverage for the entire town should additional fires 
occur. 


2. During this period, your department extinguished many 
fires in their incipient stages which, although not spec- 
tacular, imposed physical punishment on your Fire 
Fighters while the fires were being controlled. It is 
from these potentially dangerous small fires that your 
Fire Fighters derive their greatest satisfaction, by being 
able to save lives and property from destruction. 


In addition to loss of property during this period, sev- 
eral Fire Fighters were injured, and within three days in 
April two small children were severely burned in fires. Few 
events are more tragic than the permanent disfigurement 
of small children by fire. 


The men of the department have received specialized 
training in many fields, such as first aid, sprinkler systems, 
and rescue techniques at schools throughout the state. 


In April, George Packish was appointed a permanent 
Fire Fighter, and Daniel L. Lopes and Thomas A. Moniz were 
appointed as Provisional Fire Fighters to fill the positions 
of the three men who were promoted to the rescue squad. 
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The Fire Alarm System was updated by the complete re- 
vision of the box locations and numbers, so that the town 
is now covered by a logical sequence of 485 box locations, 
as compared to the former 138 box locations. The work of 
reorganizing the system was done by Acting Deputy Chief 
Amaral and Assistant Superintendent of Fire Alarm Richard 
DeMello. 


I wish to thank all the Officers, Fire Fighters, and Call- 
men in the Department for their cooperation during this 
period.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


There was a considerable increase in unknown and sus- 
picious fires this year, especially during October and Novem- 
ber. These fires have all been investigated by Lieutenant 
Shay of the State Fire Marshal’s office, by the Police Depart- 
ment, and by the Fire Department. 


A sharp increase has been recorded in losses both to 
buildings and to their contents. I would like to request that 
if anyone has any information regarding these fires, he 
should contact the Police Department or this Department. 
Any and all information will be kept in the strictest of 
confidence. 


Several men were injured fighting fires, and some have 
been out on sick leave for operations and treatment due to 
injuries from fires and accidents. It is most gratifying that 
more men were not seriously injured. 


I wish to extend the thanks of the department for the 
service rendered by the Falmouth Citizens’ Radio League 
and the Volunteer Civil Defense personnel who manned and 
operated the mobile canteen unit in conjunction with the 
Salvation Army, supplying coffee, soup and sandwiches at 
night fires and fires of long duration. This unit is a real 
asset to the Department. 


My sincere thanks and appreciation is extended to 
Deputy Rogers who was Acting Chief during my illness, the 
officers, fire fighters and callmen for an excellent job under 
some very difficult times and conditions. 


I would like to thank Lieutenant Shay and Chief Fer- 
reira and his department for the assistance rendered this 
department during this unusual series of fires, and again I 
thank all department heads and personnel for any and all 
the assistance they have given over the past year. 


It is hoped that 1967 will be a progressive and productive 
year for the department, and that it will be possible to keep 
the fires and their losses to a minimum.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The following is my report as Acting Forest Warden from 
January 11, 1966 to July 3, 1966. 


The Department experienced the usual small grass and 
brush fires during the spring, and many responses to the 
Town Disposal Area. Their responses to the Disposal Area 
became so numerous and committed our manpower and 
equipment over such long periods of time that it became 
necessary to have a meeting with the Board of Health, the 
Health Agent, and the Disposal Area Study Committee to 
improve the conditions. 


It was recommended that study be given to eventually 
extending the water main to this area off Thomas B. Landers 
Road so that a hydrant could be located in the area, as the 
Department has to tank all of the water used in combating 
fires in the disposal area. 


The Town of Plymouth requested mutual aid on May 5 
for a large woods fire in their town, and we dispatched three 
pieces of forest fire equipment which were engaged for twelve 
hours. 


Mr. Leslie Perry, during his first year in the Fire Tower 
in West Falmouth, provided valuable assistance to our de- 
partment by his conscientious and capable operation of the 
fire tower in locating fires in our town.

The number of alarms for grass and brush fires in- 
creased only slightly over 1965, when we experienced a very 
sharp increase. However, the fact that this schedule is main- 
tained and that the number of acres burned increases, points 
to the fact of growth in the Town and the necessity for in- 
creasing and maintaining a modern efficient fire department. 
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While several of these fires were from permit fires out 
of control, incinerators, possible careless handling of smoking 
materials—and many of unknown origin—it is noted that 
a very large number continue to be the results of children 
with matches. I again urge parents to be on the alert for 
children with matches. We had incidents this year of chil- 
dren being burned, and every effort must be taken to pre- 
vent children from obtaining matches; by keeping matches 
out of their reach and by making children understand the 
hazards of playing with matches. 


Again this year, the Forest Warden’s Department entered 
a float in the annual Christmas parade, using Smokey the 
Bear as its theme. 


Mr. Leslie Perry, observer at the Falmouth Fire Tower, 
has done an excellent job this year and has proven to be of 
real assistance in detecting fires and in directing the depart- 
ment to their sources. The Department greatly appreciates 
this capable state aid.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


At the first meeting of the Ambulance Committee in 
January, 1966, under the chairmanship of Acting Chief 
Rogers, it was voted to dispose of the 1953 Ambulance which 
had been out of service and in storage for about a year pend- 
ing disposition. This vehicle was sold to the highest bidder 
for $21.00. 


At subsequent meetings, a more detailed program of pro- 
cedure for the operation of the ambulance was outlined and 
voted. 


It was also voted that three additional men be secured 
for ambulance service, and after proper training to be Known 
as the Falmouth Fire Department Rescue Squad. This was 
approved at the regular town meeting and put into effect 
immediately, insuring a two-man team on every ambulance 
run. 


The committee felt it urgent to request a new Ambulance 
to replace the present vehicle which has been 70,000 miles 
and has considerable body rust. At the special fall town 
meeting it was voted to replace this vehicle. The contract 
was awarded to the lowest bidder, Superior Eastern, and the 
new ambulance is expected to be ready by spring of 1967. 


The rules and regulations were reviewed, aS were the 
service charges. Revisions were voted and a new rate sched- 
ule adopted. 


Six ambulance drivers attended the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute First Aid Course at Peter Bent Brigham Hospital, classes 
which were conducted once a week over a period of six weeks. 
The six men attending this specialized training were Arthur 
R. Medeiros, Robert E. Williams, Lawrence DeMello, Richard 
Perry, Frederick T. Crocker, Jr., and Robert W. Whalen. 
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These men were also enrolled in a three-day workshop 
course for 1967, sponsored by the Committee on Injuries of 
the American Academy of Orthopedic Surgeons in coopera- 
tion with the Police Department of New York City. 


All drivers attended the refresher course in Advanced 
First Aid conducted by Dr. d’OmBrain at the North Fal- 
mouth Fire Station, and the following completed the Red 
Cross First Aid Instructors special course by Dr. D’OmBrain 
— John E. Justason and Robert E. Williams. 


In July, the Ambulance committee, having met the re- 
quirements for equipment and training, was certified by 
Massachusetts Blue Shield as intermediary, and is eligible 
for 80% payment of services by Medicare, balance to be paid 
by patient.

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Report of the Insurance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


In 1966 your Committee approved a budget of $54,800 on 
the Town’s General Insurance which we feel is a moderate 
increase when you consider the growth of our Town in both 
the number of employees and the new buildings that have 
been constructed. 


To make a comparison—back in 1963 the Town spent 
$52,400 on General Insurance, and while this budget has in- 
creased to $54,800, the Town has received the following bene- 
fits for this additional $2,400 over what was spent 3 years 
ago: 


1. Total Insurance in force on buildings and contents has 
been increased by $2,595,650 due largely to the con- 
struction of the following: 

Intermediate School 
North Falmouth School 
Town Hall 

North Falmouth Library 


2. Blanket Insurance is now written on both buildings and 
contents and all buildings are written on a replacement 
cost basis (no depreciation in the event of a loss). 


3. Auto Liability coverage is now written on all Police and 
Fire vehicles (we were formerly without this important 
protection). 


4. Collision Insurance is now in force on all Police vehicles 
and high valued fire apparatus. Here again we did not 
have this protection in the past. 


5. We have greatly increased the General Liability limits 
on all Town property in the event of suit from Bodily 
Injury claims. 
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6. Since 1963, the payroll for the Town (which is the basis 
for premium charge on Workmens Compensation) has 
increased by $431,290. 


After reviewing this program year after year, we are 
firmly convinced that our Town is getting the best possible 
protection for the lowest possible premium and we will con- 
tinue to make this our goal.

1. Committee Activities 


The year 1965 started on a sombre note as circumstances 
brought progess on the school to a halt. The architect’s re- 
fusal to continue, the resignation of the site planner, and 
the unwillingness of the State to approve the plans placed 
the Committee in a serious predicament. 


In April the Committee reorganized and directed their 
energies to accelerating progress in an effort to make the 
school available to the students in September of 1968. A tight 
progress chart has been arrived at which can make this pos- 
sible if no delays are permitted to interfere. 


During the year twenty-six regular meetings, two execu- 
tive meetings, and three meetings of the building sub-com- 
mittee have been held, and a great deal of progress has been 
achieved. 


1. The architectural firm of Korslund, LeNormand, and 
Quann has been signed to a contract. 
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2. The Educational Specifications of the program have 
received written State approval. 


3. The preliminary architectural plans have been ap- 
proved in writing by the State. 

4. Percolation tests of the site have been conducted, and 
as a result of a favorable report, the site has been 
approved by the School Building Assistance Board. 


5. Arrangements have been worked out with abutting 
property holders to permit the laying of a water line 
to the site. 


6. Steps have been taken to acquire the pieces of prop- 
erty which adjoin the strip secured last year from the 
Government. A notice of taking has been filed. 


7. Shop layouts have all been made by the Director and 
submitted to the architect and equipment lists for 
budget purposes have also been completed. 


The representatives of the State and School Building As- 
sistance Board have indicated that the school as it has been 
approved may be classified as the minimum acceptable type 
of regional facility. It is their recommendation that an all- 
out effort be made to bring the project to completion as 
rapidly as possible. 


Another attempt will be made through the offices of the 
Economic Development Administration to secure federal 
funds which will aid in the constructing and equipping of the 
school. The effort made last March was not approved when 
the services of the architect were lost and because we had not 
secured title to the site. 


At the present time the architects are making every ef- 
fort to go out for bid early in March, 1967, and hope to break 
ground in April. With no unforeseen delays the Committee 
is working towards a target opening date of September or 
early October, 1968. Because we anticipate that a great deal 
of work must be accomplished during the next few months 
in order to reach this opening date, the Committee has moved 
their offices into larger quarters which will enable them to 
be better situated to stay abreast of construction and purchas- 
ing. The new office is located at 20 MacArthur Boulevard, 
Bourne. 


This has been a very trying and pressing time for the 
members of the Committee, and it is with gratitude that we 
recognize their devotion and the great amount of work which 
they have all performed. During this time of expressing ap- 
preciation for the efforts of the School Committee who have 
performed so faithfully and well, we must not neglect to in- 
clude in this company Dr. Mary Sears of Falmouth and Mr. 
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Ralph E. Washburn of Marion, both of whom found it neces- 
sary to relinquish active participation on the Committee. 
They served from the beginning extremely well, and we ap- 
preciate the contributions made by these individuals.

Gentlemen: 


Submitted, herewith, is my fifth annual report as Chief 
of Police for the year ending December 31, 1966. 

Total arrests for the year shows a decrease in comparison 
with 1965. The area of decrease is noticeable concerning 
minor infractions of the law. 


Upon examining this report you will note the increase 
in the number of serious crimes committed, which although 
capably and efficiently handled by this Department leaves 
me with great concern, clearly indicating that the constant 
battle against crime must and will be continued. 


There was an increase of nine narcotic cases over 1965 
and in this area of enforcement everything will continue to 
be done to rid this Community of this menace to its well 
being. 


Falmouth is no longer a country town which goes to 
Sleep from September to May. I find that it is continually 
growing and by so doing requires greater commitment by our 
police department and every effort is being made to stay 
compatible with the needs in the technical areas of sophis- 
ticated and efficient law enforcement, in particular, educa- 
tion, manpower and facilities. 


Three new men were appointed on November 16, 1966 to 
fill vacancies in the Department.

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Report of the Dog Officer and Game Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my twelfth annual report as Fish and 
Game Warden, also my sixth annual report as Dog Officer 
for the year ending December 31, 1966. 


A total of one thousand eight hundred and fifty-six 
(1,856) hunting, sporting, trapping and fishing licenses were 
examined by me. Again, I reiterate, hunting and fishing 
pressure in our town has increased tremendously. 


Two hundred and sixty-five abandoned house cats, sev- 
enty-eight woodchucks, thirty-three skunks were disposed of. 
Twenty-seven raccoons were removed from homes and trans- 
ported to other areas in the woodlands. The tranquilizer gun 
has proven to be an excellent aid for all types of game, as 
well as dogs. 


Four hundred and fifty cock pheasants were liberated 
prior to and during the hunting season. Highty hen pheas- 
ants were released during early spring. Twenty-five adult 
varying Hare (snowshoe) were liberated in January, as part 
of our continual stocking program. Mares, Grews, Deep, 
Ashumet Ponds, and the Coonamessett and Moonakiss River 
were stocked with Brook, Brown, and Rainbow trout. 


The right of way to Jenkins and Coonamessett Ponds 
have been completed, and work on the upper end of Coona- 
messett River has been started with the hope that we will 
have enough precipitation to have the river flowing again. 


Three deer were killed by vehicles and two were drowned. 
The fawn crop was excellent and our deer herd continues to 
show improvement, however, not to the extent that good 
hunting is to be expected in the foreseeable future. Hunting 
pressure on our deer herd was extremely light and this does 
help considerably. 
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Eleven violations were recorded, all but one were first 
offenders, one went to court and was found guilty. One hun- 
dred and eighteen (118) investigations were completed. Sev- 
enty-one legitimate complaints were answered. 


Eight lectures complete with movies on various conser- 
vation subjects for different organizations in our town were 
conducted. Our town is very much conservation minded and 
the lectures keep the townfolk informed on conservation pro- 
jects, problems, etc. Conservation wise we have had another 
very successful year, and it is my hope that this great drive 
will continue. 


The Conservation Commission has kept me very busy 
patrolling all protected areas, also checking for filling of 
marshland and other wetlands. We have been very success- 
ful in the prevention of filling in of wetlands and marshlands 
throughout the town. 


During the early spring months of 1967 adult blue geese 
and adult snow geese will be added to our Salt Pond Sanc- 
tuaries. The Canadian Geese are doing extremely well and 
the town folk were able to get a good look at these magni- 
ficent birds all winter, this proves that stocking and protect- 
ing our waterfowl does pay dividends. 


A total of thirty-two bird food patches were planted 
throughout the town, and in the Salt Pond Sanctuaries. This 
is very much a part of our good, sound conservation practices. 
It is hoped that during the coming year many more parcels 
of land will be seeded as part of this program. I am con- 
tinuing with a new project started last year, this project is 
to aid others of our town in proper evaluation of our con- 
servation progress. Mr. John Martin of the Personnel Board 
has spent better than a week patrolling our town with me 
and Mr. Alfred Waller, Chairman of the Conservation Com- 
mission has spent approximately the same amount of time 
patrolling with me also. It is hoped that others will take a 
day or even half day just to acquaint themselves with what 
our town does have to offer, conservationwise. 


During the past twelve months I have picked up 88 stray 
dogs, all were disposed of. 
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1654 dogs were picked up and returned to their owners 
81 dogs were killed by vehicles 
37 dogs were injured by vehicles 
13 wild (stray) dogs and pups were destroyed 
141 dogs were turned over to the M.S.P.C.A. 
1431 complaints were answered. 


A total of 23,613 miles were traveled, in answering com- 
plaints, dog pick-ups, wild dog patrols, investigations, deer 
dogging and jacking patrols, pheasant and hare releases, 
trout stocking, wildlife and waterfowl surveys, wild bird feed- 
ing and lectures. 


The new dog pound has proven very successful and dur- 
ing the period of its opening in September 1965 to the end of 
the year has earned $1,749, for the town. An additional four 
complete pens were purchased during the fall of 1966. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen and the citizens of our town for the splendid co- 
operation during the past year. Special thanks to Officer 
Paul Gonsalves who so ably assisted me this past summer 
for three months. Again I wish to add that the sportsmen 
have been extremely cooperative during the past year, and 
again I am grateful.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


During 1966, the Board held twelve regular and nine 
special meetings. There were thirty-one hearings on new 
subdivision plans and four hearings on zoning matters. One 
hundred and forty-five other plans were presented to the 
Board for action. Members of the Board have also met with 
other civic and governmental groups on various occasions 
for various purposes. 


The so-called “Sign Code’ (Section 38 of the Zoning By- 
law) as proposed by the Sign Study Committee and recom- 
mended by the Planning Board was adopted by Town Meet- 
ing. Compliance with its provisions has thus far been rea- 
sonably satisfactory. Certain signs in violation, which were 
permitted a year of grace to be made conforming or to be 
removed are to be corrected before 4 April, 1967. 


Upgrading of land in the North Falmouth-Hatchville 
area, aS recommended by the Planning Board, was voted 
unanimously by Town Meeting, aS were a number of provi- 
sions of the Zoning By-Law intended to regulate the loca- 
tion and size of hotel (etc.) lots and operations. 


The proliferating requests for rezoning to Business of 
a multiplicity of individual parceis of land, mostly in the 
Teaticket area, has finally resulted in the recommendation, 
by the Pianning Board, that relatively extensive areas in 
the Teaticket neighborhood be so rezoned. An essentially 
companion recommendation for a new “by-pass” road East- 
erly of the present Route 28 in the same Teaticket area met 
with intense opposition at the preliminary layout hearing 
before the Selectmen, who therefore decided not to present 
the proposal to Town Meeting. Whether the opponents of 
the road proposal will have cause for regret or reconsidera- 
tion in the face of increased business activity and traffic 
in the area resulting from the rezoning remains to be seen. 


The continuing and increasing problems of the Woods 
Hole area resulting from the de facto, though essentially un- 
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willing competition for land-use area, parking space, and 
highway space for moving vehicles has come to a point where 
the several such competitive segments of the community 
have formed a working group, representing all of the seg- 
ments, which has been meeting regularly, and is actively en- 
gaged in trying to find some answers to these problems. This 
is a matter which the Board considers to be of prime im- 
portance to the economic and civic vitality and well being 
of the entire Town, and the Board is hopeful that its spon- 
sorship of an article establishing a coordinating and study 
program designed to chart the future of this section of the 
Town will be supported by Town Meeting. The financial share 
of this program which the Town is being asked to bear is 
relatively small in relation to the expected financial contri- 
butions of others, and in the Board’s opinion, will be re- 
turned many-fold in the future expansion or extension and 
mutually beneficial coexistance, of the activities of the 
heretofore competing segments of the community.

In February of 1966 the Information Booth was moved 
from the Community Center Building to the basement of 
the new Town Hall. This space provided proved to be both 
inadequate and inconvenient for public access, and it was 
for these reasons that the information booth was moved to 
the old Lawrence Academy at the foot of Academy Lane off 
Main Street. This location has proved to be most Satisfactory. 
From June 1st to the Saturday after Labor Day the Booth 
is open Mondays thru Saturdays from 8:30 A.M. to 5 P.M.; 
the remainder of the year the hours are the same Mondays 
thru Fridays. 

The Chamber of Commerce received 9316 letters of in- 
quiry, and they were all answered thru our office.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Henorable Board of Selectmen 
Town Hall 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


During the past year, the Commission has established a 
drive-in access from Hatchville Road to Coonamessett Pond. 
Valuable assistance was given by Boy Scout Troop 41, Tea- 
ticket, under the able supervision of Lester E. Silva, Scout 
Leader. The Scouts helped in the removal of trees, branches, 
and debris resulting from clearing the right of way. More 
work remains to be done and will be completed. as soon as 
practicable. 


A footpath giving public access to Jenkins Pond has also 
been completed. 


The Commission has made on-the-site inspections and 
has advised the Selectmen in all cases where requests for 
permits to dredge or fill have been referred. It has also made 
extensive surveys of areas likely to be the subject of similar 
requests in the future. 


It has prepared a map entitled “Reservations for Con- 
servation and Outdoor Recreation in the Town of Falmouth” 
which will be available in February. This is a folding pocket 
map in three colors, on the reverse of which is printed in- 
formation regarding wildlife reservations, ponds, access for 
fishing, public landings on salt water, public beaches and 
parks. Also included is information as to licenses and per- 
mits, and “whom to call’ in case of accident, forest or brush 
fires, violations of game laws, of shellfish regulations, or of 
by-laws to control dredging or filling of marshes. 


The Commission has discussed with the Commissioner 
of the Department of Natural Resources the desirability that 
certain areas in the Town be designated as conservation 
areas under Chapter 130, Section 105 of the General Laws. 
This Section provides that the Department of Natural Re- 
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sources may, “by adopting a written order ... designate 
coastal wetlands or parts thereof, the use of which shall be 
restricted as set forth in such order ...a coastal wetland 
shall mean any land bordering on waters which are subject 
to tidal action ... and such contiguous uplands as the de- 
partment shall deem reasonably necessary to protect such 
lands for the purpose set forth in Section 105.” The areas 
considered are: the Salt Pond area, the Great Sippewissett 
Marsh area, the Herring River Marsh in West Falmouth and 
Wild Harbor River area. 


Early in 1966 it became evident that in order to assure 
suitable and adequate care and control of the wildlife reser- 
vations, ponds, rights of access and sanctuaries in the Town, 
the services of a full time Conservation Officer are essential. 
Temporary arrangements were made with the Selectmen to 
secure full time supervision through 1966. 


A thorough study was made of the job requirements of 
the Conservation Officer, and was reported to the Selectmen, 
the Personnel Board, Finance Committee and others inter- 
ested for consideration. The Commission is informed, as this 
report is written that provision for a full time Conservation 
Officer is included in the Selectmen’s budget. It is hoped, 
and earnestly recommended that Town Meeting will endorse 
this arrangement. 


Cordial working relations have been continued during 
the year with the Salt Pond Areas Bird Sanctuaries Inc. and 
the Commission is grateful for assistance received from all 
departments in the Town administration.

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Report of the Committee 
To Study Centralized Purchasing 


vali FOR THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH 


The Finance Committee 
Town of Falmouth 


This committee was established by vote of the 1965 An- 
nual Town Meeting at the request of the Finance Committee. 
The members of this committee have agreed unanimously to 
recommend that a centralized purchasing office be estab- 
lished for the benefit of the residents of the Town of Fal- 
mouth. The committee has reached this conclusion after 
numerous meetings and studies of the purchasing practices 
in Falmouth as compared with those of many communities 
which already have adopted this modern, more efficient 
method of spending the tax payer’s dollar for needed goods 
and services. 


The case for centralized purchasing can be stated brief- 
ly: 


It helps the department heads do a better job by getting 
better supplies from qualified vendors at lower costs. All 
previous experience shows that centralized purchasing, 
staffed professionally, saves much more than it costs, but 
more important is that the community receives more value 
for its tax dollar. 


The advantages of this system are numerous and the 
most important are the following: 

1. Lower costs on the goods and services purchased. 

2. The delegation of the buying function to a purchas- 
ing specialist gives other department heads more time 
to do the job for which they are qualified and hired. 

3. Less paper work is required and it is performed by 
people trained and experienced to handle it. 

4. Purchasing procedures, policies, practices and forms 
are standardized and simplified.

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The town is more certain to get goods and services 
equal to the specifications and quality requested by 
the using departments because of centralized supervi- 
sion and inspection of receipts. 


It is possible to effect economies by larger volume 
purchases for more than one department, by inter- 
departmental transfers, trade in and sale of surplus 
and obsolete goods and equipment. 


Better accounting control over expenditures and the 
assurance no appropriations will be exceeded. 


Prompt processing of invoices received for payment 
so that all cash discounts due the town will be earned. 


Negotiation of agreements for future deliveries of 
supplies at stable, competitive prices but without ob- 
ligating the town to specific quantities. 

By study of market conditions make purchases at 
times most advantageous to the town. 


By providing a central point for those desiring to do 
business with the town increase the number of quali- 
fied vendors, encourage fair and active competition, 
provide an agency where new products may be pre- 
sented and evaluated for the best interests of town 
departments, and reduce sales and purchasing efforts 
and expenses. 


By maintaining complete and accurate records of its 
activities inform town Officials, and finance commit- 
tee, town meeting members, and the public of all 
purchasing expenditures and budget control on spend- 
ing. 

Employ equitable and efficient buying techniques. 


The Town of Falmouth is big business. It employs trained 
and expert persons to run its many functions — town coun- 
sel, highway engineer, Supt. of public works, water superin- 
tendent, town engineers, equipment operators, school super- 
intendent, police & fire chiefs, etc. The town spends large 
sums for goods and services—this operation should also be 
handled by a properly trained specialist. In 1964 total spend- 
ing by Falmouth, according to the town report, was 
$8,200,000.00. After deducting interest, maturing debt, an- 
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nuity and retirement costs, etc. departmental expenses came 
to $4,150,000.00; with further allowances for payroll etc. the 
committee, on the basis of its study of town purchases that 
year, finds that $1,097,082.00 went for goods and services that 
could be processed through a centralized purchasing office. 


The experience of all municipalities with centralized pur- 
chasing and the evidence of all experts in the field clearly 
shows that savings of at least 15% are realized by central- 
ized purchasing. This applied to the purchasing volume for 
1964 is a substantial savings. In addition uniform records 
and accounting control will help the Finance Committee make 
its decisions and recommendations to the Town Meeting. Ev- 
ery tax payer knows how important this is. 


All signs point unquestionably to the fact that munici- 
pal facilities, services, and disbursements will continue to 
grow in amount and diversity because of the increasing popu- 
lation and wealth of this area. This will place an even greater 
burden on department heads and their staffs. We should 
take this action now and give them more time to do their 
job and turn the buying process over to the qualified depart- 
ment that can do it most economically and efficiently. 


This committee realizes that the people, in various de- 
partments, now doing the buying for Falmouth are mostly 
conscientious in their efforts, but not trained and informed 
in the laws and techniques required for good purchasing. We 
also find that buying is of necessity secondary to their prim- 
ary responsibilities and they are unable to give it the atten- 
tion required. 


This committee is anxious to have it made clear that no 
centralized purchasing office, regardless of the authority 
given it, can tell the school authorities what to purchase 
when the article is peculiar to the field of education. The 
purchasing agent must buy the books and educational aids 
specified by the school authorities. Other department heads 
will also find that their authority and prestige, in their de- 
partments, is not abridged by a system of centralized pur- 
chasing—on the contrary they will be aided by this office 
and given more time to attend to those matters they are most 
competent to handle. 
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We recommend that the Finance Committee place in the 
warrant for the next annual town meeting an arti- 
cle to establish a centralized purchasing office in the 
Town of Falmouth. Such an office is authorized and gov- 
erned by the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 103, 
Section 41. The purchasing agent is to be appointed by the 
Selectmen, with Finance Committee approval, will be re- 
sponsible to them, and may be removed for good cause by the 
Selectmen. It would be advisable for these bodies to require 
that this man draw up a purchasing manual for the Town 
of Falmouth. This manual should conform to the recom- 
mended practices of the National Institute of Government 
Purchasing and The National Association of Purchasing 
Agents. 


It is further suggested that consideration be given to the 
advisability of appointing a purchasing advisory committee 
consisting of 3 members, qualified by training and experience 
in purchasing practices. Such a committee could help in 
procuring the purchasing agent, assist and advise him on 
particular problems and procedures, assure a reasonably 
smooth transition to the new department, and effect liason 
between the purchasing agent and the finance committee. 


The committee is of the opinion that this office could 
satisfactorily accomplish its task with a staff of the purchas- 
ing agent and one clerical-administrative assistant. We 
therefore recommend that the Finance Committee establish 
a budget based on the estimates below which would cover 
establishing the department and its first year of operation: 


Salaries: 
Purchasing agent — and assistant $15,000.00 (1) 


Equipment: , 
2 desks, files, typewriter 1,000.00 (2) 
Printing: 
Postage, office, advertising and 
all other $4,000.00 


Total $20,000.00 (*) 
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(1) 12 month budget 
(2) One time capital expenditure 


(*) Therefore the 1967 calendar year’s appropriation 
would be less than this total. 


It is of interest to note, at this time, the communities in 
Massachusetts that have Central Purchasing Departments.

Gentlemen: 


Enclosed herewith is the sixth Annual Report of the De- 
partment of Public Works, covering the operations of the De- 
partment for the calendar year 1966. This report includes 
those of the Superintendent, Water and Sewer, Highway, 
Park, Forestry and Engineering Divisions. 


During the year Mr. John Pena was re-elected to a three- 
year term as Commissioner of the Department of Public 
Works. 


In 1966 all the road projects voted by the Town during 
the year, or outstanding at the beginning of the year, were 
completed. 


The most important of these projects was, of course, the 
drainage, rebuilding and otherwise face-lifting of East Main 
Street, done mostly by private contract under Chapter $0 
funds, but completed by Town forces. 


Also in 1966, a new million gallon water storage tank 
was completed in Quissett and an additional large diesel 
pump was installed in the Pumping Station at Long Pond. 
Both these improvements should prove to be of increasing 
benefit to residents in future years. 


In addition, improvements were made in the Town’s grow- 
ing Park and School Grounds systems and the roadside tree 
planting program, with emphasis on East Main Street, con- 
tinued to help improve the Town’s overall appearance. 


1966 marked the beginning of construction of the long 
hoped for Public Works Garage and Storage Facilities on 
Gifford Street. This improvement, once completed, should 
prove to be self amortizing in the years to come. 
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The Board of Public Works wishes to take this opportun- 
ity to thank the Board of Selectmen, the various heads of 
other Town Departments and Committees, our own Public 
Works personnel and above all, the people of Falmouth, for 
the cooperation and assistance given us during the preceding 
year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT by Nathan S. Ellis 
To the Board of the Department of Public Works: 


Gentlemen: 

The Annual Report of the operations of the Department 
for the year 1966 and on the general conditions of the works, 
is respectfully submitted. 


Included as part of this report is a section on each of 
the Divisions of the Department. 


Highways — The report of the Highway Division appears 
in a separate section of this report. 


Extensive maintenance, including sealcoating and side- 
walk resurfacing was continued as in 1965. 


The complete reconstruction of East Main Street, and a 
portion of Acapesket Road, along with the newly constructed 
Spring Bars Road and Katharine Lee Bates Road, highlighted 
the year’s highway activities. 


As will be noted, a good deal of the Town’s work was 
accomplished through the use of Town forces in conjunction 
with work done under private contract through advertised 
bid. A proper balance between force account (work through 
use of Town forces) and advertised contract seems to be the 
most economical method of operation without, at the same 
time, competing with or being entirely dependent upon pri- 
vate contractors. 
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Chapter 90 New Construction — During 1966 East Main 
Street was rebuilt from Shore Street to Davis Straits for a 
distance of 3700 feet. This was the largest project undertaken 
iby the Town on a Town street in memory and included work 
on Queen Street, Nye Road, King Street and Scranton Ave- 
nue. This project required a good deal of work by the High- 
way Division in conjunction with the work by private con- 
tract. 


Every Division of the Department of Public Works was 
involved in one or more phases of this major rebuilding 
which included a roadside tree planting program under the 
direction of the Forestry Division, aided by the Park and 
Water Division. 


Herring Rivers—A new culvert at the Trunk River (en- 
trance river to Oyster Pond) was required during the year 
when the existing box culvert under the Railroad collapsed. 
This project was completed using 36” asphalt coated metal 
pipe and required the removal of the Railroad tracks. The 
New Haven Railroad was of great assistance to the Depart- 
ment in this replacement project by allowing the tracks to 
remain out of action for two days while the work was being 
accomplished. 


This river is still a problem, however, and is very diffi- 
cult to clear when plugged by storms. It is our intention to 
modify this outlet further to attempt to reduce the mainte- 
nance costs caused by frequent winter storms without, at the 
Same time, preventing the normal ebb and flow of the tide 
or herring migrations. 


Bridges—At the 1966 Annual Town Meeting, funds for 
the repair of the Menauhant Road bridge at Green Pond in 
the amount of $25,000, were voted instead for needed repairs 
to the Quaker Road bridge at Old Silver Beach. This bridge 
is also in need of repairs, although the deterioration is not 
as great as at Green Pond. 


As of December 31, 1966, the contract for repairs to the 
Silver Beach Bridge (to be advertised for by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Works) had not been advertised. 
This work should, however, be done in the spring of 1967. 
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The delay in repairs to the Menauhant Road Bridge was 
due to a number of citizens who were interested in changing 
this span to one which would allow larger boats to use the 
upper part of the pond. 


It seems at this time that any major changes in this 
structure will require a number of years in planning and a 
large expenditure. Since this Department’s primary interest 
is that of eliminating a potentially hazardous situation in 
which the bridge could conceivably collapse at some time, 
the Board of Public Works has therefore again requested 
the Town to appropriate funds for needed repairs to this 
structure. 


Serious wear of the “babbit” bearings containing the op- 
erating shafts of the Woods Hole Drawbridge caused it to be 
necessary to remove the shafts and bearings for refinishing 
and repouring. The operating mechanism was removed De- 
cember 30th and should be replaced by the end of January 
10 te 


Drainage—The largest street drainage system ever in- 
stalled in Falmouth was laid in East Main Street and adja- 
cent streets in 1966. This system, plus the normal drainage 
construction activities, included a total of 1.7 miles of pipe 
and 80 structures of various types. 


Further progress was also made on the Town Drainage 
Map, which, as I reported in the 1965 report, will be some time 
in completing. 


Garage Facilities—1966 marked the beginning of con- 
struction of the long awaited and desparately needed Pub- 
lic Works Garage on Gifford Street. This garage is scheduled 
for completion about the middle of 1967 and will house the 
Forestry, Park, and Highway Divisions of the Department. 
At the present, the Water Division will remain in its existing 
facilities off Palmer Avenue. 


The Department is grateful to the people of Falmouth 
for voting the funds for this important building. 


Parks—The report of the Divisional Superintendent of 
the Park Division appears in a separate section of this re- 
port. 
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Another dry year as experienced in 1965 caused irriga- 
tion to be required in many school and park areas although 
water use from the Town’s water system had to be curtailed 
because of the drought. Watering was thus limited to the 
areas where the irrigation pumps could be used. 


Fuller Field, one of the most difficult fields in the past 
to keep green, now appears to be developing into a first class 
condition. Restricted use by the School Department, heavy 
fertilization and a good deal of irrigation has brought about 
this desirable condition. 


New acreage developed by the School Department at 
North Falmouth and by the addition of Town Hall Square 
has been added to the Park’s maintenance work load during 
1966. 


Another large school grounds area will be added to the 
Department’s work load in 1967 when the new Teaticket Ele- 
mentary School is finished. 


The rapid increase in added maintenance to the Park 
Division of the Public Works Department is causing an equal- 
ly rapid annual increase in the Division’s school and park 
maintenance budgets. 


Forestry—The report of the Divisional Superintendent 
of the Forestry Division appears in a separate section of this 
report. 


The most outstanding work of this Divivsion during 1966, 
I believe, is the additional trees that were planted on East 
Main Street in conjunction with the recently completed Chap- 
ter 90 project. These trees, in many instances, were relative- 
ly large and should, in a few years, help fill out and beautify 
East Main Street. 


This Division has charge of the Town’s Forest, a seldom 
thought of, but highly important, area which affords the 
Town’s primary source of drinking water a great measure of 
protection from contamination. 


Each year, the Forestry Division does a certain amount 
of replanting, release work and otherwise maintains and 
protects this vital land. 
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Water—The report of the Divisional Superintendent of 
the Water and Sewer Division appears in a separate section 
of this report. 


As will be noted in the Divisional Superintendent’s re- 
port, the continued drought which now extends to four years 
is taking on an ever increasing magnitude of importance, 
and severe restrictions on water usage may be necessary in 
1967 if the drought continues. 


The leveling off of building construction during 1966 was 
reflected in a decline of new water service requests received 
by the Water Division. This is the first decline noted in a 
number of years, seemingly reflecting the effect of the so- 
called “tight money market”. 


Engineering Division—The report of the Divisional head 
of the Engineering Division appears in a separate section of 
this report. 


Budget-wise, this small Division was incorporated with 
the Administrative personnel forming one Division: “Admin- 
istration and Engineering”. This move was one to simplify 
Slightly the many accounts of the Department as ‘“‘Adminis- 
tration and Engineering” continue to function as separate 
sections. 


This section continues to operate understaffed as the 
loss of a transitman in the fall of 1966 reduces the Engineer- 
ing section to two people. Presently, surveying is being done 
by the use of labor from the Highway Division, a stop gap 
and somewhat inefficient system at best. 


During 1966, grades for street and drainage construc- 
tion, drainage studies, inspection of street and drainage con- 
struction contracts, bounding of Town accepted roads, studies 
related to the acceptance of new streets, and plan work rela- 
tive to the needs of the Selectmen, Assessors and various 
Boards and Committees of the Town were included in the 
work done by the Engineering section. 


Approximately 170 bounds were set or reset on public 
roads or property during 1966. 
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HIGHWAY DIVISION, Manuel Pacheco, Jr., General Foreman 


During 1966, the routine highway maintenance work of 
the Department was continued with emphasis on roadside 
maintenance, sealcoating, and rebuilding, reconstruction 
and resurfacing of existing streets. The demand for new 
street signs continued at a rapid pace. 


The practice of painting yellow centers in the Town’s 
100-odd cross walks was eliminated except where walks are 
used primarily by school children going to and from school. 
It is felt that emphasizing the school cross walks in this 
manner may make motorists pay closer attention to these 
particular walks, thus adding a somewhat extra measure of 
safety to school chidren. 


During 1966, much of the effort of the Highway Division 
was spent on new construction. The major projects com- 
pleted by Town employees were Spring Bars Road and Ran- 
dolph Street and a section of Acapesket Road. 


Additionally, much of the Department’s efforts during 
the year was spent in completing the sidewalks and related 
work connected with the major Chapter 90 work done on 
East Main Street. 


An exceptionally big year of accomplishment in the seal- 
coating of streets will be noted during 1966 with over 15% 
miles of streets receiving this type of maintenance. 


The practice of grading, graveling and penetrating with 
bituminous asphalt newly accepted roads was continued. Of 
the accepted streets treated in the above manner, only Edge- 
water Drive East at Seacoast Shores is yet to be improved 
as of this writing. 


The following is a resume of major programs accom- 
plished by the Department during 1966.

PARK DIVISION by Newcomb Cassick, Division Supt. 


This is our fourth year of severe drought in this area, 
making normal care and maintenance of areas under our 
supervision a little difficult. It was possible, however, to 
achieve good results in areas where adequate water was 
available in large and consistent amounts. The new 
irrigation system and pump received this year no doubt 
saved Fuller Field and the Lawrence High School grounds 
where ponds are available and near enough for use by our 
irrigation system. Town water is used on most other areas. 
Restriction of large use of Town water this summer caused us 
dismay as lawns burned up and only the weeds continued to 
grow. Fortunately, with the fairly decent rainfall we have 
received this fall, we hope for a good beginning in the spring 
of 1967. 
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Goodwill Park continues to be our most popular area. The 
new beach was heavily used, necessitating the addition of 
safety personnel to maintain order on the beach and in 
Grews Pond. 


The hard topped tennis courts in Woods Hole and North 
Falmouth have proven to be a boon to tennis enthusiasts. 
After a rain storm, it is now possible to resume play almost 
immediately. The popularity of this sport is on the increase 
as is evidenced by the use of these courts during the summer 
as well as in the fall, often until the end of December. Players 
in the latter category are in the “Frostbite League’”’. 


Athletic fields continue to expand and the various 
teams and organizations that use them continue to increase. 
It is gratifying to see areas designated for public use utilized 
so extensively. 


The new Town Hall grounds that have brought us so 
much pleasure have also been added to the Park mainte- 
nance schedule in addition to the new North Falmouth 
School. The near future will add the new Teaticket School 


grounds. 


The total acreage of Park and School grounds in Fal- 
mouth that are maintained by the Park Division continue to 
expand each year. The existing facilities that the Town has 
continue to receive greater public use. We regretfully must 
continue to expand our departmental facilities and budget 
requests to meet this expanding need and these increasing 
demands. 


FORESTRY DIVISION by Joseph Figuerido, Division Supt. 


The Tree Division has placed a high priority on shade 
tree planting programs throughout Falmouth. Community 
erowth, road and sidewalk demands, utility improvements, 
both overhead electricity and sub-terrain gas line construc- 
tion, and the constant macadam nightmare have produced 
damaging set backs on many of our larger established trees. 
Nature contributes adverse conditions such as droughts and 
wind damage, but experience shows man as the main of- 
fender. To insure best results for the future of Falmouth, a 
positive planting program must be maintained. 
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Selected young trees, properly planted, will adjust favor- 
ably to street environment when the root system grows in 
balance to the crown of the tree. Old, established trees suffer 
drastically when changes alter large root systems. Soon die- 
back, dead wood, or general crown shrinkage is evident. This 
is due to the moisture requirement changes and fiberous root 
damage that occur when the top ground is suddenly restrict- 
ed with macadam or other encroachments. We therefore feel 
a strong planting program is vital for the future. 


Major Work Completed: 


A. Approximately 18 acres of spruce and pine groves 
thinned and released at the Town Forest. 

B. One-quarter acre of new nursery cleared and pre- 
pared adjacent to present nursery. Hopefully young whip 
stock will be planted in the spring. 

C. New water system installed at nursery to replace in- 
adequate deep well system. 

D. General nursery maintenance and 6.5 miles fire pro- 
tection road work continued as in the past. 

E. Four spray programs completed in 1966: 

1. Elm dormant spray 

2. Fruit trees species spray (for tent caterpillar) 

3. Elm leaf beetle spray in June 

4. Minor Jap beetle and obnoxious weed spray in July 
and August 

F. Liquid feed program in Falmouth center, also mulch- 
ing of all young planted trees in Falmouth. 

G. Heavy watering program during July and August. 

H. Twenty-five large assorted shade trees were planted 
on East Main Street; thirty-one smaller diameter stock 
planted in other sections of the Town. The majority of this 
stock is grown at the Town nursery. 

I. Eighteen cultures sent to Shade Tree Laboratory. Two 
Dutch elm cases confirmed on Falmouth public way; two 
Dutch elm cases on private property. Proper notice and dis- 
posal of diseased trees in accordance to State mandates com- 
pleted. 

J. Twenty-two stumps reduced below ground level with 
Town owned stumper machine. 
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K. Pruning and sanitation work, the vital area of disease 
control, continued in selected sections of Town, also many 
citizens’ requests were attended to during our work schedule. 


We congratulate the Falmouth Garden Club for the work 
and encouragement on the beautification programs at the 
Stop and Shop Shopping Plaza. The newly organized Beau- 
tification Association should be a great asset to Falmouth. 


We wish to thank the East Main Street merchants for 
their cooperation and support during the planting along East 
Main Street. 


WATER and SEWER DIVISION by John Hughes, Div. Supt. 


I submit herewith a report of the Water & Sewer Division 
for the year 1966. 


Total receipts for the year amounted to $352,108.54, an 
increase of $17,853.01 over the previous year, however there 
was a Slight reduction in water consumption and new service 
installations. 


The new diesel driven pump was installed last spring and 
in full operation for the summer season. The new Quissett 
Tank was completed in June and placed in operation, how- 
ever painting was delayed until Fall and will not be com- 
pleted until next Spring. The feeder main from Pumping 
Station Road to the new Quissett Tank was further delayed 
since we were unable to obtain easements over the proposed 
route and we are now negotiating for easements over an 
alternate route. 


A total of 357 new services were installed, 23 less than 
the previous year, and 26 services were renewed. 


Main extensions for the year amounted to 22,436 feet, and 
of this total 17,419 feet were installed in new subdivisions by 
the owners at_no cost to the Town. A total of thirty-one new 
hydrants were added making a total of 1,003 now in use. 


All hydrants were inspected regularly and are in good 
condition, however several of the older models should be 
replaced and we plan to start this program next year. Sev- 
eral hydrants were raised to elevate the nozzles to a more 
convenient height. The hydrant painting program, started 
last year, was completed. 
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A total of 695,449,500 gallons of water were pumped dur- 
ing the year, a reduction of 9.8 million gallons, however the 
peak day, July 3rd, was the largest on record when 5,020,200 
gallons were pumped. 


Rainfall for 1966 was 35.8 inches as the drought con- 
tinued for the fourth year. The public was requested to con- 
serve water and in general the cooperation received from 
consumers was very good, however if the drought continues 
next year it will no doubt be necessary to place more drastic 
restrictions on the use of water. Long Pond water level con- 
tinues very low. It reached minus 1614” on the gauge in May 
for the high point of the year compared to plus “4” the pre- 
vious year. The lowest level occurred in September when the 
level dropped to minus 41144”. Since then there has been a 
very slow rise to minus 30%” at the end of the year. Unless 
there is above average rainfall during the coming months, 
the pond will no doubt reach the lowest level on record next 
summer. 


Again we wish to recommend that the Town search for 
additional water supply for future use. Funds for this work 
were deleted from our 1966 budget and an article in the last 
Special Town Meeting was postponed until the next Town 
Meeting. We must consider that as the Town grows there 
will be fewer areas available for this purpose. 


A new half-ton pickup truck was purchased and also a 
new trencher-loader. The trencher is not as large a machine 
as we had originally planned to purchase, however it works 
out well in most areas in Town and our Samson trencher 
works in the more difficult areas. All other equipment has 
been maintained in good condition. 


Receipts from the Woods Hole Sewer system amounted to 
$7,035.31, an increase of $1,736.56. Five new connections were 
added during the year and one was discontinued. There are 
now 124 connections in use. A contract was awarded to J. F. 
McDermott Co., Inc. for cleaning sewer mains, but the work 
will not be completed until next year.

ENGINEERING DIVISION by Charles White, Town Engineer 


Plans were prepared for the thirteen roads that were laid 
out by the Selectmen. Duplicate tracings were made for the 
ten layouts accepted by Town Meeting. Field work was com- 
pleted on the new layouts for Metoxit Road, Turner Road and 
Lake Shore Drive. 


Surveys were made for the new school site at Woods Hole, 
with preliminary plans submitted to Mrs. E. S. Webster for 
her approval. 


Additional work was done on the plans for improving 
traffic on Route 28 through Teaticket. Overlays were made 
of this same area for zoning studies by the Planning Boaxd, 
Aerial maps were procured at considerable expense for the 
use of the Route 28 Study Committee. 
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Title work on unmapped areas in Waquoit, Mares Pond 
area and Little Sippiwissett was continued at the Registry of 
Deeds, along with the abstracting of probates for the Asses- 
sors’ records. 


Transfer deeds were copied and new plans pantographed 
in preparation for a new revision of the land maps. House 
numbers were issued for all new buildings. Information on 
deeds, plans, ways and zoning was furnished as requested. 


I would like at this time to gratefully acknowledge the 
aid and assistance given this Department during the past 
year by the various offices and Boards of the Town of Fal- 
mouth. The cooperation of these offices, together with the 
Divisional heads and Key personnel of the Department made 
possible a successful year of accomplishment.

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Report of the Sewer Study Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The following is a report by the Commissioners of the 
Town of Falmouth Department of Public Works acting as 
the Town’s Sewer Commissioners, and the Sewer Study 
Committee acting as an advisory Committee to the Sewer 
Commissioners. 


This report consists of two sections and is made in con- 
formance with Article 80 of the 1966 Annual Town Meeting. 


Section 1 of this report relates to planning and con- 
struction funds available to the Town and the steps so far 
taken by the Department of Public Works Board in apply- 
ing for an interest free loan to prepare preliminary plans 
and a study of the major built-up portions of the Town. 


Section 2 of this report describes the type of treatment 
facilities or disposal system recommended. 


In conjunction with treatment facilities, it is a unani- 
mous vote of both the Department of Public Works Commis- 
sioners and the Sewer Study Committee that the best inter- 
ests of the Town dictate the use of an inland type disposal 
system with the actual location and type of said inland dis- 
posal system subject to the economic aspects of the situation 
as determined by the Engineers’ report. 


SECTION 1 


PLANNING AND CONSTRUCTION FUNDS 
AVAILABLE TO THE TOWN 


The Board of Public Works, after investigation into vari- 
ous programs of Federal Aid, has determined that the fol- 
lowing Federal and State Aid programs are available for 
planning and construction of a sewer system. The funds 
are available as follows: 
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Planning 


Under Public Law 560, Section 702, the Town can obtain 
an interest free loan to prepare preliminary plans and report 
for a proposed sewerage system. Under this report, all as- 
pects of the sewer system, such as: location of the treatment 
plants for the present and future, size of sewers, number of 
pumping stations, estimates of cost, phasing of the proposed 
system and recommended methods of financing can be ob- 
tained. The loan will be repaid when, and if, the Town 
undertakes construction of the project and only in propor- 
tion to the amount of construction undertaken. 


Construction 


1. Construction of sewage treatment facilities, certain 
pumping stations, force mains and interceptors can be aided 
under provisions of Public Law 660, as amended, up to 30 per 
cent at the present time. As of July 1, 1967, the amounts can 
increase substantially up to a possible maximum of 55 per 
cent. It will be realistic, at this time, for the Town to count 
on obtaining 40 per cent of the above parts of the project 
from the Federal government. Along with this, the recent 
State Aid, Water Pollution Control Act, was passed Septem- 
ber 6, 1966. This bill is expected to provide 30 per cent of the 
construction cost of facilities eligible under the Federal Pub- 
lic Law 660. The division administering this State aid has 
just been organized and certain policies and regulations of 
the division in regard to administering State aid are still to 
be adopted. It is expected, however, with combined State 
and Federal aid on these eligible facilities, a minimum of 70 
per cent can realistically be obtained. 


2. Under Public Law 89-117, the construction of certain 
Sub-mains, that is, sewers between the lateral sewers and 
the interceptor sewers can receive Federal aid in an amount 
up to 50 per cent of the construction cost. One qualifying 
provision under this law is the conformity with regional wide 
water and sewer planning. It is understood that this regional 
planning has not been undertaken to date; however, steps 
have been taken to accomplish this planning. 


After reviewing these various programs, the Board of 
Public Works and the Sewer Study Committee felt that it 
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was in the best interest of the Town to apply for an interest 
free loan to prepare a preliminary report and study of the 
major built up portions of Town. 


The two Boards interviewed several engineers and have 
selected an engineer to prepare the application. The appli- 
cation is now in process and is expected that about nine to 
ten months will be required before approvals can be ob- 
tained and planning work initiated. 


After approvals, approximately one year would be re- 
quired to complete the planning work. 


The report will also provide the Town with a logical con- 
struction program for a sewerage system. 


SECTION 2 


RECOMMENDED TYPE OF DISPOSAL OR 
TREATMENT FACILITIES 


The treatment facilities tentatively proposed is in a gen- 
eral classification known as “activated sludge”. There are 
several modifications of this method; however, without bene- 
fit of a study into the economics of each method, no decision 
on the specific type of activated sludge treatment can be 
reached. The principal of this system is to supply the neces- 
sary oxygen to satisfy the demands of the organic matter 
in their reduction to the basic elements, in a similar man- 
ner to supplying oxygen to a fire to reduce combustables to 
a minimum of ash and water. The method of supplying oxy- 
gen is usually dictated by economics. Other parts of the 
facility would include settling facilities where solids are set- 
tled and removed, comminution to grind up sewage into 
smaller particles for more efficient treatment, flow recording 
facilities, chlorination, sludge handling and provisions for 
final disposal of the effluent. 


After the solids are removed in the settling tanks, the 
effluent will be treated with chlorine to kill any harmful 
bacteria which may remain. After chlorination, the effluent 
is delivered to leaching beds where it will be absorbed by the 
ground, much in the manner of the common leaching field 
used for individual homes in conjunction with a septic tank. 
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The solids that have been removed in the settling tank 
will be pumped to slude drying beds, where they will be al- 
lowed to dry. Periodically, the dried sludge will be removed 
from the beds and disposed of in a Sanitary land fill or other 
type of refuse disposal. In the future, a more sophisticated 
system of sludge disposal could be installed, such as sludge 
incineration which would significantly reduce the problem 
of sludge handling. 


This type of treatment would provide the Town with a 
high degree of treatment. That would serve the Town well 
for many years.

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Report of the School Committee 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


The reports of the Superintendent and his staff indicate 
that this has been an eventful year. Keeping abreast of the 
changes has been a challenge. 


In addition to the activities described in the reports, the 
School Committee has had special preoccupation during De- 
cember and January to try to operate under the new law re- 
quiring collective bargaining. It is nothing new for Falmouth 
School Committee and representative teachers to consult to- 
gether about wages and conditions of employment. They have 
done this for years. But under the new law the grounds rules 
are different, and the conduct of each of the parties is more 
formalized. 


As we have conducted ourselves thus far, we have found 
negotiations to be exceedingly time-consuming. This may be 
because the process got started late, and we worked under 
the tension of a budget deadline. Necessarily, the negotia- 
tions concerned those matters with budget implications, the 
most important of which is salary. 


About the questions surrounding this topic, the School 
Committee has met thirteen times since December 10, seven 
times with the Teacher Negotiations Committee. Agreement 
has at last been reached between the parties about a new 
salary schedule to become effective September, 1967. 


The new schedule provides compensation for Falmouth 
teachers, at the beginning levels and at maximum, above 
the averages in Massachusetts communities. Teachers with a 
Bachelor’s Degree will begin at $5,650 and proceed in thirteen 
steps to $8,701. Teachers with Master’s Degrees will begin at 
$6,125 and proceed in thirteen steps to a maximum of $9,266, 
and in twenty years to $9,492. 


The Committee wants to attract and to hold capable 
teachers. It intends the salary schedule to be competitive and 
fair—both to teachers and to taxpayers. 
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The School Committee will continue to negotiate in good 
faith according to the requirements of the law about other 
“conditions of employment”. The Committee intends that 
agreements it subscribes to will be for the best interest of the 
Town of Falmouth and its schools.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee of Falmouth 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


The attached reports say something about the schools’ 
directions, their accomplishments and their needs. I com- 
mend them to your attention. 


Shortage of Space 

They, of course, express the usual concern about short- 
age of space, and they reveal that some of the staff, having 
become experts in improvisation, have conducted classes suc- 
cessfully in unlikely places: a church, a recreation building, 
a private child center, a reconverted shower room, a school 
gymnasium. 


Effect of New Teaticket School 

The opening of the new Teaticket School will put an end 
to these expediencies. Not only will it provide marvelously 
improved opportunities for the children of the Teaticket dis- 
trict, but it will also, by relieving other schools of excess 
pupils, allow for smaller classes and thereby improve condi- 
tions of learning throughout the school system. 


We may be encouraged, furthermore, by recent birth rate 
Statistics to hope that elementary school enrollments may 
decline for a few years. If so, space may become available to 
absorb some of the expected over-load in the Intermediate 
School. 


High School Expansion 

Our special concern now is the high school. Enrollment 
here approaches 1,100. A graduating class of 229 is being re- 
placed by an entering class of over 300, and throughout the 
elementary schools classes in excess of 350 children are push- 
ing toward the high school. Enrollment in six years will ex- 
ceed 1400—and even possibly, since the town is growing, 1500. 
Lawrence High School was planned for about a thousand. 


Not only are enrollments rising, but our conceptions of 
the kind of instruction and the quality of the supporting 
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classroom facilities have also expanded. Fifteen years ago 
“laboratory” instruction in the sciences was reserved for the 
fifty percent of the pupils who were college-preparing. Today 
in a school seeking the mark of quality, it is for all. To meet 
present minimum state requirements more than double the 
space is required for physical education than formerly. Simi- 
lar observations may be made about the school library and 
the facilities for teaching music. 


In considering plans for dealing with increased enroll- 
ment in the high school, these matters need special study. An 
article in the warrant calls for funds for this purpose. 


The Regional Vocational School 


One of the prime limitations of our present high school 
program is the lack of opportunity in vocational education. 
Fewer than twenty of our boys (none of our girls) are now 
enrolled in vocational schools. This is but a small fraction of 
the number who should seek this kind of training. We are 
told that the Regional Vocational School, in which Falmouth 
is an aggressive participant, will provide for up to 130 Fal- 
mouth boys and girls. This being so, getting on with this 
school should be high on our order of priorities. 


Federal Funds 

We have tried to be alert to new Federal programs for 
funding education. We have applied for those to which we 
were known to be entitled, and we have also entered aggres- 
Sively into competition for funds distributed to school sys- 
tems claiming to be innovative or exemplary.

Awards—-the Oceanographic Education Center 
Two programs are awards for developing exemplary or 
innovative practices. 


The first of these is a grant of $60,000 under Title ITI, one 
of fifteen in Massachusetts, for developing an oceanographic 
education center. The purpose of this grant, as the local 
advisory committee has defined it in their request for funds, 
is as follows: 


“To train teachers and produce teaching units 
through a unique relationship between teacher 
and marine scientists at Woods Hole. 

“To teach the various disciplines of science, 
using oceanography to inter-relate them in an 
exemplary manner. 

“To develop an Oceanographic Education Center 
for exhibiting and disseminating teaching aids, 
methods, and information.” 


Awards—Intermediate School Library 


The second grant, one of six in Massachusetts under 
Title II, is for $25,000 for each of two years, to develop in the 
Intermediate School an exemplary library and education 
resources center. 


This award will allow the school to complete in two years 
what we had hoped might be attained, possibly in ten. In the 
process we expect to have confirmed a conviction that easy 
availability of books and other stuff of learning and their 
wide distribution to pupils and staff will have an effect upon 
the quality of learning all out of proportion to the cost. The 
principals’ reports suggest that we already have a consider- 
able commitment to this idea in the libraries in each of the 
schools. 
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In Service 


Some of these new projects resulted in unique in-service, 
teacher-training programs. Twenty of our teachers repre- 
senting all school levels worked during the summer under the 
reading coordinator, studying techniques of dealing with 
reading handicaps, and applying these techniques in tutorial 
and small-group instruction. At the same time, another team 
of ten teachers worked with selected scientists from the 
Woods Hole community developing materials for teaching 
earth science. 


Year-round School Use 


The schools are much used during the school year, not 
alone for regular day programs, but evenings by community 
groups, and Saturdays by the Recreation Committee.

New Staff 
During the year, fifty-one new teachers were recruited 
into the system: fourteen to fill new positions, the remainder 
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as replacements. Thirteen of the new teachers were begin- 
ners. The teaching experience of the others ranged from four 
to twenty years. 


Of the two hundred teachers now on the staff, fifty three 
are at top of our salary schedules with thirteen or more 
years’ experience; and of these, twenty-six have been teach- 
ing twenty years or more. A third of the staff hold advanced 
degrees. 


Administrative Center 

For efficient management of the school system, we need 
a more adequate administrative center. We are, as you know, 
in a fairly complex business involving diverse tasks. Our 
prime concern, the co-ordination and supervision of instruc- 
tion at all levels, leads us into deep involvement in such mat- 
ters aS personnel management and fiscal accounting and 
control. It leads us also to minor business in plant maint- 
enance and operation, cafeteria service, and transportation. 
More recently, Federal funding and the supervision of re- 
search and development projects have become important. A 
number of people, supervisors, directors, and the like, share 
with the superintendent of schools varying degrees of respon- 
sibility for these tasks. To be effective they need to be in con- 
tinuing communication. Under existing conditions, this is 
difficult. Such offices as are available are scattered through- 
out the system, and they are too few. Some supervisors have 
neither office nor peg of their own to hang a hat on. 


The school system needs an administrative center to 
bring these workers together in one place. The center should 
contain the office of the superintendent, the subsidiary of- 
fices of assistants, supervisors and others with system-wide 
responsibilities. It should provide each with a share of com- 
mon clerical help. It should contain the business office, the 
School Committee office, and a meeting room appropriate for 
public meetings. Finally, it should provide space for central 
storage of equipment and supplies. 


We urge that the old Teaticket School be converted to 
these purposes.

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ANNUAL REPORT FROM LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL 
Russell B. Marshall, principal 


This past year our major problem has been increased 
enrollment. In the fourteen years we have been in this 
building, we have grown from an enrollment of 681 pupils in 
six grades (7-12) in September, 1953, to an enrollment of 
1075 on November 1, 1966, in four grades (9-12). This problem 
will continue to increase in the immediate future and Seri- 
ously limits the program and objectives of teaching. Al- 
though we have maintained a proper teacher-pupil ratio in 
the areas of English and the laboratory sciences, we have 
been unable to maintain this ratio in our other classes, 
where overcrowding has been necessary. 


In presenting the budget for the year 1967, we have 
tried to reflect our needs and to correct some of the im- 
balance. We have indicated the need for more room if we 
are to maintain the high level of education that is expected 
of us. The role of secondary education today is more signi- 
ficant and meaningful than ever before. Approximately 98% 
of the pupils of high school age in Falmouth attend second- 
ary schools. For young people today, high school education 
is almost obligatory. We must meet the needs of our young 
people with a vital program, developing new areas of instruc- 
tion and new ideas for motivation, and maintaining a proper 
teacher-pupil ratio in all areas. With adequate additional 
Space and increased faculty we hope to meet this chal- 
lenge. 


This past year a course in Basic Data Processing was 
introduced, in view of the fact that all business is involved 
in processing data or information. In order to compete to- 
day, business must strive for new and better ways and 
develop new methods and equipment. In our course, no prior 
background in business or sophistication in mathematics is 
assumed. The course starts with definitions and basic con- 
cepts and develops to the use of poster board which makes 
it possible for a bookkeeper to post once to three different 
papers. This course provides students with the basic tools of 
Data Processing. 


With the opening of school in September our Physical 
Education program was extended from two to five periods a 
week for every boy and girl. This is one field where our 
facilities are inadequate to meet the requirements of our 
present program. Two additional teachers were added to 
handle the expanded program now required by State Law.

American Field Service 

This year we have a young man from Turkey. Cetin 
Gulovali is our fourth foreign student. Cetin will spend his 
Senior year aS a member of Lawrence High School. We are 
hopeful that one of our present Juniors will be selected to 
spend a year in some foreign country as a Senior next year. 


Physical Education and Athletic Department 


The Physical Education and Athletic Department of 
Lawrence High School has continued to improve in both 
program and personnel during the calendar year of 1966. 
Aside from offering a physical education class five days a 
week for each pupil, the department has initiated other in- 
novations: co-educational folk dancing, flag football for the 
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girls, and field hockey for the boys. Compatibility and in- 
genuity of the staff have combined to make use of every 
available facility and to improvise adjustments in order to 
operate within an adequate physical plant. 


Library 

An increase in books, pamphlets, recordings, and other 
resources; an increase in the number of students and teach- 
ers using these facilities; and the evident need for increased 
space in the near future summarize the library’s activity for 
the present and hopes for the future. 


Specifically, our accessions now stand at 11,029, of which 
778 books have been catalogued this year. We subscribe to 
ninety-five periodicals in use for serious reading and about 
twenty gift magazines for entertainment. There has been a 
substantial increase in vocational pamphlets and handbooks. 


Supplementary funds from Title Two permitted us to ex- 
pand our collection more than usual, particularly for excep- 
tional books of outstanding quality. 


We have introduced books in large type. Normally de- 
Signed for readers with eye defects, their attractive format 
and their ease of reading has begun to attract readers who 
welcome the change from the small print frequently found 
in paperbacks. 


The addition of a reference book and print cabinet has 
improved the safety, care, and ease of reference for our art 
collection. The record player has been amplified to make it 
possible to accommodate listeners at the far end of the read- 
ing-room. Large classes, or several classes together can now 
hear poetry and play recordings without distortion. Special 
effort has been made to increase our holding in modern 
poetry, science, and history. 


With the increase in number of students and the book 
explosion, our rate of accessions will soon overcrowd the 
available space. We hope the library may be extended in 
its current location which is centrally located and easy to 
supervise. 


FALMOUTH INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 
Henry A. Frank, principal 
Significant advances in educational services for our chil- 


dren have featured the continuing growth of the Intermedi- 
ate School during the past year. 
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We note this growth in pupil enrollment, which reaches 
nearly 1,000 and will surely increase next year. To allow for 
this, two fifth grade classes and special education class were 
transferred to other schools to make room for the present 
sixth grades and two additional divisions in grades seven and 
eight. 


Two sixth grade teachers, one all-purpose teacher in 
grades 7 and 8, a part-time French teacher, and one art 
teacher were added to the faculty. 


Presently, all rooms are being used to the fullest. 


We report enthusiastically, significant developments in 
educational services through our receipt of Federal grants. 
Under the leadership of its director, Mr. James C. Kinney, 
and Woods Hole Oceanographic scientists, and our faculty, 
an Oceanographic Educational Center is being developed at 
Falmouth Intermediate School, and curricular changes in 
science are being completed. Our science teachers, in co- 
operation with the staff of WHOI, participated in a summer- 
long institute as preparation for this project. 


Our Five Year Reading Plan, also supported by Federal 
Funds, has been enhanced effectively through the addition 
of a Reading Consultant, instructional materials and equip- 
ment, and the development of a Reading Center. Through 
cooperative teaching efforts, consultations, conferences, tests, 
and observations, strong improvements are indicated in this 
field. Several of our faculty participated in a summer read- 
ing institute under Mrs. Eleanor Conley’s direction for this 
plan. 


Most recently, the Intermediate School received a Federal 
grant of $50,000 for two years to support our existing Instruc- 
tional Materials Center and Library Resources Center. This 
center after two years will be a model for Southeastern Mas- 
sachusetts schools. Under Mr. Romeo Lafond’s leadership and 
with the support of Mrs. Pasley this was made possible. 
Under Mr. Lafond’s direction also, our Audio-Visual Depart- 
ment has become one of the best in the State. 


We indicate also our efforts to enhance mathematics by 
using both modern and traditional material and content and 
by establishing mathematics teacher teams for developing 
improved methods and techniques. New books and materials 
have been incorporated in our mathematics program for all 
grades. 


Social Studies and English teachers report improvements 
because of the purchases of the new dual-level textbooks and 
of their successes in cooperative teaching. Our art, shop, 
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household arts, and music programs continue to provide both 
creative and cultural opportunities for pupils. Student Coun- 
cil, Honor Society, Drama Club, Band, Orchestra, instrumen- 
tal classes, and newspaper also continue to provide oppor- 
tunities for further learning and enjoyment. 


During the past year, also, many boys and girls partici- 
pated in the purposeful activities of the intramural sports 
program: football (90); baseball (50); basketball (70); girls’ 
field hockey (25); girls’ basketball (25); girls’ softball (25). 
In addition to the regular sports, archery, rhythmic activ- 
ities, calesthenics, trampoline, and daily exercises were added 
to the program. Our sixth grade after-school intramural pro- 
gram still continues to develop excellent sport and recre- 
ational experiences. 


Finally, we express to all school personnel our appre- 
ciation and gratitude for their contributions in maintaining 
an excellent building and in providing quality education for 
our youth. 


NORTH FALMOUTH ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
T. Marshall Douthart, principal 


The past year has been one of progress in many areas 
through the use of new methods and materials. 


Reading instruction has been strengthened by extending 
“The Getting Ready to Read Program” into grade one. 


A prime factor in a child’s readiness to read is his level 
of visual perception. In view of this, a Developmental Visual 
Perception Program was started in kindergarten for all stu- 
dents, and a remedial program for those showing a need in 
grades one through five. 


Federal funds under Title I have strengthened our 
Remedial Readiness Program by grouping additional person- 
nel and materials. 


Through the Office of Curriculum and Guidance we are 
continuing to evaluate the Arithmetic Program for grades 
kindergarten through eight. 


The amount of money available during the past year for 
the purchase of new books and periodicals for our library 
has more than doubled by Federal funds under Title II. 


Also under Title II we were able to strengthen our 
Science Program with the purchases of equipment and re- 
lated materials. 
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Our playground facilities were completed with the in- 
stallation of five large pieces of equipment, to the rousing 
cheers of 360 children and thirteen grateful teachers. 


Several very successful grade-level and school-wide pro- 
grams were presented by the pupils for the parents. 


An informative orientation program for the parents of 
kindergarten children was held in the fall. 


All grades participated in various field trips, ranging 
from a walk to a local farm by the Kindergarten class, short 
bus trips to local areas such as the Police and Fire Stations, 
Woods Hole Aquarium and Otis Air Base. Also enjoyed were 
day-long excursions to New Bedford Whaling Museum, the 
Museum of Science and the Museum of Fine Arts in Boston, 
and the Franklin Park Zoo. 


For the second consecutive year the Cape and Island 
Area Club of the Massachusetts Food Services Association 
held their annual banquet in our cafeteria. More than 100 
members attended. Mrs. L. Marion Williams, North Falmouth 
Elementary School Lunch Manager, is the Delegate Chair- 
man of this group. 


It has been a very productive year, and hopefully the 
fruits of our labor will become increasingly evident in the 
years ahead. 


TEATICKET SCHOOL 
John Oser, principal 


A FORWARD LOOK 


The limitations of the present Teaticket School in space 
and facility are well recorded. This report will deal with the 
improvements in instruction and community relationships 
that have occurred regardless of these obstacles. 


The relocaton of several kindergarten classes this past 
September to the Recreation Building did much to alleviate 
a crowded situation. The advantages of the smaller classes 
at this level became noticeable immediately to the appre- 
ciation of everyone. 


The help that has been given to the school under the 
Title I, Public Law 89-10, has been well received by the staff. 
The advantages of having extra reading instructors, coun- 
selor and testing aid, gave the clasroom teachers confidence 
in the tasks ahead of them. The most pressing reading cases 
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were referred to this extra help, and immediate progress 
occurred. Special programs, centered around art and creative 
dancing, offered opportunities for interesting after-school ac- 
tivity. There were also a series of cultural trips for the older 
children, that made the important historic sites of Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island and Connecticut familiar places to 
them. 


Title I is still offering important help to the staff in 
ths new school year. 


In the area of physical education, there were innovations 
in the testing procedures with a new emphasis placed on 
fitness. The Royal Canadian Air Force Test Plan was ad- 
ministered to the children in November. The procedure calls 
for all the students to record their own scores. Retesting will 
occur twice more during the year. The children’s score card 
will be their own personal challenge. 


A number of athletes from the High School visited the 
classes recently to focus attention on physical fitness. This 
was a particularly meaningful experience to the children. 
Most of the High School sports were represented by the 
twelve students who volunteered to come. To the children 
from Grades one to three the talks that they heard made 
physical fitness more appealing to them. 


The addition of a speech therapist and increased reading 
supervision time has improved the school program. 


A cooperative library project between the Falmouth 
Public Library, the Teaticket parents and the school staff 
resulted in a special honor being given this year to the Tea- 
ticket P.T.A. The P.T.A. Citizenship Award for Southeastern 
Massachusetts was awarded to the school group for this im- 
portant project. As a result of the efforts of those who 
worked on the project, a larger number of library books were 
circulated at the school. A library corner was set up in the 
school, where children could make their selections. Mothers 
staffed the operation and kept all the records on book 
transactions. 


Although the library room used last spring is now a 
classroom, the library operation has only changed its me- 
thods, not its purpose. A mobile library unit is in successful 
operation. Each week sees another large selection of books 
made available to the school children. The parent cooper- 
ation as exemplified in this project has been a special satis- 
faction to all of the school staff. 


Indeed, the past year has been an example of accom- 
plishment in spite of limited facilities, while the year ahead 
of us promises much more with the opening of a new school.

THE CLASSROOM TEACHER 


The Margaret A. Mullen School continues to grow. I 
marvel at the men and women with foresight who build and 
design schools to accommodate children’s needs in this chal- 
lenging world. 


Faculty changes take place for many reasons—weddings, 
planning families, the excitement of peace corps duties in 
far-away places and lay apostolate work. In return, Fal- 
mouth attracts new teachers because of our exemplary school 
system. We have a constant flow of letters from former 
teachers to their students and co-workers. 


Many changes take place in adjusting classrooms to 
meet this growing population. This year we have an en- 
rollment of 629 pupils from kindergarten to grade four. 


Two interim classes were formed to accommodate chil- 
dren with high potential who were not achieving. A new 
program of linguistic and structural reading was introduced 
in grade one. 


Our staff now consists of twenty-one classroom teachers, 
a reading teacher, a reading consultant, a speech therapist, 
a school adjustment counselor, a librarian, an art super- 
visor, a music supervisor, a physical education teacher, a 
French teacher, nursing service from the Falmouth Nursing 
Association and a school doctor. | 


Early in the fall the new teachers were welcomed by the 
parents of their pupils at an informal gathering. 


We cannot foresee the future advance of education with- 
out the continued guidance of the classroom teacher. How 
she adapts to and adopts the many innovations of teaching 
in the future will do much to shape the continuing progress 
in our schools. Teachers do everything humanly possible to 
help children learn. 


Emerson advised his fellow townsmen to manufacture 
school teachers and make them the best in the world. 


Adams said, “A teacher affects eternity; he can never 
tell where his influence stops”’. 


Goethe said, “A teacher who can arouse a feeling for 
one single action, for one single good poem, accomplishes 
more than he who fills our memory with rows on rows of 
natural objects, classified with name and form”. 
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Osler said, ‘No bubble is so iridescent or floats longer 
than that blown by the successful teacher’’. 


McDonald said, “But about our own classroom teachers 
We never hear much. 
I wonder if anyone 
Takes time to say 
Just where would our school be 
Without them today?” 


A school year cannot help be exciting and fruitful if 
we concentrate on the inscription on our beautiful building, 
“We live to learn and learn to live”. This is a challenge to 
all concerned with child growth and development. 


EAST FALMOUTH SCHOOL 
Raymond L. Kenney, Principal 
1966 — Title Year for East Falmouth Elementary School 


The Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 
Signed by President Johnson brought many exciting and 
rewarding new innovations to East Falmouth School. 


Under Title One, three extra teachers, a guidance coun- 
sellor, and a testing advisor were available to provide a more 
individualized approach to children’s learning problems in 
crowded classrooms. In the spring, children were transported 
to sites associated with historic events in this area. They 
had the fun and the sharpened memories that comes of this 
kind of experience and also, hopefully, a sense of their being 
a part of history. A group of children was also involved in an 
agricultural project, guided by a Title One Supervisor on 
land donated by generous Davisville citizens. A garden was 
planned, seeded, maintained, and harvested by young, eager 
fourth and fifth graders. 


During the summer, a highly successful, individualized 
reading program involved many East Falmouth teachers and 
students. The skills derived by students and the insights 
fully transposed to the school program when the fall term 
gained by teachers during the summer months were care- 
started. 


This fall many of the materials used in the summer pro- 
gram were continued in use with the aid of Title One teach- 
ers. Other materials, such as the Frostig Program for the 
Perceptually Handicapped and the Sullivan Individualized 
Reading Program, were initiated and integrated with the 
regular curriculum. 
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Under Title Two many new library books were added to 
our classroom libraries. It also helped to stock a mobile book 
case stocked almost entirely with science texts and reference 
books for both students and teachers. The classroom libraries, 
the mobile unit and the town-stocked library, presently 
situated in the school, provide East Falmouth children with 
an ample and varied selection of appropriate books. 


Title Three provided a stimulating summer for three 
teachers from the East Falmouth School. They studied with 
other Falmouth teachers and scientists at the Oceanograph- 
ic centers in Woods Hole. The course of study and projects 
developed by the teachers are to be developed and integrated 
with our present curriculum. One outcome has been the be-- 
ginnings of a nature trail on the school property west of the 
buildings. With the kind permission of a few landowners, 
the trail will also include an oceanography section on the 
Green Pond estuary. Projects, including conservation, nature 
study, art, and marine ecology, are planned around the trail. 


Planning for the year’s work in our regular curriculum 
also provided many new ideas and materials. Completely 
self-contained classooms were maintained in all grades. Each 
teacher organized materials and planned for grouping in all 
subject areas. Reading, language, and spelling were treated as 
one field entitled Language Arts. In grades one to five, a 
new reading series was introduced as one part of a five-year 
plan to strengthen the reading skills of all students. This 
makes a multi-based text program available in all grades in 
the school. 


Field trips to the Science Museum, Plimouth Plantation, 
and the National Seashore brought children out of the class- 
room and realism into their studies. 


Evaluation of the many facets of this “Title Year” in 
terms of grade level or stanine growth would be difficult to 
set down in writing at this time. However, it is encouraging 
to see teachers, parents, and students accept change; for 
change is inevitable in education today. The enthusiasm of 
students and teachers towards all the new innovations and 
materials has been testimony to a successful school year. 


WOODS HOLE SCHOOL 
Emma M. Barrow, Principal 
James E. Russell’s recent book, Change and Challenge in 


American Education, sums up the important role of our 
school as follows: 
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The elementary school is the basis of all education. It has 
the most intensive impact of any school in the child’s life. 
The foundation for all learning is provided here, as well as 
the foundation for the child’s self-concept which will govern 
what he does in the future. Our big job is to recognize the 
diversity required to satisfy many children’s needs and to 
motivate each pupil for his best performance. 


Our small school has unique advantages for providing 
the right climate for learning and the diversity to satisfy 
many needs. The five grades, kindergarten through grade 
four, are taught by five full-time teachers, supplemented by 
Special teachers and supervisors who serve our school on a 
regular basis. 


Members of the full-time staff, well-qualified academi- 
cally, are continuously involved in study and activity aimed 
at increasing their competence and enabling them to meet 
the special needs of individual pupils. 


The following data give some indication of the Staff’s 
concern for quality education:

Our supplemental staff of visiting supervisors and teach- 
ers in special fields initiated or intensified activities in Art, 
New Mathematics, Speech, Vocal and Instrumental Music, 
French, Reading, Adjustment Counselling, Handwriting, Phys- 
ical Education, and Health and Hygiene. The Reading Co- 
ordinator planned and supervised the reading program and 
conducted an effective summer reading workshop where the 
teachers gave individual attention to over one hundred pupils. 
The science project in oceanography involved teachers and

youngsters of all ages, eager to learn more about the ocean 
and life around it. In-service meetings were invaluable for 
bringing specialized resources people to work with the staff 
in enriching the program. The police woman on duty, Mrs. 
Wigley, works to establish safety habits in our children. 


A total of over three hundred parent-teacher confer- 
ences were held by the principal and staff. Several work- 
shops were held for parents of kindergarteners. An especially 
valuable audio and visual presentation was made at the Art 
Exhibit. 


These factors, augumented by valuable visits of the 
Superintendent of Schools, School Committee Members, and 
special guests contributed greatly to a notable improvement 
in quality of education for our children. 


In the course of the year, the pupils’ participation in a 
number of key events has served to unite the entire school 
with the community and to encourage the children’s best 
efforts. An art exhibit, physical fitness program, Flag Day 
celebration, United Nations Day observance, Halloween pa- 
rade through the town, an original play, Open House, and a 
float in the Christmas Parade, were all integrated meaning- 
fully with the academic pursiuts of the daily schedule, 
giving that sense of accomplishment which motivates future 
endeavor. 


The extent and enthusiasm of community support was 
demonstrated in the well-received Halloween Parade and 
the Christmas Parade Float, which took first place in its class 
for the second year, and in many other community-school 
programs. 


THE HENRY HALL SCHOOL 
David B. Crosby, principal 


The school year, in retrospect, appears much the same 
as years past. We have continued our policy of grouping 
children for instruction in reading and arithmetic, homogen- 
eously according to their levels of progress and then return- 
ing them to a heterogeneously arranged homeroom, where 
they receive instruction in the remainder of the subjects. 


The inclusion of Teaticket grade four pupils increased 
the Hall School enrollment in September, 1966, and an addi- 
tional classroom was equipped in the basement to provide 
for the increase in numbers. A class for emotionally dis- 
turbed children was set up, replacing the one originally as- 
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Signed to the Intermediate School. Serious overcrowding in 
our school has been the direct cause of the above-mentioned 
Situation. The Hall School population now includes pupils 
from the Woods Hole, Teaticket, Maravista, Falmouth Heights 
and central Falmouth areas. 


Federal funds from the various programs in operation 
in the Falmouth School System have produced a beneficial 
effect. The services of a remedial reading teacher have be- 
come available to this school four days of each week, doubling 
the amount of time previously available. This became pos- 
Sible because Federal funds permitted the employment of 
additional specialists in schools directly involved in Federal 
programs and released the original staff to concentrate on 
the remaining schools. 


One member of our staff participated in the Oceano- 
graphic Education Center project and has brought back to 
the school a wealth of information, materials and an interest 
in oceanography. This has been transmitted to the entire 
Staff. The results may be noticed in the number of salt water 
aquariums and other ocean-oriented projects. 


Title II, ESEA funds provided sufficient money to pur- 
chase one hundred and fifty new volumes for the school li- 
brary. The sum appropriated doubled the usual school budget 
allotment for library books and increased the total number 
of volumes to twelve hundred and nineteen. 


NDEA funds provided, through the efforts of Mrs. Bar- 
bara Waters, Science Consultant in the Falmouth School 
System, an avalanche of science equipment, ranging in vari- 
ety from iron filings to microscopes. A member of the school 
Staff spent a number of weeks, under the direction of Mrs. 
Waters, learning how to assemble, catalog and disseminate 
this equipment. 


The school library has developed more rapidly than had 
been anticipated due, in large part, to the appropriation of 
Federal funds. We now have available a sizeable amount of 
reference material which is constantly in use; one hundred 
to two hundred volumes may be circulated in a single library 
period. The entire school student body and staff owe a debt 
of gratitude to the ten parent volunteers who assist the 
school secretary in supervising the library periods. 


Membership in the Massachusetts Department of Edu- 
cation Film Cooperative has provided the school with many 
excellent educational and curriculum-oriented films. Time- 
liness produces the only real problem for a Cooperative mem- 
ber. Films are not always available for showing at the precise 
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advantageous time, when the subject is being taught. How- 
ever, the films do serve a useful purpose in preview or review 
of subject matter. 


Education is our business. We here in the Henry W. Hall 
School join in cooperative endeavor to produce an environ- 
ment conducive to Learning. We feel we have met with a 
measure of success over the past year, and we will continue 
to strive for the goal that may be identified as successful par- 
ticipation for all children in all school experiences. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND ATHLETICS 
Earl H. Mills, Director 


The Physical Education Staff at the High School now 
has four full-time teachers — two women and two men — 
working together and teaching 1,046 students a day and 5,730 
students a week. These Physical Educators not only teach 
seven periods a day but are also involved in the interscholas- 
tic program. This is the finest and most compatible staff in 
any system. 


There have been many highlights during the past and 
present school year. The track squad won three state titles; 
this was a first for any school regardless of class. We had to 
move up a class because of enrollment, and we still won the 
State Cross-Country Championship in Class “C”. We had a 
boy that was sixth in the State, and two boys that broke 
existing State records. From the results of the State Meet, 
we were fourth in the whole State as a team, yet we had won 
meets in which we had participated with the three teams that 
were ahead of us. 


In tennis we have had similar successes. We have had 
players that have attained New England ratings, and we 
presently have a girl that is rated sixth in these ratings. 


In recent years our football and golf squads have at- 
tained state wide acclaim and attention. This year’s foot- 
ball team, undefeated and untied, became the first champions 
of the new Capeway Conference. 


We presently have six members of last years football 
squad on full scholarship at four-year colleges; a basketball 
player on full scholarship; and several soccer players receiv- 
ing partial aid. There are many others going to the college 
or university of their first choice, because of activities which 
they participated in at Lawrence High School. 
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What does this all mean? It means that good students, 
who have been a part of this program, are going to get more 
choice in their selection of colleges. Those who need financial 
help are more apt to receive this help. More students will 
have a chance to participate in the programs because of the 
continual up-dating of facilities to comply with increased 
emphases and enrollments. It also means that the Adminis- 
tration and School Committee is aware of the increasing 
needs and emphases and the importance of the good, well- 
rounded Physical Education and Athletic Program. 


READING DEPARTMENT 
Eleanor Conley, Reading Coordinator 


The reading program has been expanded to offer in- 
creased service to the pupils of Falmouth. Two reading con- 
sultants have been added to the staff, Mrs. Barbara Cranston 
and Mr. Gerald Callahan. Mrs. Cranston join Mrs. Elizabeth 
Clough in serving the elementary schools, while Mr. Callahan 
carries a full schedule at the Intermediate School. The read- 
ing consultants perform a multiplicity of duties including, in 
addition to teaching children, diagnostic testing, classroom 
visitations to observe the program in action as well as to 
demonstrate specific teaching techniques and the use of new 
materials. They participate in cooperative planning with prin- 
cipals and teachers, make recommendations in the selection 
of books and other supplementary learning aids and act as 
resource persons when needed. Participation in the Federally 
sponsored Education Program under Title I has further en- 
abled us to augment Staff by procuring six part-time supple- 
mentary teachers, who have been giving additional reading 
instruction to children whose educational needs are greater 
than others (in grades one through eight). 


To initiate the current program, a meeting was held 
with the principals, at which time the day-to-day func- 
tioning as well as the long range goals were discussed. Great 
credit is due the principals for their enthusiasm, inventive- 
ness and solid support in implementing the reading program. 


A proposal for the improvement of reading instruc- 
tion with plans projected over the next five years, has 
been accepted by the State Department of Education and 
we have received a grant under Title III, National Defense 
Act. This grant, given on a basis of matching funds, has been 
gratefully received, for it affords us the opportunity to intro- 
duce new concepts in the teaching of reading. The first phase 
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of this long range project is under way this year in the Inter- 
mediate School. Each pupil has been tested and individual 
instructional needs identified. Machines for improving speed 
and accuracy in reading, tape recorders with a complete 
series of taped lessons for improving comprehension skills 
and self-scoring, self-directing libraries for improving study 
skills have been enthusiastically received by both faculty and 
students. 


A further proposal for offering immediate assistance to 
youngsters whose reading and language skills have developed 
more slowly than others was submitted to and accepted by 
the State Department of Education under Title I, Office of 
Economic Oportunity. This gave us the opportunity to pro- 
vide the children of Falmouth with a Summer reading pro- 
eram much larger in scope than would have been possible 
otherwise. 


A Reading Center was established in the Mullen and Hall 
Schools and was attended by 132 students ranging in grade 
levels from the first to the twelfth grades. The children in 
the Hall School received individualized instructions in small 
groups, with a pupil-teacher ratio of three teachers per 
twenty pupils; the children attending the Mullen School were 
assigned to individual tutors, and also to a small group of 
peers, where reading skills were taught through the motivat- 
ing competition of word games. Recent research in percep- 
tual-motor development and its relation to reading success 
formed the philosophical rationale underlying the decision 
to give training in fine and gross motor skills to all pupils. 
Furthermcre, Edward Fitch, O.D., gave each student a visual 
analysis and set up an experimental group in visual training. 


The summer Reading Center was staffed with nineteen 
teachers from the Falmouth Public Schools, who also at- 
tended a five hour, weekly in-service course in methods of 
diagnosing reading problems and planning instruction with 
the use of test data. A wide variety of materials was made 
available for this purpose. The course was presented by the 
Director of the summer program. Other personnel included 
a counselor, testing aid, physical education instructor, secre- 
tary, clerical assistant and three part-time volunteers. It 
was unanimously felt by those who participated that it was a 
fruitful summer for all, students and faculty alike. Test 
scores Show a number of children made gains in reading 
competency, and a recent informal poll of teachers seems to 
indicate improved attitude and work habits are an outgrowth 
of the program. 


Throughout the past year, the reading staff has worked 
closely with first grade teachers in an effort to identify the 
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child with a potential reading problem and to adjust his pro- 
gram in the early stages of instruction, thereby, hopefully, 
preventing difficulty from developing later. The new struc- 
tured, linguistic reading books have been recommended for 
those who start off at a slower pace, and the teachers who 
are using this type of material report its effectiveness; the 
children enjoy it and are achieving successfully. 


As coordinator of the total reading program, I have vis- 
ited all the schools regularly, working closely with the prin- 
cipals and reading consultants, and have had the opportunity 
to visit most of the classrooms and confer directly with the 
teachers. This past fall, a considerable amount of time has 
been devoted to inaugurating Phase I of our long range read- 
ing plan at the Intermediate School. We are currently mak- 
ing plans for the establishment of a reading center in Law- 
rence High School next year, Phase II of our longe range 
project under the Title III, N.D.E.A. grant. Other duties have 
included planning and directing the 1966 Summer Reading 
Program, presenting the in-service course for teachers given 
as part of the program, conducting teachers meetings and 
developing guide lines for the teaching of reading, which 
have been printed and distributed to all staff members. 


I would like to express my grateful appreciation to the 
Director of Curriculum and Guidance, Mr. Paul Olenick, for 
his guidance and timely assistance have been major contri- 
butions to the success of the program. 


SCHOOL ADJUSTMENT COUNSELOR 
Miriam L. Cooper 


The School Adjustment Counselor Program is a casework 
service in a school setting and is designed to promote the 
child’s social and emotional growth through a better use of 
school. It is concerned with the total adjustment of children 
and the many causes and multiple factors involved. School 
adjustment counselors have certain skills, acquired through 
training and experience, to help children who experience dif- 
ficulty in using the resources of the school effectively. In 
general, the services offered include casework services to chil- 
dren, casework services to parents, utilization of community 
resources, consultation services to staff members concerning 
problems of adjustment, and collaboration with teachers, ad- 
ministrators and other personnel in gathering information 
and sharing to help modify or resolve adjustment problems. 


As a member of the school staff, the counselor receives 
referrals from principals, teachers, other school personnel, 
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and outside community agencies. Early identification of a 
child with a problem is important if we are to apply the 
concept of prevention. This concept is practiced on two 
levels: primary, to prevent the problem from developing; 
secondary, to prevent more complicated or serious problems 
which might stem from existing difficulties and minor prob- 
lems. 


The main tool used by the counselor is the interview. 
The interview is not only the means of establishing a rela- 
tionship but is a method of treatment. It is an experience 
between the child and the counselor and provides the rela- 
tionship within which the child can do several things: (1) 
clarify his own problem; (2) gain support in accepting it; 
(3) acquire motivation to modify it; (4) increase his own 
self-understanding. The service offered may be brief in some 
cases and long-term in others, depending on the depth and 
severity of the presenting problem and the strengths and 
motivation of the child. Superficial attention is not adequate, 
and time is required to produce results that are satisfactory. 
Parents are often included in the helping process, but the 
focus remains on the child. 


Statistically speaking, the following figures have been 
assembled from the monthly reports submitted to the Super- 
intendent’s office January through December: 1966

During the year a total of 1586 interviews were held: 

With children 1070 
With teachers 161 
With families 111 
With other school personnel 143 
With agencies 101 
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A total of sixty-eight home visits were made during the 
year. These visits are particularly valuable, not only for bet- 
ter understanding of the child but to enlist the cooperation 
and help of the family in better understanding of the school 
and its purposes. More home visits would be desirable. 


In addition to the statistics submitted, there were many 
community agency contacts and activities. We received the 
best of cooperation and collaboration from the Child Guid- 
ance Clinic, Falmouth Nursing Association, Falmouth Wel- 
fare Department, Mass. Society for Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, Division of Child Guardianship, and other agencies. 
By working together we were able to provide maximum bene- 
fits to many children. 


The number of cases referred during the year was less 
than in the year preceding, i. e., 104 during 1965 as compared 
to 81 during 1966. This was due to the fact that the K-5 
counselor employed under Title I absorbed many of the Tea- 
ticket and East Falmouth referrals which, prior to her ar- 
rival, would have been referred to the School Adjustment 
Counselor. This enabled the School Adjustment Counselor to 
give more time to the other schools and to individual chil- 
dren. The present case load is 37, a more realistic number 
for effective counselling than 50 or 60. 


We have many and varied problems existing, and the 
reason or reasons for each particular child must be recog- 
nized. The acting-out, the aggressive, the withdrawn, those 
who lack confidence, those with feelings of inadequacy, those 
who need to rebel,—all of these and more are concerns of a 
counselor. There is much to be done and with the continued 
cooperation of school personnel and community agencies, we 
can hope for much success. 


ART DEPARTMENT 


All grades from Kindergarten to grade six were visited 
once a week, for a half hour, by the art teacher. Lessons 
consisted of many types of media. Painting, drawing, 3- 
dimensional design and construction. The work being done 
by the students has been, in my opinion, quite advanced. 
There is great imagination and creativity on the part of the 
student. He is encouraged to think out each problem with 
very little effort on the instructors’ part. This is the reason 
for the great individuality and variety of work done. 


In May the Elementary and Intermediate Schools held 
their annual exhibit at the Intermediate School. The turn- 
out was excellent and exceeded that of previous years. 
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Selected works of all kinds were on display, and demonstra- 
tions were presented by the students of various levels. In 
addition Intermediate students put on a puppet show using 
their own creative puppets and skits. The adults as well as 
the children enjoyed this activity. 


Besides this exhibit, most elementary schools held their 
own art exhibit, providing each student an opportunity to 
show at least one of his projects. We hope to repeat both of 
these exhibits this year. 


The Elementary Art Department, for the first time, tried 
something new: Appointing two teachers as Art assistants 
in each school who volunteered to help with the art program. 
Their duties consisted of keeping track of supplies, collecting 
work to be exhibited, labeling and matting work, keeping — 
display of work in the school itself, rotating and being re- 
sponsible for reproductions, assisting teachers on art projects 
when the art teacher is not available, helping with any work- 
shop, or other activity such as the annual exhibit and in- 
dividual school exhibit. This has been a great help to the 
program. The group meets once a month with the art super- 
visor to discuss the program and ways to improve it. The 
art assistants received one in-service credit for their out- 
standing efforts.

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Report of the 1967 Annual Town Meeting 
and Election 


Annual Meeting Held March 6 and 7, 1967 
Annual Election Held March 14, 1967 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the voters met at the 
Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth, Massachusetts 
on March 6, 1967 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. to act upon the Articles contained 
therein. 

The tellers appointed and sworn to office were: 

Chauncey L. Crocker Herve C. Houde Walter T. Malley 

The officer in attendance was: Elmer F. White. 

Mrs. Doris M. Weeks was sworn as stenographer for the duration 
of the meeting. 

The meeting was called to order at 7:07 o’clock p.m. by the Moder- 
ator, George L. Moses. 

The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 202 an- 
nounced present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to con- 
stitute a quorum being 130. 

The invocation was offered by Rev. James E. Gleason, Pastor of St. 
Patrick’s Church, Falmouth. 

The meeting stood in silence in memory of the decease of Nathan 
S. Ellis, Jr. and Marian V. Bennett. 

The hour of the Tuesday meeting and subsequent meetings was 
voted to be at 7:30 o’clock p.m. at the same place. 

The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant, except 
Article 1 (Elections), would be called and the substance of each Article 
would be stated to the Meeting; and upon completion of the call as to 
those Articles in which there were no controversies, or debate, or in- 
formation desired, there would be one vote offered which would adopt the 
recommendations of the Finance Committee and in the Zoning Articles 
the recommendations of the Planning Board as the action of the meeting. 

The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting Member de- 
siring to have any Article debated or subject to inquiry or explanation 
it would be marked for further consideration by having a Town Meeting 
Member call out the word “hold” when such Article is called.

Thence in a SOUTHERLY direction to the NORTHWESTERLY cor- 
ner of property of Guillerino Galvao. 
Thence SOUTHERLY along said Galvao property to the so called 
Old Waquoit Road. 

Thence WESTERLY along Old Waquoit Road to another corner of 
Galvao property. 

Thence turning SOUTHERLY along Galvao property to a corner. 

Thence SOUTHEASTERLY along Galvao property 125’ more or less. 

Thence turning SOUTHERLY and paralleling Fresh Pond Road to 
the property of Richard Corey et ux. 

Thence turning NORTHWESTERLY and following Corey property 
to a corner. 

Thence SOUTHERLY along Corey property and others 400’ more 
or less. 

Thence SOUTHEASTERLY 200’ more or less to property of Arthur 
Hansen et ux. 

Thence SOUTHERLY along Hansen’s property to point of beginning, 
or act or do anything else in this matter.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for adoption of Article 50 for the following reason: 


In the past year or so, there has developed an apparent demand and 
need for an industrial area of relatively substantial size. The two other, 
existing Light Industrial Districts which are vacant, or substantially so, 
are much smaller in extent and therefore not considered suitable for 
some purposes. The land within them is considered by many to be much 
over-priced, making them even less attractive; hopefully the subject 
parcel will not wind up in the same situation. The subject parcel sur- 
rounds, and is served by, a private air strip, which should make the site 
more attractive to prospective tenants or purchasers. Most of the rela- 
tively few owners of residential property abutting the proposed Light 
Industrial District, all on one side along Fresh Pond Road, are alleged 
to be in favor. The Board is unaware of objection from abutters or 
nearby residents. Except for the airstrip, the entire tract, and land sur- 
rounding it on three sides is, or appears to be, entirely undeveloped, or 
in agricultural use. The Board feels that the land and location are 
suitable for light industrial use, and that this rezoning can be an asset 
to the Town.

“However, in the case of one story, flat roofed buildings, where the 
space between the top of store windows and the flat roof is insufficient 
for the placement of a horizontal wall sign of the maximum size per- 
mitted under paragraph F of this section, such sign may project above 
the roof line by not more than two (2) feet.” Or act or do anything 
else in this matter. 

On petition of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for adoption of Article 51 for the following reason: 


As adopted last year, Section 38 made no provision for signs for 
groups of stores, as in a plaza. The first part of this Article would 
remedy this. The original provision relating to roof signs permitted to 
extend above the roof line of a one-story, flat-roofed building, is con- 
sidered to be impractical and could result in a sign of very poor pro- 
portion. The change proposed by the second part of this Article seems 
to be more reasonable and workable, and would result in signs of more 
reasonable proportion. 


Voted, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-Laws by adding 
and inserting, after subparagraph F-3-d of Section 38 thereof, the fol- 
lowing new subparagraph: 

“e. Where a group (three or more) of business buildings are built 
as a “plaza” or “Shopping Center’, and it is desired to identify the 
grouping as such, in addition to the signs permitted for individual 
buildings or businesses, there may be permitted one standing sign, dis- 
playing only the plaza or center name, set back not less than fifty feet 
from any street or property line, and not to exceed 40 square feet in 
area”. 


—and further, by striking out, in subparagraph D-5 of Section 38 
thereof, the third sentence, “However ... maximum area”, and sub- 
stituting therefor the following new sentence: 


“However, in the case of one story, flat roofed buildings, where the 
space between the top of store windows and the flat roof is insufficient 
for the placement of a horizontal wall sign of the maximum size per- 
mitted under paragraph F of this section, such sign may project above 
the roof line by not more than two (2) feet.” 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present, 
Passed on Monday evening, March 6.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. 
The recommendation was for adoption of Article 52 for the following 
reason: 

At the last Annual Town Meeting a number of articles requesting 
rezoning of individual parcels in the Davis Straits - Teaticket area were 
referred for one year, so that the Board could study the entire situation. 
Such study, conducted with the assistance of a professional consultant, 
resulted in a two-fold recommendation: 1) that the areas described, 
and as shown on the map accompanying this Article, be changed to 
Business Districts (with appropriate Public Use set-back) and; 2) that 
a feeder, or alternate, road be provided to carry at least a portion of 
the through traffic around the section already congested and presumably 
_to become more so as a result of the new Business areas. 


A proposed route for such road, Easterly of Route 28, was submitted 
to the Selectmen for layout, but following the preliminary hearing in 
January, the Selectmen determined not to submit such layout to Town 
Meeting. (An earlier proposal for such a road running to the West of 
Route 28 had not been favorably received.) The Planning Board is 
somewhat apprehensive that without provision for an additional road 
or roads to carry the ever increasing traffic, in particular much of the 
through traffic, the increase in business activity likely to develop in 
the parcels newly rezoned may result in the strangulation of the very 
business interests which have been pressing so hard for more Business 
Districts in the area. It is unlikely, however, that such increased busi- 
ness, activities will develop immediately, or all at the same time; there 
will probably be yet a period of grace in which to press further for 
an adequate solution to the traffic congestion problem and provision 
of an alternate road. Physical changes to the Jones Road-Route 28 in- 
tersection planned for this spring may be of some help. The Planning 
Board will therefore not propose further postponement of the zoning 
changes contained in this Article.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the adoption of Article 96 with the changes 
incorporated in the vote for the following reasons: 


Explanation: The Board believes that the 27 (h) Study Committee 
has done a commendable job in their review and revision of the pro- 
visions of Section 27 (h). The Board has made a few minor suggestions 
which have been incorporated in the text as reeommended and set forth 
above. The Board of Appeals, which must work with the proposed new 
provisions, seems to be satisfied with them. 


Voted, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-Laws, upon recom- 
mendation of the 27 (h) Study Committee, as follows: 


1. In Section 2 “Definitions” add descriptive definitions for the 
terms “variance” and “exception” referring as well to the ap- 
plicable Sections of the Zoning Enabling Act, Chapter 40A of the 
General Laws. 


2. In Section 21 “Procedure for Special Permits” change the words 
to reflect the following meanings: 
a. Building and other construction permits shall be issued only 
after the Board of Appeals has given its approval. 
b. Use and Occupancy Permits shall be issued only after all 
other necessary state, county, and local permits have been is- 
sued and final inspections made. 


3. In Section 25 “Occupancy Permit” change the title to “Use and 
Occupancy Permits’ and change the wording so that use and 
occupancy permits shall not be issued until all necessary state, 
county, and local permits have been issued and final inspections 
made. 


4. In Section 27 “Exceptions” 
a. Change the first paragraph by quoting from Section 4 of 
Chapter 40A of the General Laws and explain the procedure of 
the Board of Appeals. Describe also the Board’s decisions may 
be (1) the granting of a petition, with reasons; (2) the denial of 
a petition, with reasons; and (3) the indefinite postponement of 
any decision, referring the matter to the Planning Board for 
study and suggesting to the petitioner that a Zoning Change be 
introduced at the next regular or special Town Meeting. 
b. Delete Subsection (e) dealing with ice houses as no longer 
applicable.

Held on April 26, 1967 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members met at 
the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth, Massa- 
chusetts, on Wednesday, April 26, 1967 at 7:30 o’clock p.m., to act upon 
the Articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to office were: 
Chauncey L. Crocker Walter T. Malley 
Gilbert J. Noonan 
The officer in attendance was James Lino. 


Mrs. Doris M. Weeks was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:35 o’clock p.m. by the Mod- 
erator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 175 an- 
nounced present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to con- 
stitute a quorum being 130. 

The invocation was offered by Rev. Richard S. Crowell, Rector of . 
Saint Barnabas Memorial Church, Falmouth. 


The Town Meeting stood at one minute of silence in memory of 
those who lost their lives in the recent Otis Air Force Base plane disaster. 


Article 1. To see if the Town will vote to accept the following 
amendment to the Agreement, dated June 1, 1964, between the Towns 
of Bourne, Falmouth, Marion, Mattapoisett, Sandwich, and Wareham, 
providing for the withdrawal of the Town of Mattapoisett from the 
Regional Vocational High School District established by the said Agree- 
ment. The amendment to read as follows: 


Section 1. The title and the preamble of the agreement creating 
the Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational-Technical School District are 
amended by deleting the word Mattapoisett. 


Section 2. Subsection I(A) of the agreement is amended by chang- 
ing the second sentence thereof to read as follows: The Committee shall 
consist of eight members, two from each of the towns of Bourne, Fal- 
mouth, and Wareham and one from each of the towns of Marion and 
Sandwich. 


Section 3. Subsection I(B) of the agreement is amended by delet- 
ing the word Mattapoisett. 


Section 4. Subsection I(C) of the agreement is amended by deleting 
the following clause: “the town of Mattapoisett shall elect one member 
for a term of three years.” 


Section 5. Section IX of the agreement is amended by adding the 
following new subsection IX(F): 


(F) Withdrawal of the Town of Mattapoisett. Notwithstanding any 
contrary provision contained in this agreement; (1) the Town of Mat- 
tapoisett shall cease to be a member of the district on June 1, 1967, pro- 
vided that said town pays the sum of $16,268.65 as its share of capital 
expenses and $2,519.35 as its share of 1967 operating costs to the district 
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before June 1, 1967; (2) such payments shall release the town of any 
further obligation to the district; (3) but if the district receives reim- 
bursement from the Commonwealth under section 6 of Chapter 645 of 
the Acts of 1948 as amended with respect to expenses paid or incurred 
by the district prior to June 1, 1967, the Town of Mattapoisett shall be 
entitled to receive 7.57% of such reimbursement but in no case more 
than $8,450.00, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On petition of the Board of Selectmen for the Regional Vocational 
High School Committee. 


Voted, that the Town does accept the amendment as described in the 
article. 


The motion prevailed.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Voters of Falmouth: 


~ The Board of Selectmen herewith submit their report for 
the year ending December 31, 1967. 


_. The comprehensive audit by the Commonwealth of Mass., 
covering approximately three years, was completed and every- 
thing was found to be in order. Their report may be found 
elsewhere in the Town Report. 


The financial status of the Town remains excellent, as 
evidenced by the continuation of a stable tax rate. In spite 
of increased spending, the tax rate was again held at $53.00 
per thousand. There was however, a considerable amount of 
spending in 1967 after the Tax rate was set, and this spend- 
ing will reflect directly on the 1968 Tax rate. 


An unusual number of special Town Meetings were held 
in 1967, mainly due to the impact of the Medicaid program 
under the Welfare Department. The State has voted to take 
over the Welfare program on July 1, 1968, and if so, this 
problem will not reoccur. 


The following roads were laid out and accepted by the 
Town: 


Thomas B. Landers Road, Gifford Street from Jones to 
Brick Kiln Rd., part of Acapesket Road, Turner Road and 
the remainder of Lakeshore Drive. 


The following roads were laid out and accepted by the 
Town under the Betterment Act: 


Cedar Street to Little Pond, Carolyn Lane, Priscilla Street 
to Little Pond, Hiawatha St. to Little Pond, Harrington Street 
to Little Pond, Massasoit Street to Great Bay Road, Shore- 
view Road, Alcott Road and Whittier Road. 
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The problem of noisy parties during the summer season 
showed marked improvement this past season. The strict 
enforcement by the police and the resulting publicity have 
apparently had a noticeable effect on the young people. 


Through the cooperation of the steamship authority, the 
various agencies in Woods Hole, the police department, and 
this office, there has been progress in the traffic and parking 
problems in Woods Hole. While it is gratifying that there 
is some improvement in this area, it seems unlikely that a 
complete solution can be found in this highly congested area 
in the near future.

A total of sixteen premature babies born alive were re- 
ported to this department in 1967. Financial assistance was 
given to five infants whose parents were unable to assume 
the responsibility for the hospitalization. 


All barns were inspected and the annual census of live- 
stock was completed in December and forwarded to the State 
Department of Public Health. 


A supply of serums and vaccines are kept in the office 
under refrigeration and are available to the doctors in town 
without cost. The Health Department is also responsible for 
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ordering all state supplied Biologics for the Falmouth Hos- 
pital and the Falmouth Nursing Association Clinics. 


Regulations for the collection of Refuse can be obtained 
at the Health office. Householders and businessmen should 
see that the containers are covered at all times. 


This department is continuing the program of analyzing 
ponds and harbors to ascertain that our shellfish areas are 
free of pollution. Our concern in the very near future will be 
to seek proper control of the disposal from boats that could 
cause somewhat of a problem in particular areas.

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Report of the Personnel Board 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Falmouth Personnel Board met and held twelve 
regular meetings and four special meetings in addition to 
several informal discussion sessions during 1967, at which 
time action was taken on a volume of requests for salary 
increases, promotions, reclassifications, and hiring personnel. 
Within the past year the Board has also created the follow- 
ing positions: ENGINEERING ASSISTANT GR. I and EQUIP- 
MENT REPAIRMAN, both positions within the Department 
of Public Works. 


The Comprehensive Wage & Salary Classification Plan 
prepared by professional administrative consultants of Frank 
C. Brown & Co., Inc. was approved by the Town at its annual 
Town Meeting held in March. The transition from the pre- 
vious Salary Administration Plan to the newly adopted Plan 
was implemented smoothly and with very little or no dis- 
satisfaction on the part of those concerned. The Falmouth 
Personnel Board had been pleased with the final report sub- 
mitted by the expert consultants, and it was most gratifying 
to learn of the generally complimentary acceptance indicated 
by the townspeople. 


In connection with the new salary program, the Board 
published a new edition of the Salary Administration Plan 
booklet as well as an Employees’ Handbook which outlined 
the many fringe benefits available to Town employees. 


Relatively few grievances were brought to the Board’s 
attention during the past year, all of which appear to have 
been resolved. 


At a special Town Meeting in October the Town upheld 
the Falmouth Personnel Board in its contention that the 
Board of Selectmen had overstepped their bounds of author- 
ity in granting a paid day off to a select few employees, name- 
ly those employed within the Town Hall itself, on Monday, 
July 3, 1967, contrary to the provisions of the Salary Adminis- 
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tration Plan. Those employees who received the paid day off 
which was in violation of a town by-law were ultimately 
required to work a full day on Saturday, December 2, 1967, 
as a rightful reimbursement to the Town. The Personnel 
Board regretted the unpleasantness which resulted from the 
Selectmen’s refusal to abide by a Town approved by-law, and 
it is expected that more prudent judgment will be exercised 
in adhering to regulations accepted and approved by vote of 
the Town. 


The Board continues to receive many requests for copies 
of the salary and classification plan in operation in Falmouth. 
In addition, representatives of other towns within the Com- 
monwealth have made personal contacts either by telephone 
or by appearing before the Board with a view to using the 
Falmouth Salary Administration Plan as a guide in organiz- 
ing their own salary programs. This is, indeed, complimentary 
to the function and administration of an equitable salary 
program, and the Town can be proud of the Board’s fair 
treatment to the employees while at the same time being 
mindfully concerned with the taxpayer’s purse. 


Mr. Leo F. Kogut was appointed to fill the vacancy cre- 
ated by the expiration of the term of Arthur T. Henderson. 
Mrs. Jean T. Mayo’s term of service also expired, Mrs. Mayo 
having served two terms with the Board. The Town has been 
most privileged to have had Mr. Henderson’s dedicated serv- 
ices aS Personnel Board Chairman for the past two years, 
and it is the Board’s desire to take this opportunity to pub- 
licly thank both Mr. Henderson and Mrs. Mayo for their 
loyalty in performing their civic duties as members of the 
Falmouth Personnel Board. 


The Board has submitted an article in the 1968 Annual 
Town Meeting Warrant to incorporate various changes and 
reclassifications which had occurred during the past year.

Gentlemen: 


1967 was the year of derelicts in our harbors. A total of 
four were removed, and one is still remaining but will be 
removed by early spring. 


The patrolling of our various harbors is paying off with 
a decrease of nine violations compared to the previous year. 
Only one violation resulted in a Court Case. We are enjoying 
excellent cooperation and assistance from the neophyte “Di- 
vision of Motor Boats” who are so often criticized. They have 
sent men down to Falmouth not only for enforcement, but 
also instructions in boating safety and have followed thru 
on all violations. 


Pollution, both oil and sewerage is now our major prob- 
lem—with a large spill in the Buzzards Bay area near Silver 
Beach. Numerous minor spills all in the Buzzards Bay side 
were observed throughout the year. Local problems of oil 
Spillage from over filling tanks on boats at our town fueling 
facilities is becoming increasingly severe, and special atten- 
tion will be directed in that area in 1968. Raw sewerage is 
predominant in Falmouth Inner Harbor during the summer, 
and in Woods Hole Great Harbor and Little Harbor year 
/round with the Federal Government being the major vio- 
| lators. The Coast Guard boats dump raw sewerage in Little 
Harbor, The Steamship Authority, Bureau of Fisheries, and 

Oceanographic Vessels into Great Harbor with a result of 
closing these areas to shellfishing. 


It is the intention of this department to close Eel Pond 
in Woods Hole to vessels having people live aboard to over- 
come pollution there, in 1968. 
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Three vessels requiring assistance were helped by this 
department, and towed to safety, and turned over to the 
Coast Guard. 


A request for a lighted sound buoy at Waquoit will be 
asked for from the Coast Guard to assist general navigation 
during periods of poor visibility.

The 1967 summer beach season might well be summed 
up with these two words, “Rain & Fog”. A comparison of 
beach and parking lot receipts follows:

Although the various beach revenues were lower than 
1966, the free instructional swimming program from polly- 
wogs through senior life saving once again broke previous 
records. Beach Superintendent Jame J. Kelly reported a tota) 
enrollment for July and August of 1,720 pupils up from the 
1966 total of 1,202. Unfortunately, bad weather prevented 
many of the children from completing the required courses 
for certificates. 


The July and August swimming meets were held at the 
Seacoast Shores swimming pool with teams representing the 
various town beaches. The two swimming meets were won 
by the Menauhant Beach team coached by James N. Carey 
Jr. Mr. Carey also conducted the Saturday morning water | 
safety drills for all life guards rain or shine. This helped to 
keep our staff in top condition for any emergency on the 
beach or in the water. The drills represent just one of many 
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reasons why Falmouth has the best water safety program on 
Cape Cod. 


Some other committee projects for 1967 were: awarding 
beach concession contracts to Rudolph Matland for Old Silver 
Public and Reserved and to Mr. and Mrs. Frederick Cusolito 
for Surf Drive beach concession; the bulldozing of all town 
beaches by Frederick V. Lawrence; the cleaning of all town 
beaches with a beach cleaning machine at start of season; 
the new enlargement of Menauhant beach parking lot by 
Jack Marshall & Sons; the construction of a concrete beach 
access ramp at Chapoquoit beach by Hinkley construction 
company which was completed post season. 


The committee urgently recommends reduced speed 
limits in the areas of Menauhant beach Road, Surf Drive 
from Shore Street to Mill Road and Old Silver Beach 
from Seacrest Hotel to at least beyond the public parking lot. 
We sincerely hope that something can be done to insure the 
safety of bathers crossing the roads in these areas. 


Beach rules and regulations were well supervised and 
were courteously observed by most all of our summer guests. 


In conclusion, the committee expresses its gratitude to 
all town departments for their valuable assistance and to the 
department of Public Works for their post season assistance.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


The Commission has met nine times during the year. The 
Chief of Police, Conservation Officer, Tree Warden and Shell- 
fish Warden have met with the Commission to consider mat- 
ters of mutual interest and responsibility. 


The Commission has inspected several areas on which 
hearings were held before the Selectmen and have testified 
at such hearings. It appreciates the consideration which the 
Selectmen have given to its interests in reaching their de- 
cisions. The work of the Commission has been greatly 
strengthened by the appointment by the Selectmen of a full 
time Conservation Officer. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority is in process of trans- 
ferring to the Town a tract of land bordering on Morse Pond 
which contains part of a cedar swamp, the remainder of 
which is under the jurisdiction of the School Committee. This 
will preserve a characteristic and somewhat unique natural 
area near the center of the Town. The gift of an island of 
salt marsh in Hel Pond, East Falmouth has been agreed upon 
by the owner and the transfer to the Town may be expected 
as soon as the deed can be drawn up. The Commission records 
with gratitude receipt of a deed from Carolyn T. Donald 
transferring to the Town a parcel of land adjoining the ac- 
cess road to the Coonamessett Pond fisherman’s landing. 


The road way to the Coonamessett Pond landing has 
been cleaned up with the assistance of Boy Scout Troop 41, 
Teaticket, and a fence has been erected separating the land- 
ing area from the adjacent private property. 


The Commission has proposed to the State Department 
of Natural Resources that several of the larger areas of 
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marshland in the Town be classified as Conservation Areas 
as provided by Chapter 768 of the General Laws. Under this 
classification the owners retain all rights of ownership com- 
patable with its preservation in a natural state and may 
bring action against the State for any damages he may suffer 
as the result of this restriction. The Department of Natural 
Resources has not as yet considered this proposal. 


The Conservation Commission has issued and sent to all 
Town Meeting Members and Town Officials a map entitled 
Reservations for Conservation and Outdoor Recreation in the 
Town of Falmouth. It shows the position of areas under the 
jurisdiction of State, Town or private agencies which are 
being kept in a natural state in the interest of conservation 
and public enjoyment. It includes public bathing beaches, 
and town landings both in fresh and salt water and a resume 
of the regulations governing the use of these properties. 
Copies of this map are available on request to the Conserva- 
tion Commission (P. O. Box 282, Falmouth, Mass.) or at the 
Selectmen’s office. 


The Falmouth Conservation Commission records with 
great sorrow the death of Alfred E. Waller which occurred on 
March 29, 1967. He was a leader in the establishment of the 
Conservation Commission in 1961 and served as its Chairman 
since its organization. We are proud of the accomplishments 
of the Commission under his leadership, which were due in 
no small part to his devotion and untiring effort.

The latter part of April, the reorganized committee sent 
out letters to the neighbors of the Old Town Cemetery ask- 
ing their help in preventing any vandalism or illegal tres- 
passing. 


The usual moving, raking, and general maintenance was 
carried out through the season, and all leaves were removed 
late in the fall. 


As in the past, it was necessary to cement several stones 
which had broken and to restore others to an upright posi- 
tion which had given way in the soft ground. This is a con- 
tinuing chore due to the age of most of the graves. 


The trim on the tool shed was painted and is in good 
condition. 


Vandalism was at a minimum, although some nocturnal 
automobile and motorcycle traffic was noted in July and 
August.

Old Town Cemetery Committee 
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Report of the Civil Defense Agency 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


Occupation of the Civil Defense Emergency Operating 
Center, in the basement of the Town Hall, is I suppose the 
main feature of this annual report. 


The quarters are used quite extensively by Civil Defense, 
and for sundry other town functions. Hearings, meetings, 
classes, recruiting, social security assistance, internal revenue 
assistance, CD drills, precinct meetings and election polls 
comprise the bulk of activity conducted in this area. 


I feel that this portion of the Town Hall, as designed and 
as is now being used, is an asset to the whole community. 


The Federal Government presented the Town with a 
check for $29,344.69 on 14 March 1967, reimbursing the Town 
for half (4%) the cost of building the Civil Defense portion 
of the Town Hall building, namely the Emergency Operating 
Center. ; 


Unfortunately, due to an extremely humid summer, the 
basement CD EOC area suffered greatly from mold and mil- 
dew, and the loss in equipment and supplies not to mention 
the condition of the area, was simply deplorable and costly. 
Two days were finally spent trying to put the area back to 
a Ship-shape condition. The building architect was consulted, 
and with an engineer, surveyed the area. Following the engi- 
neer’s suggestions, an Article is to be inserted in the 1968 
Town Meeting for the installation of a unit in the heating 
system to prevent the reoccurance of this deplorable 
condition. 


The Auxiliary Police, jointly sponsored by Civil Defense, 
was kept quite busy throughout the year. Two evening classes 
in May were devoted to riot control training, these attended 
by some fifty men. Assistance was also given the police de- 
partment in fugitive searches, the visit of Vice President 
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Hubert Humphrey in July; and general assistance and work 
throughout the year, but mainly during the Summer months. 
Classes in police training are carried out monthly in the 
CD Ha., in the Town Hall under direction of Auxiliary Police 
Sergeant Herve C. Houde. 


The CD Disaster Mobile Communications Van, operated 
mainly by the members of CD radio units, namely the Fal- 
mouth Citizen Radio League, was kept busy again this year. 
Along with their many emergency runs, were several drills, 
for operational proficiency. One of these included some dozen 
or so youngsters, who acting as casualties were transported 
to the Falmouth Hospital; all this assisting the hospital au- 
thorities with their emergency phase of hospital accreditation. 


The Van, a used machine, is now in a failing condition, 
and the Radio League is presently making plans for a replace- 
ment unit in 1968. 


Radio drills by the Falmouth Amateur Radio Association 
and the Falmouth Citizens Radio League, were conducted 
monthly in the CD EOC by each respective unit. 


Falmouth CD this year participated in two NAWAS tests, 
one of which occurred in July. This is a drill testing the 
speed and proficiency of the receipt and dissemination of 
the attack warning. 


An IREX (Increased Readiness Exercise) and a CDEX 
(Civil Defense Exercise), were conducted during the last week 
of October. A series of messages related to test disaster con- 
ditions were exchanged between Falmouth and the CD Sector 
Hq. The results were sent to MCDA for processing and a 
statewide evaluation. 


Your CD Director also attended monthly meetings at 
the South Dennis CD Sector Headquarters. 


Once again the Town was the recipient of $12,194.11 
worth of Surplus property for only $692.46 under the CD 
Surplus Property Program. 


Classes, instructions and training again was unfortunate- 
ly curtailed this year due to a cancellation of funds. Monies 
are again being requested in the 1968 budget for this purpose 
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and it is hoped the finance committee will come to realize 
that education and training in this field is necessary, and 
that proper funds should be appropriated for this purpose. 


A meeting on participation in the National Community 
Shelter Planning Program was held at CD Sr. 2C Hq., on 
29 November. This meeting was attended by Mr. and Mrs. 
Harry S. Merson, School Department Superintendent, Mr. 
Albert C. Jennings, Falmouth Building Commissioner and 
Falmouth Shelter Officer, and by your CD Director. Falmouth 
is planning to participate in this program. 


The following is a report by your director, on the finan- 
cial aspects of this agency. Attempting to get sufficient funds 
approved by the finance committee for the proper operation 
of this department, seems almost impossible, a fact that 
proves very disconcerting.

The following is the report of the Veterans’ Service De- 
partment for the year 1966. . 


During the year Veterans, Dependents, Dependent Par- 
ents, Widows of the Spanish War, World War One and Two 
and the Korean Conflict were aided in accordance with Chap- 
ter 115 of the General Laws of the Veterans’ Administration. 


Provisions Relating to Vietnam Era Service. The legisla- 
tion defines ““Vietnam era” as the period beginning August 5, 
1964 and ending on such date as is later determined by the 
President or Congress. That period is recognized as a “‘period 
of war” for the purpose of establishing entitlement to VA 
benefits, and active service during that period qualifies for 
a range of VA benefits which are comparable to those pre- 
viously established for World War 2 and the Korean conflict 
service. , 


Seven World War One and Eight World War Two and 
One Vietnam Veteran have died during the year in Falmouth. 
The widows and dependent parents were assisted in prepar- 
ing the necessary forms for pensions, burial assistance 
claims, Social Security claims and government grave markers. 


Sixteen grave markers have been applied for. Nine have 
been received and emplaced. Suitable bronze markers and 
flags for all Veterans interred in local cemeteries have been 
taken care of during the year. 


Presumptions relating to pension entitlement. For claims 
under the current pension program, there will be established 
a presumption of permanent and total disability based upon 
attainment of 65. This will mean that a veteran who is 65 
years of age or older will automatically be considered perm- 
anently and totally disabled, with no medical evidence or 
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disability rating required. There will be established a pre- 
sumption of need for aid and attendance based upon being a 
patient in a nursing home. This presumption will apply to 
both widow and veteran pensioners, and will formalize for 
pension claims the administrative rule previously established. 


Twenty Five Veterans have been aided in making out 
their yearly Income Statements. 


Reimbursements by the State Department to the E. & D. 
fund is made for fifty percent of all approved expenditures 
except Administration. 


Veterans laws are being constantly revised and this office 
keeps the veterans concerned, notified of the changes ap- 
plicable to each one. 


A summary of money expended for Veterans’ Services is 
listed and compiled by the Town Accountant and can be 
found in his report, therefore it will not be repeated here.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Falmouth for 
the period from April 12, 1964 the date of the previous exam- 


ination, to March 31, 1967, and submit the following report 
thereon: 
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The financial transactions of the town, as recorded on 
the books of the several departments receiving or disbursing 
money, were examined and checked. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were 
examined and checked. The recorded receipts were compared 
with the treasurer’s books and with the records in the sev- 
eral departments collecting money for the town or commit- 
ting bills for collection. The recorded payments were checked 
with the treasury warrants and with the disbursements as 
shown by the treasurer’s books. The appropriations and 
transfers as recorded were checked with the town clerk’s 
records of financial votes passed at town meetings and with 
the finance committee’s authorizations of transfers from the 
reserve fund. A trial balance was taken off, and a balance 
sheet, showing the financial condition of the town on March 
31, 1967, was prepared and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The receipts were analyzed 
and checked with the records of the several departments 
collecting money for the town and with other sources from 
which money was paid into the town treasury, while the 
payments were compared with the selectmen’s warrants 
authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds. The cash 
balance on March 31, 1967 was verified by actual count of 
the cash in the office, and by reconciliation of the bank 
balances with statements furnished by the banks of deposit, 
and by verification of the certificates of deposit. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust, investment, and retirement funds 
in the custody of the town treasurer and the trustees were 
examined and listed. The income was proved and the dis- 
bursements and transfers to the town were verified. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the 
town were examined and checked. The recorded redemptions 
of tax titles were checked with the treasurer’s recorded re- 
ceipts, and the tax titles and tax possessions on hand were 
listed, proved with the town accountant’s ledger, and checked 
with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


pre ‘The payments of maturing debt and interest were proved 
with the amounts falling due and were checked with the 
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cancelled securities on file. The bond and coupon account 
was. reconciled, the outstanding bonds and coupons being 
listed and compared with a statement received from the 
depository. 


.. The records of receipts from parking meter fees were 
examined and checked. The recorded collections by ‘the 
police department were checked with the treasurer’s recorded 
receipts and compared with the accountant’s ledger. 


_ The deductions from employees’ salaries on account of 
Federal and State taxes, as well as for group insurance, were 
examined and proved. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked. The taxes outstanding at the time of 
the previous examination and all subsequent commitment 
lists were audited and compared with the assessors’ warrants 
for their collection. The payments to the treasurer were 

verified, the abatements were checked with the assessors’ 
records of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved with the town accountant’s ledger. 


The records of departmental and water accounts were 
examined and checked, the payments to the treasurer and 
the abatements being verified, and the outstanding accounts 
being listed and proved. 


Verification of the outstanding tax and water accounts 
was made by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
and from the replies received it appears that the accounts, 
as listed, are correct. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined 
and checked in detail. The records of dog and sporting li- 
censes issued and of receipts from miscellaneous licenses 
and permits and other sources were examined and checked. 
The payments to the State and to the town were verified, 
and the cash on hand was proved by actual count. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the select- 
men were examined and checked, and the recorded collec- 
tions were compared with the payments to the treasurer. 


The records of receipts of the sealer of weights and 
measures and of the police, fire, health, school and library 
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departments, as well as of all other departments collecting 
money for the town, were examined and checked, the pay- 
ments to the treasurer being verified. 


The surety bonds furnished by the town officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the 
balance sheet, tables showing reconciliations of the treas- 
urer’s and the collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax 
title, tax possession, departmental, and water accounts, as 
well as tables showing the condition and transactions of the 
trust, investment, and retirement funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was re- 
ceived from the several officials of the town, for which, on 
behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express 
appreciation.

Committee Activities 
This past year has been one of gratifying action and 


accomplishment. During the year a total of sixteen full 
committee meetings were held. In addition several sub- 
committee meetings relative to water and bonding were held 
in Bourne and in Boston. Both State educational agencies 
and the financial agencies were involved.

Counsel Alan Hale resigned his position with the com- 
mittee to accept an appointment as Associate Justice 
of the Superior Court. 


The Town of Mattapoisett presented a request to the 
committee to amend the district agreement, thereby 
permitting the town’s withdrawal from the district. 
This request was approved by the committee, and the 
towns ratified this action by voting to continue on the 
basis of a five-town district. 


Although the reorganization of the district caused 
considerable delay, the architects, Korslund, LeNor- 
mand and Quann, extended themselves, and in pre- 
cisely a month after the towns reformed the district, 
specifications were ready to go out to bid.

On June second at twelve noon the sub-contractors 
submitted their bids which were opened by the District 
Chairman and representatives of the architects’ office. 
On Friday evening, June ninth, the bids of six general 
contractors were opened at the school office by the 
District Chairman and representatives of the archi- 
tects’ office. The expectations of the committee were 
fully realized when it was learned that the low bid 
was approximately $200, 000 less than the estimated 
price. The committee voted that the sum of $3, 320, 000 
be appropriated for. constructing and equipping: oe 
school. 


At town meetings in all of the district towns fig Sorte 
issue was approved, and as a direct result of this 
action, on November 15, 1967, the funds from the sale 
of bonds were deposited in the committee’s account in 
the State Street Bank and Trust Company of Boston. 


On July 20, 1967, the committee voted to award the 
construction contract to Northgate Construction Com- 
pany of Waltham. Mr. George F. Wilson of Wareham 
was appointed by the committee, from a list of appli- 
cants, to begin his- Guiies as Clerk of the Works on 
July 31, 1967. 


Ground-breaking ceremonies were held at the site on 
August first at 5 p.m. and the Chairman turned over 
the first spadeful of earth with a shovel presented by 
the architects. The contractor started work immedi- 
ately to meet his construction deadline of December 
15, 1968. To date power lines have been brought’ to 
the site, all of the underground work has been com- 
pleted, the road and parking areas have been eats 
topped, and brickwork is now going up. 


Many meetings have been held with the Bourne Water 
District, the Emergency Finance Board, and others in 
an effort to secure water for the school site. On No- 
vember eighteenth, Representative Harry A. S. Read 


-was successful in having H.B.-5268 enacted into law 


which will permit the school district to pay for laying 
water mains on Sandwich Road. 

In the intervening time, three programs for the up- 
grading of nurse’s aides have been operated at Tobey 
Hospital in a cooperative program with the area nurs- 


ing homes. ‘These programs were all reimbursed by the 
State Department of Education under the George- 


Barden Act. A total of 59 women and 1 man were 
awarded pins and diplomas attesting to their comple- 
tion of this state-approved program. 
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The smooth and accelerated progress which the school 
has experienced this year would not have been possible with- 
out the spirit of cooperation freely exhibited by so many in- 
dividuals. The committee wishes to acknowledge some of the 
individuals. Mr. James L. Burke, Senior Supervisor of the 
Department of Vocational Education, gave freely of his time 
and experience. Mr. Simeon Domas, Mr. William Black, Mr. 
John Hodgen, and Mr. William Curley of the School Building 
Assistance Bureau all smoothed the path of progress. Mr. 
Arthur MacKinnon and his staff of the Emergency Finance 
Board gave us invaluable guidance on financial matters. We 
are especially indebted to Representative Harry Read and the 
officials of the five district towns for their efforts in helping 
the project to move forward. All of them answered our re- 
quests unhesitatingly. Special appreciation goes to Mr. Tilson 
Denham of the Cape Cod Standard- Times who suffered 
through some lengthy meetings with the committee and to 
Mrs. Jane Degagne of the Falmouth Enterprise and Mrs. 
Marjorie Ellis of the Wareham Courier for their excellent 
coverage of our progress.

Project No. 3 — Oyster Program 


Five rafts were built by me last spring and were set out 
into the waters of Fresh Pond and Oyster Pond in West Fal- 
mouth for the purpose of collecting oyster spat. 1,100 wire 
bags were made up and filled with scallop shells. 600 were 
planted on the pond bottom and 500 were suspended on the 
rafts as spat collectors. Although this year proved to be 
poor, I still believe this area shows great promise for the 
raft culture method. 


In early June, two-tenths of an acre along one side of 
Fresh Pond, West Falmouth, was closed to the taking of all 
shellfish and treated with Polystream, an experimental chem- 
ical: The treated area proved Polystream to be very effective 
in protecting the oyster by virtually eliminating the oyster 
drills, which were present there in numbers of 31 oyster drills 
per square yard. The experiments were conducted by the 
State Division of Marine Fisheries and myself. 


Project No. 4— Town Rights of Ways 


At this writing, I am participating in acquiring a right 
of way to Bourne’s Pond and another to West Falmouth 
Harbor. |

Project No. 5 — Pollution 


I wish to caution the citizens of the Town of Falmouth 
that pollution knows no boundaries. Oil floating in from 
Buzzards Bay smeared the edges of salt water inlets between 
December 15 and 18, 1967 and forced the closure of two im- 
portant shellfish areas— Wild Harbor River and Herring 
River in North Falmouth. Pollution of other sources has 
forced the closure of 100 or more acres throughout the town. 
We must bear in mind that pollution destroys beauty, is a 
health menace, is costly, and cuts down on the efficiency of 
our town. Local, state and federal Public Health agencies 
must cooperate in their fullest capacities to improve the 
quality of our water. The longer we wait to correct this 
problem, the greater the danger. 


Project No. 6— Marine Study of Waquoit Bay 


The Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries is pres- 
ently conducting a study of Waquoit Bay. The request came 
from the Board of Selectmen and myself to help provide the 
town with comprehensive information concerning the value 
of the shellfisheries, etc., in the bay. 


Project No. 7 — Pesticides 


Great Pond will continue to be monitored-for traces of 
pesticides by the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries. 


Project No. 8— Lime Study 


Ten thousand pounds of ground limestone was applied to 
three acres of the bottom of Oyster Pond in West Falmouth 
for the purpose of observing the effects of lime on a muddy 
Substrate. A monthly analysis of the water and bottom in 
the treated area and a control area was made from June 
through November to note any possible change in P.H., hydro- 
gen sulfide concentration, and general consistency. It was 
reported by the Division of Marine Fisheries and myself that 
this experiment did not indicate any benefit from the lime- 
stone application. The control area (which remained rela- 
tively untouched by the application) and the treated area 
did not show an appreciable change in any of the factors. 
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At this time, I take great pleasure in reporting to the 
town that our transplanting of quahaugs in West Falmouth 
Harbor and Great Pond was met with success. It was heart- 
warming to see the young and old, family and commercial 
men, taking their daily catch; but, it was disheartening to 
see the worst scallop season since I have been Warden of the 
town. Let us hope the outlook for 1968 is much brighter. 


In closing, I wish to take this opportunity to thank the 
Board of Selectmen, the Massachusetts Division of Marine 
Fisheries, the various town departments, and the citizens 
of Falmouth for their cooperation during the past year.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The largest library project in Falmouth in over sixty 
years was completed this year. Work began late in 1966 on 
the addition to the main library which more than doubled 
space in the existing building. In February 1967, library 
facilities moved into temporary quarters on Main Street 
and activity was carried on in somewhat cramped, but not 
unattractive quarters. After Thanksgiving, staff, books and 
equipment returned to the completed new library which was 
re-opened in mid-December with somewhat curtailed serv- 
ices due to late delivery of shelving. Reference areas were 
in order, periodical room operated, and new books circulated. 
Non-fiction was made available by using call numbers from 
the card catalog. Librarians located the requested volumes 
in orderly piles on the basement floor. During Christmas 
vacation college students were particularly evident in num- 
bers as they worked on term papers. 


The tremendous increase in space, the handsome fur- 
nishings, carpeting, and the lowered ceilings with accoustical 
tile make the surroundings truly of attractive and enticing 
proportions. 


In addition to the physical surroundings, the first allot- 
ment of state funds to provide the staff and books to serve 
the Cape and Islands as a sub-regional library became avail- 
able as of July first. During 1968 a full year’s allotment for 
additional equipment, service, and books becomes available. 
This substantial increase in reference works, non-fiction, and 
microfilm will provide a collection far beyond what any town 
of comparable size could afford. Purchases from this ac- 
count are incorporated into the regular collection and be- 
come part of the town’s library resources. Within a year or 
two this new wealth will become increasingly evident to users 
as the library becomes an impressive resource center. 
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Early in the spring the town will be invited to an open 
house at the library. We shall invite all to visit and survey 
this new structure.

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Report of the Woods Hole Public Library 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Woods Hole Public Library has had a very successful 
year 1967, under the guidance of its President, Mr. Paul F. 
Smith and Vice-President, Mrs. Arthur Voorhis. 


As outlined in a detailed letter to the Finance Commit- 
tee from the new Treasurer, Mr. Robert P. Brockhurst, the 
Library has done relatively well in raising funds for its oper- 
ation through gifts and membership fees. In July and August 
we presented two benefit events in the auditorium of the 
Marine Biological Laboratory: one, a film prepared by Mr. 
William Eddy; ‘the other, an illustrated lecture by Dr. Charles 
D. Hollister on his recent Antarctic Expedition. The librarian, 
Mrs. Karl Schleicher, arranged two sales of second-hand 
books, paperbacks and magazines. These were held at the 
Woods Hole Community Hall and were deemed sufficiently 
successful to warrant repetition during the coming year. 


In January, Mr. James Mavor gave a lecture, accom- 
panied by slides and movie, on ‘“‘The Lost Islands of Atlantis 
—Myth or History.” This event, open to the public, was 
sponsored jointly by the Woods Hole Library and the Woods 
Hole Oceanographic Institution and was held in the Marine 
Sciences Laboratory in Woods Hole. 


The Library had a number of special Saturday morning 
Children’s Programs, under the supervision of Mrs. W. Red- 
wood Wright, which were well attended and much enjoyed. 


It was necessary to invest $1,850 this year to repair the 
foundation of the Library building and seal it against water 
leakage. The result is a comfortably dry basement room 
which can be used to better advantage. The other basement 
room, which houses the sizable library of the Woods Hole 
Children’s School of Science, was attractively decorated in 
nautical motif by Mrs. Lowell V. Martin. 
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The circulation for 1967 was about 16,000 books. We re- 
ceived a number of gift and memorial books, and from Mr. 
Franklin A. Park his collection of the American Neptune 
Magazine. Some of the Franklin Gifford paintings of Old 
Woods Hole are now being repaired and restored.

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| Report of the Green Pond Bridge Committee | 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The committee met several times commencing April 12, 


1967. At this time we appointed Mr. Fish as Chairman and 


Mr. 


Bauknecht as Secretary. We discussed the several ave- 


nues open to us and listed these as follows: 


i: 


To ascertain immediately the condition of the present 
bridge. 
To consider the four alternatives open to us as follows: 
A. Repair the present bridge. 
B. Remove the bridge entirely (No Bridge) 
C. New high level bridge. 
D. New draft or lift bridge. 


The committee’s findings with recommendations are as 


follows: 


ma 


The entire committee met at the bridge with two State 
DPW Engineers, boarded two small boats and spent sev- 
eral hours inspecting the condition of the bridge. We 
found all the concrete pilings at the water level eaten 
away, many so badly that the steel re-enforcing rods 
were exposed and these severely corroded. The concrete 
under the bridge is riddled with cracks, scaling and 
crumbling taking place each time heavy traffic crosses. 
We determined that something would have to be done in 
the near future. The State DPW Engineers reported that 
repairs could be made for possibly $40,000.00. However, 
they did point out that this type of bridge construction 
was no longer recommended as life expectancy is too 
short and repairs too costly. The committee therefore, 
does not recommend repairs to present bridge. 

To remove the bridge entirely—(No Bridge) 

After due consideration we found the removal of the 


‘bridge would substantially increase traffic on already 


overloaded Rte. 28. Removal would severely handicap 
police, fire and emergency protection. This also would 
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break our scenic shore route enjoyed and used by res- 
idents and visitors alike. The committee does not there- 
fore recommend No Bridge. 
High Level Bridge 
After much discussion as to how high a high level bridge 
would be, we determined that this would be unsightly, 
the approaches for several hundred feet from each end 
would have to be raised to meet reasonable grade stand- 
ards. The size, height and type of boat able to pass 
under it would be severely limited. The committee there- 
fore does not recommend a high level bridge. 
Lift or Draw Bridge 
The committee has found that most coastal communities 
from Maine to Florida have stopped cutting off Potential 
harbors with bridges such as Falmouth has done at Great 
Pond, Green Pond, and Bourne Pond. The Harbor Master, 
the Waterways Committee and all those cognizant of 
our crowded present harbor facilities realize the need for 
more mooring areas. This would open up almost four 
miles of waterfront property to boating. We wish to 
point out that in every instance where this has been 
done, land values have increased and that the quality 
and type dwelling built in the area returns a much 
higher tax return. The present approaches can be left 
intact. Several hundred feet can be filled and made a 
permanent road, in place of pilings. The appearance and 
local color of a small draw would be excellent. This com- 
mittee recommends replacing the present span with a 
draw or lift bridge, and that this committee be continued 
and directed to bring in to the next Annual Town Meet- 
ing Preliminary Plans and estimates on this type of 
bridge.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden

Gentlemen: 


The following is my report of the operation of the Forest 
Warden’s Department for the year 1967. 


The records show considerably less activity in 1967 in 
occurrence of grass and brush fires, due to the extremely wet 
season. 


There were no requests for Mutual Aid participation in 
other Towns, although the department did respond to a fire 
in Bourne on May 31, which was reported in as a Falmouth 
incident. 


The problem at the Town Disposal area has been allevi- 
ated, and this department responded only once to a permit 
fire out of control in that location. 


Mr. Leslie Perry again manned the West Falmouth State 
Fire Tower, and his capable assistance to this department is 
very much appreciated.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Herewith is submitted the annual report of the Ambu- 
lance Committee: 


In March of 1967, the Committee lost a valuable and in- 
terested member, with the passing of Dr. W. Robert Clements. 
As a sincere devoted physician who was dedicated to the best 
interests of the Town of Falmouth, we herewith honor his 
memory. 


The new Ambulance was delivered in April and is prov- 
ing to be a good vehicle, although the mileage is building up 
very rapidly, having a total of 13,289 registered miles on 
December 31, 1967. 


The appointment of Dr. H. Gerald Hare as a member of 
the Ambulance Committee was announced in May. 


In September, six members of the Rescue Squad attended 
a three and a half day Advanced Practical Course for Ambu- 
lance Attendants, Firemen, Emergency Squads, etc. at Har- 
vard University. The course objective was to provide detailed 
instruction covering the important theoretical and practical 
aspects of knowledge necessary for accurate initial examina- 
tion of type of bodily injury or illness, and the intelligent 
selection and use of various procedures of emergency care. 


The instructors of the various segments of this course 
were experts in their assigned fields, and information was 
presented by illustrated lectures, movies, practical demon- 
strations, and question and answer periods. Included in the 
instruction was adequate time for individual and group prac- 
tice. 


Certificates and shoulder patches were awarded to the 
following members of the Falmouth Rescue Squad who suc- 
cessfully completed this program: Arthur R. Medeiros, Rob- 
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ert W. Williams, Lawrence DeMello, Richard Perry, Frederick 
T. Crocker, Jr. and Robert W. Whalen. . 


Dr. David Babin, orthopedic surgeon conducted a class on 
splinting at Fire Department Headquarters, and Dr. David 
Dewees conducted a class on Code 99 — Heart attacks, at the 
Falmouth Hospital, both of which were attended by members 
of the Rescue Squad. 


The record shows that members of the Rescue Squad 
with the ambulance responded to 118 emergency calls in 1967. 
This was in addition to the regular transfer of patients as 
requested by their local physicians. 


A total of 535 patients were transported in 1967. Of these, 
455 were residents of the Town of Falmouth. In addition, 
there were twenty-two requests to which the vehicle respond- 
ed, but no transfer was made.

Ambulance Committee 
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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my thirteenth annual report as Con- 
servation Officer, also a partial report as Dog Officer for the 
year ending 31 December 1967. 


A total of two thousand, one hundred and seventy-three 
(2,173) hunting, sporting, trapping and fishing licenses were 
examined by me. Hunting pressure as well as fishing pres- 
Sure continues to increase at a rapid pace and much propa- 
gation work must be accomplished to Keep ahead of the 
increase. 


11,800 Eastern Brook trout were released and 21,600 Rain- 
bow trout were released. These species were released in 
Mares, Grews, Deep and Ashumet Pond (all are reclaimed 
ponds provided with rights of ways). Jenkins Pond has been 
taken under advisement by the Division of Fisheries and 
Game for possible reclamation and restocking along with 
the Coonamessett Pond that will not be reclaimed but will 
be managed by the Division of Fisheries and Game. Rights 
of ways have been provided to both ponds. 


450 cock pheasants were released prior to and during the 
open season on upland game. 160 hen pheasants and 50 
cock pheasants were released during early spring in areas 
that were suitable for natural incubation and propagation. 


25 adult Varying Hare (snowshoes) were liberated early 
in February in a new area in an attempt to add to our Hare 
population. 


A pair of Blue Geese and a pair of Lesser Snow Geese 
were liberated in Siders Pond in an attempt to propagate 
these magnificant birds which are actually native to our 
Eastern Flyway but rarely seen on Cape Cod. A pair of 
Barnacle Geese will be released at a later date this spring 
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to add to our Sanctuary flocks. The six pair of Canvas Backs 
ducks that were liberated in 1964, 1965 and 1966 have multi- 
plied and I am happy with the results of this experiment. 
All waterfowl are furnished me by my very good friend and 
advisor Paul Shaw from South Sandwich and cost nothing 
to the town of Falmouth. I am deeply grateful to this gentle- 
man for his assistance and continual cooperation. 


71 abandoned house cats were disposed of 
56 woodchucks were disposed of 

43 skunks were disposed of 

16 red fox were disposed of 


19 raccoons were removed from summer homes along 
with eleven skunks. These were released in other areas more 
suitable for their activities. The tranquilizer gun has been 
a great help in saving wildlife as well as dogs and proved to 
be well worth the money spent. 


Much work has been done on the right of way to Coona- 
messett Pond, a new split rail fence was erected, brush cut 
and burned, flumes repaired (three), and the road made a 
little better for travel. 


Four deer were drowned (3 bucks 1 doe) 
Three deer were killed by automobiles (3 bucks) 


The deer herd is slowly increasing but far from a hunt- 
able herd, even though hunting pressure has dropped off on 
this animal for the past three years in Falmouth. It is my 
opinion that a complete closed season for five years would be 
a much better solution to our problem than the current Doe 
protection law (Bucks only can be taken). 


Seventeen violations were recorded, all were first of- 
fenders. Three arrests were made. Two hundred and four- 
teen investigations were completed. One hundred and twenty 
nine legitimate complaints were answered. 


Eleven lectures complete with movies of various conserva- 
tion subjects for different organizations in our town were 
conducted. Much more work of this type is planned for the 
coming year, as our alert citizens are keeping abreast of our 
progress in Conservation matters and must be kept informed 
through actual field trips as well as movies and lectures. 
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Two Firearms Safety Courses for minors 14% to 18 years 
of age were conducted by me, a total of 33 minors graduated 
and received their certificates from the Division of Law En- 
forcement, Mass. Division of Fisheries and Game. 


The Conservation Commission has kept me very busy as 
have the Board of Selectmen, patrolling all protected areas, 
checking for filling of marshland and other wetlands through- 
out the town. 


A total of thirty-two bird food patches were planted 
throughout the town. This program will be stepped up con- 
siderably this coming year. I am continuing with the new 
project started two years ago of aiding others of our town 
_in the proper evaluation of our conservation activities and 
progress. Mr. Fred Turkington of the Conservation Commis- 
sion spent a day patrolling our town with me as did Mr. 
Hough of the Falmouth Enterprise, Mrs. Jean Mayo and Mrs. 
Joanne Voorhis of the League of Women Voters, Mr. Elmer 
Chambers of the Falmouth Rod and Gun Club, Mr. E. Pollack, 
Chief Game Biologist of the Mass. Division of Fisheries and 
Game along with Mr. Prouty, Game Culturist for the Division, 
Manuel White of the Finance Committee; Selectmen Mogardo 
and Hankinson spent time checking the planting program, 
trout stocking program and pheasant stocking program. The 
interest shown by these people prove beyond a doubt that 
good conservation practices are a must to preserve and pro- 
tect our natural resources in the town of Falmouth before 
too much development and expansion takes place, and to 
provide areas for healthy outdoor activity and recreation for 
future generations. Anyone who might be interested is cor- 
dially invited to spend a day or days with me in the field, 
it most certainly will be an enlightening and rewarding day 
for any conservation minded person. 


As of July 1st, 1967 I was relieved of my added duties of 
Dog Officer to devote full time to Conservation work. The 
following is my report as Dog Officer up to July 1, 1967: 
During the past six months I have picked up 21 stray dogs, 
all were disposed of and a total of $315 was turned in to the 
Town Treasurer. 641 dogs were picked up and returned to 
their owners. 33 dogs were killed by automobiles, 27 dogs 
were injured by vehicles, 9 wild dogs (strays) and pups were

destroyed, 63 dogs were turned in to the M.S.P.C.A., 643 com- 
plaints were answered. 


A total of 21,446 miles were travelled in answering com- 
plaints, dog pick-ups, wild dog patrols, investigations, deer 
dogging and deer jacking patrols, pheasant, rabbit, hare re- 
leases, trout stocking, wildlife and waterfowl surveys, wild 
bird feeding, and lecturing. 


In addition to the above report new projects have been 
added for the coming year. Waterfowl trapping and banding 
program, quail trapping and banding program, wood duck 
nest boxes placed in proper areas providing nesting sites. 
These programs are conducted jointly with the Southeastern 
District Wildlife Management Group, Mass. Division of Fish- 
eries and Game. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank our Board of 
Selectmen and the citizens of our town for their splendid 
cooperation during the past year. Special thanks to all of 
the town meeting members who voted to separate the job of 
Dog Officer and Conservation Officer, giving me the oppor- 
tunity to serve them as the Town of Falmouth Conservation 
Officer only. My thanks to all of the citizens for their con- 
tinued confidence.

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Report of the peenable County 
| Health Department for 1967 


To the Citizens 
Town of Falmouth 


In 1967 we have observed a trend in more planning and 
working together of health related agencies and interested 
citizens on community problems. 


The confirmation of four cases of Rocky Mountain Spot- 
ted Fever received much attention. The leadership in the 
Health Services Community has taken the responsibility to 
put this in its proper perspective. A county-wide committee 
of responsible agency and citizen representatives has been 
charged to define the problem and prepare recommendations 
for a sound and reasonable program to control wood ticks 
before the 1968 tick season starts. 


The Cape Cod Community Council representing the 
health, education and welfare agencies sponsored an all day 
institute on health services in Barnstable County. Dr. Leona 
Baumgartner, visiting professor, Harvard Medical School, an 
internationally known public health expert was the key note 
speaker. This was a stimulating and beneficial program. 


On September 5, 1967, Governor John A. Volpe signed into 
law a requirement that all school children be immunized 
against smallpox, diphtheria, tetanus, pertussis, measles and 
polio unless exempted for medical or religious reasons. This 
bill was introduced by the Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Health and endorsed by the Massachusetts Medical Society. 
The law became effective December 4, 1967. 


As a result of state legislation, the Cape Cod Mental 
Health Area Board with 21 members has been appointed and 
has started its work. This group has been given great re- 
Sponsibility in studying, planning and producing services 
which will prevent emotional illness and help those mentally 
ill and afflicted with mental retardation. This is a responsi- 
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ble group of your representatives and you can expect en- 
couraging results. 


The concern for continued provision of high quality pub- 
lic health service is constant and requires study of needs and 
planning for necessary action. Some of the outstanding 
health needs are: 


1. The extension of psychiatric service for children and 
a beginning program for adults. Our adults must still travel 
to Boston for limited out-patient services. 


2. The need to make more effort to prevent dental caries 
(tooth decay), one of our important public health problems. 
The remedy fluoridation is safe, inexpensive and easily ad- 
ministered. All we need is for the citizens to take steps to 
make this treatment available. 


3. There continues to be a need for more planning to- 
gether and coordination of activities of all health related 
agencies in meeting community health needs. The Cape 
Cod Community Council is the available instrument that 
could be called on to give this leadership and service. 


4. Need for attention to the many problems associated 
with increased demands for clean public water supply, and 
disposal of sewage and solid wastes. We see this requiring 
all towns to formulate plans separately and cooperatively to 
meet the short and long term needs. 


5. The need for a social case work service for the fam- 
ily with multiple problems. 


6. There is a serious need for upgrading salaries of the 
professionals in order to keep and recruit necessary person- 
nel. To maintain high standards of public health service, 
we need a minimum number of highly qualified professional 
staff supported by trained health aides. This kind of plan- 
ning is imperative to insure good service.

Gentlemen: 


With the close of the current year, we find ever increas- 
ing modifications in the several aspects of Welfare adminis- 
tration. In the light of Federal and State legislation, there 
appears to be a question as to whether the trend will continue 
toward greater liberality, or whether, as the result of criti- 
cism, well founded or not, there is to be retrenchment away 
from the former goals of those in authority in the higher 
levels of government. 

Medical Assistance, commonly known as Medicaid, is in 
the forefront today as the topic of discussion in legislative 
halls as in the several news media; indeed, it has proved to be 
a topic of popular conversation on the street corner and in 
the drawing room. The trend in relation to greater or less 
liberalism with higher or lower expenditure of the taxpayers’ 
dollars, as the case may be, is, of course, dependent on the 
triumph of the liberals over the conservatives, or vice versa, 
in our legislative assemblers. 

I have suggested that the cost of Medicaid for the en- 
Suing year will be dependent on the outcome of pending 
legislation. Aside from Medicaid, however, medical costs al- 
ready have risen by reason of general increases in charges for 
hospitalization, physicians’ fees, dentistry and orthodontia, 
optometry and all other like services. We find from actual 
experience during these immediate past few months since 
these increases have been in effect that overall costs have 
doubled. Through taxation of one form or another the tax- 
payer must face this reality. 

Aid to Families with Dependent Children, will without 
question rise in cost. 

There appears to be no significant upward trend in case 
load nor in cost for Old Age Assistance and General Relief. 

As you know, I am retiring as Director of the Falmouth 
Department of Public Welfare on December 31, 1967. As I 
lay down the burdens of this office, I take this opportunity 
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*o assure the Board of Public Welfare and my co-workers of 
my gratitude for their cooperation, loyalty and friendship 
during my years of administration. 

Certainly, Iam not unmindful of your having permitted 
me to exercise unrestrained judgment and discretion during 
these years, to the end that our Department has become an 
efficient working force in the interest of the Board of Public 
Welfare, who, as agents of the taxpayers and citizens of the 
Town of Falmouth have ever had the latters interest at 
heart. Our aims in this joint venture have been realized 
with a due regard for the needs of those deserving of assist- 
ance. Your confidence in my endeavors has proved to be a 
mutually rewarding satisfaction. 

Our proficient office staff and our team of trained social 
workers deserve very much to share this commendation. It 
is obvious that, without the loyalty and devotion demon- 
strated at every turn by each member of our group, our 
efforts would have been to no purpose. 

We have been very fortunate during these years of en- 
joying the close support and understanding of our Medical 
Consultant, an eminent physician, Dr. Nathaniel W. Faxon. 
I personally, have been very fortunate to have had Dr. Faxon 
at my side. His duties as Medical Consultant have proved to 
be incidental in comparison to his wisdom, his farsightedness, 
his loyalty and, indeed, his friendship. I often have leaned 
with assurance on the strength of his personality. 

I am not unmindful, also, of the sincere and loyal sup- 
port of the members of the Finance Committee. Fully cogni- 
zant of the legal limits of their authority as a board, they 
have demonstrated a knowledge and sympathy for the mu- 
tual efforts of the Board of Public Welfare and of the Direc- 
tor in the interests of the Town of Falmouth. 

I am retiring on advice of my physician for reasons of 
ill health; thus, I have no choice. As I leave as one of our 
official family, I do so with a heavy heart. I shall find my 
hours quite incomplete in the absence of the comradeship 
and affection that has been engendered and that has grown 
through the years.

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The public at large is becoming aware that aid programs 
are a right under law. People are much less hesitant to 
accept assistance as the old stigma of “being on the town” 
vanishes. Participation of the Federal and State governments 
to a larger degree with attendant advertising of the pro- 
grams has also changed the attitude toward receiving bene- 
fits. The press, hospitals, the medical profession, public and 
private groups, etc., are extending specific information to 
individuals who are likely to be eligible, thus increasing their 
interest and acceptance of the programs. 


It appears that Welfare will have to be looked upon in 
a different light in the future as emphasis on service and 
rehabilitation, in addition to support, becomes stronger. 


During the year 1967 the full effects of the Medicaid 
program began to be evidenced. A comparison with the 1966 
Town Report figures is self explanatory. 


State takeover from the towns becomes effective on July 
1, 1968, so a Welfare Department report will not appear in 
the Town Report again and welfare appropriations will cease 
to be a town function.

The Waterways Committee has completed the following: 
Dredging Green Pond Channel to six feet at mean low water; 
Boat ramp in Megansett Harbor; Repairs to West Falmouth 
Town Dock which include putting in new fender piles and 
completing the installation of new wiring at the Main Marina. 

The Massachusetts Department of Public Works has put 
out to Bid the repairing of Groin and Sea Wall on Menauhant 
Road. The Towns share of the money $8,566.81 has been sent 
to the state. Eel Pond Dredge money was returned to the 
Town and new bids by the State will be asked for in the 
Spring of ’68. 

Falmouth Harbor Marina was again used to capacity 
during the past Summer. Total income was $26,659.15. These 
collections were turned over to the Town Treasurer. Oper- 
ating expenses, including Salaries & Wages and repairs were 
$9,980.00. Additional slips to accommodate the increased de- 
mand can be constructed at the northerly end of the Marina. 

Money was appropriated in 1967 to install Slip or Float 
at Davis Park and Timber Piers at Green Pond. These pro- 
jects are out to Bid and should be completed by April 1, 1968. 

Dr. Robert F. Canning and Armand Ortins were elected 
to a 3 year term on the committee. 

The Committee acknowledges with appreciation the fine 
cooperation received by the Board of Selectmen, The Depart- 
ment of Public Works, The Town Accountant and all other 
departments of the Town.

Gentlemen: 


The 1967 Annual Report of the Falmouth Police Depart- 
ment refiects the following: 


Four new patrolmen were appointed to the Department. 
On April 25, 1967 Richard A. Bragel, Paul R. Gonsalves and 
Philip A. Furtado received permanent appointments. On Oc- 
tober 26, 1967 John J. Bartolomei was permanently appointed 
bringing the total complement of permanent patrolmen to a 
total of twenty-nine. 


Mrs. Margaret Foley was assigned as school-crossing 
guard to the new Teaticket School and Mr. C. L. Thackston 
replaced Mrs. Virginia Arthur at the North Falmouth Elemen- 
tary School upon her resignation. 


Patrolmen Ronald DeMello and Don Price attended the 
State Police Academy at Framingham, Mass. from April 3rd 
through May 13. Officers Wayne Seibert, Philip Furtado, 
Richard Bragel and Paul Gonsalves attended the newly 
established Barnstable County Police Training School in May 
1967. A Narcotic School conducted in Provincetown was at- 
tended by members of the Detective Division. 


Chief John L. Ferreira attended the FBI retraining 
school held at Bretton Woods, New Hampshire from June 
18th through June 21st. He also attended a three week course 
of training at Babson Institute in Wellesley, Mass., during 
the month of December 1967. 


Applications have been requested of the Federal Drug 
Abuse Control Agency for officers to attend classes on ad- 
ditional training in the narcotic field. This action is deemed 
advisable due to the rising concern for young people in this 
area experimenting with various harmful products. 
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Two patrolmen, George Crocker and Robert Reposa re- 
signed from the Department to accept more lucrative em- 
ployment. | 


This Department wishes also to recognize the cooperation 
of the various Civil Defense Agencies which were pressed into 
service during the period when numerous fires were raging in 
the Town, during Hallowe’en vandalism period and also dur- 
ing the search for an escapee from the Barnstable County 
House of Correction. The services of the Civil Defense Radio 
Unit, the Citizen’s Radio League, the canteen and the Aux- 
iliary Police Units, both male and female were of valuable 
assistance in these endeavors. 


The visit of the Vice-President of the United States to the 
Woods Hole Oceanographic Institute presented a challenge 
to this Department with respect to the security of Mr. Hum- 
phrey. All permanently assigned personnel as well as aux- 
iliary officers were pressed into service to insure the safety 
of the Vice-President and his party. | 


The total number of arrests for the year shows a sizeable 
decrease. This can be attributed to the implementation of 
Art #33, commonly referred to as the Anti-Noise By-Law. The 
reduction in the number of house party raids reflects the 
effectiveness of this by-law with its increase to $50.00 the fine 
for this offense. Also instrumental is the cooperation of the 
Finance Committee, budget-wise which permitted the ad- 
vanced date of assignment of summer officers to the Memo- 
rial Day weekend. This allowed for sustained enforcement 
from that date through the termination of the summer sea- 
son. 


My sincere appreciation is extended to the Falmouth Po- 
lice Station Building Needs Committee for its diligence and 
consideration in selecting the proposed new Station. 


Continued re-training in the field of Riot Control was 
conducted in the National Guard Armory for assigned per- 
sonnel. As new techniques are developed or new tools are 
designed to cope with crowd control, classes are held to insure 
that every available device is available and that all person- 
nel are properly equipped to deal with situations of this na- 
ture, should they. ever arise in this Town.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


During 1967, the Board held twelve regular and ten spec- 
ial meetings. There were twenty hearings on new subdivision 
plans and two hearings on zoning matters. One hundred and 
six other plans were presented to the Board for action. Mem- 
bers of the Board have also met with other civic and govern- 
mental groups on various occasions for various purposes. 


The Board has conferred with the Department of Pub- 
lic Works regarding plans for a sewer study, and has recom- 
mended that they proceed to ask for Town funds to com- 
mence the project, without waiting for the availability of 
Federal money. 


The Board has inserted an article in the 1968 Warrant 
asking for funds to engage a planning consultant to develop 
a new master plan for the Town. The last such plan was 
published in 1950, and the figures and projections on which it 
was based are no longer valid. The existance of such a master 
plan, or the fact that one is in the process of development, is 
a prerequisite to obtaining various matching funds for such 
needed projects as a sewer system, among others. 


Because of present unavailability of matching Federal 
funds for so-called ‘701” planning, and the likelihood that 
such funds would not be available to the Town for perhaps 
two years in the future, the Board recommends that the 
Town take full financial responsibility for the proposed plan- 
ning program. 


The Board approves of the renewed attempt, by the 
Chamber of Commerce to have created a service road South 
of Main Street between Walker and Shore Streets, and hopes 
that the Town Meeting will see the merit of this proposal. 
Its purpose is to provide access to the rear of the businesses 
South of Main Street, so that delivery trucks, and to some 
extent customers, may use this rear road and alleviate con- 
gestion on Main Street.

Little progress has been made on the small-scale Woods 
Hole study authorized in 1967, but at this writing, a coordi- 
nator is about to be engaged to head up a part-time “‘work- 
shop” of personnel from the various groups involved, it is 
hoped that 1968 will see a report and recommendations 
forthcoming.

Gentlemen: 


Enclosed herewith is the seventh Annual Report of the 
Department of Public Works. This report covers the oper- 
ations of the Department for the calendar year 1967. This 
Annual Report includes individual reports of the Director, 
Water and Sewer Division, Highway Division, Parks and 
School Grounds Maintenance Division, Forestry Division and 
Engineering section. 


During the year, Mr. Richard J. Fish was re-elected to a 
three year term as Commissioner of the Department of Public 
Works. 


Extensive work in all types of Public Works construction 
and maintenance was carried on during 1967. This work is 
listed in the various sections of the Annual Report. 


Major construction projects begun in 1967, but which will 
not be completed until 1968, are (1) new sixteen inch water 
line from Ter Heun Drive to the new water storage tank in 
Quissett, and (2) rebuilding, widening and resurfacing of 
Gifford Street, between Dillingham Avenue and Jones Road 
under the Chapter 90 program. 


1967 was the year that the Highway, Parks, and Forestry 
personnel moved into the new Department of Public Works 
garage off Gifford Street and adjacent to Goodwill Park. The 
new facilities are such an improvement over the old buildings 
that it is almost inconceivable. We are grateful to the people 
of Falmouth for this much needed facility. 


The Board of Public Works wishes to take this opportun- 
ity to thank the Board of Selectmen, the various heads of 
other Town Departments and Committees, and our Public 
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Works personnel and the good people of Falmouth, for the 
cooperation and assistance given us during the preceding year.

REPORT CF THE DIRECTOR by Nathan §S. Ellis 
To the Board of Commissioners of the Department of 
Public Works 


Gentlemen: 


The Annual Report of the operations of the Department 
for the year 1967 and on the general conditions of the works 
is respectfully submitted. 


Included as part of this report is a section on each of 
the Divisions of the Department. 


Highways — The report of the Highway Division appears 
in a separate section of this report. 


Extensive maintenance was continued on the various 
roads and sidewalks as in 1966. 


The reconstruction of sections of Acapesket Road, Queen 
Street and Quissett Avenue highlighted the Town’s road pro- 
gram. In addition, a good deal of work was done on Gifford 
Street preparatory to contracting for the road’s widening and 
relocation between Dillingham Avenue and Jones Road under 
the Chapter 90 program. 


Herring Rivers— The river outlet at so-called Trunk 
River still causes the Department considerable effort in keep- 
ing the outlet clear although added stone work by the Town 
Highway Division and modifications in the culvert outlet 
have decreased the problem. 


In general, the problem of river outlets becoming plugged 
during winter months is improved. 
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Bridges — Eel Pond Bridge at Woods Hole required ex- 
tensive work rebabbiting the large bearings of the operating 
shafts early in 1967. In addition to this work, a replacement 
sump pump, electric motor, and a new heater unit were 
installed in this draw bridge during the latter part of the 
year. 


Repairs to the Menauhant Road Bridge over Green Pond 
were delayed again pending the findings of a Bridge Study 
Committee appointed at the 1967 Annual Town Meeting. It 
is hoped that some action on this seriously deteriorated 
bridge will be taken at the Annual Town Meeting in 1968. 


The Menauhant Bridge over Bourne’s Pond will require 
replacement of the wooden bridge decking at least in part 
during 1968. This bridge appears to be structurally sound 
with the exception of a continuing problem requiring the 
replacement of the planking. 


During December of 1967, the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Works finally advertised for repairs to the Quaker 
Road Bridge at Old Silver Beach. This work is being done 
under the Chapter 90 Maintenance program and completion 
is expected in the spring of 1968. 


Drainage — 1967 was again a year of extensive drainage 
construction with approximately one mile of culvert being 
installed, in addition to thirty-two structures of various types. 


Three long standing drainage problems were corrected 
during 1967. These problems were at Pine Street in North 
Falmouth, Queen Street in Falmouth center and Menauhant 
Road near Emerson Road in Acapesket. 


Further progress was also made on the Town drainage 
map. Parts of this map should be usable by 1969. 


Garage Facilities — In September, the Forestry, Park and 
Highway Divisions began moving into the new garage facil- 
ities off Gifford Street, adjacent to Goodwill Park. 


By the end of 1967 all three of the Divisions were estab- 
lished in the new facilities although some material stock and 
other items are yet to be relocated. This material will be 
moved to the new site as time permits during the winter 
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months and, hopefully, the move will be complete in the 


spring of 1968. The entire move is being made with as little 
interruption of service as possible. 


This new facility is the nace wee improvement that ihe 
Department of Public Works could receive. The effects of 
this building on the Town’s equipment will be noticeable as 
it is now possible for us to maintain and repair the Town’s 
machinery in a much more satisfactory manner and to Keep 
all of the machines cleaner and better appearing. 


As of this writing, the Park’s Worthington mower, getty: 
Highway Division ees one of the Highway Division trucks 
and some of the smaller machines have been completely re- 
painted by the D.P.W. personnel. This type of maintenance 
which is done as a fill-in job, primarily on foul weather days, 
could not possibly have been done at the old shops. 


Snow & Ice Control— Twenty hired trucks, five Town 
trucks and the Town’s road grader constitute the snow plow- 
ing fleet of Falmouth. The plow attachments of all but three 
of the hired trucks are owned and maintained by the Town. 
This Town owned equipment that has been installed by the 
Town on private trucks involves an investment of approxi- 
mately $30,000. 


The Town also operates four automatic type street sand- 
ers of which two are of the modern hopper type. Three of 
these trucks also serve as plowing units. 


The practice of the Town is to plow and sand private, 
unaccepted Town roads as a convenience to those living on 
these streets and as a precaution in event of fire or ambulance 
need. 


Most of these streets are good, privately maintained, 
paved or unpaved roads and private only because the resi- 
dents wish it for reasons of privacy. Others of these private 
roads are narrow, rough, muddy or rocky trails on which the 
owners make no improvements and which are extremely diffi- 
cult to plow without damage to the truck or apparatus and 
often require special equipment. 


Sidewalk plowing during periods of heavy snowfall de- 
pends primarily upon three privately owned crawler type 
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sidewalk plows.. These three units, plus the walk-behind 
Gravely tractors of the Town’s Park Division, plow the ma- 
jority of the Town’s sidewalks. If the snow accumulation of 
any storm is too heavy for the walk-behind tractors, the 
Town forces are then almost completely dependent on the 
three private units. Under these circumstances, completion 
of the sidewalk plowing operation within a reasonable time 
is unlikely. 

The Department of Public Works is requesting funds for 
a sidewalk snowplow in the 1968 budget. 


Parks — The report of the Divisional Superintendent of 
the Park Division appears in a separate section of this report. 


The addition of more acreage of grass and shrubbery at 
the new Teaticket Elementary School during 1967 will again 
cause an increase in the operating budget of the Park 
Division. 

As will be noted in the 1968 Park Division budget, Park 
Maintenance and School Grounds Maintenance budgets are 
now about equal in annual costs. 


1967 ended the long drought. The almost constant rain 
during the warmer months caused a bumper year of grass 
and resulted in a heavy year of mowing. 


Forestry — The report of the Divisional Superintendent 
of the Forestry Division appears in a separate section of this 
report. 


Expansion of this Division’s tree nursery in the Town 
forest lands during 1967 make it possible for the Town to 
grow more of the shade trees used in the roadside tree plant- 
ing and other programs. 


Tree seedlings purchased at a greatly reduced rate over 
the cost of roadside tree “whips” can be allowed to mature 
in the Town’s nursery at a considerable saving to the Town. 


During the year, this Division transplanted a number of 
large trees of three or four inches in diameter to locations 
within the town where the beauty of these trees may be 
more fully appreciated. These transplantings required con- 
siderable labor in the balling of the roots and hoisting 
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machinery from the Highway Division to make the moves; 
however, the additional growth of these trees over the “whip” 
plantings makes the extra work worthwhile as the tree looks 
better immediately and is better able to stand the rigors of 
publicly congested areas. 


The Forestry Division continued its ‘release’ work in 
the Town forest areas and did considerable work maintaining 
and otherwise caring for our roadside trees. During 1967 this 
Division also aided the Highway and Water Divisions prima- 
rily in roadside clearing work. 


Engineering — The report of the head of the Engineering 
section appears in separate section of this report. 


As stated in the 1966 Annual Report, this section con- 
tinues to operate under-staffed with only two full time 
people who are supplemented at times by college students or 
laborers from the Highway Division. 


The Town of Barnstable, on the other hand, although 
admittedly somewhat larger than Falmouth, has a staff of 
five engineers in responsible grades and four additional men 
in the draftman, transitman or rodman category. I have 
been told by the head engineer of Barnstable that he con- 
Siders his department four men under-staffed and eventually 
hopes for a staff of nineteen. 


The wage scale of our young Grade I engineers begins 
at $1.78 an hour, and our reasonably skilled Grade II engi- 
neers begin at a rate of $1.87 an hour. In comparison, a 
laborer begins at $1.95 an hour and a temporary police patrol- 
man begins at $2.00 an hour. It is understandable why the 
Town is unable to attract qualified young men to fill the 
vacancies in our Engineering section. 


This lack of trained personnel within our organization 
necessitates that the Department perform only the barest 
essential engineering functions with outside engineering aid 
being required for much of our work. 


During 1967, grades for street and drainage construction, 
drainage studies, inspection of street and drainage construc- 
tion contracts, bounding of Town accepted roads, studies re- 
lated to the acceptance of new Streets and various work 
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relative to the needs of the Selectmen and other Boards and 
Committees of the Town, were included in the work of the 
Engineering section. 


Water — The report of the Divisional Superintendent of 
the Water and Sewer Division appears in a separate section 
of this report. 


Highlights of Water Division interest during 1967 follow. 


The long drought ended in 1967 and with the drought 
ending recovery of the ground water table and pond eleva- 
tions began. 


Construction began on a twelve inch water main in 
Carriage Shop Road as an extension to the system and a new 
sixteen inch water main to improve the system was con- 
tracted for to extend from Ter Heun Drive to the Quissett 
water tank. 


The search for additional water supplies (well sites for 
future use) has not as of this writing been completed but 
information so far received is very encouraging. 


As will be noted, the decline in the number of water 
services during 1966 continued into 1967. This, of course, indi- 
cates a Slowing of building construction at least temporarily. 


The decline in water service demand is not without its 
good side, however, as the Water Division during such 
periods is able to devote more time to much needed and 
very important work in the system. 
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HIGHWAY DIVISION, Manuel Pacheco, General Foreman 


During 1967, the routine highway maintenance work of 
the Department was continued with emphasis on sealcoating, 
drainage construction, reconstruction and-'re-surfacing of 
existing streets and new sidewalk construction. 


The demand for new street signs continued at a rapid 
pace, primarily due to an apparent increase in vandalism 
and accident caused sign damage. It is not unusual for a 
particular sign to be stolen or destroyed as many as four 
times in a year’s time. It is interesting to note that much of 
our vandalism problems seem now to occur between October 
and May. This is a noticeable change from a few years ago 
when almost all of our sign vandalism occurred during the 
large seasonal influx of tourists. 


During 1967 much of the effort of the Highway Division 
was spent on Chapter 90 New Construction work on Gifford 
Street, grading of newly accepted Edgewater Drive East at 
Seacoast Shores, rough grading the approach to the new 
D.P.W. garage on Gifford Street, and reconstruction of a 
section of Acapesket Road, including sidewalks. 


The practice of grading, graveling and penetrating newly 
accepted roads with bituminous asphalt was continued. As 
far as this Department is able to determine, all of the Town 
accepted roads in Falmouth that are in public use are now 
improved in this manner.

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FORESTRY DIVISION by Joseph Figuerido, W. Supt. 


FALMOUTH SHADE TREES 


Nineteen sixty-seven can be recorded as one of our best 
Shade tree growing years. Heavy summer rain brought water 
table levels back to normal and encouraged a dense, succulent 
growth to our street trees. This caused numerous requests 
for release work on blind corners, low branches and street 
light obstruction, which the Forestry Division complied with. 

Generally, wet seasons can be harmful; such conditions 
as food leaching from the soil, fungus disease of the crown 
and root system, and even tree mortality can be experienced 
when low water ditching areas suffocate the root system. 
This condition is known as “edma”. However, after two years 
of drought we can appreciate one damp season that con- 
tributed to fibrous root development where drainage is good. 


SPRAY PROGRAM 


Close adherance to established spraying policies were 
carried out. Four major spray applications were completed: 


1. Dormant spray for elm bark beetle (carrier of Dutch 
Elm disease) in April and May 


2. Fruiting tree species for tent caterpillar in May 


3. Elm leaf beetle spray in June and a second generation 
spray in July 


4. Japanese beetle and obnoxious weed spray during July 
and August 


(Several requests for ticks and hornets spray were also 
handled by this Division) 


WOOD TICKS 


The recent concern with wood ticks, the carrier of Rocky 
Mountain fever, has been followed with interest. A general 
meeting of all the Cape and Island Tree Wardens and health 
Officials was held this fall with concerned State and County 
Officials. Presently a study committee of State, County and 
local officials are exploring all possible approaches to reduce 
the tick population. Hopefully, a recommendation will be 
available in the near future.

Pertinent facts discussed: 

A. Public education: is of high priority. 

B. Personal inspection and sanitation by those exposed 
is recommended highly by State officials. 


C. Reduction of the meadow mouse population (the host 
of the wood tick), by burning, mowing, and plowing 
of overgrown grass fields and meadows which harbor 
the meadow mouse. 


D. DDT is highly effective but the State prohibits use 
of this insecticide by municipalities after May 1, 1968. 


E. Density of ticks is difficult for average laymen to 
recognize. 


F. Strong feeling for parasitic control by rearing in 
laboratory the predator, “the chalid fly’, that lays 
eggs and hatch in bodies of nymph ticks, thus killing 
pest. 


G. That the University of Massachusetts should under- 
take a major tick study program and report findings 
to the State Health Division. 


Falmouth’s tick problem has not been serious. Several 
tick requests were received and treated during 1967. 


DUTCH ELM DISEASE 


The perennial Dutch Elm problem continues to infiltrate 
most communities and reduce elm tree population. Presently 
there is no Known cure for Dutch Elm disease. 


There were nine confirmed Dutch Elm disease cases in 
the Township of Falmouth in 1967. Six of these were on 
private property and three on public ways. Less than one 
percent of our total elm population was effected. 


The usual legal notification and removal procedures were 
adhered to aS recommended by the State Department of 
Natural Resources. 


Pruning and sanitation can be relied on as the most 
successful method of deterring Dutch Elm disease. 


PLANTING PROGRAM 
Sixty-two assorted shade trees were planted along Fal- 
mouth streets during 1967. Major planting program centered 
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along Davis Straits and Dillingham. Also, many resident’s 
application for trees along streets were processed and planted 
where conditions were proper. Much of this year’s stock was 
grown at the Town Forest nursery. 


Department policy favors planting all ball and burlapped 
stock where possible. The advantages are numerous: 


1. Larger stock may be used. 

2. Guiding is unnecessary. 

3. Little or no watering is required. 

4. Shock to street condition is reduced. 


TOWN FOREST 
Approximately 20 acres of forest groves were thinned in 
1967. Good results were achieved because of excellent working 
weather conditions. 


The Town Forest nursery was expanded by one-quarter 
acre. Trees were felled and cleared, land was plowed, har- 
rowed, and planted with whips for future shade tree stock. 


A winter projected work plan has been drafted by our 
State Forester and this Division and will be implemented 
beginning this winter. 


General recommendations call for: 
1. Road improvements. 


2. Numbering systems of gates and roads to be recorded 
in a master map for better identification. 

3. Prepare fire loading ramps. 

4. Fire brake improvement and development. 

d. Progressive yearly release of ten acres of virgin forest 
in conjunction with Barnstable County Agriculture 
Conservation Program which involves a cost-sharing 
practice. 


In conclusion, there are many unclassified chores that 
must be met during the year. Such work inludes clearing low 
branches for school bus runs at the start of the school sea- 
son; culture work for laboratory analysis; constant scouting 
for pest infestation; fire checks; removing stumps below 
ground level with our stumper machine; repair to many 
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cavities and bruises caused by motor vehicle accidents or 
vandalism; checking routes and issuing permits for moving 
buildings; constant checking of new electric service installa- 
tions or new high voltage electric lines for Cape & Vineyard 
Electric Company. 


The Forestry Division has now completed its transition 
to the new Department of Public Works Building on Gifford 
Street. The new surroundings certainly have many new ad- 
vantages that should make for better centralized co-ordina- 
tion and production. 


PARK & SCHOOL GROUNDS MAINTENANCE 
by Newcomb Cassick, Supt. 


“Cold and wet” most aptly describes 1967. It is safe to say 
our long drought is finally ended. Though this is indeed most 
welcome, it did present problems to our Division. Much rain 
and just enough sun proved the right combination to make 
grass grow in abundance—so much so that we were forced to 
double our mowing schedule in 1967. Fortunately, our equip- 
ment breakdowns were kept to a reasonable minimum, al- 
though twice the maintenance work on machines was neces- 
sary Since they were in constant use. 


Normal care and maintenance was performed throughout 
the year on all parks and school grounds. Two noticeable 
additions were the paving of a large parking area at Fal- 
mouth Harbor Entrance Park and the installation of new 
seating benches there. The second addition is the new Tea- 
ticket Elementary School grounds to our general care and 
maintenance. The seven acres of landscaping around this 
school has been completed by the contractor in a satisfactory 
manner and we assumed responsibility and care of the 
grounds in July. 


The fourteen baseball diamonds under our care received 
much use whenever weather permitted. The general upswing 
of interest in baseball and softball is noticeable. This was a 
sport in which there was little or no interest three or four 
years ago in Falmouth. The groups behind this revived inter- 
est in baseball are to be commended for their persistence 
and vigor in this endeavor. 
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Moving day to our new Department of Public Works 
quarters on Gifford Street occurred in late fall. Our new 
facilities are, to say the least, a great improvement over the 
old. 


Our most popular park continues to be Goodwill Park. 
Again, Many organizations used it facilities and spacious 
grounds, despite inclement weather which prevailed during 
the season. Attendance at Goodwill this year was approxi- 
mately 40,000 people from all the states and a few foreign 
countries. We are pleased to report that no serious incidents 
occurred at the Park despite its use by thousands of visitors. 

In concluding, we would say that this has been a busy, 
constructive year, notwithstanding the obvious drawbacks of 
the rain which deluged us during most of the working season. 


WATER & SEWER DIVISION by John W. Hughes, Supt. 


Rainfall for the year totaled 48.69 inches, the highest 
Since 1961 when 48.89 inches were recorded. After four years 
of drought, Long Pond is making a good recovery, from a 
low of minus 30% in January, the gauge reads plus 934 at 
the end of the year. 


The increase in rainfall resulted in a considerable re- 
duction in the amount of water pumped, which amounted to 
620 miliion gallons for the year, a reduction of 75.3 million 
gallons from the previous year. The peak day also dropped 
to 3,758,600 gallons. 


As a result of the reduced consumption, total receipts 
dropped to $343,563.49, a decrease of $8,545.05. 


A total of 15,598 feet of new mains were installed, and 
of this total 9,104 feet were installed in subdivisions by the 
owners at no cost to the Town. A total of 23 new hydrants 
were installed, making a total of 1,026 now in use. 


New service installations dropped to 217, a reduction of 
140 from the previous year, and 38 services were renewed. 


_ The new Quissett Tank was painted and is in full service. 
The Woods Hole Tank was also painted. The condition of 
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this tank is questionable, and will no doubt need extensive 
repairs or replacement before many years. 


The 18 inch main from the Pumping Station to Palmer 
Avenue, which was installed in 1913, was cleaned and cement- 
lined. This restored the main to excellent condition and it 
will no doubt give many more years of service. - | 


As mentioned in previous reports we have attempted to 
obtain easements over private property for the feeder main 
from Pumping Station Road to the new Quissett Tank. Since 
after two years we have been unable to obtain easements, it 
was decided to install the main in existing roadways—Palmer 
Avenue, Locust Street and Woods Hole Road. Contract for 
the first section, Pumping Station Road to Ter Heun Drive, 
was awarded to the low bidder, Charles O. Lapre, early in 
the year and completed by late spring. The contract for the 
balance of the project was awarded in December to the low 
bidder, Powers Contracting Corporation, and they plan to 
start work after the first of the year. 


Several of the water main projects approved by. the 
Town Meeting have not materialized since the petitioners 
have not indicated they would sign the required guaranty. 
Contract for two projects, Carriage Shop Road and Route 
28A, North Falmouth, was awarded to the low bidder, Dona- 
hue & Flaherty, Inc., in December and work was started late 
in the month. Providing the weather is favorable these pro- 
jects should be completed by early spring. 


Under Article 46, which was approved and $10,000.00 ap- 
propriated to explore for additional water supplies, Whitman 
& Howard, Engineers, were engaged to conduct the survey. 
Specifications for test wells were prepared and a contract 
was awarded to the low bidder, D. L. Maher Company. Sev- 
eral areas were explored with 244” wells and samples taken 
for chemical analysis; however, because of the limitation of 
funds, only one area was tested with an 8” well and the 
usual seven-day pumping test. Preliminary reports indicate 
there is water of good quality available in the areas tested 
and when the results have been evaluated and the final re- 
port received these areas should be reserved for water supply 
purposes for use in the future. It would also be desirable to 
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conduct further tests with 8” wells and seven-day pumping 
tests. We are no doubt all aware that we must seek the water 
supply of the future now while there are areas available for 
this purpose. 


Four new connections were made to the Woods Hole 
Sewer System, making a total of 128 connections. Receipts 
for the year amounted to $7,516.05. A contract awarded last 
year to J. F. McDermott Company, Inc. for cleaning sewer 
mains was completed and the system is in good condition 
with the exception of a few trouble spots.

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Report of the Sewer Study Committee 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


In the Annual Report of 1966, the Department of 
Public Works reported that interest-free loan was being ap- 
plied for under Public Law 560, Section 702, to prepare pre- 
liminary plans for a proposed sewerage system for the Town 
of Falmouth. 


This application was completed and received the ap- 
proval and endorsement of the Cape Cod Planning and 
Economic Development Commission on February 24, 1967. 

The application was then sent to the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Water Resources Commission. On June 1, 1967 
we were informed by the Director of the Commission that his 
agency endorses the Town’s application to the Federal De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Development for an advance 
planning loan. 


On June 8, 1967 the application was officially submitted 
on behalf of the Town to the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development at their New York office. 

On July 20th we received notice from the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, through their Assistant 
Regional Administrator of Metropolitan Development, that 
the Town’s application had been received and designated as 
P-Mass-3390. 

On August 8, 1967 we received a second letter from the 
same office of the Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment which stated, ‘‘Eligibility is limited to those sewer 
and water projects which are part of a program for a unified 
or officially coordinated area-wide system facilities, which 
is consistent with an area-wide comprehensive plan. The 
Cape Cod Planning and Economic Development Commission 
has a program under way for the completion of needed and 
additional elements of a continuing regional planning pro- 
grams; however, you did not provide any evidence that the 
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Town of Falmouth has local comprehensive planning, either 
completed or underway. Unless such evidence is presented, 
we will have to disapprove your application as being in- 
eligible”’. 

Efforts have been made through the offices of Senators 
Edward M. Kennedy and Edward W. Brooke and Congress- 
man Hastings Keith to aid the Town in this matter. Each of 
our Senators and Congressman attempted to help the Town 
but the application moved no further. 


As a result of a joint meeting of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works and the Sewer Study Committee held on November 
9, 1967, it was decided to attempt to cause the Town’s pro- 
posed study to proceed in one of two ways: 

(1) To ask if the Town wished to proceed with a con- 

tinuing local comprehensive plan. 

If the Town does wish to proceed with such a plan, 
one of the effects will be to again cause the Town to 
be eligible for sewer planning funds under Public 
Law 560. 

(2) To ask the Town to appropriate the necessary funds 
to proceed with the sewer study without Federal 
assistance. 

Both the above questions are before the Annual Town 

Meeting in March. 

The 1968 Annual Town Meeting will therefore determine 
the next steps to be taken regarding a proposed new sewer 
study for Falmouth.

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Report of the Falmouth 
Police Station Building Needs Commies 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


This Committee was established in 1967 for the purpose 
of determining the needs of the Falmouth Police Depart- 
ment and the selection of an architect to design a new and 
more adequate police facility. 

A thorough study of the present station resulted in the 
following conclusions: 

a. The present structure is much too small to 
accommodate the force. 

b. There is a definite lack of proper facilities 
for effective law enforcement. 

Meetings were then scheduled with numerous architects. 
Each was interviewed carefully, and after conscientious de- 
liberation, it was unanimously voted to engage the firm of 
Hughes and MacCarthy, Architects and Engineers of Natick, 
Mass. to design a new police station. 

The architect has submitted a series of varied floor plans 
and exterior designs. Each has been carefully reviewed and 
either revised or rejected as the Committee deemed advisable. 

A brochure has been prepared which reflects a more de- 
tailed description of the department needs and fully outlines 
the assets of the proposed building. This brochure will be 
distributed at the 1968 Town Meeting when the schematics 
of the floor plans and exterior elevation are presented for 
consideration. 

This Committee feels that a vital need does exist and 
sincerely recommends approval of the proposed building by 
the Town Meeting members.

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Report of the Recreation Committee 


To: Board of Selectmen 


The following is the annual report of the Recreation 
Committee of the Town of Falmouth. 


The seven man Committee which was created by the 
action of the Annual Town Meeting of 1966 was appointed 
to serve until the annual election of 1967 at which time all 
members were to be elected. The following people were 
elected: Mr. John DeMello, Mr. Eugene Phillips, Mrs. John 
J. Farrell, for three years, Mr. Robert Griffin, Mr. Edward 
Martin, for two years, and Mrs. William Metcalf and Mr. 
George Creighton, for one year. Mr. Creighton is the Chair- 
man and Mrs. Farrell is the secretary. 


The Recreation Committee supervises activity at the 
Recreation Building carried on under the direction of Mr. 
Augustus Canty. The Recreation Building serves as a center 
for club activities for youth, for adult organization meet- 
ings, for fencing, pool, ping pong, winter and spring basket- 
ball, and for physical fitness programs for girls, women, and 
men. The building is also used for dances, auctions, fairs, 
scouting programs, and for the Child Study Club pre-school 
sessions twice a week. All programs are working well and 
activities at the Recreation Building make good use of its 
facilities. ‘ 

During the past year many physical changes have been 
made inside and outside of the building. The floor in the 
main hall was repaired and refinished, the soda bar was 
removed in the lobby, rooms #1 & #2 were painted, a new 
pole holding the spot lights was installed and a split rail 
fence was placed around the front of the building. Rose 
bushes have been donated and they will be planted in the 
center of each section of the fence in the spring. 


The Little League had seven teams during the first half 
and eight teams during the second half. Each team in the 
league played two games a week. The Hornet club, under 
the management of Nathan Ellis, III won both halves, thus 
eliminating a playoff for the championship. A Falmouth all- 
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star team, under Mr. Ellis and Mr. Holcomb, was entered in 
the All Cape Conference and for the second year in succession 
it won the Cape Championship. 


The minor league was forced to expand to ten teams 
from seven because of the number of boys who reported for 
the program. Two additional teams were added in the Tea- 
ticket area and an additional team was added in the West - 
North Falmouth area. 


Plans to increase the number of teams in the little league 
have been completed and two additional teams will be added, 
making a total of ten teams. 


After a years layoff, the Babe Ruth league was activated 
and it contained five teams, each team played two games a 
week. Boys were assigned to teams from a central pool 
rather than by neighborhoods as they were in the past. The 
championship was won by the Falmouth Heights Yanks, un- 
der the management of Mr. John Balfe. 


The Recreation Committee wishes to express its deep 
appreciation to the managers of all of the teams without 
whose help, these programs could not have been held. These 
men have contributed greatly of their time and Knowledge 
during a long season. 


In the adult division the Falmouth Commodores was the 
Town’s entry into the Cape Cod Baseball League. They had 
a very successful season winning the Upper Cape Cod Divi- 
sion for the second consecutive year. This Division includes 
Wareham, Bourne, Barnstable, and Falmouth. Falmouth lost 
to the lower division winner, Chatham, in the play offs. 


The Recreation Committee also aided the Men’s Softball 
League. The League in 1967 was composed of eight teams 
with 20 men per team. There were eight sponsors. Each 
team had a schedule of 24 games. 


The regular morning sessions were conducted each Satur- 
day during the basketball season, at the East Falmouth, North 
Falmouth and High Schools. Games were played at each 
session. In addition, a 7th & 8th grade program was conduc- 
ted on Saturday mornings at the Intermediate School. 


A senior league was held on Monday evenings at the 
recreation building for boys of high school age who were not 
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involved in the varsity or junior varsity program at the 
school. Regularly scheduled games were played each week. 


The Recreation Committee had an entry into the Cape 
Cod Amateur Basketball League which has eight teams. We 
had fifteen men on the team with a 20 game schedule. 


The summer program was continued again this past sum- 
mer under the direction of Mr. William Livesey of the Uni- 
versity of Maine Department of Athletics with five assistants. 
The program ran for eight weeks covering five areas of the 
town — Woods Hole, North Falmouth, High School field, East 
Falmouth and Teaticket, rotating with two instructors cover- 
ing each area. The school department cooperated whole- 
heartedly and we used various school gyms throughout the 
town which proved a tremendous asset to the program be- 
cause of the bad weather. 


The age group that was involved was 7-15 years old. In 
a week, using the average attendance figure for each play- 
ground and adding the figures together, there was involved 
in the program about 156 different children. The attendance 
figure for a week, counting the several days we spent at each 
field, would be about 360 boys and girls. 


A much stronger tennis program was used this past 
summer. It has been suggested by the Director to hire two 
instructors for tennis this coming year. There is enough 
demand at all the town courts to keep them busy. The addi- 
tion of the two new courts at the East Falmouth School was 
completed and will help with our summer program there as 
well as provide a good recreational facility in that area of 
town. 


Outside competition was arranged with the Falmouth 
Heights Association and the SAVE Program. More emphasis 
will be placed in this area in our planning for this coming 
summer as well as the area of field trips. 


The Falmouth Town Band Committee held Band Con- 
certs under the direction of Mr. John Pandolfi on eight Thurs- 
day evenings during the summer. The concerts were well 
received by audiences estimated at between 1,000 and 1,500 
people. Mr. Ray Hall again served as the announcer. The 
band is comprised of some 35 musicians, about half of whom 
are year-round Falmouth residents. 
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The Saturday morning soccer program expanded greatly 
this year with much enthusiasm from the children as well 
as the parents watching. Total number of children playing 
in the six areas of town was 214. We had three instructors. 

In conjunction with the Falmouth Figure Skating Club, 
the Recreation Committee started a beginner figure skating 
program from 12-1 on Sundays at the Falmouth SkKating 
Rink. It has been a huge success with 300 plus children and 
adults signed up for instruction by the professional Marc 
Nelson. Another hour of ice time on Mondays 3:45 - 4:45 is 
provided for those who are more advanced skaters. 


Falmouth Youth Hockey League expanded to a full two 
division league with four teams in each division this year 
with a regular twelve game schedule in the Pee Wee and 
Bantam age group. Regular practice sessions for each team 
each week in addition to the games played on Wednesday 
evenings and Saturday mornings were conducted during the 
winter of 1967. Schedule changes for 1968 season allow for 
all games to be played on Saturday mornings. One-hundred 
and ten players are fully uniformed and equipped and an 
additional twenty youngsters are enjoying the early Satur- 
day morning beginners group. 

Arrangements are made for some out of town groups to 
play against selected Falmouth Youth Teams in order to 
insure that the calibre of Falmouth hockey is up to date. 
Some out of town trips on a home and home basis are also 
planned. Fifteen hours per week of supervised ice hockey in 
practice or game format is made possible for the youth of 
Falmouth during the season November through March. 


The Recreation Committee has attempted to formulate 
programs which will benefit all the people of Falmouth and 
will continue to do So.

On April 18, 1967 a notice was sent to all tenants, also 
posted in the local papers, that the Authority has set May 31, 
1967 as a limited date for preference (re: Section 26NN, Para- 
graph E), to potential buyers of the 48 dwellings on Amvets’ 
Avenue and two on Gifford Street. The offering for sale is 
in accordance with Section 26NN of the Housing Authority 
Laws, Chapter 121. 


The sale of the first house was recorded on July 14, 1967 
and the sale of the fiftieth house on December 21, 1967. The 
sum of $404,000. has been turned over to the Treasurer of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts to be held in escrow for 
the retirement of the outstanding Bonds. 


Two small parcels of land were given to the Town of 
Falmouth to be used by the Department of Public Works for 
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drainage purposes and one large parcel was given to the 
Town of Falmouth Department of Conservation. 


The electric service line and exterior equipment were 
sold to the Cape & Vineyard Electric Company for $968.00, 
which was also forwarded to the Treasurer of the Common- 
wealth. 


The dissolution of the project will take place some time 
in February or March. 


Homes for the Elderly 


All apartments are occupied at both the Mayflower and 
Salt Sea Homes for the Elderly and approximately forty ap- 
plicants are waiting for openings. 


The Authority wishes to state that there is a pressing 
need at this time for more Housing for the Elderly of low 
income. During 1967 there were four vacancies, which is one 
more than the average of the last several years.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


To the Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The following is my report for the period commencing 
October 1, 1966, through December 31, 1967, of the claims and 
suits against the Town of Falmouth containing the suits 
which have been disposed of up to the date of this report and 
those cases which remain pending with their present status. 


William G. Hawkins and Annette Hawkins vs. 
Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #27392 and #27867 


Both of these cases involve land takings and were settled 
on their trial date after discussion and approval by the Se- 
lectmen in the following amounts. For land taking on the 
widening of Brick Kiln Road, $500. The second case involved 
land taking for a water outlet on Brick Kiln Road and was 
settled in the amount of $300. 


| John F. Ferreira, Jr., vs. Town of Falmouth 


This matter involved the taking on Spring Bars Road by 
the 1964 Town Meeting and was settled in the amount of $300. 


Edison R. Edwards vs. Town of Falmouth 


This matter involved damages sustained due to a defect 
in the way in Hatchville. Examination by Mr. Nathan Ellis 
of the Department of Public Works indicated an actual defect 
in the way and the claim was settled in the amount of $89.77. 


All of the above claims were paid out of the appropria- 
tion for claims and suits and totaled $889.77. The appropria- 
tion for this department was $3,500, and at the year’s end 
there was a balance of $2,610.23. 
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Nathaniel A. Denman vs. Granville Beale, et al 
Circuit Court of Appeals #6974 


This matter was finally disposed of by the Circuit Court 
of Appeals and involved an action under the Civil Rights Act 
of 1873. The Federal District Court dismissed the action and 
an appeal was taken to the Circuit Court of Appeals where 
the action was finally dismissed. Total amount expended in- 
cluding appearances and briefs was $500. 


Frank Gallagher et al vs. Town of Falmouth 
Supreme Judicial Court #6899 


This matter was finally disposed of in favor of the peti- 
tioner. An appeal was filed on behalf of the Town by John H. 
Fletcher Calver, Esquire, at a cost of $750. 


John H. Fish vs. Board of Appeals, et al 
Barnstable Superior Court #28546 


This matter was heard in the Suffolk Superior Court and 
decided in favor of the Board of Appeals. The Town was rep- 
resented by Tilden and DeWitt and a total of $1,500, was ex- 
pended. A final decree is pending. 


Town of Falmouth vs. the Estate of Thomas Richards 
Barnstable Superior Court #28757 


This was an action to enforce a welfare lien against the 
property left in the estate. The Town prevailed and the Court 
ordered the property sold at public auction from which the 
Town is to receive the proceeds that exceed the statutory de- 
duction of $1,500. This sale is scheduled to take place in 
March 1968. Cost of the trial was $150. 


Theodore H. Benttinen vs. Board of Appeals 
Barnstable Superior Court #28964 


This matter was tried in the Superior Court before Judge 
Vallely who reversed the action of the Board of Appeals. Total 
cost to the Town for defense of this matter was $250. 


John C. Hawley vs. Board of Appeals 
Barnstable Superior Court. #28870 
This action was withdrawn by the petitioner in mid-trial 
before Judge Vallely. The total cost to the Town for defense 
of this case was $150. 
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C. Stuart Robertson, et al vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #28639 


This case involved a zoning matter. There were hearings 
both in Boston and in Barnstable and the matter was finally 
disposed of by a consent decree in which the number of motel 
units allowed was reduced. Total cost to the Town was $500. 


All the above represent court actions which have been 
completed with the total cost to the Town indicated. The fol- 
lowing actions are pending at this time. 


Robert N. Holloway vs. Town of Falmouth 
U. S. District Court #66-732-C 


This is a tort action in the Federal District Court. The 
ad damnum is $50,000, and the petitioner alleges that certain 
excavations on Gifford Street made by the Water Depart- 
ment caused him to leave the road, strike a tree and severely 
injure himself. 


Orrin L. Taylor, Administrator, vs. 
Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #29295 


This is a tort claim for death resulting when the Plain- 
tiff’s intestate struck a police car at the scene of a fire. Ad 
damnum in this case is $100,000. The matter is pending in the 
Barnstable Superior Court. 


Edward G. Perry vs. Geoffrey G. Whitney, et al 
Barnstable Superior Court #28813 


This is an action against the Planning Board. This mat- 
ter was heard in the Barnstable Superior Court, however no 
decision was made by the presiding judge and he referred it 
to the next session of the Superior Court. 


Chapman Waterproofing Co., vs. Loranger Const. Co., 
and the Town of Falmouth 
Middlesex Superior Court #28060 


This matter involves extra compensation for school con- 
struction and was heard at the American Arbitration Associa- 
tion. As yet no decision has been received. 
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Allen W. Clowes, et al, vs. the Board of Appeals 
Barnstable Superior Court #29270 


This was heard in the January 1968, jury waived session 
and involves an accessory use granted by the Board of Ap- 
peals. To date no decision has been received. 


Ida Mae Wood vs. Town of Falmouth and the 
Board of Selectmen 
Barnstable Superior Court 


This matter was heard in January 1968, jury waived, 
and the Court referred it to the Falmouth Board of Appeals 
for further hearing. 


Irwin M. Golden vs. John DeMello, Jr., et als 
Selectmen of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #29548 


This is an equity action in the Barnstable Superior Court 
appealing a decision of the Board of Selectmen denying per- 
mission to excavate in tide marsh area. 


Nathaniel A. Denman vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court 


This is an equity action in the Barnstable Superior Court 


appealing the decision of the Board of Appeals in the petition 
of the Congregational Church. 


Ruth Pierce vs. Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #29461 


This is an action on a street defect and is pending in the 
Barnstable Superior Court. 


Tower Motel, Inc., vs. William T. Munson, et al 
Barnstable Superior Court #29655 
This is an equity action in the Barnstable Superior Court 


appealing a decision of the Board of Selectmen denying addi- 
tional motel units. 


CONCLUSION: 


In addition to the above matters, the Law Department » 
has many conferences, written opinions, appearances before 
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administrative boards all of which are itemized in billings 
to the Town which are on file in the Town Accountant’s of- 
fice. 


Total cost to the Law Department in 1967 amounted to 
$14,286.50, leaving a present balance of $713.50. Included in 
this budget are all costs for printing, disbursements, supplies, 
etc.

Work of the Finance Committee was accomplished this 
year in 33 meetings with aggregate attendance of 330, as 
well as many subcommittee meetings with the heads of 
departments. 


This year, the town’s business was accomplished in 4 
Town Meetings, April 26th — Vote on the Vocational School, 
July 6th and October 4th, to approve a higher Welfare bud- 
get and of course our regular Town Meeting on March 6th. 


The Finance Committee sponsored two articles, Central- 
ized Purchasing, which was turned down by Town Meeting 
and private contracting for the operation of the Town Dump. 


The Department of Public Works and the Police Depart- 
ment are cooperating with the Finance Committee in adver- 
tising for bids on equipment recommended by the Finance 
Committee before Town Meeting in hopes that the budget 
will have firm prices instead of estimates. 


The Finance Committee has in mind for future reference:

The Town is now in a fair position to borrow more money 
with a balance authorized within limitation of $1,600,313.00 
and with a free cash amount of $502,772.08 in available funds.

Report of the Insurance Committee 


In 1967 your Committee approved a budget of $58,600 
on the Town’s General Insurance which we feel is a moderate 
increase when you consider the growth of our Town in both 
the number of employees and the new buildings that have 
been constructed. 

To make a comparison — Back in 1963 the Town spent 
$52,400 on General Insurance, and while this budget has 
increased to $58,600, the Town has received the following 
benefits for this additional $4,200 over what was spent 4 years 
ago: 

1. Total Insurance in force on buildings and contents has 
been increased by $2,890,650 due largely to the construc- 
tion of the following: 

Intermediate School North Falmouth School 
Town Hall North Falmouth Library 
Main Library Addition Quissett Water Tower 

2. Blanket Insurance is now written on both buildings and 
contents and all buildings are written on a replacement 
cost basis (no depreciation in the event of a loss). 

3. Auto Liability coverage is now written on all Police and 
Fire vehicles (we were formerly without this important 
protection). 

4. Collision Insurance is now in force on all Police vehicles 
and high valued fire apparatus. Here again we did not 
have this protection in the past. 

5. We have greatly increased the General Liability limits 
on all Town property in the event of suit from Bodily 
Injury claims. 

6. Since 1963, the payroll for the Town (which is the basis 
for premium charge on Workmen’s Compensation) has 
increased by $578,760. 

While we strongly believe that the Town has been receiv- 
ing the best possible protection for the lowest possible pre- 
mium, we feel that because of the continued growth in our 
Town, we are going to be faced with large increases in this 
overall insurance budget. Therefore, your Committee is look- 
ing into the possibility of putting our Insurance program out 
on a bid basis, weighing the advantages and disadvantages, 
if any.

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Report of the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard 
and Nantucket Steamship Authority 


By Falmouth Member, James H. Smith 


To the Selectmen: 


This is my 6th year as your member on the Woods Hole, 
Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship Authority and 
once again it is my pleasure to submit a favorable report on 
the line’s operation. 


Although 1967 weather conditions were such that there 
was a decrease in the number of passengers, and there was 
an increase in expenditures during the year, net income for 
1967 was $55,475.72. This marks the fifth consecutive year 
that the Authority has been operated so that the taxpayers 
of Falmouth were spared a tax assessment which is required 
by law in the case of a deficit. 


Among the highlights of construction and improvement 
projects in 1967 were the completion of the re-built Oak 
Bluffs terminal, and the beginning of construction of a new 
ferry slip on the south side of the Woods Hole terminal. 
Accompanying the latter was the start of work on a new 
transfer shed at Woods Hole and the renovation and improve- 
ment of the terminal building to accommodate reservations 
office, an enlarged passenger waiting room and modern main- 
tenance shops. These projects total more than a half-million 
dollars. 


The Authority also acquired the use of a Strip of land 
adjoining its property for parking purposes, which helped 
alleviate parking and traffic congestion. Its effectiveness is 
attested to by the laudatory comments of town officials in 
referring to improved traffic flow in the area this past season. 


I think it noteworthy to point out that the line’s payroll 
continues to be a significant factor in the Falmouth economy. 
During 1967, a total of $397,987.61 was paid in payroll earn- 
ings to a total of 99 Falmouth employees; about half of 
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whom were employed year ’round. This represented more 
than one-third of a million dollars spread over a 12-month 
period in the town. 


The improved service schedules initiated during 1966 
were continued this past year. In 1968, the line plans to 
operate under comparable schedules and wherever possible 
improve upon the sailing schedules and service, in port and 
abroad. 


- Authority members met at least once each month during 
1967, and oftener when the business of the line required. 
There should be no change in this dedication during the 
coming year. 


In closing, I want to express my personal sorrow in losing 
a good friend this past year, Frank B. Look, who served so 
many years as the line’s general manager. As your town 
representative, I know you all join me in pledging your co- 
operation to our new General Manager, John J. McCue of 
Falmouth. 


And, with your continued cooperation, I, too, shall en- 
deavor to serve you to the best of my ability during the year 
1968.

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Report of the School Committee 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


Your School Committee has had a busy year. It held 
forty-two meetings — twelve regular and thirty-two special. 
The Committee has also been represented at all area and 
State School Committee Association meetings. Committee 
members have also served, of course, as members of your 
School Building Needs Committee. 


Seventeen of the School Committee’s meetings were with 
the Negotiating Committee of the Falmouth Educators As- 
sociation. This organization had been selected by the pro- 
fessional staff as their representative under provision of 
section 1781 of Chapter 149 of the General Laws. Your Com- 
mittee undertook to negotiate directly on its own, without 
professional intermediary. The negotiations resulted in the 
Signing of a contract, October 10, 1967, testifying to certain 
agreements between the parties; and on January 9, 1968, in 
the adoption of a new salary schedule for teachers and school 
administrators. 


Your Committee has also worked over policies and 
schedules pertaining to the non-professional staff — particu- 
larly custodial and maintenance employees. 


In addition to performing a multitude of routine tasks, 
your Committee has held formal and informal hearings, re- 
viewed the administrative recommendations and adopted 
policies concerning the following: 


1. Reorganization of central administrative operations, in- 
cluding new assignments and job descriptions for super- 
intendent of schools, an assistant superintendent for 
instruction, and a business manager. 


2. Consolidation of the Mullen and Hall Schools under a 
single principalship. 


3. Establishment of an Administrative Center at the Old 
Teaticket School. 
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4. Setting of new school district boundaries for all schools 
at time of opening of the new Teaticket School. 


5. Transportation policies. 
6. Lunch room operations. 


7. Adoption of new curricula —as suggested in report of 
Superintendent — including an experimental program 
in alcohol education. 


8. Approving Federal project applications and adminis- 
tration. 


9. Assignments of staff. 


10. Appointment of forty-nine new teachers and election of 
eight-eight others who were not on tenure. 


11. Appointment of twenty-three non-professional em- 
ployees. 


12. Preparation of the 1968 budget. 


In preparing the budget, the Committee held consulta- 
tion with principals and staff at each of the schools and with 
each program director. 


During the year, your Committee was given custody of 
the new Teaticket School. This new 22-classroom replace- 
ment for the old 8-room school brings together at last all 
the elementary school children in the Teaticket district. For 
several years they had been assigned to different schools. 
Overcrowding in all elementary schools has thus been re- 
lieved, and the number of pupils assigned to each teacher, 
reduced. All the children in Falmouth have benefited. 


The most pressing building needs are now in the high 
school. Trying to fit twelve-hundred pupils into a school for 
nine-hundred fifty affects not only to the quality of educa- 
tion, but subtly also attitudes about order and discipline. 


There is no question that more space and more ade- 
quate facilities are needed. The questions are (1) how much 
more; (2) whether what is wanted can be secured on the 
present high school site; (3) whether some alternative solu- 
tion may be more educationally sound or, in the long view, 
more economical. 
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‘These are questions which the consultants, Englehardt, 
Englehardt, and Leggett, have been asked by the School Build- 
ing Needs Committee to explore with the community.

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Report of the School Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The new Teaticket Elementary School, having been com- 
pleted on schedule, was turned over by this Committee to 
the School Committee in September. Appropriate dedication 
exercises were held Sunday, October 1, 1967. 


The Committee has continued its study of the high school 
building problem. It has conferred with the School Commit- 
tee, received educational specifications from the superintend- 
ent of schools, and met with William A. Black, Chief School 
Building Specialist of the State Department of Education, 
School Building Assistance Commission. 


The questions still to be answered are many and complex. 
To provide a basis for some answers, the Committee has en- 
gaged the firm of Educational Consultants, Englehardt, Engle- 
hardt, and Leggett, to carry out a study which will include 
the following: 


1. Develop, in consultation with Committee, staff, and 
others, a comprehensive secondary school program for Fal- 
mouth, taking into account emerging trends in education, 
the pertinent regulations of the State Board, the affects of 
the Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational School, and what- 
ever may be discerned about the special educational needs 
of Falmouth. 


2. Delineate the number, size, and relationships between 
rooms and supporting facilities necessary for containing such 
a program, taking into account the projected numbers of 
pupils. 


3. With reference to these requirements, analyze the 
Lawrence High School building and site (including Fuller 
Field), recommending necessary additions, alterations, or 
changes, and provide construction cost estimates. 


4. Explore and make recommendations concerning al- 
ternative possibilities, including but not thereby limiting to: 
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reprogramming; reassignment of grades to different build- 
ings; construction of additional elementary school plant; 
construction of new secondary school plant on new site or 
sites; and provide construction cost estimates for the several 
alternative proposals, and recommendations as to appropriate 
sites. 


5. Make such examination of the elementary and Inter- 
mediate Schools as may be necessary to support any recom- 
mendations concerning their adaptability. 


6. Provide a complete report with illustrations of salient 
features including charts, maps, diagrams, etc.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Town of Falmouth School Committee 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


In this, my sixteenth annual report to you as superin- 
tendent of schools, I give you the reports, as they have 
come to me, of the principals of schools and directors of 
departments. 


I hope you may be reassured by the reports that the 
traditional tasks of the schools, the teaching of the skills of 
learning, including the 3 R’s, are not neglected; rather they 
are enlivened and informed by the application of the findings 
of research about learning, the use of better technology and 
equipment, and the availability of more bountiful resources 
of knowledge. I hope that your experiences of the schools are 
persuasive as the words of the reports that the schools, in 
spite of growing enrollments, are indeed concerned with each 
individual child; are flexible enough to meet him at the level 
of his need, and challenging enough to stimulate him to self- 
constructive response. I hope there may be detected a desire 
to make the schools interesting — full of the excitement, the 
action, and the fun of learning. And finally, I hope. there 
may be apparent a sensitivity to the social problems of our 
time, as evidenced by effort to make some contribution to 
their solution far beyond a concern for the traditional 3 R’s. 


I think there is among the school staff optimism that 
these conditions do in fact prevail. If the feelings are. justi- 
fied, it is a tribute to your own receptivity, your willingness 
to take the trouble to be informed, your encouragement and 
advocacy. 

I would summarize some of the evidence: 


1. The Ocean Education Center project, now in its sec- 
ond year under a Federal Title III grant, training teachers 
and developing new materials and methods for teaching sci- 
ences through the study of the oceans. 
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2. The exciting elementary science “Discovery” program 
developed by the school staff under direction of Mrs. John 
Waters, designed to arouse curiosity and stimulate the learn- 
ing and application of the skills and attitudes of science. 


3. The application to the teaching of the social studies 
of some of the innovative methods and materials developed 
by such agencies as the Center for Learning at Wellesley. 


4. The experiment in alcohol education conducted by 
our staff under Assistant Superintendent Olenick, in consul- 
tation with parents and pupils and the resource persons from 
the State Department of Alcohol Education. 


5. The development of a more comprehensive health 
education curriculum for all grade levels on the pattern of 
the above experiment. 


6. The expansion of the developmental and remedial 
reading program by increasing the number of reading spe- 
cialists, and by taking advantage of the services of the Fed- 
erally-aided Regional Multi-Service Reading Center, which 
is under the Town of Bourne Public Schools. 


7. The addition of a mobile laboratory equipped with 
all necessary materials and machines for treatment of hear- 
ing and speech defects. 


8. The provision, under a Title I grant, of expanded 
psychological and social services in support of instruction 
of certain deprived children. 


9. The marvelously equipped library and multi media 
teaching center, through bounty again of special Federal 
grant; and the expansion of the library programs in the 
elementary schools, as indicated by the plans to have full- 
time instead of part-time librarians in the elementary schools. 


10. The program at East Falmouth of having older chil- 
dren teach younger children to the benefit of both, thus 
applying some insights confirmed by our experiences in our 
Head Start and Save projects. 


11. The program, under leadership of the Falmouth His- 
torical Society, to acquaint fifth graders with the history of 
their town; and especially the bringing together for this 
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purpose of the resources of three local educational agencies: 
the Falmouth Historical Society, the Falmouth Public Li- 
brary, and the Falmouth Public Schools. 


12. The adventure in early childhood education, which 
is called Head Start. 


13. The SAVE (Summer-Aide Volunteer Education) pro- 
gram conducted as a pilot project by the local schools and 
funded by the Barnstable County Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity, involving boys and girls, aged 10-16, in a program of 
learning through community service. 


14. The extensive use of all school buildings during the 
summer: the Intermediate School, by the Institute for De- 
fense Analysis; the Mullen School by the Remedial Reading 
Clinic; the East Falmouth School by Camp Happy for re- 
tarded children and by the Ocean Education Center teacher 
training project; the Hall School, by the multi-media learn- 
ing center; the Lawrence High School, by the Falmouth 
Public Schools Summer School; the Woods Hole School, by 
the Woods Hole Children’s School of Science; the Teaticket 
School by the Summer Head Start Program.

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ANNUAL REPORT FROM LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL 
Russell B. Marshall, Principal 


Our major problem this past year, 1966-1967, has been 
increased enrollment. In the past fourteen years we have 
grown from an enrollment of 681 pupils in 1953 to an enroll- 
ment of 1104 in June, 1967, and a membership in June of 1036. 


This past summer we made some provisions to provide 
more classroom space to take care of our estimated enroll- 
ment of 1113 pupils in September. We put in a temporary 
wall dividing our study hall (Room 202) into two classrooms. 
This will solve part of our problem. Our study groups must 
meet in the auditorium for study. This area is not at all 
satisfactory, but at the moment seems to be our only solution. 


This year our programming, attendance reporting and 
testing services will be done by New England Educational 
Data Systems. We had much to learn from our preliminary 
experience in setting up the program. We are, however, 
pleased at the way the program was developed and the in- 
formation that will be provided us. It is a forward step. 


Graduation 

This year graduation exercises were held outdoors for the 
first time, and were held on a Sunday afternoon. About 1600 
people attended. We had arranged seating for 1420, so that all 
persons seated could have an unobstructed view of the exer- 
cises. I received favorable reactions to this new setting. 


American Field Service 

Our fourth foreign student, Cetin Gulovali, graduated 
in June as one of a class of 221. Cetin has now returned to 
his home in Turkey. Miss Margaret Metcalf, a member of 
the Class of 1968, was selected as an A.F.S. student and will 
spend next year in Norway. In September we had Miss Norma 
Rudolph of Transvaal, South Africa, spending her senior 
year at Lawrence High School. She lives with the Herbert 
Kornbliet family while in Falmouth. 


Science 

In September we established a course in Earth Science 
at the 9th grade level. This course emphasizes general edu- 
cation in science through a study of the environment of the 
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earth. It is an interdisciplinary science course, attempting 
to blend physics, chemistry and biology through units in 
geology and meteorology and will include a unit in ocean- 
ography. This course is an excellent addition to our science 
program. 


During the school year 1966-1967 we offered two different 
physics courses, P.S.S.C. and the so-called regular physics. 
Both courses are strongly laboratory-oriented. The major 
subject matter emphasis in P.S.S.C. is from the fields of 
mechanics and light. In regular physics emphasis is on mech- 
anics and electricity. The P.S.S.C. course is excellent for 
top-level students. The regular physics course is better for 
the middle group of physics students, those who are not 
slanted toward the sciences or who plan careers in nursing, 
technology institutes, etc. 


There is much concern in scientific circles today about 
the dropping enrollment in physics courses. The American 
Institute of Physics has been studying this situation over the 
past two years. The enrollment in high school physics has 
dropped from 24% to 20% of the total 12th grade enrollment 
during the past 10 years. In order to increase interest in 
physics, two new courses are being developed for the high 
school level, the “Harvard Project Physics” and the ‘Engi- 
neering Concepts”. The course is developed around six units 
which are related to human affairs. Films, and transparen- 
cies have been developed to give a background in the history 
of science. Programmed guides for students are available 
with each unit. Fifty experiments have been developed. 


This course has been planned so that it can be finished 
in one year. (P.S.S.C. failed in this. Only 70% of the P.S.S.C. 
material can be covered in one year.) The six basic units 
can be covered in eight months, leaving one month available 
for enrichment. A choice of one-third of the material is 
available, according to the teacher’s desires. 


A systems approach has been used in the production of 
a new curriculum. Physicists, high school teachers, chemists, 
historians, philosophers, astronomers, publishers and science 
manpower experts have all cooperated to build this course. 
It attempts to show the cultural and humanistic roots of 
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physics. Its major objective is to bring physics to more high 
school students. Completion of the project is scheduled for 
1969. At that time it will be well to consider replacing our 
“regular” physics course with Harvard Project Physics. 


I have included with this report the reports of the Guid- 
ance Department and Department of Physical Education and 
Athletics. 


Looking ahead to the school year 1968-1969, our enroll- 
ment will exceed 1200 pupils. To maintain our present pro- 
gram, it will be impossible to schedule twelve hundred pupils 
within our present time schedule. There are choices to be 
made, and we have recommended an extended school day. 
This type of program will allow some flexibility in scheduling, 
and it will adequately take care of each student and his 
needs. With additional faculty, which will be required under 
any circumstances, we will be able to fulfill our obligations 
and continue to do our job of educating high school age youth 
as is required of today’s high schools.

GUIDANCE — LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL 


The following is a summary report of the major guidance 
activities for the year 1966-67. 


Each student (1150 enrollment) is counselled at least 
twice a year and as often in addition as necessary, relative to 
individual needs. Our activities range from the simple pro- 
cess of scheduling and minor program adjustments of the 
enrollment of new students to involvement in personality 
problems, including consultation with and referral to servic- 
ing agencies. In the process, the necessary permanent rec- 
ords and files are reviewed, appraised and kept up-to-date. 
An important part of this record involves the preparation for, 
administration of, recording, reporting, and interpretation 
of tests. Guidance counsellors have supplemented the regular 
school testing program with administration of ten different 
tests. These included the P.S.A.T.’s, all the College Entrance 
Examination Board Tests, the Betty Crocker Test, the Supple- 
mentary Listening Tests, various scholarship tests, the U.S. 
Army Occupational Tests, and standardization of the Ohio 
State General Equivalency Test. 
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Programs and assemblies presented included the All Cape 
College Day, The Rotary Occupational Day and Dinner, the 
Mt. Holyoke College Tea, a talk on occupations and careers 
by Lloyd Bemis called “‘Time for Decision’, four presenta- 
tions relative to the government services, and a variety of 
films and film strips on colleges and careers. 


College entrance processing is continuous, and in the 
junior and senior years the student’s own efforts are sup- 
ported by trips planned by the school to colleges, visits by 
college representatives to our school, and the preparation of 
the necessary transcripts and reports for college admission. 
During 1966-67 four trips were taken by groups, involving 
118 students visiting 19 different schools. Representatives 
from 50 different colleges visited the high school. The aver- 
age attendance per visit was 37 students. The total attendance 
for the year was 1849. These figures are up from the year 
before, reflecting, perhaps, growing competition for students. 
In addition to the above, six representatives visited to talk 
with counsellors, and the counsellors visited five campuses 
for orientation. 


Four hundred and forty-five transcripts (445) were for- 
warded to schools for one hundred fifty-four (154) seniors, 
averaging 2.25 transcripts per student. Last year’s average 
was 3 per student. In addition, all requests by graduates for 
transcripts were processed. 


Counsellors attended fourteen (14) different professional 
meetings and conferences, were involved with referral agen- 
cies such as the Massachusetts Rehabilitation Commission, 
Dr. Egloff, our consulting psychiatrists, In-service days, fac- 
ulty and guidance conferences, case conferences, parent- 
teacher conferences, and job placement activities. 


A survey showed that seventy-six (76) juniors and sen- 
iors and sixty-seven (67) freshmen and sophomores were 
employed and working definite hours daily during the school 
year. Eighty-seven (87) students were assisted in obtaining 
regular employment and an undetermined number of place- 
ments were made for summer employment.

THE FALMOUTH INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 


During the past year at the Intermediate School, progress 
has been noted in our effort to expand educational services 
by providing adequate personnel, by acquiring new materials 
and equipment, by maintaing our flexible program of studies, 
and by strengthening our special projects. 


To meet the demands of growth and progress, we have 
added well-qualified personnel, which include a full-time 
Instructional Materials Center and Library Coordinator; a 
certified librarian; a guidance counsellor; a 7th and 8th 
‘grade teacher; a part-time reading specialist; part-time in- 
structors in Grade 6 Physical Education, Music, and Art; a

part-time teacher for non-English speaking pupils; and a 
library clerk. 


Although these staff additions have been made, we find 
that more teachers are needed to reduce class size and im- 
prove pupil-teacher ratios. 


New materials and equipment in Reading, Mathematics, 
English, Social Studies, and Science have been acquisitioned 
to enhance the effectiveness of our improving program. Par- 
ticularly, do we note our Audio-Visual Department in this 
respect, as it affords teachers and pupils the best in audio- 
visual instructional materials and equipment. . 


Enrollment growth continues to be a problem. For the 
School designed to house about 900 - 950 pupils, we note the 
following figures: September, 1965—940; September, 1966— 
980; September, 1967—1040. Prospect for September, 1968— 
1100. 


Despite limitations of space and growing enrollments in 
all grades, we have maintained a strong program of studies: 
One additional division was developed in Grades 7 and 8. Our 
varied pupil groupings and diversified offerings have been 
effective in Ocean’s Science; in traditional, remedial, and 
new mathematics; in remedial and developmental reading, 
and in large and small group instruction. By having an addi- 
tional counsellor, our Guidance services, both group and 
individual, have been extended. We continue to provide spe- 
cial training in our Special Education class for Grades 7 and 
8. Our afternoon intramural program for boys and girls in 
the seasonal sports continues to be a strong feature of the 
athletic program. 


For the second year now, we have integrated, under 
capable leadership, exciting programs and resources in 
Oceanography, Instructional Materials and Library Resources, 
and Title I Reading. Through the I.M.C. project, financed 
by both Federal and local funds, more books, films, tapes, 
recorders, projectors, study carels, and duplicating equip- 
ment has been added. 


Several of our faculty have completed their Master’s 
Degree studies during the past year, and still others are tak- 
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ing certified courses at Bridgewater State College for educa- 
tional advancement. Many of our science and reading teach- 
ers also engaged in the local teacher workshops conducted 
by the local schools during the summer for professional 
improvement. 


Through teacher consultations, testing, classroom ob- 
servations, and study committees, we have strengthened in- 
structional procedures, content, materials, and evaluation 
techniques. 


Finally, to all, townspeople, School Committee, Super- 
intendent, teachers, and other school personnel, we offer our 
appreciation for their excellent cooperation and support in 
educational progress.

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THE TEATICKET SCHOOL 
A NEW SCHOOL 


The development of this school from its original plan 
to its completion has been a special pleasure for all of the 
people who have watched its growth. 


This year has started with a freshness of spirit by staff 
and pupils that portends great opportunity. The record of 
achievements under these better school plant conditions have 
already started to accumulate. Instead of describing the 
kinds of services and other innovations that have occurred 
this year it might be better to let the influences of these 
things strike out in the daily events as I see them: 


The Open House — Dedication drew a larger than ex- 
pected crowd from the community. The composite character 
of the visitors gave evidence of the community feeling to- 
wards its schools. A number of Russian visitors were notice- 
ably impressed by the community on this day. 


A child, recently arrived from Cuba, learns a new lan- 
guage rapidly with the help of a determined teacher and 
special language equipment. His adjustment to new sur- 
roundings has been splendid. 


A lesson in science comes to life with the direct approach 
to learning — experimentation. The self-discovery of the 
students is quickened unit study into a series of scientific 
generalization and aroused curiosity. 


An entry in the annual Santa Claus Parade is designed 
and prefabricated by the students of the School Safety Pa- 
trol, using tools and materials in the schools Project Room. 


Popcorn for a Thanksgiving Feast in the kindergarten 
was made by the children, using their new equipment and 
cooking facilities. 


A school broadcast is made on “Safety Tips in Winter” 
over the intercommunication system by members of the 
School Safety Patrol. 


The P.T.A. and Chamber of Commerce plan to participate 
with the school staff in a community-wide survey of educa- 
tional resources outside the school that can be made avail- 
able to the teachers in their class program.

A second grade class is able to learn more about a distant 
country by watching the film “Life in Switzerland’, one of 
many in the school teaching resources center. 


A third grade class helps to make a stay of a teacher 
aide so enjoyable that this young college student wants 
eventually to teach a class just like it. 


| A library service is rendered to the school after only two 
months of organization, all materials having been catalogued 
and made available for daily use to teachers.

THE NORTH FALMOUTH ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


With the opening of the new Teaticket School we have 
lost forty-five capable students who were housed in our 
building for the past two years. 


This now allows us to make use of an Arts Center room 
and our Library-Resource facilities full-time. The result has 
been a sharp increase in audio-visual materials and book 
circulation. Book and periodical circulation will top fifteen 
thousand volumes. Rental of 16mm sound films from the 
Massachusetts Department of Education Film Library will 
exceed one hundred films, and the use of our own filmstrips 
and records will double this year. 


We are also looking forward in February to the beginning 
of the Regional, Multi-Service Reading Center sponsored by 
the Bourne Schools under a Title III federal grant. The pro- 
gram will provide daily remedial service for approximately 
ten students in our school. This will greatly relieve and 
strengthen our own over-taxed remedial program. 


This year also marks the expansion of two more existing 
programs. We have for the first time a school orchestra 
consisting of thirty-five children who have taken advantage 
of the instrumental program. 
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For the first time at North Falmouth the Physical Edu- 
cation Department is conducting after school sports three 
days a week. At the present time, transportation home is 
not provided. This limits participation. Hopefully in the 
future, consideration will be given to this problem. The 
district covers a wide area and the percentage of children 
walking to school is small. 


As for other future considerations, the idea of providing 
individual instruction for perceptually handicapped children 
needs close scrutiny. A limited program in the school last 
year yielded results in this area which were indeed gratify- 
ing as to the intellectual, physical and emotional growth of 
a number of children. 


I also see a need for an expansion of outside play area 
which could be made available at minimum cost on a large 
tract of level land just west of the school. 


A pilot program in one of our fifth grades based upon 
the teaching methods expounded by John Holt at one oi our 
local in-service training programs this year and by others 
is progressing well. This program will bear close watching 
in the future as an exciting and meaningful method of in- 
struction at the upper elementary level.

THE MULLEN-HALL SCHOOL 
In September 1967, the Mullen-Hall School was created. 


The 1967 school year has seen continued emphasis on 
the major academic areas. Additional support has been 
gained in the area of reading as a result of hiring additional 
personnel. Conferences between teachers, principal and 
members of the reading staff have served to strengthen the 
program. Requests for remedial aid for students receive im- 
mediate attention, a testing program is conducted to deter- 
mine areas of weakness, and steps are taken to correct or 
combat the problem. Frequent discussion periods between 
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teacher and reading specialist keep both aware of the child’s 
progress. The arithmetic program is under continual evalu- 
ation. Steps are being taken to design a program that will 
aid students appearing to have difficulty in the present pro- 
gram. Remedial assistance is offered through the grouping 
method. A new text is now available for grades one through 
three, better organized than the previous one, and soon to 
be available for all elementary grades. 


The science program has demonstrated exciting possi- 
bilities. The Mullen School is headquarters for the explora- 
tion of new teaching materials that Mrs. John F. Waters, 
science specialist, has been developing for use in the elemen- 
tary science program. A science resource room has been made 
available where individual pupils or an entire class may 
work and experiment, learning science through the ‘“Self- 
Discovery” method. Many of the materials found available 
in the resource room have been prepared by the Falmouth 
Oceanographic Education Center, the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science and the Elementary Science 
Study Group of Newton. The scientific institutions in Woods 
Hole and local business men have also contributed a share of 
the materials. The children find the “discovery” approach to 
learning science different and exciting. They have made Salt 
water aquariums; raised tadpoles, butterflies and baby chicks; 
Simulated an ocean food chain; experimented with electricity 
using bulbs, bells and batteries; studied the glacial history of 
Cape Cod; made field trips and explored the scientific way of 
thinking. 


Recently, a Seashore Study Unit was introduced into a 
gerade four classroom at the Mullen School. Recognizing the 
importance of Oceanography in today’s world, Superintendent 
Harry S. Merson, authorized Mrs. Waters and Mrs. Selda 
d’Ombrain of the Oceanographic Education Center, to con- 
duct a pilot course in the Systematics and Ecology of the sea- 
shore at the fourh grade level. 


To date the children in this classroom have assembled 
4 sizable collection of sea shells found on Cape Cod beaches, 
studied sea weeds, sponges, and echinoderms of this area, and 
made daily observations of the salt water aquarium set up in 
the classroom. They have learned to identify various marine 
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specimen, both as to their common names and their scientific 
names. They are beginning to understand how sea plants and 
animals live together and how rich a source of food our 
oceans can be. Using maps, they are working out a geographic 
census of marine life on various Cape beaches. In the future, 
field trips will be made, including the aquarium at Woods Hole 
and the Eastham Center of the National Seashore Park. 


This Seashore Unit is planned to encourage individual 
work and study upon the part of both the teacher and her 
pupils, as well as to present the proper scientific approach. It 
is hoped that enough interest and enthusiasm will be gener- 
ated to cause this approach to learning to spread to other 
children and classrooms. 


Recognition must be given to the parent volunteers who 
staff the Hall School library. The entire student body and 
teaching staff owe a debt of gratitude to the volunteers who 
have come forth to offer their assistance in a project which is 
so important in the educational process. 


Education is our business. The aim of business is to show 
a “profit”. We shall continue to strive to make the educational 
process an ever increasingly profitable venture for our stu- 
dents.

THE EAST FALMOUTH SCHOOL 


Rezoning for opening of the Teaticket School has re- 
duced class size in many grades in East Falmouth. Consider- 
ing present enrollment, emergency type situations and pro- 
grams would have had to be initiated to deal with over- 
crowded classrooms. Fortunately, this magnificent facility 
was finished in time to carry out the proposed rezoning, and 
some eighty pupils from grades kindergarten to five were re- 
assigned to the new school. 


Even so, East Falmouth school enrollment stayed at 538. 
This still leaves some grades rather crowded. To deal with 
this condition in grade one, we used a Title I teacher to set 
up a half day interim first grade. Each morning our more 
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immature first graders from the three first grades are taken 
to the custodians’ room. There they receive a special read- 
ing program geared to provide a firm foundation for slow 
readers. 


Expansion of our pupil-teaching-pupil program was ac- 
complished in September. For three years now, one of our 
fifth grades has met weekly with a first grade in our cafe- 
teria. The children separate on a one-to-one basis. Some fifth 
graders read, some listen to first graders read. Occasionally 
they have arithmetic exercises and competitions between 
grades. The fifth grade does not always win, either. 


This year we have added another fifth grade and another 
first grade to participate, on another day of the week. We 
also purchased a bookmobile to transport the books from the 
rooms to the cafeteria. One fifth grade teacher alternates his 
reading groups at the rear of the cafeteria for extra help. 


Evaluation of the project in terms of concrete statistics 
is difficult. Any educator viewing the scene, of some sixty 
boys and girls calmly and energetically engrossed in a learn- 
ing situation in one large room, would certainly attest to the 
value of time spent in this manner. 


Scheduling supervisors to be in grade one consecutively 
on Monday mornings has been another successful innova- 
tion this year. Members of the Junior Outlook Club have 
volunteered to assist the supervisors and watch the children 
while the Music, Art and Physical Education teachers switch 
rooms. This gives the first grade teachers approximately one 
hour and a half to be in conference with the principal, read- 
ing consultants, and other supervisory personnel, It also pro- 
vides valuable time (in school) to prepare lessons and evalu- 
ate test results. Demonstration lessons are also being planned 
during the free time provided by this scheduling, 


This is the third successful year of complete self-con- 
tained classroom instruction in East Falmouth. Teachers, 
supervisors and administration all seem to be in favor of this 
schedule. The most important factor seems to be the flexi- 
bility it provides to the elementary school curriculum. More 
energetic and innovative programs can be attempted by each 
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classroom. Each teacher can plan a daily, weekly or monthly 
program tailored to her own class’ interests and needs. 


To end this report listing only the above items as things 
accomplished this year, would certainly be unfair to the 
school and the reader. However, the number of individual 
projects completed by many teachers and the programs chil- 
dren and teachers created are considerable. Listing them in 
detail would be too lengthy an undertaking for this report. 
Most were exciting and profitable scholastically and will be 
included in next year’s plans. 


I believe that the addition of our Business Manager has 
been of great value to East Falmouth and all schools. The 
custodial problems have been greatly reduced for one thing. 
More important, I feel more encouraged to consult the Super- 
intendent about other school matters, now that he is relieved 
of the more maintenance-oriented problems. The weekly 
Monday meetings of administrative staff have been an im- 
portant and stimulating part of the week.

READING DEPARTMENT 


The Falmouth Public Schools continue to make progress 
in the improvement of reading instruction through an aug- 
mented reading staff and the acquisition of mechanical 
equipment and newly developed materials. We now have the 
service of a full time reading specialist, Mrs. Pamela Kiernan, 
in the new Teaticket School; Mrs. Elizabeth Clough and Mrs. 
Barbara Cranston serve the needs of the other elementary 
schools while Mr. Gerald Callahan is assigned full time to 
the Intermediate School. A four-pronged approach to 
strengthening the reading program includes diagnostic test- 
ing, remedial and developmental instruction and continued 
professional growth. Diagnostic tests reveal a pupil’s individ- 
ual needs and pin-point reading levels. They are a prerequi- 
site for the teaching of reading, whether one is remedying a 
weakness or developing a sequence of abilities. Developmen- 
tal instruction places students at their own personal level of 
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achievement on a continuum of skills and provides for rein- 
forcement or enrichment, according to their needs. Remedial 
techniques are designed to lure the disheartened reader into 
a love of reading by providing the keys which unlock the 
mystery and beauty of words. In-service programs have of- 
fered opportunities for professional growth through lectures, 
work-shops, demonstrations, conferences, mutual planning 
and staff meetings. 


Two federal grants, one under Title I, Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act, and one under Title III, National 
Defense Education Act, have served to further broaden the 
scope of the Falmouth reading program. Under Title I, four 
additional half-time reading teachers give individual atten- 
tion to students who are falling behind due to an inade- 
quately developed conceptual background. The Title III 
grant, on a matching fund basis, has provided the necessary 
equipment and materials for the innovation of instruction. 


The Mullen School was once more headquarters for the 
Falmouth Summer Reading Clinic which was attended by 
one-hundred-and-forty-one (141) pupils ranging from grades 
one through eight. Individualized small group instruction 
was the keynote. Motivation was kept high by a wide variety 
of colorful materials. Scores in word study skills yielded con- 
Siderable gains and many students demonstrated increased 
competency in vocabulary and comprehension. In addition, 
Mrs. Thomas W. A. Murphy, counselor for the program, in- 
volved students in a series of role playing and discussions. A 
professional staff of fifteen (15) plus three teachers-aides 
participated in a forty-five (45) hour in-service training 
program. The Clinic was privileged to have many visitors, 
among them parents and representatives from the Falmouth 
League of Women Voters. Twice, opportunities for observa- 
tion and discussion were offered Bridgewater State Teachers’ 
College classes of prospective elementary school teachers. 


Participation in the Bourne Regional Multi-Service 
Reading Center has necessitated a major project in the meas- 
urement of pupil achievement in relation to potential. As a 
result of this study, thirty-two (32) pupils have been selected 
for tutoring in school and a more intensive evaluation at the

Center. Three tutors from the Falmouth School System will 
receive training at the Center in corrective and remedial 
reading procedures. 


Most recently, the reading staff, in a mutual effort with 
principals and teachers, has undertaken a study of factors 
underlying ““D” marks in reading, social studies and science. 


Throughout the program, emphasis is clearly on the de- 
velopment of skills and the prevention of difficulties by 
means of additional reading staff, wider availability of ma- 
terials and in-service training. We look forward to continued 
professional growth and improved service to pupils.

ART DEPARTMENT 


The art program at Lawrence High School is non-graded. 
We attempt, thereby, to meet the needs of three different 
groups of students in the same class: the art major, the aver- 
age adolescent, and certain other students whose particular 
social problems may be resolved through their involvement 
in art. The program offers experience with a great variety of 
art media, according to interests or special needs of students. 
We hope that students will be challenged to perform crea- 
tively in many ways: emotionally, physically, socially, and 
aesthetically. Thus, can art contribute to the development of 
the total person. 


Two trends affecting the nature of art instruction are 
becoming increasingly apparent: one, that knowledge will 
double in the next 10 years; and two, that with the aid of new 
technology and sophisticated machinery education will take 
new forms. Instead of emphasizing memory-cell techniques, 
we shall put greater stress on methods by which to develop 
ideas, especially in dealing with unknowns and with the com- 
plex abstracts of a space age culture. In art education we are 
attempting this today. 


The greatest single challenge to education today is to 
develop creativity. While this has long been neglected in the 
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teaching of other subjects, in art education it is the name 
of the game; it is what art is for! The implications, it seems 
to me, are obvious. First, every school system should have a 
well-staffed contemporary art department at all levels. Sec- 
ondly, this department’s services should be made available 
to all students in a less formal, more socially appealing at- 
mosphere than pervades most classrooms. Finally, art experi- 
ences and facilities should be available to the entire school 
Staff for promulgating, innovative, creative education.

MUSIC DEPARTMENT 


The Falmouth Public Schools has an integrated program 
of vocal and instrumental musical instruction from kinder- 
garten to the twelfth grade. The most modern methods of 
musical instruction are offered by teachers who have taken 
special advanced courses this past year. 


In the elementary grades “Carl Orff’s Schulwerk” has 
been recently introduced into the music program. This is a 
method of music education designed specifically for children, 
using the elemental approach to rhythm and melody. It be- 
gins with speech patterns, chants, and rhymes which can be 
made into songs with added rhythmic accompaniments using 
body percussion, movement, and instruments (drums, xylo- 
phones, metallophones, glockenspiels, etc.). The instrumental 
accompanist consists of ostinati (short repeated phrases), 
with a different pattern for each instrument. Songs are first 
based on the descending minor third, the basic chant of child- 
hood, and then extend into the pentatonic scale. Later on the 
major and minor scales are added. 


Along with this rhythmic and pitch articulation, the chil- 
dren learn musical form, tonal dynamics, and improvisation. 
Simple canons and rondo forms are introduced into ensemble 
work through speech, clapping, movement and melody. Im- 
provisation is begun with echo clapping, each playing, and 
then question and answer phrases. 
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The Schulwerk is designed to stretch the children’s capa- 
city, coordination and comprehension of music, and to de- 
velop their musical independence. 


In the Intermediate School we have a balanced and 
comprehensive program. Here the student is involved in or- 
chestra, band, or chorus activities. The Intermediate School 
now has an excellent library of records, film strips, tapes, and 
biographical books. 


In the Lawrence High School the chorus, orchestra, and 
band are involved in many musical activities. For over ten 
years Falmouth has been an active participant in the New 
England Music Festival Concerts. These are held each year 
in a different city in New England. Falmouth sponsored the 
concert in 1965. For at least fifteen years Falmouth has been 
an important part of the annual Cape Cod Music Festival. 
Lawrence High School was the host for this concert in 1966. 


For the past several years Falmouth Schools have been 
participants in the Southeast District Concerts and are hosts 
for the 1968 concert. A new addition on our list is the All 
State Concert Festival, held each year in a major city of Mas- 
sachusetts. Our students have competed and have been 
awarded many honors at the Music Audition held at Boston 
University. The Exchange Concerts instituted in 1964 range 
from Maine to New Jersey. Each year as personnel and facili- 
ties allow, we intend to expand and develop the quality of 
our music education.

DEPARTMENT OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION & ATHLETICS 


The Physical Education and Athletic Department sus- 
tains its stature and maintains its high standards with a 
combination of hard work and cooperation on the part of its 
faculty members — from the elementary to the senior level. 
Our many programs, involving students from the several 
strata of the school population, have enjoyed successes too 
numerous to be mentioned here and attributable only to the 
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support of faculty, administration and town authorities. How- 
ever, insofar as our facilities are concerned, the saturation 
point has been reached, and the resulting problems have de- 
tracted somewhat from the overall aims and objectives of 
the program. In order to meet the increasing demands of the 
burgeoning student population, we must look realistically at 
our future plans.

SCHOOL HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The principal jobs of the school physician and the school 
nurse are to observe the general health conditions of our 
school children, to initiate special examinations on handi- 
capped students and those who fail to do well within the 
school system, and, finally, to provide guidance and instruc- 
tional assistance in various health programs for both stu- 
dents and teachers. 


We have been concerned, during the past year, that the 
traditional roles of the school doctor and visiting nurse 
might not be sufficient to meet the health problems of the 
present day. Our worries refer to the growing prevelance of 
smoking, drug abuse, sexual license, accidents, and to a gen- 
eral ignorance of toxic and radiation-related hazards of this 
modern age. We feel we are devoting insufficient effort 
toward the teaching of health and its maintenance over a 
whole lifetime. 


In cooperation with the school administration, we are 
attempting, therefor, to revise our approach to health in- 
struction within the schools. Frequent meetings with our 
staff, the guidance division, and with the principals have re- 
sulted in the outline of an intensive course in health and 
hygiene which we plan to introduce in the intermediary 
school in the 1968-1969 session. This course will deal with 
health problems in greater depth and detail than is custom- 
ary in most schools. If this teaching program proves to be 
successful, extension to other classes will be undertaken. 
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The school nurses and the school physician have also 
participated in a number of public forums and seminars at 
which the role of health instruction has been aired. The 1966- 
1967 meetings in East Falmouth, sponsored by the Parent- 
Teacher Association on sex education and venereal diseases, 
and the 1968 public assemblies on drug problems are exam- 
ples of these activities.

THE QCEANOGRAPHIC EDUCATION CENTER 


The Oceanographic Education Center, sponsored by the 
Falmouth School Department in cooperation with the Woods 
Hole Oceanographic Institution, the Marine Biological Lab- 
oratory, and the Bureau of Commercial Fisheries, has been 
functioning for one and one-half years, under the provisions 
of a Title III grant of the Elementary and Secondary Educa- 
tion Act, Public Law 89-10. 


The purpose of the project is three-fold: 


1. To train teachers and produce teaching units through 
a unique relationship between teachers and marine scientists 
of Woods Hole. 


2. To teach the various disciplines of science, using 
oceanography to interrelate them in an exemplary manner. 


3. To develop an Oceanographic Education Center for 
exhibiting and disseminating teaching aids, methods and in- 
formation. 


During the summers of 1966 and 1967, forty teachers have 
taken the course “Introduction to Oceanography”, offered 
by the Center. Represented were the school systems of 
Bourne, Chatham, Falmouth, Harwich, Mashpee, Martha’s 
Vineyard Regional High School, Nauset Regional High School, 
Orleans, Otis Air Force Base, Sandwich, and Yarmouth. In- 
struction covered the five disciplines of oceanography: biol- 
ogy, chemistry, geology, meteorology, and physics, and in- 
cluded field trips to marshes, beaches, and laboratories, as 
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well as a day at sea aboard the research vessels ‘‘Gosnold” or 
“Albatross IV”. Fifteen scientists of Woods Hole, representing 
various departments, acted as instructors for the course. 


Following the course of 1966, teaching units were written, 
with teachers and scientists cooperating in their develop- 
ment. These were used experimentally in grades seven and 
eight of the Intermediate School during the past school year. 
The units have now been revised and rewritten and are 
ready to be included in this year’s curriculum. In addition, 
units have been organized for grades of the elementary 
schools, and slide presentations of marine plant and animal 
life have been prepared for these. Meanwhile, teachers of 
other systems are using materials developed by them in the 
summer of 1967 and will report their valuation of these later 
in the year. 


During the past summer, a group of eleven students 
participated in a pilot program involving the oceanographic 
investigation of a pond or estuary. In working out the neces- 
sary procedures, a physical, chemical, and biological study of 
the site was made, with preparation of atopographical chart 
an inherent part of the program. This same project will be 
experienced by school classes in the spring of this year. 


The Center is physically situated in the old Teaticket 
School, where a collection of films, filmstrips, maps, charts, 
instruments, books and display is available for use by the 
teacher. A resource booklet listing oceanographic educational 
materials of every kind will soon be ready for publication and 
distribution.

COMMUNICATIONS & READING IMPROVEMENT 
PROGRAM — Title I, P. L. 89-10 


The Falmouth School System, operating with funds 
authorized by Title I of the Federal Elementary and Secon- 
dary Education Act (P. L. 89-10) of 1965, is currently engaged 
in its fifth consecutive program of special educational ser- 
vices. Under the general title “Communications and Reading 
Improvement Program” the 1967-68 project is providing in- 
depth specialized educational services to over 300 children 
and 100 parents. 

The principal objectives of the program are: 


1. To improve the communications process in the Title I 
community. 

2. To improve the children’s emotional and social sta- 
bility within the community. 

3. To improve the children’s performance in the linguis- 
tic arts. 

4. To improve the children’s speech functioning. 

5. To improve the motivation for learning within the 
families. 


Special emphasis is being placed on the continuation of 
special help to the children who have participated in Head- 
Start programs. 

The services provided by the seven-member Title I staff 
in cooperation with the Falmouth School Personnel include: 
individual and group remedial assistance in the language 
arts; individual and group psychological counseling and ther- 
apy for children and their parents, including visits to fami- 
lies; psychological and educational testing services; in-ser- 
vice programs for teachers; parent group discussion and vol- 
unteer orientation programs. 

Title I is currently providing funds for the purchase and 
operation of a completely modern mobile Diagnostic Hearing/ 
Speech Therapy Center. This ready-to-go vehicle, fully 
equipped with appropriate clinical instrumentation, will sig- 
nificantly increase the range and effectiveness of Falmouth’s 
speech-therapy program.

The Elementary and Secondary Education Act, under 
Title II, has enabled us to widely increase our instructional 
media holdings and set up a model Instructional Materials 
Library Center for other schools to emulate. 


As a result of the Title II Grant, the hard work of our 
Staff, Mrs. Lois Pasley, Chief Librarian; Miss Anita Lebeau, 
Librarian; Mrs. Richard Blake, IMC Secretary, and the splen- 
did cooperation of the school committee, we have improved 
our services and made the following increases in our 
materials:

and Election 


Annual Meeting Held March 4, 5, 6, 1968 
Annual Election Held March 12, 1968 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Mem- 
bers met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth, 
Massachusetts, on March 4, 1968 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. to act on the art- 
icles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Chauncey L. Crocker Herve C. Houde Walter T. Malley 
The officer in attendance was: Elmer F. White. 


Mrs. Doris M. Weeks was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:15 o’clock pm. by the Moder- 
ator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted and 167 were an- 
nounced present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to con- 
stitute a quorum being 130. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. Robert A. Hansen, Pastor of the 
Falmouth Baptist Church. 


It was voted that the hour for the Tuesday meeting and subsequent 
meetings will be at 7:30 p.m. at the same place. 


The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant would be 
called and the substance of each Article would be stated to the Meeting; 
and upon completion of the call as to those Articles in which there 
were no controversies or debates, or information desired, there would be 
one vote offered which would adopt the recommendations of the Finance 
Committee and in the Zoning Articles the recommendations of the 
Planning Board as the action of the meeting. 


The Moderator further stated that the Articles were the same as 
shown in the printed report of the Finance Committee, a copy of which 
was in the possession of every Town Meeting Member. 


The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting Member de- 
siring to have any Article debated or subject to inquiry or explanation, 
it would be marked for further consideration by having the Town Meet- 
ing Member call out the word “hold” when such Article was called.

This termination was an extension of the line marking the easterly end 
of the Business District across Route 28 at the St. Anthony’s Church 
boundary. A fish market has occupied the more westerly part of the 
petitioner’s frontage for many years as a non-conforming use. The peti- 
tioner allegedly wishes to move the present market back to provide 
parking in front. It is alleged that such move will decrease traffic con- 
gestion at this location. 


While the board is not convinced that such an improvement will re- 
sult, opinion of area residents appears to favor the change for this 
reason. The actual extension of Business zoning eastward will be only 
110 feet, at which point there is a clear residential boundary which 
would logically bar any further extension of Business to the East. The 
Board is of the opinion that 100 feet is in many cases insufficient depth 
for business purposes, and hence is in accord with the 200 foot proposed 
depth, but feels that the setback should be 40 feet, rather than the 25 
feet suggested.

WEDNESDAY EVENING, MARCH 6 


The meeting was called to order at 7:40 o’clock pm. A count of the 
Town Meeting Members present showed 169 present and a quorum de- 
clared, the necessary number to constitute a quorum being 130. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. Margaret B. Johnstone, Pastor 
of the North Falmouth Congregational Church. 


Article 86. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following as 
a by-law of the Town of Falmouth: 

A. Any expenditure of any legal nature, including fees, legal printing 
and legal settlements at law, or settlements of claims against the town, 
will be supervised and authorized by the Town Counsel, and no such 
payment will be made without the written approval of the Town Counsel. 

B. No person shall represent himself to be Town Counsel, or accept 
referrals of any matter to him as if he were Town Counsel, unless he or 
she has taken the oath of office of Town Counsel. 
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C. The Town Counsel shall be selected by a Committee comprised of 
the Finance Committee, one Selectman, one Member of the Planning 
Board, one member of the DPW, and the Town Clerk. 


D. The Town Counsel shall represent the Town of Falmouth, and 
where there is any conflict of interest between the Town, and any em- 
ployee or elected or appointed official of the Town, the Town Counsel 
must represent the town, and not such official. Any such dispute or con- 
flict of interest may be resolved by the above Committee in Paragraph 
C, if such a dispute can not be resolved immediately in an emergency, 
the Town Clerk and Treasurer may act for the Committee. 


E. Any expenditure of the Law Department, or Department of Claims 
and Suits, not included in the itemization required in the Annual Town 
Report, shall be refunded at the end of the year for which it is not re- 
ported, by the Town Counsel, to the Town Treasurer. 


F. Any Town Counsel making any opinions shall make them in 
writing, to be filed with the Town Clerk, and if any opinions prove to 
be contrary to the wording of the By-Laws, or the wording or spirit of 
the Constitution of the United States and the United States Code, (in 
the Town Library), the Town Counsel shall be dismissed, with for- 
feiture of pay and allowance to date. 


G. No Town Counsel shall ever, upon pain of dismissal from office, 
ask any person who has called upon the Town Counsel, or been referred 
to the Town Counsel, in his official capacity as Town Counsel, to tell the 
Town Counsel which law, statute or by-law governs in any dispute. Let 
the Town Counsel look it up himself. 


H. No Town Counsel shall represent private individuals in any mat- 
ter concerning the Town, or any Town official in private matters or 
criminal prosecutions. The Town Counsel shall not hold any other 
government office, nor shall he be a Town Meeting Member, or do or 
take any other action in the matter.

No permit shall be refused for the installation by direct burial of 
primary cable in public or private ways, because no guard is to be pro- 
vided, where the cable is of a standard type approved for underground 
installation by public utility companies and where the cable, when in- 
stalled, will be less than 36 inches below the surface of the ground above 
it, or do or take any other action in the matter. 

On petition of Edwin L. Gray and others. 


Voted, that the Town does amend the Electrical Wiring Regulations 
by adding the following to Section 7: 


Primary cable with exterior ground shall be buried at a depth of 
three (3) feet within the Town of Falmouth except at all intersections 
of roads and sidewalks where steel conduits shall be installed. 


Plans showing the exact location of said cable shall be submitted 
by the contractor and placed on file with the Board of Selectmen and 
the Wire Inspector. 


Permits for all installation of primary cable must be obtained from 
the Falmouth Wire Inspector and permits for any digging where primary 
cable may be buried must be obtained from the Board of Selectmen. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 
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Article 88. To see if the Town will vote to allow the erection of six 
airport directional signs as requested at a Selectmen’s hearing Novem- 
ber 20, 1967, or do or take any other action in the matter. 


On petition of William F. Gallagher and others. 


Voted, that the Town allow the erection of six airport directional 
signs as requested by William F. Gallagher and that they be approved 
by the Board of Selectmen. 


The motion prevailed. 


Article 89. To see if the Town will vote to have the D.P.W. fix the 
serious drainage problem on Hudson Street in Falmouth Heights, or do 
or take any other action in the matter. 


On petition of Grace I. O’Connor and others. 
Voted indefinitely postponed. 


Article 99. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or appropriate from available funds a sum of money, to be used in con- 
junction with Federal, State, County and/or private funds, as such may 
be available, for the purpose of designing and constructing a groin, or 
groins at Nobska Beach in Woods Hole, to prevent further destruction 
of the beach and protect the roadway, such funds to be expended under 
the supervision of the Waterways Committee, or do or take any other 
action in the matter. 


On petition of Dorothy F. Mixter and others. 


Voted, that the Town does authorize and request the Waterways 
Committee to petition the Commonwealth of Massachusetts to under- 
take the project of building the necessary groin, or groins, at Nobska 
Beach, and replacing lost sand to rehabilitate and stabilize the beach 
and protect the roadway behind. 


The motion prevailed. 


Article 91. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Electrical 
Wiring Regulations by adding the following to Section 7: 


A. No permit shall be refused for the installation of underground 
primary cable on private property or in a private way where the cable 
is of a standard type approved for underground installation by the Cape 
& Vineyard Electric Co. and where the cable, when installed will not 
be less than 36” below finish grade at center line of Way, and an ap- 
proved polyethelene Warning tape is installed 24” above cable. 


B. Anyone excavating to a depth of 12” or more below-finished grade 
in said way, where primary cable has been installed, will be required 
to obtain a permit from the Town of Falmouth, or do or take any other 
action in the matter. 


On petition of George F. Ballentine, Jr. and others. 
Voted, that Article 91 be indefinitely postponed. 
The motion prevailed. 


Article 92. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Sign Advis- 
ory Board to assist the Building Inspector in determining violations of 
the sign code, and to encourage improvements of existing signs; said 
board to consist of three individuals appointed by two members of the 
Falmouth Village Improvement Association and the moderator, or do 
or take any other action in the matter. 

On petition of Winslow N. Weeks and others. 


Voted, passed by a unanimous vote. 
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Article 93. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 38 Fal- 
mouth Zoning By-Laws Sign Regulations by adding thereto the follow- 
ing provisions: 

“H” INFORMATIONAL & DIRECTIONAL SIGN COMMISSION 


1. That the Town create a Sign Committee consisting of three mem- 
bers, one member to be appointed by the Finance Committee annually 
at its first meeting following Town Meeting, to serve for the term of 
three years; however, the first year, one member will be appointed for 
one year, one member to be appointed for two years, and the third mem- 
ber to be appointed for the full three year term, which committee shall 
be known as the Falmouth Informational & Directional Sign Commission. 


2. The Commission will report to the Town Meeting annually and its 
work and functions reviewed at that time. Commission members will 
be eligible for re-election. 


3. The Commission shall study, design and develop a durable and 
uniform sign post that will accommodate a number of uniform infor- 
mational and directional sign boards with particular attention to an 
appealing and distinctive capital for the post. 

4. To compile a list of street and highway intersections where such 
signs are needed and will serve. 


5. To set forth a standard of size, lettering and composition for sign 
boards to be accepted for the sign posts. 


6. In the foregoing, to consult with all civic groups and Town De- 
partments for their views and suggestions. 


7. To establish a charge for annual display of display of sign boards 
on a per sign post basis, based on a projection of the estimated number 
of subscribers for sign boards, the maintenance costs and original cost 
_ amortization of the operation. 


8. To publicize the service and accept applications from subscribers 
for desired sign board locations. (Sign boards, meeting specifications, 
to be provided by the subscribers). 

9. To gain the necessary permits from Town and State Highway 
authorities and private property owners for the location and erection 
of the signs. 

10. To contract for the production of the sign posts and their erection 
and provide for their continual maintenance and service, by June of 1968 
if possible. 

11. The Town Meeting shall appropriate $3,000.00 as a working fund for 
the Commission for the initiation of their service, this principal to be 
repaid to the Town without interest as the Commission income permits. 


12. The Town Meeting will charge the Department of Public Works 
with the compiling of a list of advised locations for informational and 
directional signs for all Town parks, facilities, beaches, buildings, historic 
sites and service organizations to be placed om the Commission’s sign 
posts, and, the cost of these signs and sign board fees to be paid the 
Commission will be included in future Public Works, Park Department 
budgets; and to raise and appropriate the necessary funds therefore, or 
do or take any other action in the matter. 

On petition of Arnold Gifford and others. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for indefinite postponement for the following 
reason: 


This article proposes a number of detailed, somewhat complicated, 
and radical changes in the structure and intent of Section 38 and its 
administration. The Board is not in agreement with much of the pro- 
posal. No evidence for or against was offered at the hearing. 
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Voted, that the Town does request the Moderator to appoint a com- 
mittee of five citizens, consisting of one member of the Planning Board, 
one member of the Falmouth Chamber of Commerce, one member of 
the Falmouth Council for Civic Beautification, and two other members 
at large, to consider fully the subject of improved, appropriate infor- 
mational and directional signs of reasonably uniform character and dis- 
tinctive of the Town of Falmouth, their proper locations, erection and 
maintenance, and to report to the next Annual Town Meeting its recom- 
mendations, together with proper articles for implementing those recom- 
mendations.

Article 94. To see if the Town will vote to acquire by purchase or 
taking by Eminent Domain the tennis courts at Falmouth Heights on the 
corner of Jericho Path and Grand Avenue, North, now owned by Kinchlas, 
Inc., or do or take any other action in the matter. 

On petition of Robert E. Arnold and others. 


Voted indefinitely postponed. 


Article 95. To see if the Town will vote to take over by eminent 
domain all of the beach area known as New Silver Beach as a Town Resi- 
dent Beach. The description is as follows: 


That section of waterfront known in whole or in part as New Silver 
Beach, North Falmouth section of Falmouth, County of Barnstable, being 
bounded and described as follows: 


Easterly by stone and/or cement sea walls and/or bume (first sand 
dune) where no walls exist, from the southerly edge of the channel of 
North Falmouth Harbor southerly to the northerly edge at low water 
line of Wild Harbor River. 


Westerly by the mean low water mark of Wild Harbor, being an inlet 
of Buzzards Bay. 


Said parcel width varying from mean low water to the aforesaid 
walls, from mean low water to a distance of 150 feet where no walls exist. 


Or do or take any other action in the matter. 
On petition of Ernest W. d’Ombrain and others. 


Voted, that Article 95 be referred to the Beach Committee for study 
so that a smalier portion of the beach may be considered as a town 
beach and to report to the Next Town Meeting. 


The motion prevailed. 


Article 96. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
appropriate from available funds, the sum of One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00) for the purpose of conducting a preliminary land use study of 
that area of Falmouth Village bounded by Main Street and Katharine 
Lee Bates Road and by Hamlin Avenue and Academy Lane, this study 
to be the basis for a plan for improving traffic flow, parking areas and for 
general landscaping development, said funds to be expended under the 
supervision of the Board of Selectmen and the Falmouth Council for 
Civic Beautification, or do or take any other action in the matter. 

Cn petition of the Falmouth Council for Civic Beautification. 


Voted indefinitely postponed. 


All the business of the meeting having been completed, it was voted 
that the meeting be dissolved at 9:30 o’clock p.m.

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Report of the Special Town Meeting 
Held October 28, 1968 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members met at 
the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth, Massachu- 
setts, on October 28, 1968 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the articles con- 
tained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: ° 
Chauncey L. Crocker Herve C. Houde Walter T. Malley 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. 


Mrs. Doris M. Weeks was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:32 o’clock p.m. by the Moder- 
ator, George L. Moses. 

The Town Meeting Members present were counted and 150 were 
announced present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to 
constitute a quorum being 130. 

The invocation was offered by Reverend D. Norman Brady, Rector 
of St. Barnabas Memorial Church, Falmouth. 

The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant would be 
called and the substance of each Article would be stated to the Meeting; 
and upon completion of the call as to those Articles in which there were 
no controversies or debates, or information desired, there would be one 
vote offered which would adopt the recommendations of the Finance 
Committee and in the Zoning Articles the recommendations of the Plan- 
ning Board as the action of the meeting. 

The Moderator further stated that the Articles were the same as 
shown in the printed report of the Finance Committee, a copy of which 
was in the possession of every Town Meeting Member. 

The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting Member de- 
siring to have any Article debated or subject to inquiry or explanation, 
it would be marked for further consideration by having the Town Meet- 
ing Member call out the word “hold” when such Article was called. 

The Moderator stated that even on those Articles not marked “hold”, 
the Chairman of the Finance Committee would give notice of recon- 
sideration so that the action on these Articles could be reconsidered 
later by a motion to reconsider. 

The Moderator thereupon called all the articles in their order in 
the Warrant, and stated the substance of each Article and the recom- 
mendation of the Finance Committee and/or the Planning Board. 

The Articles numbered 1, 2 and 4 were requested by Town Meeting 
Members as “hold” and were held for further reconsideration. 

The other Articles numbered 3, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11 and 12 were there- 
upon passed by the following vote application to all such Articles which 
vote was as follows: On all articles in the Warrant, except those ordered 
“hold”, the recommendation of the Finance Committee and in cases of 
Zoning Articles, the recommendation of the Planning Board is hereby 
adopted as the action of this Special Town Meeting. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 
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Article 1. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from available 
funds a sum of money to purchase or take by eminent domain, a parcel 
of land on Homestead Lane for drainage purposes, or do or take any 
other action in this matter. 

On petition of the Board of Selectmen. 


Voted, that the Town does appropriate from available funds the sum 
of $3,000.00 to take by eminent domain a parcel of land on Homestead 
Lane for drainage purposes described as follows, said taking to be made 
under the direction of the Board of Selectmen. 


EASTERLY by Homestead Lane, as shown on plan of land in Tea- 
ticket for Jack R: Lopes et ux, one hundred one and 16/100 (101.16) feet; 


SOUTHERLY by Lot 57, as shown on said plan, one hundred and 
14/100 (100.14) feet; 


WESTERLY by land now or formerly of Martin Costa et ux as 
shown on said plan, one hundred one and 16/100 (101.16) feet; 


NORTHERLY by Lot 61, as shown on said plan, one hundred and 
15/100 (100.15) feet. 


Containing an area of 10,131 square feet. 


By a counted vote, 137 voted in favor and 16 voted against, the 
motion prevailed by the necessary two-thirds vote, a quorum being 
present. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from available 
funds a sum of money for expenses of the Falmouth Development and 
Industrial Commission, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On petition of the Falmouth Development and Industrial Commis- 
sion. 


Voted, that the Town does appropriate from available funds the 
sum of $200.00 for expenses of the Falmouth Development and Industrial 
Commission said funds to be expended under the supervision of the 
Commission. 


The motion prevailed. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from avail- 
able funds a sum of money for the purpose of the Board of Assessors 
contracting with a firm to process the Tax Commitments and Tax Bills 
by computer method; and any other expenses which might occur in this 
changeover, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On petition of the Board of Assessors. 


Voted, postponed to the next Annual Town Meeting. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to appoint a committee to 
study centralized use of computers in the Town, said committee shall 
consist of one selectman, town accountant, one member of the Finance 
Committee and four (4) members to be appointed by the Finance Com- 
mittee, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On petition of the Falmouth Finance Committee. 


Voted, that the Town does appoint a committee to study centralized 
use of computers in the Town, said Committee shall consist of the Board 
of Assessors, Tax Collector, Town Accountant, Town Treasurer, Melvin 
A. Rosenfeld of the W.H.O.I. computer center, one member of the Finance 
Committee, and. three members to be appointed by the Finance Com- 
mittee, and further that the Town does appropriate from available funds 
the sum of $500.00 for expenses of this committee. 


' The motion prevailed. 
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Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to appoint a Disposal Area 
Committee to study the future working operations and contract, said 
committee shall consist of one Finance Committee member, one Hatch- 
ville resident, one D.P.W. Commissioner, one Selectman and one member 
at large to be appointed by the Moderator, or do or take any other action 
in this matter. 

On petition of the Finance Committee. 


Voted, that the Town does adopt Article 5 as printed. 
Passed by a unanimous vote. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to transfer $5,000.00 from the 
Department of Public Works Road Machinery Account to the Highway 
Division Capital Outlay Account for the purpose of replacing one 2% 
ton chassis to be used in conjunction with the sanding of icy streets, or 
do or take any other action in this matter. 

On petition of the Board of the Department of Public Works. 


Voted, that the Town does adopt Article 6 as printed. 
Passed by a unanimous vote. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate or transfer 
from “State Aid for Libraries—Reserved for Appropriations Account” 
the sum of $3,259.25 for general library purposes, said funds to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the Trustees of the Falmouth Public 
Library, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On petition of the Library Trustees. 


Voted, that the Town does transfer from “State Aid for Libraries— 
Reserved for Appropriations Account” the sum of $3,259.25 for general 
library purposes, to be expended under the direction of the Trustees of 
the Falmouth Public Library.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


The Annual Town Meeting was called by Warrant for 
March 4, 1968. Ninety-six articles were acted upon. On Octo- 
ber 28, the Selectmen were required to call a Special Town 
Meeting. Twelve articles were presented for discussion and 
vote. Where applicable, the Selectmen complied with the 
directives of both meetings. 


Road lay-outs accepted by the Town included:

Hudson Street, from it’s Southern end (where it meets 
Jericho Path) to it’s Northern end (where it meets Lake 
Leaman Road).

All appointments, under the Board’s jurisdiction, were 
duly made. As in years past, it was necessary to screen pros- 
pective jurors and determine eligibility. The Court at Barn- 
stable notifies us each year of necessary additions to be made 
to their list of jurors. 


Public hearings were held regularly and day time meet- 
ings averaged about fifteen each week. Various other meet- 
ings were attended at night. The Board of Selectmen is 
represented on a number of Town committees. 


During the year, the Board conducted formal bid pro- 
cedures for purchases of large dollar value. A contract or 
purchase amounting to $500, or more, automatically is put 
out to bid. The Town obtains lower cost for services by tak- 
ing advantage of competitive markets. 
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Questions arising from values placed on real or personal 
property for tax purposes were investigated. Consideration 
of formal appeals for reduction in assessed value was given 
the taxpayer. Relief was either granted or denied, after 
Board investigation. This year, the valuation of taxable 
property was publicly listed as well as individual abatements. 

Our Town has a tremendous capital investment in build- 
ings, equipment and man-power. To protect this investment 
and to recommend adequate coverage in other areas, insur- 
ance proposals are reviewed periodically. 

From time to time, it is necessary to use the services of 
the Town Attorney. Representing the Town in Court cases, 
he will file a report pertaining to the legal status of any 
pending matter. In most instances, the presence of one or 
more members of the Board of Selectmen is also required 
at Court sessions. Cases are usually heard at Barnstable, but 
on occasion we do have to appear in the Courts of Boston. 

Significant events during the year have been the con- 
struction of a new Police Station, the objective of our De- 
velopment and Industrial Commission, progress of the Sewer 
Study Committee, the Conservation projects, the attention 
given traffic problems, Waterways and the municipality 
services that touch all of our citizens. 

The past year has been one of accomplishment and pro- 
gress, bringing an increasing knowledge of the Town’s needs 
together with plans and methods of meeting them. We be- 
lieve that all who wished to do so have had full opportunity 
to express their opinion on all subjects considered. 

Most of the changes taking place in Falmouth result 
from population growth. Projection into the future indicate 
that this population growth will continue, if not accelerate. 
The elective officials, Town administration and citizens can 
expect this continued growth to create problems but in re- 
turn our people are interested, active and constructive. Busi- 
ness continues as usual and we maintain a fine level of co- 
operation with other department heads and Town employees. 

We would like to express our congratulations and best 
wishes of the Board to all departments for their splendid 
cooperation.

Our appropriation has been spent for the usual fertiliz- 
ing, mowing, raking and general maintenance of the ceme- 
tery. Also leaves are removed in the fall. 


Several stones which had toppled over had to be reset. 
This is a continuing problem due to the age of the stones 
and deterioration of same. 


It has been determined, mainly through the efforts of 
the Daughters of the American Revolution, that there are 
thirty-five graves of Revolutionary War Veterans in the 
cemetery. 


The committee accepted with regret the resignation of 
Mrs. DeWitt C. Jones 3rd. Her efforts and interest will be 
missed. 

Again your committee would like to stress the beauty and 


historic significance of the old cemetery and invite everyone 
to visit it, just off Mill Road near the sailor’s monument,

Submitted herewith is the 1968 Annual Town Report for 
the Falmouth Police Department: 


Three new school crossing guards were appointed during 
the year; Mrs. Alma Percy replaced Mrs. Shirley Elder at the 
Woods Hole School on Mrs. Elder’s resignation; Mrs. Helen 
Husted replaced Mrs. Jennie Lewis at the new Teaticket 
School when the latter moved from the Town; Mrs. Lucille 
Medeiros was assigned to fill a new post at the site of the 
old Teaticket School to assist the children who walk to the 
new school location. 


Patrolman John Bartolomei resigned his position to en- 
ter private business. Mr. David L. Scannell retired on March 
30, 1968 as Meter Attendant and House Inspection Officer. 
Mr. Joseph Ferreira joined the Department as a Special Offi- 
cer assigned to this division. 


Statistics indicate a substantial decrease in the number 
of arrests in the Town in 1968 which is in direct contrast to 
the over all rise in the crime rate on the State and National 
levels. It is to be noted that an increase is reflected in the 
number of narcotics offenses. This is a matter of grave con- 
cern to law enforcement and to the citizenry of the Town. 
Concentrated efforts are being made to more effectively deal 
with this problem. Detective James Lino attended courses at 
the Federal Drug Control and Abuse School in Boston during 
the month of March 1968. 


Work is progressing rapidly on the construction of the 
new police building which is located at 750 Main Street. As 
of this report, construction is 87% complete, and it is antici- 
pated that occupancy will be effected before the start of the 
summer season. The Police Station Building Needs Commit- 
tee continues to meet with the Architect and the Builder on 
a monthly basis to monitor progress. No major difficulties 
have been encountered to date.

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Report of the Falmouth 
Police Station Building Needs Committee 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen

Falmouth, Massachusetts 02540 


At the Annual Town Meeting in March of 1968, funds 
were appropriated for the construction of a new police sta- 
tion on a site located off Main Street, adjacent to the Recre- 
ation Building and to the rear of the Falmouth Artist’s 
Guild. 


Invitations to bid were prepared and published with bids 
being opened by the Board of Selectmen on July 10, 1968. 
The contract for the construction was awarded to the V. & V. 
Construction Company, Incorporated and signed on July 30, 
1968. 


Ground was broken on August 15th, and, at the time of 
this Report, construction is approximately 80% complete. 


Your Building Committee continues to meet on a month- 
ly basis with the Architect and the Contractor to discuss 
progress on the project. We are pleased to report that no 
major obstacles have been encountered to date, and that 
work is progressing well. It is anticipated that construction 
will be completed sometime in January. 


The most recent discussions have turned to the estimated 
cost of landscaping the area and the construction of roads, 
etc. which is referred to as Phase II of the Architect’s pres- 
entation. Meetings have been held with the Department of 
Public Works with respect to reducing the cost of this phase 
of the operation. Studies were made and estimates prepared 
which would reflect a savings to the Town of approximately 
$35,000 by having this landscaping and paving done with 
Town equipment, utilizing Town labor and procuring materi- 
als through the Department of Public Works. It is the 
opinion of the Committee that such substantial savings to 
the Town deserve prime consideration, and articles are be- 
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ing prepared for the Annual Town Warrant to reflect this 
decision. 


Arrangements have been made to meet with communi- 
cations engineers to determine the proper radio and tele- 
phone requirements to provide the most efficient law en- 
forcement for the citizens of the Town of Falmouth. 


In addition, estimates are currently being received to 
cover the cost of furnishing the new facility. 


It is anticipated that the transfer to the new location 
will be accomplished by May of 1969 prior to the start of the 
1969 summer season. 


The Committee would like to take this opportunity to 
thank the numerous Town Officials, Town Departments and 
the many citizens who have assisted the Committee in its 
deliberations. Our sincere appreciation is also extended to 
the many individuals who have expressed a keen interest 
and concern for the progress of this project.

Police Station Building Needs Committee 
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Report of the Insurance Committee 


In 1968 your Committee approved a budget of: $66,750 


on the Town’s General Insurance which we feel is a moderate 
increase when you consider the growth of our Town in both 
the number of employees and the new buildings that have 
been constructed. 


To make a comparison — Back in 1963 the Town spent 


$52,400 on General Insurance, and while this budget has 
increased to $66,750, the Town has received the following 
benefits for this additional $14,350 over what was spent 5 
years ago: 


i: 


Total Insurance in force on buildings and contents has 
been increased by $4,345,650 due largely to the construc- 
tion of the following: 
Intermediate School North Falmouth School 
Town Hall North Falmouth Library 
Main Library Addition Quissett Water Tower 
D.P.W. Garage Teaticket Elementary School 
Fuller Field House 


Blanket Insurance is now written on both buildings and 
contents and all buildings are written on a replacement 
cost basis (no depreciation in the event of a loss.) 


Auto Liability coverage is now written on all Police and 
Fire vehicles (we were formerly without this important 
protection.) 


Collision Insurance is now in force on all Police vehicles 
and high valued fire apparatus. Here again we did not 
have this protection in the past. 


We have greatly increased the General Liability limits 
on all Town property in the event of suit from Bodily 
Injury claims. 


Since 1963, the payroll for the Town (which is the basis 
for premium charge on Workmen’s Compensation) has 
increased by $768,662.

While we strongly believe that the Town has been re- 
ceiving the best possible protection for the lowest possible 
premium, we feel that because of the continued growth in 
our Town, we are going to be faced with large increases in 
this overall insurance budget. Therefore, while it was not 
practical to do so this year, your Committee is still looking 
into the possibility of putting our Insurance program out on 
a bid basis, weighing the advantages and disadvantages, if 
any.

Report of the 


Town Government Study Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Town Government Study Committee held its twen- 
tieth meeting on Wednesday, December 11th, and has come 
to the conclusions set forth below. 


We feel that the most serious organizational flaw in the 
present town government is the lack of clear lines of author- 
ity and responsibility. This condition has developed during 
the 300 years of Falmouth’s history, during which the only 
major changes have been the introduction of representative 
town meeting and creation of the Department of Public 
Works under three commissioners. As the town has grown, 
its government has become more and more of a patchwork. 


When areas of authority overlap, there is a tendency 
for no one to take the initiative. Where authority is uncer- 
tain, officials hesitate to act. 


A citizen finds it difficult to get help and often is 
shunted from office to office in a vain search for someone 
who can deal with his problem and follow it through to a 
satisfactory conclusion. We are unanimous on the above 
analysis. 


As to the best method of correcting these conditions, 
four of the committee recommend the adoption of a five, 
man, nominally paid, board of selectmen who will appoint 
a paid executive secretary to serve at the will of the select- 
men. The fifth committee member is not convinced of the 
wisdom of this course, as he feels that there has not been 
sufficiently detailed study of the alternate forms of govern- 
ment. 


The executive secretary form of government can be lik- 
ened to the usual corporate management where a chief 
executive officer is responsible for seeing that the policies 
set down by the board of directors are carried out. Our 
present form of government, in the same analogy, would be 
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the equivalent of a corporate management with three chief 
executives of equal responsibility and equal authority. This 
would obviously provide a very confused control of the poli- 
cies and decisions of any organization. 


1. We have considered the mayor-council type of gov- 
ernment, but feel that the representative town meeting is 
much too valuable to the town to be discarded. 


2. We considered the town manager form of govern- 
ment and decided against it because of the practical diffi- 
culty of getting rid of a town manager in case he proved to 
be unsatisfactory. ag 


3. Although it would be possible for the town to adopt 
the executive secretary form of government and to accom- 
plish some further reorganization without utilizing the ma- 
chinery of a charter commission under the Home Rule 
Amendment, we feel that such an important question needs 
more study and full public discussions, with the final de- 
cision reached by referendum. 


4. To this end, we will sponsor a resolution at the aw 
annual town meeting recommending the formation of a 
charter commission to draw up a specific charter for this 
town. : 


5: Bearing in mind that in some instances the adminis- 
trative reforms suggested will require enabling legislation, 
further recommendations of the town government study 
committee on which the five members are unanimous fol- 
lows. These organizational changes are all designed to cre- 
ate a direct line of authority and responsibility. We feel 
that this is of primary importance to bring about more 
efficient government of the town. 


6. In line with this thinking, we recommend that the 
following committees and departments be under the author- 
ity and be the responsibility of the Board of Selectmen: 


A. Assessors, Accountant, . Retirement Board, Building 
Dept., Fire Dept., Police Dept., Harbor Master, Water- 
ways Committee, Board of Public Welfare, Airport Com- 
mission, Economic Development Comm., Veterans’ 
Advisory Comm., Veterans’ Agent, Fish and Game 
Warden, Civil Defense Director, Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, Engineer, Registrars of Voters, and Insur- 
ance Management. 
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“We recommend that the members of the Board of 
‘Appeals continue to be appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. 


_B. Deserving a special paragraph, we recommend that 
the Board of Public Works be put under the select- 
men and headed by a superintendent of public works 
and that the functions of the Beach Committee be 
under this authority. 


The Board of Selectmen, full time or part time, should 
continue to act as the Licensing Board and the Board 
of Health. 


7. We recommend that the following offices and com- 
mittees remain outside of the authority of the selectmen and 
responsible only to the voters or town meeting members: 
the Moderator, Finance Committee, Planning Board, Person- 
nel Board, Clerk, Treasurer, Recreation Committee, School 
Committee, Housing Authority, and Trustees of the Public 
Library. 


8. We further recommend that the Planning Board be 
relieved of the administration of the Subdivision Control 
Law and that the town engineer’s office be expanded to in- 
clude this responsibility. 


9. Precincts should be revised so that they will be as 
equal as possible in population. 


10. We feel that centralized town purchasing should be 
established to increase the efficiency of purchasing equip- 
ment and supplies needed by the town. 


11. Special committees such as the Beautification Coun- 
cil, the Conservation Committee, etc. should continue to 
function as independent agencies as they do under the pres- 
ent form of government. 


12. At present the Fire Department operates under 
Chapter 41, Section 97A, while the Police Department oper- 
ates under Chapter 41, Section 97 of the General Laws. In 
order to give the two departments the same status with 
respect to appointments and promotions, we believe that 
both departments should operate under Chapter 41, Section 
97A. 


13. Annual reports should be required from all stand- 
ing town committees, boards, and officers, and be published 
in the Annual Town Report. 
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The committee wishes to extend its sincere thanks to 
the elected alternates of the committee for their faithful 
attendance and for the many helpful suggestions they have 
advanced, and also to the many committees of the town 
and the individuals who have attended our meetings and 
have freely given their advice and opinions.

Gentlemen: 


The following is the report of the Veterans’ Services De- 
partment for the year 1968. 


During the year Veterans, Dependents, Dependent Par- 
ents, Widows of Spanish War, World War One and Two, the 
Korean Conflict were aided in accordance with Chapter 115 
of the General Laws of the Veterans’ Administration. 


Provisions relating to the Vietnam Era Service. The 
Legislature defines “Vietnam Era” as the period beginning 
August 5, 1964 and ending on such date as is later determined 
by the President or Congress. That period is recognized as 
a “period of war” for the purpose of establishing entitle- 
ment to V.A. benefits and active service during that period 
qualifies for a range of V.A. benefits which are comparable 
to those previously established for World War 2 and the 
Korean conflict service. 


Five World War One and Seven World War Two have 
died during the year in Falmouth. The widows and depend- 
ent parents were assisted in preparing the necessary forms 
for pensions, burial assistance claims, Social Security claims 
and government grave markers. 


Twenty grave markers have been applied for. All have 
been received and emplaced. Suitable bronze markers and 
flags for all Veterans interred in local cemeteries have been 
taken care of during the year. 


Thirty-five Veterans and Widows have been aided in 
making out their yearly Income Statements. 


This office has processed 477 Vietnam applicants for the 
Mass. Vietnam Bonus and has also aided veterans for educa- 
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tion and other matters concerning Veterans’ benefits such 
as home loans and. greene 

As the acct Bema ton is steadily erowing in Fal- 
mouth, this office is constantly,-with the cooperation of the 
Board of Selectmen, trying to improve its service to Maines st 
dependents, Widows and children. 


Reimbursements by the State Department to the E. & D. 
fund is made for fifty percent of all approved expenditures 
except Administration. 


A summary of money expended for Veterans’ Services is 
listed and compiled by the Town Accountant and can be 
found in his report, therefore it will not be repeated. here.

_ The weather of the summer of 1968 was characterized 
by many wonderful beach days. This fact is reflected in the 
comparison of the beach receipts for the past three years.

The good weather also brought about a record enroll- 
ment in the swimming classes. During the month of July, 
716 children of the permanent residents enrolled in the 
classes and 705 children of the seasonal residents enrolled. 
During August, there were 432 of the permanent residents 
and 506 of the seasonal residents enrolled in the classes. 
These figures show that we are serving summer and perma- 
nent residents about equally. 


Our swimming program has been turning out a good 
number of qualified Senior Life Guards. These are the people 
we are hiring to man our beaches. Three times a week, 
water safety instruction is given to all guards under the 
direction of James Carey, Jr. As a result of these drills, we 
now have a total of twenty-two instructors on our staff. 


The July and August swimming meets were held at the 
pool of the Otis Air Force Base through the courtesy of the 
base commander. The Surf Drive team won the July meet 
and the Menauhant team the August meet. The Otis pool 
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presents ideal conditions for the excellent performances of 
the young swimmers. We are grateful for the privilege of 
using it. 


This ideal beach weather has brought another fact to 
the minds of the committee members and the townspeople 
as well. At various times, particularly week-ends, it was 
evident that there is an urgent need for more beach area 
with corresponding increase in parking facilities. This is 
not a problem at any one particular beach, but in all areas 
with the possible exception of Surf Drive. At Surf Drive, 
the two parking lots have yet to be filled to capacity. All 
other beaches and parking facilities have been filled to ca- 
pacity many times. 


The beaches have been maintained as well as can be 
expected by employing the pre-season bulldozing, the beach 
cleaner, and the daily trash pick-ups. At many beaches, the 
Small stones at the waters edge are a source of many com- 
plaints. These are the results of the acts of nature and not 
much can be done about their removal. 


The staff is now made up of a director, James Kelly, 
thirty-eight lifeguards, four maintenance men, two bath- 
house attendants, two clerks, ten parking attendants, and 
two week-end policemen. These people must be carefully 
chosen and made aware of the fact they represent the town 
when they deal with the public. The Committee commends 
the entire staff for doing a good job serving the public with 
a minimum number of complaints. 


The Beach Committee extends its gratitude to the other 
town departments for their aid in presenting a beach pro- 
gram to our residents and their guests for which the town 
Should be proud.

Gentlemen: 


The Waterways Committee has completed the following 
jobs during the past year: timber piers at Green Pond, boat 
landing ramps at Harrington Street, Maravista and Woods 
Hole near the Town Dock, complete dockside power system 
at Davis Park, installed three oak pilings, raft and ramp at 
Davis Park, repairs to town owned dock at Megansett and 
dredged area near Town Dock at West Falmouth to maintain 
21’ water at low tide. 


A monument in memory of George H. Bigelow will be in- 
Stalled at the Town Marina. 


We had to turn down the request of Mrs. Mixter for town 
assistance to protect her beach from erosion, as we do not 
have any funds available for this type of work on private 
property. 


The Massachusetts Department of Public Works has 
completed dredging Eel River, Waquoit. The Town’s share 
of the money, $6,648.52 has been sent to the State. 


Falmouth Harbor Marina was again used to capacity 
during the past summer. Total income was $27,877.40. These 
collections were turned over to the Town Treasurer. Oper- 
ating expenses, including salaries and wages was $13,467.00. 
Additional slips to accommodate the increased demand can 
be constructed at the northerly end of the Marina and by 
extending the dock at Green Pond another 100 feet. 


Harold O. McComiskey from North Falmouth was elected 
for a three year term. 


Emil Tietje was elected for a three year term to replace 
Fred Wormelle, who did not desire to be re-elected. Mr. Wor- 
melle had been on the Committee since it was organized in 
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March, 1958 and served the Committee and the Town faith- 
fully as secretary with the exception of one year. 


The Committee acknowledges with appreciation the fine 
cooperation received by the Board of Selectmen, Department 
of Public Works, the Town Accountant and all other Depart- 
ments of the Town.

Falmouth Waterways Committee 
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Report of the Shellfish Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


Gentlemen : 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1968. 


A total of 16,510 miles were patrolled by me in both boat 
and car. In my daily patrols, I logged 18 first offense vio- 
lators while examining permit holders and their catches. 
Three men had their shellfish permits suspended and three 
men pleaded guilty to shellfish violations at First District 
Court in Barnstable.

Project No. 1— Quahaug Transplanting 

From April 8, 1968 through May 2, 1968, 39014 bushels 
of contaminated quahaugs were dug out of Falmouth Harbor 
and transplanted into Great Pond. 803 bushels of quahaugs 
were purchased from in-and out of state and transplanted 
into the waters of Great Pond and Bourne’s Pond, bringing 
the total to 1,193%4 bushels of quahaugs planted. I hope we 
can establish a natural bed of quahaugs from these trans- 
plants.

Project No. 3 — Oyster Program 

On November 24, 1968 Resident Family shellfish permit 
holders were allowed to take one peck of oysters per week. 
I have estimated the harvest at 300 bushels. 


Six rafts were set out last spring into the waters of 
Fresh Pond, Oyster Pond, and Wild Harbor River for the 
purpose of collecting oyster spat. 1,000 wire bags filled with 
scallop shells were set out. 600 bags were planted on the 
bottom and 600 were suspended on the raft as spat collectors. 
Also, 500 bushels of loose scallop shells were planted in the 
marsh grass in Wild Harbor River. 196 bushels of oysters 
have been transplanted by me this past summer and are 
doing fine. Water samples were collected and temperatures 
were recorded by the Division of Marine Fisheries and my- 
self. This was done to get information as to when the oysters 
would spawn. With this information we then would set out 
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our spat collectors in hopes of getting a set of oyster spat on 
the shells. This program is slow and very discouraging. A 
new program is in the making and the future looks promising. 


Project No. 4— Town Rights of Way 


The Town of Falmouth now owns another right of way 
in to Bourne’s Pond off Route 28 in East Falmouth with 
thanks to the Conservation Commission for their support. 


Project No. 5 — Pollution 


This past year, I worked very closely with the State Public 
Health agents collecting water and shellfish samples through- 
out the town. I was displeased with some of the results that 
came back from the laboratory. 


Massachusetts uses two methods of saving the shellfish 
from its polluted waters. One method is used here in Fal- 
mouth — the transplanting program for quahaugs. The qua- 
haugs are dredged up and relocated from condemned to 
clean water. They cleanse themselves within a given num- 
ber of days and can be harvested safely after a state public 
health check-up. The cost of digging quahaugs from con- 
demned water here in Falmouth is $5.00 per bushel. 


The second salvage method is called depuration, or puri- 
fication, and is done in a purification plant. I label the two 
methods as a “diaper service’, for neither one involves clean- 
ing our rivers or harbors, but rather cleaning the shellfish 
themselves. 


I realize the two methods are satisfactory to some, but 
for me, the Town of Falmouth is growing rapidly and a 
sewage treatment plant is indeed needed. We must not and 
can not duck our responsibility for living in cleanliness and 
a healthy environment will be our reward. 


Project No. 6 — Marine Study of Waquoit Bay 

The Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries is pres- 
ently conducting a study of Waquoit Bay. The request came 
from the Board of Selectmen and myself to help provide the 
town with comprehensive information concerning the value 
of the shellfisheries, etc., in the bay. This study will be com- 
pleted and published this year. 


Project No. 7 — Pesticides 


Great Pond will continue to be monitored for traces of 
pesticides by the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries. 
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This is a very important program and I will do ines Lanier 
to see this project through. 


Project No. 8 — Aid For Alewives 


Assistance was given ‘to the herring ; in’ Coonamessett 
River. The trapped herring in the upper reaches could not 
make their migratory run to the sea due to the dry stream 
bed. 1,000 feet of aluminum irrigation pipe and two pumps 
were brought to the dry stream. A narrow channel was dug 
about the width of a shovel. Upon completion of the chan- 
nel, the pumps were started and water began to flow — 
liberating millions of young fry as the tiny stream advanced 
in the narrowly dug channel, flowed into Great Pond, and 
then to the open sea. 


All this came into being through teamwork and the 
assistance of the D.P.W. Park Division, our Fire Department, 
and Conservation Officer, Matthew Souza. I recommend to 
the Board of Selectmen to ask.our Town Meeting Members to 
appropriate the sum of $1,500 to improve this worthwhile 
river. In turn, this river will produce valuable bait for striped 
bass, bait for lobster fishermen, and food for man. 


Project No. 9 — Soft-shell Clams 


The overcrowding of soft-shell clams in some areas 
prompted me to develop an under water vacuum cleaner 
which sucks the seedlings into a mesh net. This device 
worked real well in collecting the baby clams and allowed 
me to transplant seedlings to other depleted areas. A section 
of Little Pond in Falmouth Heights had a population of 800 
baby clams per square foot of ground. There should be no 
more than 25 seedling clams per square foot for ideal grow- 
ing conditions. I will continue to do work in this field. 


Project No. 10 — Scallops 


We had a poor year of scallops and I am sorry that I 
cannot come up with the answer. The weeds this year (eel 
grass, etc.), compounded the problem of finding what scallops 
were available. A large area in Waquoit Bay was closed this 
year due to noxious weeds that came ashore on the east 
side of the bay. This weed was identified as Cladophora by 
John Fiske, a biologist with the State Division of Marine 
Fisheries. The year of 1969 looks much better for the scal- 
lops and I plan to transplant some seed Scallops into other 
areas this spring. 
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Project No. 11— Our Salt Marsh 


I have been working along with Bill Fitzpatrick of the 
Division of Marine Fisheries in reviewing the applications for 
dredging of any shore land. This is an on the spot check of 
all dredge and fill projects. We find that this works out well 
both for the Town and State. 


At this time, I take great pleasure in reporting to the 
Town that our transplanting of quahaugs into Green Pond 
and Quissett Harbor during 1966 was met with success. 1,000 
bushels of quahaugs were planted in Green Pond in April of 
1966 and in June of 1968 this area was.opened and 2,000 
bushels of quahaugs were harvested with over 25 shellfish- 
men working in this area. The estimated value of this 
harvest is $20,000 plus a natural set of seed quahaugs left in 
this pond. 


In closing, I wish to take this opportunity to thank the 
Board of Selectmen, the Massachusetts Division of Marine 
Fisheries, the various town departments, and the citizens of 
Falmouth for their cooperation during the past year.

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Report of the Harbor Master 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The year 1968 gave us some wonderful boating weather 
with a large increase in people using the town’s harbors and 
facilities. It is pleasant to report that in spite of this in- 
crease we experienced a marked drop in marine violations. 
I attribute this to our expanded harbor patrols, and the more 
frequent presence of boats from the Coast Guard, and the 
Division of Motor Boats. Amendment No. 2 of our harbor 
regulations, controlling water skiing also helped immensely. 


We had several oil spills in the early part of the year 
which befouled our beaches and marsh land, and several off- 
Shore spills which came ashore up the Cape, all these re- 
sulted in much publicity due to the recent Torey Canyon 
disaster in Britain. This office pursued the towns befoul- 
ment to all regulatory agencies both federal and state, which 
resulted in many conferences, and meetings on both state 
and federal level. On my own expense I attended oil pollu- 
tion control meetings, and preventative demonstrations at 
Port Everglades, Fla., New York City, Baltimore, and Port- 
land, Me. I am sorry to report that all this effort produced 
nothing out of congress, but did produce an act in our state 
legislature presented by the Attorney General’s office, that 
aU ieast recognizes the problem although it is limited as to 
the needs of Cape Cod. 


Nothing has been done in regards to deposit of raw 
sewerage in our harbors by government legislation, or en- 
forcement. We are continuing to press the issue with the 
State and federal dept. 


We requested the Coast Guard to establish a sound de- 
vice for fog off the the entrance to Eel Pond and Waquoit 
Bay which has been done, and we requested that service to 
mark the dangerous rock off West Falmouth harbor, which 
they say will also be done. 
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We experienced vandalism to our signs again this year, 
theft of buoys and their deliberate damage resulted in the 
loss of about 400 dollars worth of floating equipment. 


Thefts of outboard motors, and other equipment from 
boats moored was also on the increase. 


I collected approximately 600 dollars for mooring fees 
at the town wharf Woods Hole, which was turned in to the 
town.

Report of the Library Trustees 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Completing the first full year in the expanded building, 
as well as the first full year of operation as a sub-regional 
resource center for Cape Cod and the Islands, the Falmouth 
Library system has, indeed, completed a most satisfactory 
year. 


The main library moved from its store-front temporary 
quarters to the expanded building the last week in Decem- 
ber, 1967, and operated with limited services until shelving 
arrived in April, 1968. When the last shelf was in place, and 
the last book on the shelves, an open house on Sunday after- 
noon, May 5th, gave the town an opportunity to see the com- 
pleted quarters. Over 300 attended. 


For the open house, and remaining on the walls through 
December, were 42 original prints by American artists of the 
19th and 20th centuries. These were borrowed from the Li- 
brary of Congress. Theme of the exhibition was appropriately, 
“America the Beautiful.” Mr. Robert Simmons made the 
selections in Washington, D.C., and also chose the impres- 
sive current exhibition which will be on view throughout the 
Summer. The new collection is largely European, its artists 
include Cezanne, Gauguin, Matisse, Picasso, and Chagall. 


The walls of the downstairs meeting-room and the book- 
stack area are hung with original nautical paintings by Percy 
Lawrence. 


During the year the Library Board established a policy 
for public use of the meeting-room. This room is now open 
to local non-profit cultural and civic groups that are neither 
partisan politically nor religious in nature. 


Acquisitions of visual equipment in the library have been 
purchased with state and federal funds. These include a 
complete file of the New York Times on microfilm from 1851, 
and complete issues of the Falmouth Enterprise on film from 
1896. They also include a microfilm reader and a reader- 
printer, both of which are being used with increasing 
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frequency. State and» federal funds have also purchased 2563 
volumes, mostly non-fiction and reference materials. All 
books and equipment purchased from state and federal funds 
become the PHGDELLY of the Falmouth Public Library. 


In Spite of a reduction in circulation at the main library, 
due to its restricted services the first four months of the 
year, the overall circulation of books, including the North 
Falmouth and East Falmouth branches, increased by 1,464 
volumes. 


During the year, many trustees and librarians from other 
areas who are planning new libraries or additions as well as 
inspectors have visited the library which they have praised 
unanimously for. its practicality, good looks, and “every dol- 
lar well-spent.”’ 


- . More. important than visitors and inspectors has been 
the praise and enthusiasm of local users. We are delighted 
the townspeople share our satisfaction with the library.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


A look back and a look forward! 


In my report to the town this year, I am looking back 
over ten years and noting some of the highlights and pro- 
gress in library services to the community. These years have 
passed quickly. They have been full and rewarding years. 


The year 1959 was one of re-organization and planning 
with the Board of Trustees, the Personnel Board, and the 
Finance Committee. In 1960, the basement was cleaned out 
and remodeled for a children’s department with a full-time 
children’s librarian devoted to the needs of children’s read- 
ing. In 1961, this department was enlarged to provide space 
for a weekly story-hour program held on Saturday mornings 
ever since. 


In 1963, through the cooperation of the Falmouth School 
Committee, a room at the East Falmouth Elementary School 
was made available for establishment of a branch library in 
this section of town. Books and equipment were purchased 
and all was in readiness for Open House in the late fall, 1963. 
This very active branch serves a rapidly growing area. It is 
now badly crowded both in space for books and for people 
who wish to use this library. In my look forward, I predict 
this branch will be the next expansion program for the Fal- 
mouth library system. 


In 1965, contract was signed for renovation of a barracks 
building to provide a new location for the North Falmouth 
Branch Library. This attractively designed building was ded- 
icated with an Open House on January 9, 1966. 


In the meantime, the main library had become badly 
over-crowded. In 1966, the annual Town Meeting overwhelm- 
ingly approved the recommended expenditure of $254,500 for 
the new addition which more than doubled the existing area. 
Construction began in the fall. In December, staff, equip- 
ment, and books moved to a store on Main Street where 
service was maintained until December, 1967 when we packed 
up and moved home again, but without shelving for the adult 
department. In April we welcomed the noise of the instal- 
lation of the shelving, and as fast as a shelf was in place, it 
was filled with books. Over 300 persons attended Open House 
on Sunday afternoon, May 5dth. 


On July 1, 1967, the Falmouth Public Library became a 
sub-regional library of the Eastern Regional Public Library 
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System to serve as a reference center and for inter-library 
loan requests for Cape Cod and the Islands. For this service, 
the town has been reimbursed by the state, and has also 
received substantial federal and state funds for building up 
its book collection. 


At the end of each year, we examine the compiled sta- 
tistics as an aid to evaluating our services and the use being 
made of them. It is most gratifying to see the response of 
the community to the services of its public library over the 
past ten years. 


In 1958, the book collection contained 15,009 volumes. 
As of December 31, 1968, the Falmouth library system con- 
tains 44,449 volumes, plus 1,462 reels of microfilm. 


In 1958, there were 4,483 registered borrowers at the main 
library, 736 at the North Falmouth branch. December 31, 
1968, the Falmouth library system shows a total registration 
of 17,765. 


In 1958, circulation of books at the main library was 
40,241, at the North Falmouth branch, 7,053. End of the year 
Statistics, 1968, show circulation of books in the Falmouth 
library system, 170,765. 


For a look forward, I am sure the future will bring new 
methods and new techniques. This is as it should be. A li- 
brary must not maintain a status quo. It cannot do so. 
It must go forward, or it will go backward. 


As we look back, I again thank members of the Board of 
Trustees for their loyal support and cooperation for the past 
ten years. We look forward to future development in areas 
of library services to the community. 


To my staff, many thanks for your loyalty and dedi- 
cation to library services.

The Woods Hole Public Library has had a very success- 
ful year in 1968 under the guidance of its President, Mr. 
Paul F. Smith, and its Vice-President, Mrs. Arthur D. Voorhis. 
The Treasurer, Mr. Robert R. Brockhurst, has given unstint- 
ingly of his time in the Library’s behalf. 


The Board of Trustees would like to thank Mrs. Herbert 
W. Graham, who has retired after six years of devoted serv- 
ice, with special mention of her invaluable aid to the Li- 
brarian, Mrs. Karl Schleicher, at the two sales of second 
hand books and magazines. These events brought us some 
money on material which the Library had to weed out to 
make room for new books. Thanks are also extended to 
Mrs. Dorothy D. Fordyce who has also retired from the 
Board, for, among other things, her interesting newspaper 
articles publicizing the Library’s special summer fund-raising 
project. The high point of our year was a movie-lecture 
given in August at the MBL Lillie Auditorium by Dr. Roger 
Tory Peterson, the eminent ornithologist, and we are happy 
to report that it was a standing-room-only affair which 
yielded a worthwhile profit in addition to entertaining over 
500 benefactors of our community. 


This year the Library received as a gift a typewriter, a 
great help to Mrs. Charles H. Montgomery and Mrs. William 
Eaton who have generously been our volunteer catalogue 
card typists. 


The Marine Biological Laboratory donated a 1960 edition 
of the Encyclopedia Britannica, enabling us to give our slight- 
ly older edition to the Woods Hole Coast Guard Station. 


Under Mr. Robert Heinmiller, a Teen Center group used 
part of the Library’s basement to make animated movies. 
His group also made use of the free films offered through 
the Library by the State Library Service. 
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The Library continues to acquire memorabilia of his- 
torical significance to Woods Hole, and the restoration of 
the Franklin Gifford paintings of old Woods Hole is still 
being carried on. ; 


The principal physical plant improvement this year was 
the changing of the ducts in the basement to better the 
air circulation.

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Report of the Recreation Committee 


To the Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


The following is the annual report of the Recreation 
Committee of the Town of Falmouth. 


The seven man committee elected by the people of Fal- 
mouth underwent the following changes during the past 
year. Carlo Pena was elected for a three year term, there- 
by replacing Mrs. William G. Metcalf who did not run. Wil- 
liam Soares was appointed to replace John DeMello, Jr. who 
resigned from the Committee. George Creighton was re- 
elected Chairman of the Committee, Eugene C. Phillips was 
elected Secretary, Mrs. John J. Farrell, Robert W. Griffin, 
and Edward Martin continue to serve the town as members 
of the Committee. 


In 1968 the Recreation Committee supervised the activ- 
ity carried on at the Recreation Building under the direction 
of Augustus Canty. The Recreation Building is a center of 
activities for youth, for adult organizations meetings, and 
for sports programs like fencing, ping pong, pool, winter and 
spring basketball, and physical fitness programs for girls, 
men, and women. The building is also used for varied pro- 
grams like chess, dances, arts and crafts, auctions, fairs, 
scouting programs, and dance instruction. All the programs 
have good attendance. During the past year a new roof was 
put over the main hall and the building was brightened up 
by painting, by lights in the lobby, and by good care. 


During the year the Committee helps support various 
activities carried on for the benefit of all the people of the 
town. 


BASEBALL 


The Little League expanded to include nine (9) teams 
in the first half of play in the summer of 1968 and ten (10) 
teams in the second half of the season. The local nine teams 
played a schedule of seventeen (17) games and the tenth 
team, the White Sox made up of summer visitors, played a 
nine game schedule. The Woods Hole Red Sox under the 
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management of Edward Chicoine won both halves of the 
schedule and the championship. The All-star team managed 
by Mr. Chicoine and Mike Narbis entered the All Cape Con- 
ference and was eliminated in the semi-final round by 
Bourne. 


The Minor League expanded to include ten (10) teams 
which played a weekly schedule of games. There were twenty 
boys active on each team, and a very successful season for 
baseball for the younger boys of the town resulted. 


The Babe Ruth League was formally organized this past 
summer with Lyle Varney as President and Dana Freeman 
as treasurer. Three teams from Otis Air Force Base entered 
the League and it became an eight team League. Each team 
played two games a week, some under lights at Otis and 
the Tigers, Joseph Figuerido, manager, won both halves and 
were champions. Next year one more team will be added to 
the League. 


For the first time the Teener League for boys 16-18 
years old which had been informally carried on became a 
true league this past Summer. Under the direction of its 
manager Albert Holcomb, the Falmouth team entered the 
League made up of teams from Wareham, Barnstable, Yar- 
mouth, Harwich and Chatham. The team played an eighteen 
game schedule (home games under the lights at Fuller Field) 
and won the League championship. 


The Recreation Committee and the people of Falmouth 
are grateful for the men who volunteer their services to the 
youth baseball leagues. Without these men, the youth of 
Falmouth would not have the instruction and the leader- 
ship needed to make these programs successful. 


CAPE COD BASEBALL 


The Falmouth Commodores, the Town’s entry in the 
Cape Cod league, had another highly successful season under 
their manager William Livesey. Playing a forty (40) game 
schedule (home games under the lights at Fuller Field), the 
Commodores won their third straight Upper Cape Division 
title. In the playoffs for the League championship, Fal- 
mouth beat Harwich three games to win the Cape League 
Title. The Commodores have now been champions two out 
of the past three years, manager Bill Livesey and his players, 
made up of undergraduates of Eastern colleges and uni- 
versities, have not only won the championship but also have 
given the people of Falmouth excellent baseball. 
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SOFTBALL 


The Falmouth Men’s Softball League in 1968 was com- 
posed of eight teams with twenty men on each team. The 
teams played a schedule of twenty-eight games and held a 
playoff at the end of the regular schedule to determine the 
champion. The team managed by Joseph Watson and repre- 
senting the Falmouth Plaza won the championship. The 
players in the League help keep the fields in condition and 
play an exciting game of softball. 


THE FALMOUTH TOWN BAND 


The Falmouth Town Band numbering fifty musicians 
under the direction John Pandolfi offered ten concerts to all 
the people of Falmouth. One concert was cancelled because 
of inclement weather, but the remaining nine attracted 
large crowds. AS many as 1500 persons turned out to hear 
the varied programs announced once again by Ray Hall. The 
band was composed mostly of Falmouth citizens and sum- 
mer visitors, but ten of the members were professionals 
without whom many of the programs could not have been 
presented. 


FIREWORKS 


Town Meeting voted a sum of $2,000 to put on a display 
of fireworks on July 4th from a barge in Vineyard Sound. 
Many thousands of people watched the display from the 
shore, on boats, and from their houses. Everyone seemed tn 
agree that the evening was a success. The Committee would 
like to see the fireworks display put on each year, but feels 
that a shore site for the lighting off is preferable to a barge. 


SUMMER RECREATION PROGRAM 


The Falmouth Summer Recreation Program enjoyed its 
third and most successful season under the leadership of 
William Livesey and his five assistants. The program for 
boys and girls from 8-14 years of age ran for eight weeks 
and covered the villages of Woods Hole, North Falmouth, 
Falmouth (high school field), East Falmouth, and Teaticket. 
Through the cooperation of the Falmouth School Committee 
school gyms were available for use whenever needed. : 


The number of children involved in the program aver- 
aged out to 183 boys and girls a week, a number which em- 
phasizes the interest in and need for this type of program. 
The daily program combined instruction and competition in 
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soccer, flag football, basketball, baseball, tennis, and various 
indoor games for boys. The girls participated in tennis, soft- 
ball, track, soccer, kickball, badminton, and dodgeball. Com- 
petition was held on each field with teams from other play- 
grounds and other groups. Contests were held with the 
Falmouth Heights Recreation Program and the Gregory 
School. In addition a tennis tournament was held for inter- 
ested players. 


George Nickerson, the professional of the Falmouth 
Country Club, held a series of golf clinics for boys and girls 
at the Club. Thirty to 65 young people turned out for these 
clinics and the results seem to justify more emphasis on 
golf in the future. 


The Summer Recreation Program grows each year; it 
improves each year; and it has become necessary to the 
Town of Falmouth. The Committee is gratified that our 
youth have participated in the program, that our young 
men and women have assisted in the instruction, and that 
the people of Falmouth have accepted and backed the 
program. 


SAILING REGATTA 


The Recreation Committee sponsored the First Cape Cod 
Interscholastic Sailing Regatta which was held at the Fal- 
mouth Yacht Club on September 14, 1968. Five Cape Cod 
High Schools sent crews to participate in the Regatta, and 
three others entered but were forced to withdraw. The Re- 
gatta was successful mainly because so many citizens of the 
town who are interested both in young people and in sailing 
turned out to volunteer their help. Boats were donated for 
racing, for spectators, for patroling the course, and for 
judges. The winner of the first Regatta was Lincoln Baxter, 
sailing for Falmouth. Participants and spectators had a 
memorable day and hope that the event may be held each 
year. 


SATURDAY MORNING SOCCER 


For eight weeks, September 17, through November 2, a 
Saturday morning program in soccer was given for boys and 
girls in the third to sixth grade in the Falmouth School 
System. Practices and games were carried on at each ele- 
mentary school field in Falmouth. Over two hundred and 
ten boys and girls took part in the instruction and the 
competitive games. A round-robin tournament was held for 
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all teams and the East Falmouth School field team won the 
championship by defeating both the Mullen School field 
team and a Woods Hole team. Martin Coyle, Richard Swen- 
son, and William Tansey were the instructors, all teachers 
in the Falmouth School System. 


BASKETBALL 


Little League Basketball sessions were held each Satur- 
day morning during the season. Games were played at the 
East Falmouth, Teaticket, North Falmouth, and High School 
gyms as well as at the Recreation Building. A seventh and 
eighth grade program was also conducted Saturday morn- 
ings at the Intermediate School. 


Boys who are not involved in the high school varsity or 
junior varsity programs make up the Senior Basketbali 
League. The League consisted of nine teams who played a 
regular schedule on Sunday afternoons and Monday nights. 
The championship was won by the undefeated Freshmen. 


The Falmouth Merchants Basketball Team, the town’s 
entry in the Cape Cod Amateur Basketball League, made up 
of fifteen men, fourteen of whom are Falmouth residents, 
played a twenty game schedule. Grouped in the Upper 
Division of the League along with Barnstable, Bourne, and 
Yarmouth, the team, playing its home games Sunday at the 
High School and Thursday at the Intermediate School, fin- 
ished third in its division. 


HOCKEY AND SKATING 


| The 1967-68 Falmouth Youth Hockey League Season was 
a mile-stone. A formal eight team league duly registered 
with the Amateur Hockey Association of the United States 
and obliged to abide by all rules and regulations was insti- 
tuted. Games scheduled every Saturday morning, December 
2, 1967 through March 9, 1968, were conducted and cham- 
pions in the two divisions, Pee Wee, and Bantam were 
crowned. Practice sessions during the week were held for 
all teams and special outside games of an all star category 
were held on most Saturday afternoons during the period. 


In addition to the regular league activity two teams, a 
Pee Wee and a Bantam, were supported as members of the 
Kennedy Memorial Youth Hockey League in Hyannis. The 
Pee Wee Team was the champion of this League and con- 
tributed seven of its members to the Cape Pee Wee Team 
which was crowned Massachusetts State Champion. 
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The encouraging participation of young and novice 
hockey aspirants in our early Saturday Morning Farm 
League, in numbers approximately 45 boys, brings our total 
enrollment of boys from ages 8-14 in the Youth Hockey 
Program to over 150. This involvement occurs from Novem- 
ber to March on a regular supervised schedule. 


The Recreation Committee has sponsored two (2) hours 
a week of public skating for the people of Falmouth. The 
beginning skaters have an hour on Sunday when Marc Nelson, 
the Arena Professional, gives group lessons. The Falmouth 
Figure Skating Club helps Mr. Nelson with personnel so that 
new sKaters of all ages may receive personal attention. Over 
200 people, young and old, have taken advantage of the 
opportunity to learn to skate the proper way. Progress has 
been swift and the response has been good. Also, on Tues- 
days more advanced skaters have an hour in which to prac- 
tice their skating, learn a few more figures, or just skate. 
The time is available for all persons who can skate and 
everyone is welcome. 


The Recreation Committee of the Town of Falmouth has 
attempted to increase the opportunities for recreation in the 
town. Working with a budget of over $40,000, the committee 
desires to aid established programs, to initiate sound new 
programs, and to make certain that all programs are proper- 
ly guided and open to as many residents as possible. The 
Committee welcomes new ideas and is always open to criti- 
cism of existing programs. The Committee is in the process 
of examining Recreation Programs in other towns in order 
to’ improve our own and in order to support our intention 
of asking for a full time Recreation Director for the town 
in the near future.

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- Report of Claims and Suits 


To the Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The following is my report for the period commencing 
January 1, 1968, through December 31, 1968, of the claims 
and suits against the Town of Falmouth containing the suits 
which have been tried or otherwise disposed of up to the 
date of this report and those cases which remain pending 
with their present status. 


Robert N. Holloway vs. Town of Falmouth 
U.S. District Court #66-732-C 


This was a tort action in the Federal District Court. The 
ad damnum was $50,000, and the Petitioner alleged that 
certain excavation on Gifford Street made by the Water 
Department caused him to leave the road, strike a tree and 
severely injure himself. This matter was tried before a 
Jury in the Federal Court and a verdict for the defendant 
Town was entered on the Plaintiff’s opening. The Plaintiff 
filed a motion for a new trial and at a subsequent hearing 
this was denied. Judgment was entered on behalf of the 
defendant Town. Total cost of defense was $518.75. 


Chapman Waterproofing Co., vs. Loranger Const. Co., 
and the Town of Falmouth 
Middlesex Superior Court #28060 


This case was heard at the American Arbitration Asso- 
ciation and involved extra compensation for hot-topping the 
roof of the Teaticket School. The Loranger Const. Co., 
claimed that the additional caulking should have been part 
of the original contract. Chapman Waterproofing Co., treated 
it as an extra. The Town was interpleaded as the one that 
had received the benefit of said caulking and the one who 
would ultimately be required to pay. The Town had with- 
held these funds, pending this suit. The Arbitrator found 
that the Town of Falmouth owed Loranger Const. Co., the 
sum of $1,929.89. 
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Allen W. Clowes, et al, vs. the Board of Appeals 
Barnstable Superior Court #29270 


A decision was rendered in this case after trial in Jan- 
uary reversing the Board of Appeals and ruling that the 
construction of a separate dwelling exceeded an accessory 
use. Total cost of trial was $250. 


Irwin M. Golden vs. John DeMello, Jr., et als 
Selectmen of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #29548 


This equity action was heard before Judge Kalus in the 
Suffolk Superior Court. The Board of Selectmen had denied 
permission to excavate in a tidemarsh area after a State 
Waterways Division had granted permission. The Court held 
that the Selectmen had exceeded their authority and ordered 
the permit granted. The Town has appealed this matter to 
the Supreme Judicial Court. 


Nathaniel A. Denman vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #29557 


This equity action in the Barnstable Superior Court ap- 
peals the decision of the Board of Appeals granting a vari- 
ance to the Congregational Church to use a building on their 
premises for professional offices. This case is scheduled to 
be heard in the January 1969, session. 


Ruth Pierce vs. Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #29461 


This is an action on a street defect and is pending in 
the Barnstable Superior Court. 


Calnan vs. DeCosta, et al 
Essex Superior Court #137743 


This is a tort action against a police officer and others 
for assault and battery, false arrest and false imprisonment 
and arose out of an altercation when the Plaintiff was ar- 
rested for drunkenness. This matter has been heard by a 
Conciliator in the Essex Superior Court at Salem. The Town 
refused to accept his recommendations and the matter now 
stands for trial in Essex Superior Court. 
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Singer Heating Company vs. Town of Falmouth, et als 
Bristol Superior Court #8991 


This was a bill in equity brought against the Town for 
failure to award a heating contract to the Plaintiff who 
alleged that two bidders who bid lower than he had filed 
incomplete bids. The restraining order was issued in the 
Suffolk Superior Court by Judge Hale who assigned the mat- 
ter for trial at the earliest session which was then sitting in 
Bristol County at Fall River. The trial was held before Judge 
Smith and the complaint was dismissed. Total cost of this 
trial was $250. 


Tower Motel, Inc., vs. 
Falmouth Zoning Board of Appeals 
Barnstable Superior Court #29655 


This was an appeal from the ruling of the Zoning Board 
of Appeals which denied the Petitioner additional motel units 
to its existing motel in Falmouth Heights. This case was 
heard in the January 1969, session of the Barnstable Equity 
Session after having been removed to Suffolk County and 
back again. To date no decision has been received. Total cost 
has been $300. 


Wilson, et als vs. Albert Jennings, Building 
Commissioner of the Town of Falmouth & 
The Marine Biological Laboratory 
Barnstable Superior Court #29949 


This case was an appeal from the issuance of a building 
permit by the Building Commissioner to the Marine Biologi- 
cal Laboratory to build a dormatory and dining hall. A hear- 
ing was held in the Suffolk Superior Court before Judge 
Bennett who made a finding in favor of the Building Com- 
missioner. The matter has been appealed by the Petitioners 
and is now pending in the Supreme Judicial Court. Total 
cost to the Town for trial and filing brief is $750. 


John H. Fish vs. Board of Appeals, et als 
Barnstable Superior Court #28456 


A final decree in behalf of the Town was entered in this 
case. Mr. Fish appealed to the Supreme Judicial Court. The 
Town sought an injunction pending the appeal which was 
denied in the Superior Court and granted in the Supreme 
Judicial Court by Judge Kirk. The matter is still pending. 
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Albert Jennings, Building Inspector, Town of 
Falmouth, et als, vs. John ‘H. Fish, et als 
Barnstable Superior Court #29815 


. In this case the Town sought to restrain the Respondent 
from removing gravel from land owned by him on the north 
side of Thomas B. Landers Road. A temporary injunction 
has been issued and this matter is pending. 


Nathaniel A. Denman, et als, vs. John L. Ferreira 
and the Town of Falmouth, et als 
U.S. District Court #68-356-F 


The Plaintiffs in this case, all members of one family, 
minors represented by their father, bring this action in the 
Federal District Court against 10 individuals as well as the 
Town, Barnstable County and the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, alleging deprivation of their constitutional rights 
and violation of their rights under the Civil Rights Act of 
1964, 1965 and 1968. Each minor Plaintiff, 7 in number, and 
the Petitioner himself, seek damages in the amount of 
$80,000, from each Defendant, as well as $50,000, punitive 
damage. A petition to dismiss has been brought on behalt 
of the Town and the Police Chief. This matter is still pend- 
ing in the Federal District Court. 


Orrin L. Taylor, Administrator, vs. 
Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #29295 


This is a tort claim for death resulting when the Plain- 
tiff’s intestate struck a police car at the scene of a fire. Ad 
damnum in this case is $100,000. The matter is pending in 
the Barnstable Superior Court. 


Edward G. Perry, vs. Geoffrey G. Whitney, et al 
Barnstable Superior Court #28813 


This is an action against the Planning Board and is still 
pending in the Superior Court. 


The Building Inspector of the Town of Falmouth 
vs. John R. Murphy and Jean H. Murphy 
Barnstable Superior Court #29842 


This is a suit in equity brought against the Respondents 
for a violation of the Zoning Laws in that they altered a 
garage materially without a building permit and used same 
for living quarters. This matter is scheduled to be heard in 
the January 1969, Session of the Barnstable Superior Court. 
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The Town of Falmouth vs. Estate of Thomas Richards 
Barnstable Superior Court #28757 


This was an action to enforce a welfare lien against the 
above-named Estate. The Town received a judgment and 
sold the property at Public Auction for the sum of $9,500. 
The Estate was paid its $1,500, as ordered by the Court. 
Costs for auctioneer and advertising, etc., amounted to 
$817.12. Balance was paid to the Commonwealth. 


The Town is in the process of acquiring 3 parcels of 
land located at Bourne’s Pond in East Falmouth from Frances 
S. Carter for conservation purposes as well as a parcel of 
land located in Sippewissett, West Falmouth, and owned by 
Minnie F. Gulesian. The Gulesian property is being acquired 
for conservation purposes. Both transactions are being han- 
dled by the office of the Town Counsel. 


CONCLUSION: 


In addition to the above matters, the Law Department 
had many conferences, written opinions, appearances before 
administrative boards all of which are itemized in billings to 
the Town which are on file in the Town Accountant’s office. 


A total of $1,980, was paid to Haughton E. Sanguinetti, 
Esquire, for professional services rendered at the request of 
the Board of Assessors and Selectmen in checking the records 
of the Barnstable County Registry of Deeds and the Barn- 
stable County Registry of Probate for delinquent taxes and 
ascertaining the names of subsequent owners of record of lots 
and tracts conveyed since date of recording on sheets furn- 
ished by the Chairman of the Board of Assessors, comprising 
198 entries on the Assessors’ list at $10, per entry. 


Total cost to the Law Department in 1968 amounted to 
$9,989.09; total amount deducted from the Claims Budget 
was $123.19, this being the cost to the Town for the hearing 
before the American Arbitration Association.

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| Report of the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard 
| and Nantucket Steamship Authority 


To the Selectmen: 


It is with a great deal of satisfaction that I report to 
you another deficit-free year for the Woods Hole, Martha’s 
Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship Authority. 


Although final figures are not available at this writing, 
preliminary estimates indicate a significant operating sur- 
plus for 1968. 


This of course means, the sixth consecutive year that the 
Authority has been operated so that the taxpayers of Fal- 
mouth are spared the tax assessment required in the case 
of a deficit by the Acts of 1960. 


I have now served as the Falmouth member of the Au- 
thority for six and one half years, under appointment by the 
selectmen. In accord with the provisions of the Steamship 
Authority Enabling Act, your Falmouth member will be 
Chairman of the Authority for the year 1969. 


During the time I have served on the Authority, I have 
observed one constant fact, and, that is, there is continuously 
increasing demand put on the line’s men, vessels and physical 
facilities. 


The Authority members have already approved a pre- 
liminary budget for 1969 estimated at 5 per cent higher 
than last year. Yet, none of this increase will be budgeted 
for media advertising to promote use of the line. 


Nevertheless within the past seven years passenger traf- 
fic to the islands increased 82 per cent. Automobile traffic 
was very close behind, registering an approximate 90 per 
cent increase over the same period. 


It is this undeniable growing demand that concerns the 
Authority’s management and your citizen representatives 
during their frequent meetings. Last year Authority mem- 
bers met formally 12 times and were active every single week 
of the year to provide policy direction. 
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It is this dedication that allows us to call attention with 
pride to the completion in 1968 of expansion construction 
programs totaling more than a million dollars. Both islands 
will benefit. The major improvements made at Woods Hole 
have already received favorable comment. Improvements 
included: 

Renovation of Terminal Building, including revision of 
the Passenger Waiting Room, Ticket Office, New Reser- 
vations Bureau Office and addition of storage space. 

Construction of new Freight Transfer Shed. 

Installation of modern maintenance facilities and shops. 

Installation of wiring and utilities underground. 

Demolition of the old Railroad Station. 

Planting of trees, installation of fencing and improve- 
ments to the small park on the old Cahoon property, 
for the purpose of improving the appearance of the 
terminal. 

Installation of a second ferry slip, allowing additional 
vessel trips and service. 

Substantial dredging of berths. 

Reconstruction of the south side of Nantucket Wharf. 

Improvements to floating equipment, including: 
Renovation of the passenger spaces on the Islander. 
Installation of a second short range radar on all vessels. 

Improvement in internal communication and navigation- 
al aids. 

The Authority’s continuous concern with traffic flow and 
parking at Woods Hole has helped considerably to alleviate 
vehicular congestion. 

The exceptional 1968 season placed exceptional demands 
on everyone and everything that is the Authority. But, serv- 
ice—the ultimate survival factor of many and the basic 
reason for the line’s existence — was maintained at the im- 
proved schedules introduced a few years back. 


There was optimum operation of the line’s vessels, im- 
provements in service aboard and ashore, during 1968. 


Your Authority members continue to recognize the phys- 
ical limits of the present line. We have, I believe, shown 
foresight in the past. We hope to continue to anticipate the 
needs of the line. To this end we have again filed certain 
bills which we feel will benefit all who need and depend 
upon the service of the line. 
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As your representative, I will again serve you to the ut- 
most of my ability. Your continued cooperation and under- 
standing in matters of the Steamship Authority which affects 
us all are appreciated.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


; This has probably been one of the busiest years in the 
history of the Fire Department. Large fire losses did occur. 
through no fault of the Department. Many fires which ocur- 
red were of incendiary origin; and three individuals were 
arrested, convicted and sentenced by Superior Court for their 
acts of destruction. 


Presently there are other fires that remain under in- 
vestigation, causes cannot be determined for the lack of 
evidence and information. 


The most threatening were the Wood Lumber Company 
and the Palazi residence in Megansett. Several properties 
were damaged due to radiated heat and flying brands, but 
the loss to these properties was kept to a minimum due to 
the quick and efficient efforts of the members of the Depart- 
ment. Ten men were burnt or injured at the Palazi fire — 
due mostly to the intense heat. Fortunately none of these 
was serious, but of course painful. 


The largest single loss that occurred was the Wood Lum- 
ber Company which involved stock, buildings or structures 
and equipment, along with equipment damaged by the heat 
which belonged to the Oceanographic which is adjacent to 
the Lumber Company. 


The value of Mutual Aid has proven its worth to Fal- 
mouth again this year, as it was necessary to request aid at 
some of the fires that did occur; and I take this opportunity 
to sincerely thank all the towns that assisted the Town of 
Falmouth in any way. 


The Falmouth Fire Department was called on for aid 
three times in the past year: — Warehouse at Otis, Standby 
in Bourne at Pocasset Fire Station and Wing’s Neck, Bourne. 


The volunteer members of the Salvation Army Canteen, 
Falmouth Citizens Radio League, Amateur Radio Association 
and the Civil Defense unit have worked long and hard and 
are to be commended for their time and efforts for a job 
well done. 


All the members of the Fire Department have done an 
outstanding job with the problems that faced them on every 
occasion, and I congratulate and thank each and every one for 
an extremely remarkable demonstration of their capabilities.

Valuable assistance has been rendered by the Police De- 
partment and the Fire Marshal’s Office in solving some of 
the causes of the suspicious fires. All those who assisted this 
Department worked tirelessly to obtain answers, and other 
fires of unknown causes still remain under investigation. 


Several changes took place due to retirements. Captain 
Clifford Amaral was promoted to Deputy Fire Chief, Fire 
Fighter Charles Clarkin was advanced to Lieutenant-Inspec- 
tor, and Kent Barnes and Franklin Botelho were appointed 
Fire Fighters; bringing the Department up to full strength. 
Fire Fighter Botelho was called to active duty with the Na- 
tional Guard and is now on military leave. James Pine has 
been appointed a military substitute for Botelho until his 
return. 


I would like to recommend a committee be appointed by 
the Selectmen to study the overall needs of the Fire Depart- 
ment, especially concerning the possibility of the location 
of some companies or additions to their present quarters 
where feasible.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report for the Forest Warden’s 
Department for the year 1968. 


Due to a very dry season when the burning index was 
very high, along with high winds, the number of runs for 
grass and brush fires did increase considerably. The total 
number of acres of brush and grass burned did not involve 
any large areas at any one time. The largest area burnt 
was on the Crane Wildlife Reservation (Coonamessett Air- 
port) where about nine acres of brush and grass were con- 
sumed before the fire was extinguished. Fortunately with the 
assistance of the Otis Base and Mashpee departments, this 
fire did not get off the Commonwealth’s property. 


Flying brands from the Disposal Area did-give us some 
concern on several occasions, and it was necessary to stop 
all burning in the area, except when it was raining. 

Many small fires occurred during the dry spell, mostly 
due to children and matches, and the careless handling of 
smoking materials. 

A total of 230 runs were made by the Department, in- 
volving better than thirty acres of brush and over ten acres 
of grass. 

Most gratifying is the fact that no dwellings were in- 
volved in these fires. 

I do feel that there will have to be restricted burning in 
the Disposal area due to the location and the problems that 
can arise, if a fire does get out. The toll cable of the Tele- 
phone company is in close proximity and must be protected. 

A meeting with the Selectmen, Health Agent, the con- 
tractor and the Forest Warden should be held, to go over 
the entire situation and try to arrive at some satisfactory 
solution for all concerned.

Gentlemen: 


Following is the annual report of the Ambulance Com- 
mittee for the year 1968: 


Chief Leighton Peck as Chairman and Rita Kendall, R.N., 
Secretary were reelected for the ensuing year. 


Discussions were held regarding the processing of Am- 
bulance service bills. 


In April of 1968, the State issued, under the Department 
of Public Health, “Laws and Regulations Relative to Ambu- 
lances.” Upon application for certification accompanied by 
reports of the Training and Experience of the Ambulance 
attendants, the Falmouth Ambulance, its equipment and its 
personnel were duly inspected and approved and the Ambu- 
lance Certificate of Inspection was granted. 


The Medicare program has resulted in considerable extra 
work in the office but the financial results have been most 
satisfactory, and as the administration of the program im- 
proves, the benefits to patient and supplier are very evident. 


A part-time clerk-typist, Mrs. Cynthia S. Regan, has as- 
sisted in the successful processing of the Medicare program, 
and her efforts have been invaluable to this department. 


Mrs. Hall, Principal Clerk and Mrs. Regan attended 
classes for the Claims Training Program conducted by the 
Provider Relations Department of Medicare in Boston and 
Lakeville, and a representative was also available to instruct 
the drivers on information to be secured by them from the 
patient.

Falmouth Ambulance Committee 
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Report of the Civil Defense Agency 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


It should be noted that emphasis was placed in the Edu- 
cation and Training section of Civil Defense this year. 


As was noted in last year’s report, the finance committee 
had been reluctant to appropriate sufficient monies for this 
purpose; but after discussions and due deliberation, funds 
were included in the 1968 budget with the following results: 


A four week basic first aid course was conducted in the 
CD E OC during April and May. A separate first aid course 
with advance information was given Girl Scout Leaders of 
the area and Otis AFB in March and April also in the CD 
EOC. A two week course in Personal and Family Survival was 
given to students of L. H. S. by Mr. Frank Sheehy, MCDA in- 
structor. A Shelter Management course by Mr. Romeo La- 
fond and Mr. Sydney Roberts, certified CD instructors, was 
given in April and May for owners and/or operators of exist- 
ing shelters. Seven students completed and received certifi- 
cates. The Falmouth Amateur Radio Association and the Fal- 
mouth Citizens Radio League held monthly meetings and 
classes in the CD EOC. The Citizens Band group received 
a crash course in the spring in Radiological Monitoring 
taught by Mr. Edward Chicoine, member of the FFA at Otis 
AFB. 


Two firefighters attended a weekend course in fire fight- 
ing at the CD Training Academy in Topsfield, and one at- 
tended a week-end Rescue Course. Regular monthly classes 
in Police education were conducted throughout the year for 
members of the Auxiliary Police. These on the second Tues- 
day monthly. A High School student course in Medical Self 
Help, instructed by Mrs. Cora Nell Haggard, LHS Health 
Science teacher started in the latter part of December, to be 
~ terminated in January. 


All of these instructions, classes and allied training in- 
volved an outlay of $624.95, made possible only by the added 
funds alloted this department by the finance committee. 
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“In order to make Civil Defense worthwhile in the commun- 
ity, its citizens must be educated and trained,” and this as 
can be seen, is what we are trying to do. 


Early in 1968 as in the fall of 1966 a rash of suspicious 
and incendiary fires broke out in Falmouth. The Falmouth 
Amateur Radio Association and the Falmouth Citizens Radio 
League along with members of the Auxiliary Police set up 
and operated, gratis, mobile patrols to augment the local 
police cruisers in their constant vigilance for the apprehen- 
sion of the so-called “firebugs” and the early detection of 
fires. 


The Civil Defense Communication Van and Mobile Can- 
teen was replaced in 1968. It was purchased and is now al- 
most paid for by public subscription. We sincerely hope it 
will be all paid up soon. This unit, what with its radios, flood 
lights, first aid equipment and mobile canteen is an invalu- 
able asset to this community. This vehicle covered all the 
major and working fires in the area, covered other disasters, 
including alleged drownings, which thankfully ended up 
OK. All told during 1968 the unit made twenty eight (28) 
emergency runs, mostly in the middle of the night, and twen- 
ty six (26) routine trips. Four (4) runs were out of town calls 
made through mutual aid. The crews of this unit are com- 
prised mostly from the Citizens Radio League, a Falmouth CD 
affiliate. 


The semi-annual CD drills, including the testing of 
NAWAS, was routine this year, as was the attendance by 
your Director of the monthly CD Sector meetings. 


Participation in the Surplus Property program again 
this year allowed the town, all departments, to purchase 
$3,720.33 worth of surplus for only $278.00. 


The problem with mildew and humidity in the EOC was 
again evident this year, making it necessary for the Di- 
rector to purchase a small dehumidifier to sort of hold the 
tide until the town hall officials decide what to do about 
this dastard situation. 


I would like at this time to thank the Finance Committee 
for their vote of confidence; re; 1967 budget, also to the Town 
employees for their assistance to Civil Defense; and the 
Board of Selectmen and all the Department and Division 
heads for their continued assistance and cooperation 
throughout the year. 
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Many thanks also to all the members of Civil Defense 
who so unselfishly give of their time and energies: and 
also to the many volunteers who ably assisted in our times 
of need. 


A word to the small minority who still feel Civil Defense 
is a waste of time, money, etc; “Caution, just look a little 
further than the tip of your nose, you'll see your community 
is somewhat better for it.”

The doors of the Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational- 
Technical School will open in September to accept the first 
students. 


On several occasions during the year just past, concern 
existed that it might be a close race to meet the opening date, 
but through the efforts of all concerned and careful planning, 
lost time was made up and progress took place at an accel- 
erated pace. It has been most gratifying to have had school 
committees involved in new school construction visit our 
project and on more than one occasion express amazement 
at the facility which has been provided at the price which our 
contract called for. The regional towns should be very well 
pleased. 


The newly filled position of Guidance Counselor-Coordi- 
nator is being utilized to work with all of the sending schools 
in the area and with the students. The first classes to be 
enrolled in 1969 will be the ninth and tenth grade students, 
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some eleventh grade and post-graduate girls in Beauty Cul- 
ture, and post-graduates in Medical Assistant and Licensed 
Practical Nursing. It is hoped that we will be able to start 
our technology programs at a later date in the year if the 
demand warrants and a suitable faculty is available at that 
time. It is planned to extend an opportunity to high school 
graduates and some unemployed youth to enroll in short-unit 
courses to prepare them for employment. 


To insure flexibility in the transportation of students, it 
is planned to purchase four buses and contract for two for 
the first year or until the average enrollment is temporarily 
Stabilized. A station wagon and a travel van, which has been 
secured from surplus, will be in operation for unusual condi- 
tions. A one-half ton pickup truck has been secured from 
surplus, and a two and one-half ton truck is being acquired 
from the same source. 


An Advisory Committee composed of knowledgeable and 
concerned citizens of all of the regional towns has been 
formed. From this group will come the nucleus of the craft 
committees which will be comprised of three to five trades- 
people for every trade. 


Instructional materials are being mimeographed and 
bound for the use of the shop instructor and the craft com- 
mittee members. 


During the past year two upgrading programs of 60 hours 
each and one basic program consisting of 150 hours for 
nurse’s aide training programs were operated in conjunction 
with the Tobey and Falmouth Hospitals and the area nursing 
homes and were fully reimbursable by the State. To date over 
100 certified nurse’s aides have been graduated and are em- 
ployed. | 


A supervising custodian will be employed in January to 
work with the tradesmen involved, to receive equipment, and 
to get the building ready for partial occupancy. Other cus- 
todians will be employed in the spring. It is anticipated that 
we will move into our new office at the school within the next 
two months. The address of the school is 220 Sandwich Road, 
Bourne. i 


Faculty will be interviewed and contracts given out in 
March or April, but we must bear in mind that qualified in- 
structors will be difficult to locate. 
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_Itis hoped that arrangements may be made to hold Open 
House shortly after the opening date with a suitable dedica- 
tion ceremony to be held in April or May of 1970.

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report, as Dog Officer for the 
Town of Falmouth since my appointment, April 15, 1968 
through December 31, 1968.

Dogs destroyed 719 
Dogs turned over to M.S.P.C.A. 73 
Dogs killed by Motor Vehicles 27 
Dogs injured by Motor Vehicles 14 
Total complaints 1131 
Miles patrolled by Vehicle 12,343

There have been two (2) cases of the killing of Fowl, by 
wild dogs and in both cases the owners of these fowl have 
been reimbursed by the County, for their losses. I have or- 
dered and received, and installed five (5) more Kennels at 
the pound, which makes a total of fourteen (14) Kennels. 

I would like to report at this time that the loose dog 
problem has been curbed somewhat, with the exception of 
two trouble areas in the East end of Town, however I have 
asked for funds in this year’s budget to purchase two (2) new 
pieces of equipment necessary to cope with this problem. I 
have served seventeen (17) copies of the Town’s Restraining 
Laws, resulting in one (1) Court case, and two (2) more cases 
are pending. The number of licensed dogs have practically 
doubled since I have been appointed, and I base this result 
in the constant patrols. 

I would like at this time to express my thanks to the 
various Town Departments, for their assistance when needed 
in the past, and their offers of help in the future.

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Report of the Conservation Officer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my fourteenth (14th) annual report 
as Conservation Officer for the year ending 31 December 1968. 


A total of one thousand, four hundred and thirty one 
(1,431) hunting, sporting, trapping and fishing licenses were 
examined by me. Hunting pressure dropped considerably 
during the past year but fishing pressure increased substan- 
tially. 


7,900 Eastern Brook Trout were released and 47,180 Rain- 
bow Trout were released. ‘These species were released in 
Mares, Grews, Deep and Ashumet ponds, (all are reclaimed 
ponds provided with public rights of ways). Childs and 
Coonamessett rivers were stocked with 1,200 Eastern Brook 
Trout. No action has been taken on the reclamation of 
Jenkins Pond other than water samples and other tests, due 
to the right of way which is not acceptable by the Mass. 
Division of Fisheries and Game because of its steep hill and 
eroded gulleys — this matter is being discussed and another 
area is needed to provide proper access to this pond. 


550 mature cock pheasants were released prior to and 
during the open season on upland game. 160 adult, laying, 
hen pheasants were released during early spring in areas 
that were suitable for natural incubation and propagation. 
Our pheasant, ruffed grouse and quail population along with 
the rabbit and squirrel population was the highest I have 
ever witnessed during the fourteen years that I have held this 
position. It is indeed very heartening to me, and I know to 
the sportsmen and birdlovers as well. 


30 Adult Varying Hare (snow shoe) were liberated early 
in February in a new area in an attempt to beef-up our Hare 
population. This project is very slow in showing good re- 
turns due to the fact that Hare do not produce large litters 
nor as often as the cottontail rabbit. What we do have popu- 
lation wise is encouraging. 
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The Blue and Snow Geese that were liberated in Siders 
Pond have done very well and this year should nest for the 
first time. More Blue and Snow Geese will be released within 
the next two months to add to our small flock. The Barna- 
cle Geese also are mated this year, and their youngsters will 
be added to our rapidly growing waterfowl population. 


I don’t believe that anyone in our town can help but 
marvel at the definite and rapid increase in all of our water- 
fowl during the past ten years. Bird watchers from all over 
the state are seen practically weekly studying the shore birds 
and waterfowl in our town. 


Mr. Paul Shaw of South Sandwich is still working with 
me on our waterfowl program, his enthusiasm and assistance 
is invaluable to me because of his vast knowledge and ex- 
perience with all types of waterfowl from all over the world. 
I am deeply grateful to this gentleman for his assistance and 
continued cooperation. 


54 abandoned house cats were disposed of. 
31 woodchucks were disposed of. 
68 skunks were disposed of. 

4 red fox were disposed of. 


-6 raccoons were removed from summer houses along 
with 30 skunks. These animals were released in other areas 
more suitable for their activities. The tranquilizer gun and 
new trap work very well and for this Iam very grateful. Fox, 
raccoon, and skunk populations throughout the town have 
increased at an astonishing rate, some control has to be 
provided but their activities in the wildlife community are 
needed. We cannot outdo nature, however, we can assist 
in the balance of nature. 


The deer herd continues to increase slowly — hunting 
pressure on this species is negligible in our area, however, 
automobiles seem to be harvesting more deer than the hunt- 
ers. It is my opinion that because of development, harrass- 
ment, dogs, vehicles, and hunters, our deer will soon be a 
thing of the past.. 


Eleven violations were recorded, all were first offenders. 
Two arrests were made. One hundred and nine investiga- 
tions were completed. Seventy legitimate complaints were 
answered. 


Three firearms Safety Courses for minors 14% to 18 years 
of age were conducted by me and a total of 44 youngsters 
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graduated and received their certificates from the Division 
of Law Enforcement, Mass. Division of Fisheries and Game. 
This Firearms Safety course is conducted on Wednesday and 
Friday evenings and each class is of eight weeks’ duration. 
I consider this extra work with the youngsters of our com- 
munity of utmost importance. 


The Selectmen and Conservation Commission have kept 
me very busy patrolling all protected areas and checking for 
filling of marshland and wetlands throughout our town. 


The bird food planting throughout the town was prac- 
tically a disaster because of the droughty conditions this 
past summer, some of the newer type seeds survived the dry- 
ness but over all it was not too encouraging. More areas 
were plowed, disk-harrowed and made ready for the spring 
planting, and I certainly hope we have more rain in 1969. 


A total of 19,746 miles were travelled in answering com- 
plaints, wild dog patrols, investigations, deer dogging and 
deer jacking patrols, pheasant, rabbit, hare and quail re- 
leases, trout stocking, wildlife and waterfowl surveys, wild 
bird feeding and guided tours. 


On the whole, conservation-wise, I would consider the 
year 1968 the best ever for our town. One has but to look 
out their window, or while driving the highways and by-ways 
of our town to realize that waterfowl, rabbit, pheasant and 
quail are in abundant evidence just about everywhere. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen, and the citizens of our town for their continued 
splendid cooperation during the past year. Special thanks to 
Shellfish Officer George Souza and the Park Division for 
their help which was badly needed on two occasions. My 
sincere thanks to all of the citizens for their continued con- 
fidence.

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Report of the Finance Committee

Gentlemen: 


Your Finance Committee herewith submits its Annual 
Report for the year 1968. The Committee held 30 meetings 
to consider budget appropriations for town departments, 
and make recommendations on articles for annual and 
special town meetings. The average attendance was 12 mem- 
bers of the 15 member board or 80%. The average length of 
each meeting was about 2% hours. This represents approxi- 
mately 900 man hours. As much time or more has gone into 
subcommittee work to enable details of the budgets to be 
presented to the full committee. 


At the request of various town departments and com- 
mittees the following transfers from the reserve fund were 
made:

3. ACCOUNTANT’S REPORT 


The balance in the reserve fund is $14,864.86 and will be 
transferred to excess and deficiency account. 


This year the town’s business was accomplished in 4 
town meetings. At the annual town meeting $6,407,707.08 
was appropriated. This was $105,935.15 over and above the 
recommendations of the Finance Committee, an increase of 
$1.42 on the tax rate.

The Finance Committee sponsored two articles in the 
September special town meeting warrant. The first to ap- 
point a committee of 11 to study centralized use of computers 
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in the town. The second article voted to establish a disposal 
area committee of 5 in anticipation of the present contract 
expiration September of 1969. 


The Finance Committee chairman and subcommittee 
members have been attending school committee budget ses- 
sions. This has led to a better understanding of, as well as 
becoming more familiar with, school budget requests. The 
Finance Committee was interviewed by the town Study Com- 
mittee. A presentation of the town’s health insurance cov- 
erage was made prior to the end of the year. 


The Personnel Board met with the Finance Committee 
to review the proposed salary adjustments in the salary ad- 
ministration plan for 1969. Better communications with all 
town departments has been in evidence this year. 


The Finance Committee would like to thank all of the 
town departments for cooperating with the October 1 due 
date on budgets. 30% of the budgets were in by this date 
and the Finance Committee has a good start into the 1969 
budgets.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


During 1968, the Board held twelve regular and ten 
special meetings. There were twenty-three hearings on new 
subdivision plans and two hearings on zoning matters. One 
hundred and thirty-one other plans were presented to the 
Board for action. Members of the Board have also met with 
other civic and governmental groups on various occasions 
for various purposes. 


As authorized by the 1968 Annual Town Meeting, the 
Board has entered into a contract with Community Planning 
Services, of Boston, to conduct a planning survey of the Town 
and make a comprehensive report with recommendations 
thereon. 


The report will require two years to complete. The Board 
has been, and will be meeting regularly with representatives 
of the consultants. No specific recommendations for action 
have been made at this time. 


There has been, during the year, considerable contro- 
versy regarding location and operation of sand and gravel 
pits, with associated processing activities. Several articles 
relating to this subject will appear in the 1969 Warrant. To 
assist in resolving some of these matters, the Board has 
asked for funds to have made, by the Soil Conservation Serv- 
ices, U.S. Dept. of Agriculture, a comprehensive soil analysis 
of the entire Town. This should also be helpful in connection 
with the master plan study. 


With the continued increase of the development of large 
residential subdivisions, there is a definite competition be- 
tween different and generally incompatible land uses. This 
is a subject to which the Board and its consultants must give 
great attention and attempt to resolve.

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Report of the Barnstable County 
Health Department for 1968 


Barnstable County Commissioners 


Gentlemen: 


I am pleased to submit this report of the Barnstable 
County Health Department for the year 1968. 


Public Law 89-749, the Comprehensive Health Planning 
and Public Health Service Act of 1966, more commonly known 
as the “Partnership for Health Act of 1966” has stimulated 
action in Massachusetts. 


The United States Congress declared “that fulfillment of 
our national purpose depends on promoting and assuring the 
highest level of health attainable for every person, in an en- 
vironment which contributes positively to healthful individual 
and family living. Federal financial assistance must be di- 
rected to support the marshalling of all health resources— 
National, State, and Local—to assure comprehensive health 
services of high quality for every person.” 


A State Comprehensive Health Planning Program for 
Massachusetts was established within the Executive Office for 
Administration and Finance on June 23, 1967 and began func- 
tioning with the appointment of a Director on April 28, 1968. 
The Director of this department had the privilege of being 
appointed to the Governor’s Council on Comprehensive Health 
and looks forward to serving on this important council. 


For this planning Barnstable County is in Region 7 and 
in the “Barnstable” area, which is composed of Barnstable, 
Dukes and Nantucket Counties, and the Town of Wareham. 


This department’s personnel have always devoted a great 
proportion of their time in helping to establish health needs, 
helping to initiate programs when needed, coordinating serv- 
ices, and serving as advisors and consultants in their specialty. 
The staff continues to take an active part in many commun- 
ity health activities and in their professional organizations. 
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The social worker vacancy was filled at the end of this 
year. After a period of orientation and review a statement 
of her services will be made available to appropriate agencies 
in the County. 


On September 10, 1968, the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health made available mumps vaccine to immunize 
students in the 7th, 8th, and 9th grades who have no history 
of mumps or receiving mumps vaccine. The junior high 
school group was selected for the initial phase of the program 
because the incidence of complications from mumps is high- 
est in adolescents and adults. Five towns in Barnstable Coun- 
ty have completed a program for this age group. 


DENTAL HEALTH—Alice Dalzell 


Dental hygiene service in Barnstable County in 1968 was 
a combination of direct service to pre-school programs and 
schools, educational programs to communities and schools, 
consultation and research. Every town on the Cape was 
covered with some kind of dental program or consultation. 
Two schools, Nazareth and Holy Trinity, which had never 
received service before, were added to the list. 


Much work was done at the pre-school level. During the 
summer, topical fluoride treatments were given to children 
entering the Orleans School System. The Dental Hygienist 
was a member of the team consultation group to Head Start 
groups and programs, both summer and year-round, and gave 
direct service to these programs. All children were screened 
and some fiuoride treatments were given if the child had not 
had the treatment previously. Many parent classes were held 
which gave an excellent opportunity for dental health edu- 
cation. 


An Epidemiological Study to determine the fluoride con- 
tent of tooth enamel was conducted in the Barnstable School 
System. This study was a co-operative effort with the Forsyth 
Dental Research Center, Massachusetts Division of Dental 
Health, Barnstable County Health Department, and the 
School System, and financed through a research grant to 
Forsyth. Children in grades 4 and 5 of the Hyannis East 
Elementary took part in the study and the County Hygienist 
was the clinician. Results of this study have not as yet been 
compiled. 
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During Dental Health Week, February 4-11, a poster con- 
test was held in conjunction with the Cape Cod Dental Society 
and the Council in Dental Health. All sixth grades on the 
Cape were invited to participate. Winners were presented 
water-pics and electric toothbrushes. There were radio inter- 
views, TV spot announcements, and many articles on dental 
health in the newspapers. Many educational programs such 
as assemblies and classroom talks were held in the schools as 
special programs during Dental Health Week. However, much 
of this dental education is carried on through the school year. 


The new Fluoridation Law, which passed the 1968 Legis- 
lature, has demanded much attention. Under the new law, 
local Boards of Health, with the approval of the State Health 
Commissioner, have the authority and responsibility for 
recommending fluoridation if they deem it in the public in- 
terest. As with many new laws, people are not always sure 
how to proceed properly under the statute, and calls for ad- 
vice and assistance, speakers, etc., have been numerous. The 
cost of dental care makes fluoridation of water supplies a 
must for the prevention of tooth decay. Water fluoridation 
is a controversial matter and much needs to be done to inform 
the communities that the benefits far out-weigh the fears. 
The new law assures healthier teeth for growing children with 
benefits extending into later life—stronger bones for adults 
is one such benefit. 


ENVIRONMENTAL SANITATION—Richard Sturtevant 


All inspectional programs were performed according to 
the Massachusetts State Sanitary Code which included eating 
and drinking establishments, recreational camps, family type 
camp grounds, public and semi-public swimming pools, and 
sewage disposal inspections. Local Boards of Health were as- 
sisted in sewage disposal approval where special problems 
existed. 


Other activities included approval of day care centers, 
public and private school inspections, sub-division approvals, 
bathing beach approvals, shellfish control, field investigations 
for tick control, and epidemiological investigations. 


The amount of time devoted to these activities can be 
realized by referring to the statistical summary in this report. 


We are pleased to note that some towns have proceeded 
to acquire public lands for future use for solid waste disposal 
and public water supplies. In the near future a study will 
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have been completed by the Cape Cod Economic and Develop- 
ment Advisory Commission relative to water supply, solid 
waste disposal for Barnstable County. Members of this de- 
partment are working with the Commission in making this 
study. 


NURSING—HEsther G. Howes 


One of the major goals for 1968 had been “to provide 
more direct supervision for each public health nurse.” Be- 
cause continued “certification” for Medicare coverage requires 
the provision of supervision, written agreements were drawn 
up between six towns and the Barnstable County Health De- 
partment. These agreements meant a new relationship with 
the public health nurses, beyond that of answering requests 
for help and imparting information on new programs. Direct 
Supervision includes Knowledge of cases and case manage- 
ment, of the behavior and performance of nurses, and in- 
cludes a commitment to the employers of nurses. This means 
a periodic evaluation and report to the employer as to the 
nurses professional growth and her ability to maintain stan- 
dards of public health practice. 


There are 52 public health nurses employed now in the 
County, 17 are prepared, and all of the agency nurses now 
have nursing supervision. The school nurses continue to be 
pre-occupied with personnel policies; however, there is need 
for many to demonstrate their ability in curriculum planning 
and health education, and to propose new ways of using non- 
professional helpers.

Guidance and coordination of health component of Head 
Start Programs. 


Preparation for Medicare certification for one additional 
town. 


Assistance in expansion of service and program in Falmouth 
and Bourne. 


Instruction and field experience in public health nursing 
supervision for a student in the graduate school of Boston 
University. 


Instruction of several classes of Homemaker Recruits on 
“Personal Care Aspects.” 
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Consultation to Cape Cod Community College Health Serv- 
ices Director. 

Maintenance of the Tuberculosis Case Register for the 
County. 

Coordination and liaison for the Crippled Children’s Pro- 
gram in this area. 

Membership and committee chairman in several local 
health and welfare organizations.

Gentlemen: 


Enclosed herewith is the eighth Annual Report of the 
Department of Public Works. This report covers the oper- 
ations of the Department for the calendar year 1968. This 
Annual Report includes individual reports of the Director, 
Water and Sewer Division, Highway Division, Parks and 
School Grounds Maintenance Division, Forestry Division and 
Engineering section. 


During the year, Mr. Edward C. Picanso was re-elected 
to a three year term as Commissioner of the Department of 
Public Works. Commissioner Picanso is a charter member of 
the Falmouth Board of Public Works and has been instru- 
mental in the formulating of much of the Department’s poli- 
cies. 


Extensive work in all types of public works construction 
and maintenance was carried on during 1968. A description 
of this work will be found in the various sections of this An- 
nual Report. 


Major water construction projects completed in 1968 in- 
clude a new 16-inch water line to the Quissett Water Tank 
and a new 12-inch water line in Carriage Shop Road from 
Sandwich Road toward Fresh Pond. 


Completion of grade alterations and resurfacing of Aca- 
pesket Road, between Route 28 and Menauhant Road, was 
the largest of the local highway projects for the year, al- 
though a number of sidewalk projects and smaller road 
projects were completed as well. 


Under Chapter 90 programs, Gifford Street was rebuilt 
between Dillingham Avenue and Jones Road; a stretch of 
Sandwich Road going south on Route 151 was widened and 
resurfaced; and the concrete highway bridge at Quaker Road 
by Old Silver Beach was completely repaired and new rail- 
ings installed. 
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Perhaps the most significant event during 1968 was by 
the men of the various Divisions of the Department of Public 
Works when they joined Laborers International Union of 
North America, Local 1249. This Union is now the Official 
legal bargaining agent for the greatest majority of the De- 
partment. 


The Board of the Department of Public Works wishes to 
take this opportunity to thank the Board of Selectmen, the 
various heads of other Town Departments and Committees, 
our own Public Works personnel and the people of Falmouth, 
for the cooperation and assistance given us during the pre- 
ceding year.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR by Nathan S. Ellis 


To the Board of Commissioners of the Department of 
Public Works: 


Gentlemen: 


The Annual Report of the operations of the Department 
for the year 1968 and on the general condition of the works 
is respectfully submitted. 


Included as part of this report is a section on each of the 
Divisions of the Department. 


Highways — The reconstruction of sections of Acapesket 
Road, Chester Street, Red Brook Road, Sandwich Road and 
Hudson Street highlighted the Town’s road program. 


Under a Chapter 90 program, Gifford Street was com- 
pletely rebuilt between Dillingham Avenue and Jones Road. 


Over a mile and one-half of new sidewalks were con- 
structed during the year, in addition to over two miles of re- 
surfacing or rebuilding of existing sidewalks. 


Under a program begun in 1967, an additional section 
of old sidewalks in Falmouth center, between the Wareham 
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Savings Bank and Glenwood Place, was rebuilt with Portland 
cement concrete. This excellent program, if continued, will 
improve the looks of Main Street greatly. 


Herring Rivers — A new backhoe mounted rubber tired 
tractor purchased by the Town in 1968 has helped in keeping 
the various herring rivers open. This replacement machine 
is able to travel easily on the beaches and because of this is 
often able to dig out the herring rivers where before a hired 
crane was necessary. Only once in 1968, and then after an 
unusually severe storm, did it become necessary to hire a 
private crane to work on herring rivers. 


The problem of river outlets becoming plugged during 
the winter months is greatly improved; however, the stone 
jetties at the Little Pond outlet to Vineyard Sound need ex- 
tending in order to improve the tidal flow at that location. 


Bridges — Repairs to the Menauhant Road Bridge over 
Green Pond were delayed again pending studies by a Bridge 
Study Committee appointed at the 1967 Annual Town Meet- 
ing. This bridge is badly deteriorated and some action should 
be taken soon. 


The Quaker Road Bridge at Old Silver Beach was com- 
pletely repaired and new railings installed under a Chapter 
90 Maintenance contract. This bridge is now in first class 
condition and should last for many years. 


The Menauhant Road Bridge over Bourne Pond should 
have a double plank decking. This timber pile structure had 
a portion of its decking replaced in 1968 but it appears that 
a double deck will be necessary if this yearly deck repair is 
to be avoided. The timber piles and stringers in this struc- 
ture appear quite sound and should last for years, under 
normal use. 


Drainage — 1968 was again a year of extensive drainage 
construction with about four-fifths of a mile of drainage 
culvert being installed along with thirty-eight structures of 
various types. 


Further progress was also made on the Town drainage 
map by the Engineering section and certain parts of these 
maps are now usable in the field. 


Garage Facilities — 1968 will mark the first full year that 
the Highway, Park and Forestry Divisions have been housed 
in the new facilities off Gifford Street. 
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Most of the important grading around the building is 
complete insofar as entrance, parking areas and stockpile 
areas are concerned, although none of these areas has been 
paved with a permanent surface. 


The areas to be landscaped at either side of the entrance 
drives and the center island are rough graded. Parts of these 
areas Will be completed in 1969 as time permits. 


The only outstanding item not re-established at the new 
facilities at this time, is the Town’s gravel screen. This use- 
ful machine was badly vandalized at the old Highway Garage 
location, but hopefully will be working at the new location 
during 1969. 


We are grateful for being able to keep the machinery and 
tools of the Department in better condition than was for- 
merly possible. 


This new building and area is such a great asset to the 
Department that it is difficult to imagine how we were able 
to function before. 


Snow and Ice Control — For the most part, 1968 was an 
extremely light year for snow although requiring greater than 
normal sanding and salting for slippery streets. 


On January 7th and again on January 25th it was neces- 
sary to send out all of the Town and hired plowing equip- 
ment. On one other occasion in February some hired side- 
walk plows were used. 


1968 therefore became a year for re-conditioning snow 
plows and other equipment which had been badly worn or 
damaged during 1967. 


Parks — No new areas were added to the Park Division 
maintenance lists during 1968. This is the first time in a 
number of years that the acreage of grass and shrubbery 
cared for by this Division has not been increased through the 
addition of new schools or other grounds. 


The summer of 1968 was very dry thus causing greater 
than normal dusty conditions, particularly on heavily used 
baseball and softball diamonds. 


A great deal of effort is spent yearly keeping the grounds 
at Fuller Field in condition for the “Falmouth Commodores” 
baseball team. It appears that some of the requirements of

this field will have to be taken care of by others in the future 
in order that the Park Division may spend more effort on the 
softball, Little League and other fields which also receive 
heavy warm weather use. 


Forestry — The Pesticide Board of the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health on October 18, 1967 ruled that the 
pesticide D.D.T. in any form or by any method of applica- 
tion may not be used for the control of Elm Bark Beetles, 
carriers of Dutch Elm Disease, after June 1, 1968. 


The Pesticide Board has recommended that the pesticide 
“Methoxychlor” be used in place of D.D.T. for control of the 
Elm Bark Beetle as it poses less of a problem regarding fish 
and wild life. 


Falmouth’s primary use of D.D.T. has been in the control 
of Dutch Elm Disease. The increase in the cost of Methoxy- 
chlor will reflect in this Division’s annual budget as Methoxy- 
chlor costs three times as much as D.D.T. This increase in 
budgetary costs appears warranted. 


The following is an excerpt from Chapter 21 of the Gen- 
eral Laws relative to the Division of Forests and Parks: 


Section 26A. Dutch Elm Disease Eradication: Removal of 
Trees, Etc. — “If the chief superintendent or the local super- 
intendent or their employees or authorized agents shall find 
on public or private property elm trees or parts thereof in- 
fested or infected with or likely to become so infected or in- 
fested with the causal fungus of the Dutch Elm Disease or 
infested with, or likely to become infested with, beetles 
known or suspected to be carriers of said disease, they may 
remove and destroy or cause to be removed and destroyed 
such trees or parts thereof. Complete removal of trees may 
be ordered by them only upon proof by positive laboratory 
tests conducted by the shade tree laboratories at the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts that the trees have become infected 
with the said Dutch Elm Disease. The order to remove shall 
be subject to other applicable provisions of this chapter.” 


It is interesting to note this law under which the Town 
must operate which requires proof of positive laboratory tests 
before trees may be removed as diseased. It is also interest- 
ing to note that the State agency which controls removal of 
many State-owned live trees within State Highway layouts 
in Falmouth does not take samples for laboratory tests prior 
to the tree’s removal. 
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In 1968 we requested that the State follow a procedure of 
testing for Dutch Elm Disease as do the Towns in the Com- 
monwealth. We also requested that hearings be held in 
Falmouth prior to the removal of any healthy trees along the 
State Highways, similar to Town practice. 


The reply received stated that the State could not com- 
ply with our requests for sampling and/or hearings but would 
cooperate to any extent possible with our Tree Warden. 


This reply also stated “‘(I) suggest that you inform com- 
plainants that you have no jurisdiction over trees within the 
State Highway layout, and ask them to address complaints 
directly to this office.” 


Complaints as to care, or lack of care of trees along State 
Highways in Falmouth, should then be addressed to the Dis- 
trict Engineer, District 7, Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Works, 151 Pierce Street, Middleboro, Massachusetts. (Zip 
Code — 02346) 


Engineering — Although our Engineering section con- 
tinues to operate under-stafied, as has been noted in previous 
reports, progress has been made toward general improve- 
ment in this area. 


At present, our Engineering grades extend through four 
categories depending on skill, experience, knowledge and re- 
sponsibility. 


As this section gains talent (presently three full-time 
employees) and is able to perform greater service to the 
Town, I hope a fifth and higher category can be added. 


Our immediate aim is to increase our Engineering staff 
to five qualified people. This number I believe to be the mini- 
mum required to provide only the Town’s essential, basic en- 
gineering services. 


During 1968, grades for street and drainage construction, 
drainage studies, inspection of street and drainage construc- 
tion contracts, bounding of Town accepted roads, studies re- 
lated to the acceptance of new streets, extensive land sur- 
veys for the School Department and various work related to 
the needs of the Assessors and other Boards and Committees 
of the Town, were included in the work of the Engineering 
section.

) Water — As will be noted in the report of the Divisional 
‘Superintendent of the Water and Sewer Division, 1968 was a 
year of increased activity. 


The numbers of house services and installations of water 
‘mains by private developers indicate a definite increase in 
building construction for the year. 


Although water mains laid within private developments 
are not paid for with Town funds, we are finding in increas- 
ingly difficult to properly inspect these installations because 
‘of the number of projects at times being constructed simul- 
taneously. The Water Division must often hire outside as- 
sistance to keep up with the inspection of these new installa- 
tions since their own personnel become over extended and 
the Engineering section is not yet large enough to aid in this 
work. 


Another serious difficulty this Department is experi- 
encing concerns alterations in road grades after water mains 
are laid. It is not unusual for a developer to raise or lower 
the elevation of the roads he is building after the water main 
has been installed. If this change in grade exceeds six inches, 
serious consequences often result as water lines with three 
feet or less cover will freeze during severe winter cold spells. 


Eventually, I believe the road grade of new Streets will 
have to be established in the original subdivision plans and 
the final street as built will have to conform within toler- 
ances to this predetermined grade. 


Placing underground electrical conduits in roadways as 
an alternative to the older system of exposed poles and wires 
is causing an increase in the occupational hazards of our 
Water Division personnel where these cables are in close 
proximity to the water lines. 


Electric cables, telephone conduits and gas pipes are all 
laid closer to the street surface than are water pipes. Our 
people must dig by these obstacles to reach the water pipes 
in order to make connections or repairs. 


If a cable or conduit is laid too close to the water main 
we find it extremely difficult to make water service or main 
connections. An article restricting the public utilities from 
locating their cables and conduits too close to existing water 
mains is being submitted to the Annual Town Meeting in 
March. 
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Test wells for future water supplies for the Town were 
undertaken in 1968 at five locations. A prolonged pumping 
test was made using an eight-inch well on land owned by 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Division of Fisheries 
and Game, east of Sandwich Road and south of Route 151. 
This was the only prolonged test made on the five sites dur- 
ing 1968 since the results on this test appear quite promising 
from a quantity available and quality standpoint. 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health approved this tested site on November 18, 1968 
providing sufficient land can be acquired for water supply 
purposes. The next step is to gain control for water supply 
purposes of this area either by agreement with the Division 
of Fisheries and Game or by purchase in order that sometime 
in the future, if needed, this site will be available to increase 
the Town’s water supply. 


Town Sewer Study — The efforts of the Town of Fal- 
mouth to obtain a Federal Government planning advance for 
a Sewer Study from the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development in Washington finally ended on the note that 
funds were not available. The Annual Town Meeting in 
March therefore decided to go ahead without Federal funds 
and appropriated $48,000. for the purpose. 


The firm of Whitman and Howard was then instructed 
to proceed with the sewer study and to prepare preliminary 
plans covering the Falmouth central area, including Fal- 
mouth Heights and Maravista, and the Woods Hole area. The 
Whitman and Howard engineers immediately proceeded to 
undertake an extensive study of Falmouth and a team of 
surveyors worked most of the summer determining elevations 
over a large area. 


Meetings were held throughout the year at which the 
Commissioners, the Whitman and Howard engineers, the 
Selectmen and members of the Sewer Study Committee were 
present. 


At the last meeting on December 19, 1968, color coded 
plans were presented which indicated the areas being studied, 
the proposed construction phases and some estimated costs 
totaling about 11.8 million dollars, based on a treatment 
plant near Fay Road, Woods Hole, and an outfall extending 
out off Juniper Point into Vineyard Sound. 
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The estimates were given only for an outfall type dis- 
posal system (after treatment) and although an alternate 
plan for an inland disposal was given, the Committee was 
unable to make cost comparisons between the two types. 


The Committee generally appeared to disagree with the 
engineers on an outfall type disposal and were almost unani- 
mous in their disapproval of the choice of locations for the 
alternate inland disposal site. 


It was agreed that the engineers should investigate other 
areas of inland disposal and present these new areas to the 
proper State agencies for their reaction. 


It was also agreed that the engineers complete their 
report, together with estimates of costs on a number of in- 
land locations, as well as the outfall type, and present the 
completed reports to the Board of Public Works. 


An article will not be submitted to the 1969 Annual Town 
meeting since there appears to be too many points on which 
information was still incomplete, particularly with regard to 
proposed disposal methods and location of inland sites.

House numbers have been assigned new buildings in the 
postal delivery areas. 


In addition to the above, numerous questions and re- 
quests from other departments and individuals have been 
complied with. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION, Manuel Pacheco, General Foreman 


During 1968, the routine highway maintenance work of 
the Department was continued with emphasis on new side- 
walk construction, drainage construction, reconstruction and 
resurfacing of existing streets and sealcoating. 


Heavy accumulations of sand built up along the shoul- 
ders of roads over the years has caused many of the older 
roads to have shoulders unnaturally high. This condition 
affects the street drainage on many of these roads and a 
program of removal of this excess material was begun in 1968. 


Once again vandalism played a large part in our main- 
tenance costs, particularly where street signs are concerned. 
It appears that some signs are removed by year-round resi- 
dents to confuse what they consider to be unwanted seasonal 
elements. Certain other signs seem to be in great demand 
for decorating college rooms. Sometimes signs are stolen so 
fast that the residents who request the replacement do not 
even know that the sign has been replaced before it is stolen 
again. It all adds up to an expensive sport. 


Some of the efforts of the Highway Division during the 
year were spent organizing, arranging and grading around 
the new D.P.W. Garage off Gifford Street. This work is 
gradually being done as a fill in, or part time, project inas- 
much as Highway maintenance, weather, construction and 
demands of other Departments leave us with only short 
periods of time to work on our own landscaping. 


The practice of grading, graveling, and penetrating newly 
accepted roads with bituminous asphalt was discontinued for 
the year because of a one-third reduction in the 1968 Seal- 
coating budget.

FORESTRY DIVISION by Joseph Figuerido, Superintendent 


1968 could be labeled a normal year in terms of mainte- 
nance, shade tree care and completed projects within the 
Forestry Division. 


Greater emphasis was placed on our fall tree planting 
program this year since a large number of tree stock grown 
at the Town nursery became of size and was transferred to 
the Town’s streets. One hundred fifty-five shade trees of 
various sizes and varieties were planted during 1968. The 
majority of these trees were larger than the normal street 
planting size and required heavy machinery for proper handl- 
ing. 


This year’s tree planting program exceeded our tree re- 
moval by two-thirds. Our records show forty-five trees were 
removed and stumps cut below ground level during the year. 


GYPSY MOTH 


Gypsy Moth aerial spray in 1965 covered 4,900 acres of 
infested area in the Town of Falmouth. The insecticide 
“Sevin” was used by the Massachusetts Department of Natur- 
al Resources with excellent results. 


In 1968 a small flare-up of gypsy moth was noticed and 
scouted at our Town forest near Long Pond. Spraying was 
not recommended because of the close proximity of Long 
Pond, Falmouth’s drinking water supply. 


In July this Department received a communication from 
the United States Department of Agriculture, Research Divi- 
sion of the Plant Pest Control Division, requesting permis- 
sion to release three species of parasites in this infested area. 
Permission was granted and the experiment will continue 
until next summer. The species of parasites released are as 
follows: 
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(1) Exorista rossica—This is a Tachinid parasite from 
India. It has never been released in the United 
States before this summer. It parasitizes later in- 
star larvae of the gypsy moth and needs an alter- 
nate host (other lepidopterous larvae) to overwin- 
ter. 


(2) Tricholyga segregata—This is a Tachinid parasite 
from Spain. It has been released before in the Unit- 
ed States, but has never been considered established. 
It parasitizes later instar larvae of the gypsy moth, 
and needs an alternate host (other lepidopterous 
larvae) to overwinter. 


(3) Rogas sp.—This is a Braconid parasite from India. 
It has never been released in the United States be- 
fore this summer. It parasitizes earlier instar larvae 
of the gypsy moth and can overwinter in the cocoon 
Stage and aS well possibly in an alternate host. 


NANTUCKET TIP MOTH 


A severe browning of native pitch pine was evident 
throughout Cape Cod during the summer of 1968. Examin- 
ation revealed many pine trees were attacked by the Nan- 
tucket tip moth. This moth has always been present in the 
past but reached heavy density last summer from April to 
June. 


Tip moths lay eggs on young terminal growth that hatch 
into small borers which feed for several days on young needles 
then tunnel into terminal growth killing and browning these 
ends. The Massachusetts Department of Natural Resources 
recommended against aerial spray for these pests, but sug- 
gested the local Tree Warden should spray the roadside or 
any scenic way where browning would mar the area. Resi- 
dents can control tip moth by clipping and burning. This 
will destroy the borers which overwinter in the tips, change 
into moths in the spring, and again lay more eggs. 


Dr. Ellsworth Wheeler, Entomologist at the University of 
Massachusetts and northeast representative of the Pesti- 
cides Safety Board, states that three spray applications are 
necessary to control this pest. Insecticides should be applied 
about mid-April, mid-May and the last spray during late 
June. D.D.T. plus malathion is the most effective spray mix- 
ture. For those who wish to substitute, Carbaryl (Sevin) may 
‘be used, but application must be made more frequently. 
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SPRAY PROGRAM 


Spray policies continued with little change from past 
recommendations. Pest cycles are stable and do not change 
in habit or character so our programs remain consistent with 
four major sprays as in the past. 


(1) Dormant spray for Elm Bark Beetle (carrier of 
Dutch Elm Disease) in April and May. 


(2) Fruiting tree species for tent caterpillars in May. 

(3) Elm leaf beetle spray in June and a second gener- 
ation spray in July. 

(4) Japanese beetle (limited amount) and some wood 
tick and obnoxious weeds spray in July and August. 


DUTCH ELM 


The Department must realistically report and prepare 
our citizens for future problems with our aged elms, not 
only from the threat of Dutch Elm Disease, but from natural 
causes or die back which becomes common with age. 


It is with regreat that we must report two confirmed 
Dutch Elm diseased trees on the Village Green. 


Pruning and sanitation work, feeding and other efforts 
are not enough to prevent indefinitely mortality from natural 
causes. 


In 1968, as a result of the two confirmed cases found, 
we cultured all the elms on the Village Green and all sur- 
rounding elms close at hand. Specimens were sent to the 
shade tree laboratory at Amherst and all but the two con- 
firmed cases were returned negative. 


The two confirmed elms were cultured three times to be 
sure that no error had been made. The root systems of these 
two trees were then fumigated with a solution of ‘‘'Vapom” 
to isolate the roots from adjacent trees and to avoid graft 
innoculation. 


All remaining trees around the Green have had pruning 
and sanitation work done in 1968 to be sure that all dead 
wood had been removed. The Forestry Division will continue 
to make every effort to arrest, or at least slow down, the 
spread of this disease. 


Other cases in the Town of Falmouth include: Cultures 
from six elms on public ways were returned confirmed; elev- 
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en cases On private property. This totaled 17 confirmed Dutch 
Elm diseased trees in 1968 in Falmouth. 


The usual notification and removal procedures were ad- 
hered to as recommended by the Massachusets Department 
of Natural Resources. 


In conclusion, some additional tasks accomplished dur- 
ing 1968 by the Forestry Division are listed. The tracing of 
routes and signing building moving permits; the repair of 
the cavities from accidents and vandalism. Many pest identi- 
fication requests and advice on controls were honored dur- 
ing the year. Six miles of roads were maintained in the Town 
forest. Fire break perimeter was brushed in the Forest near 
a private developer’s property as a safe guard to the Forest 
from fire and a storm clearing alert maintained. This work 
logged may be of interest to many. 


PARKS AND SCHOOL GROUNDS MAINTENANCE 
by Newcomb Cassick, Superintendent 
The summer of 1968 was unusually dry with much of the 
grass acreage where irrigation is impractical lying dormant 
into the fall months. 


Heavy pressure on the baseball and Little League fields, 
combined with the severe dry weather, caused the surface 
of the clay areas to turn into a sort of talcum powder con- 
sistency at times over an inch deep. Calcium chloride used in 
small doses seemed to be the only way this dust condition 
could be controlled. 


A new Recreation Committee sponsored basketball court 
was constructed by contract at the Falmouth Heights Ball 
Park at a cost of $3,500. 


The Park and Highway Divisions combined forces and 
reconstructed the old Cape Cod Major League Baseball Dia- 
mond at Falmouth Heights. This diamond was reconstructed 
into a Little League, or softball diamond, and equipped with 
a new backstop. This park is now equipped with two good 
diamonds for warm weather use. 


Normal care and maintenance was performed through- 
out the year on the park grounds and school areas. Exten- 
sive plantings of annual flowers, in front of the main library 
and on the traffic islands at Davis Straits and Falmouth 
Heights Road, along with the natural beauty of the Village 
Green, greatly aid the appearance of the Town, particularly 
during summer months. 
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Goodwill Park, of course, continues to be our most popu- 
lar park. The fresh water swimming, picnic and family recre- 
ational facilities are used by thousands of people during the 
warmer months and Grew’s Pond itself is a fisherman’s 
favorite among the stocked trout ponds in Falmouth. 


WATER & SEWER DIVISION by John W. Hughes, Supt. 


This has been an exceptionally busy year for the Water 
Division. Total receipts amounted to $375,469.48, and water 
consumption was 102 million gallons more than the previous 
year. | 


A total of thirty-six new hydrants and 34,396’ of new 
mains were installed, and of this total 10,145’ were installed 
in new subdivisions by the owners at no cost to the Town. 
Two large projects were completed and put into service; the 
new 12” main in Carriage Shop Road and the 16” main from 
Ter Heun Drive along Palmer Avenue, Locust Street, and 
Woods Hole Road to the new Quissett Tank. 


New service installations totaled 276 for the year, an in- 
crease of 59, and 35 services were renewed. 


Rainfall for the year amounted to 41.13 inches, slightly 
less than normal. There was a dry spell during July, August 
and September during which the average daily consumption 
was nearly half a million gallons more than the correspond- 
ing period a year ago. A portion of this increase, however, 
must be considered normal due to the increase in popula- 
tion and this trend will no doubt continue. The automatic 
electric pumps do not have sufficient capacity to handle this 
demand, with an adequate factor of safety. These pumps are 
very inefficient under our present operating conditions and 
I recommend that one be replaced with a larger more effi- 
cient unit. The savings in power charges would no doubt off- 
set the cost over a period of years. An old chlorinator orig- 
inally installed in 1941 was replaced and all of our water 
treatment equipment is now in good condition. 


Long Pond was about 6” lower at the end of the year, 
which is well below the normal level. Recovery has been 
Slower than anticipated and an extended dry spell could 
present a problem. 


Preliminary approval was received from the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health on the well sites tested 
in 1967. Most of the sites are on land owned by the Division 
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of Fish & Game, and we are negotiating for an easement for 
the right to use this property for wells in the future. 


Two major water main projects, one an extension in the 
Hatchville section and the other to improve the flow in the 
Falmouth Heights area, were advertised in December, and 
the contract was awarded to the low bidder, Joseph Williams, 
Inc., Dedham, Massachusetts, who will start the work as soon 
as weather permits. Both projects should be completed by 
the end of May. 


The State Department of Public Health has notified us 
that we must install a cover on the Woods Hole Tank. This 
project is more involved than it might appear since the steel 
tank is surrounded by a concrete shroud and the structural 
condition must be checked carefully before a roof is installed. 
We are requesting funds for this work in an article that will 
appear in the Town Meeting Warrant. 


Seven new connections were made to the Woods Hole 
Sewer System, and two connections were discontinued; a 
total of 133 connections are now in service. Receipts for the 
year amounted to $7,706.10. The original pump, now used as 
a Standby, is in poor condition and could not handle the load 
if the main pump failed. The chlorinator is also in poor con- 
dition, and we are requesting funds to replace both of these 
units in our 1969 budget.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


This has been a very busy year for the town’s Conserva- 
tion Commission. There were 18 meetings, including many 
with town department heads and state officials. 


The chairman and Dr. Redfield made five trips to Boston 
for Superior Court hearings in connection with the Golden 
case, concerning dredging in a salt marsh. The Superior 
Court judge ruled against the town in this matter, and the 
case has been appealed to the state Supreme Court. The 
Commission has entered an article in this year’s warrant to 
change Section 36 (Wetlands Regulations) of the zoning by- 
laws. The purpose is to strengthen the by-law and correct 
some weaknesses brought out in the Golden case. 


The Commission attended three hearings for permits to 
dredge or fill marshland and made recommendations to the 
Selectmen. In every case the Board of Selectmen followed 
our recommendations. We publicly thank the Board for their 
continued support of the effort to preserve the town’s re- 
maining marshland. 


The Commission made recommendations to the Planning 
Board for changes to Section 35 (Soil Removal Regulations) 
of the zoning by-laws. We feel the adoption of this change 
at this town meeting will be a giant step toward reclamation 
of gravel pits in Falmouth. 


A parcel of 7.2 acres of marsh and upland on the north- 
west end of Bournes pond has been purchased by the Com- 
mission. This area will provide a much-needed access to 
the north end of Bournes Pond for shellfishermen and others. 


The Commission also has under sales agreement a parcel 
of marsh and beach at Black Beach in West Falmouth. 


It is our desire to have the town acquire as much of this 
beach as possible for conservation purposes. The Commis- 
sion would set aside this area as a natural beach with no 
public facilities ... just a virgin beach to walk and enjoy 
in its natural state. The sand dunes, beach and Sippewissett 
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marsh area should be preserved in its entirety for the resi- 
dents and future inhabitants of the town. The Salt Pond 
Areas Bird Sanctuaries Inc. now owns over 64 acres of Great 
Sippewissett Marsh, and at a recent meeting they agreed to 
a joint effort to acquire the remaining area. 


The Commission has notified the Selectmen of its opinion 
that the town should acquire the railroad property from 
Woods Hole to North Falmouth for conservation purposes, 
such as a bicycle and bridle path. 


An additional 2,500 copies of the conservation map were 
printed to be distributed by the League of Women Voters 
with its booklet, ““Falmouth in Focus’’. 


The Falmouth Conservation Commission is working to 
preserve for all residents and the future inhabitants of Fal- 
mouth the attractiveness of this Cape Cod town and to 
guard those elements which for three centuries have made 
this a good place to live, work and play. 


The freedoms to walk through woods or along beaches, 
to ride a horse or dig shellfish, have always seemed natural 
rights, but all are threatened, with many others, by the 
accelerated pace of growth and development. The patches 
of woodland and open fields, the view across an unbroken 
Sweep of marsh and beach and water, the birds and wildlife, 
the fishing in ponds or ocean. All are important parts of 
Falmouth’s attractions. They must be retained for the eco- 
nomic well-being of Falmouth as a resort, as well as for the 
enjoyment of its own citizens. 


The Falmouth Conservation Commission cannot by itself 
accomplish all of these objectives, we must have the support 
of all interested citizens of Falmouth at public hearings and 
at town meeting.

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Report of the Personnel Board 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Falmouth Personnel Board met and held twelve 
regular meetings and six special meetings in addition to 
numerous informal discussion sessions during 1968. Action 
was taken on a vast amount of requests for salary increases, 
promotions, reclassifications, and hiring personnel. 


The Engineering Division was completely reorganized 
with a view to promoting a more functional organization 
within the Department of Public Works. Accordingly, new 
positions were established in the Engineering Division as fol- 
lows: JUNIOR ENGINEERING AID - Grade 1, SENIOR EN- 
GINEERING AID - Grade 2, JUNIOR CIVIL ENGINEER - 
Grade 3, and CIVIL ENGINEER - Grade 4. During the past 
year, the Board also created the position of LEADMAN- 
CRAFTSMAN and WATER & SEWER REGISTRAR, both 
positions within the Department of Public Works. 


Several job descriptions were rewritten as a result of a 
change in job content. A few positions were abolished due to 
either obsolescence or impracticability to implement the in- 
clusive duties which apparently conflicted with established 
state civil service statutes. One job title was changed for 
more clarity. 


The Board continues to be most concerned with the 
abuse of sick leave privileges. The abuses have been called to 
the attention of the department heads concerned, and the 
Board is gratified that some of these abuses have subsided. 
The Board is convinced, however, that the problem is an ad- 
ministrative one and that, in too many cases, the abuses have 
not been sufficiently counteracted by the department heads 
involved. 


Of significance to the voters and taxpayers of the town is 
the fact that an in-depth study of fringe benefits enjoyed by 
town employees, exclusive of the School Department, reveals 
that an average of almost $1600.00 per employee was ex- 
pended during the year 1968 in the form of fringe benefits. 
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As a result of the passage of the Collective Bargaining 
Act, the Falmouth Police Association and Local 1397, Inter- 
national Association of Fire Fighters, AFL-CIO, have re- 
quested and received the Board’s acknowledgment and recog- 
nition of the groups as the exclusive bargaining agents rela- 
tive to salaries, wages, working conditions, etc. for their re- 
spective members. In addition, union representatives of the 
“blue collar’ workers have appeared before the Board on be- 
half of their respective members. 


The Board regretted deeply the loss of a most valued 
member, Oscar W. Peterson, who died in August after an ill- 
ness of three months’ duration. Mr. Peterson was appointed 
to the Board in 1960 and continued to serve in this capacity 
until his death. His knowledge and understanding of various 
municipal problems, as well as his loyal service to the Board 
and the Town, will be greatly missed. 


Mrs. W. Redwood Wright was appointed to fill the va- 
cancy on the Board created by the death of Oscar W. Peter- 
son, and Daniel Botelho was appointed to fill the vacancy 
created by the expiration of the term of Stanley O. Fisher, 
chairman, who had served on the Board since 1963. The Town 
has been most fortunate to have had Mr. Fisher’s loyal and 
dedicated service as Personnel Board chairman for the past 
two years during a most critical period of reorganization. For 
this reason, the Board is taking this opportunity to publicly 
thank Mr. Fisher for his valuable service rendered to the 
Town as a member of the Personnel Board. 


The Board has submitted two articles in the 1969 Annual 
Town Meeting Warrant. The first article incorporates the 
various changes and reclassifications which took place during 
the past year. In addition, this article requests amendment 
to the Salary Administration Plan to include four weeks of 
vacation without loss of pay after the employee has worked 
for the Town for fifteen years. The article also requests 
amendment of the sick leave provisions so that these bene- 
fits may accumulate indefinitely for the use of the employee 
in any subsequent year. At present, sick leave benefits may be 
accumulated to a maximum of ninety days. 


The Board’s second article requests amendment of the 
Salary Administration Plan to provide for a minimum of nine 
percent (9%) increase for all employees subject to the pro- 
visions of the Salary Administration Plan, with the exception 
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of the protective services, whose members will receive an in- 
crease in salary amounting to thirteen and one-half percent 
13144%). If voted by the Town, the increases will become ef- 
fective the date of operation of the amendment, as specified 
in the By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth, Representative 
Town Meeting Act, Section 8.

Falmouth Personnel Board 
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Report of the School Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


During the year, your School Building Needs Committee 
engaged the educational consulting firm of Engelhardt, En- 
gelhardt and Leggett to study Falmouth’s. school building 
needs. 


They have submitted a 58 page report of their findings. 
Copies have been placed in the Town libraries. As a public 
service the Falmouth Enterprise printed the full text of the 
report. 


On June 6, the committee held a public hearing in the 
high school auditorium at which Dr. Engelhardt presented 
the report and answered questions. Notices of the meeting 
were sent to Town meeting members and other Town officials. 


The report contains population and school enrollment 
Studies; analysis of the existing school buildings; an estimate 
of the capacities of the buildings in view of the emerging 
school curriculum; a discussion of alternative ways of resolv- 
ing Falmouth’s problem; and recommendations. 


In brief, the consultants say that the only feasible solu- 
tion to Falmouth school housing problems, that can be lived 
with over the long range, is the construction of a new high 
school on a new site. The school should be planned for 1500 
pupils and be expansible to take care of twice that number. 
The consultants assert that rising enrollment in the Inter- 
mediate and high schools is already 40% beyond estimated 
capacity of the schools. Though the elementary school en- 
rollment may remain stable for a few years, one of the newer 
schools is seriously overcrowded and the oldest school is ob- 
solete. 


A new four year high school would solve the problems at 
all school levels. The present high school would become a 
second intermediate school for grades 5-8. The withdrawal of 
grade 5 from the elementary schools would leave space for 
growth and improvement of programs. 


In pursuance of these recommendations, your committee 
has undertaken to survey possible sites for a new high school. 
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It has inserted an article in the Town warrant calling for ac- 
quisition of about a hundred acres, more or less, of land situ- 
ated on the northerly side of Brick Kiln Road west of the 
corner of Brick Kiln Road and Gifford Street and extending 
northerly to Locust Field Road. The committee has traversed 
many possible sites. It has found this one to meet all of the 
essential criteria: 


1. That it be upwards of 100 acres, at least 20 of which 
are flat enough for development of play fields and 
service areas. 


That it be centrally located. 


That it not be excessively expensive to acquire or 

develop: 

a. that it be accessible by existing road systems 

b. that it be undeveloped - not requiring acquisition 
and removal of houses 

. that it be accessible to major utilities 

. that it contain land suitable for filter beds 

. that it not require removal of quantities of rock 

. that it be well above the water table

Since the need is immediate, the Committee has also in- 
serted in the warrant an article requesting the Town to ap- 
propriate funds for preparation of preliminary plans and 
specifications for a school on this site, if approved. 


Besides these actions, your committee also attended to 
the finishing of the new Teaticket School and supervised the 
construction to the Wiswall Field House. The field house ad- 
dition was completed in September within the Town’s appro- 
priation of $75,000.

SCHOOL BUILDING NEEDS COMMITTEE 
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Report of the School Rominitee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The appended report of the Superintendent of Schools 
suggests some of the educational issues with which the School 
Committee has dealt during the year. The Committee has 
also held nine negotiation sessions with representatives of the 
Falmouth Educators Association, they having exercised their 
option to open the contract on the question of wages and 
conditions of employment. The Committee is pleased to say 
that an agreement has been reached and the new contract 
Signed. The resulting new salary scale is competitive with 
those currently in other communities of the area. The other 
conditions of employment agreed upon are believed to be 
generally in the interest of better education. 


Nine other Committee meetings have been devoted to the 
development of the 1969 school budget. Five of these were pub- 
lic hearings, one at each school, at which the staff was called 
upon to relate the school program to a detailed cost account- 
ing. Though the final budget represents a reduction of some 
$90,000 under the departmental requests, it is still some 15% 
above the 1968 budget. 


This increase is the result of several influences: the need 
for additional staff (18 in 1968; 10 in 1969) for increasing en- 
rollment and for improvement of such programs as library 
and guidance; the need for additional materials and equip- 
ment for the new pupils and improved programs; the infla- 
tionary rise in cost of all materials and services; and finally 
and most significant, the rise in salaries during the past two 
years. 


The 1969 budget makes for an expenditure of about $650 
per pupil. This will be about average for towns in Falmouth’s 
population range, and somewhat above the median expendi- 
ture per pupil in the Commonwealth. 


The management of the schools is a diversified business 
involving at least five major related but quite separate opera- 
tions. First, and central to all others of course, is the educa- 
tional program, which absorbs more than 75% of all school 
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expenditures for the education of 4,600 pupils by 262 profes- 
sional and clerical personnel. The second major function is 
the operation and maintenance of the 8 million dollar school 
plant. Accounting for about 9.5% of the school budget, this 
function is accomplished by a staff of 30 and a proposed ex- 
penditure for 1969 of $307,000. The third sizable operation is 
the school transportation system, which operates 22 vehicles 
over 300,000 passenger-miles a year at a cost of about $155,000, 
or 5% of all school expenditure. Next, the cafeteria, largely 
self supporting (with Federal contributions), serves about 
2,600 meals a day at an annual cost of $205,000. Finally, there 
is the central administration which maintains controls of all 
these functions and does financial accounting for the ex- 
penditure of the total budget, which for 1969 is projected at 
$3,112,000. About 3% of the school budget is devoted to the 
admininstrative function. 


The School Committee has three separate but inter- 
related responsibilities: first, legislative - enacting policy gov- 
erning all aspects of the schools; second, administrative - 
looking to an accounting of the ways in which policy is car- 
ried out; and third, judicial - making decisions, when ques- 
tioned, about the appiication of law or policy. 


In fulfilling these responsibilities, your Committee has 
held 38 meetings during the year, has represented you at all 
state and area School Committee Association meetings and 
has sent representatives to certain legislative hearings. 


At nearly all meetings of the Committee there has been 
full attendance. Representatives of the Finance Committee 
have been present as observers at all budget and negotiation 
sessions. Except for executive sessions, the press has always 
been present, aS have representatives from the League of 
Women Voters. The meetings are generally open, and any 
citizen is welcome.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Town of Falmouth School Committee: 


As reported by the School Building Needs Committee, the 
Town of Falmouth needs a new high school on a new site to 
resolve the enrollment problems at all school levels. Since 
both Intermediate and high school are already 40% over- 
crowded, the new building is needed now. At best, it cannot 
be available until September, 1972. 


Until then, or later depending upon the will of the Town, 
we shall be forced to experiment with unusual administrative 
measures, attempting to make effective use of existing facil- 
ilties. With understanding and support, we shall make do. 
We may even discover that the alternatives to traditional 
practice are not all to the detriment of good education. 


Standard practice in overcrowded secondary schools is 
to operate on “double sessions.” Under this arrangement the 
school is divided into two groups, the first attending school 
from 7:15 to 12:45 or thereabouts; the second, from 12:45 to 
6 o’clock. While each group is in session, the other marks 
time in the village or at home. This is generally considered 
an unhappy expediency, short-changing the pupils education- 
ally and disrupting family schedules. 


The local solution, called “the extended school day”, 
(among the politer names) seems to be preferable. As de- 
scribed by the high school principal in his report, it provides 
for all the full school day prescribed by law; and for any 
who desire it, a longer day and a more intensive and varied 
educational program. 


Certain related school practices have provoked thought- 
ful, sometimes heated discussion, touching, at least by impli- 
cation, upon quite fundamental questions about the role of 
the school in developing responsible citizens. Neither age nor 
place of residence have been bars to the expression of opinion. 
Youth and adults, Falmouth residents and outsiders — all 
have taken positions and fired. Though discomfitting to those 
of us charged with keeping the appearance of order, the 
provoking of such exchanges may be considered, I think, a 
side benefit of the system. 
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While some have expended much energy perfecting these 
arrangements for bringing pupil and teacher together, others 
have been critically reviewing what goes on when the con- 
nection has been made. In the high school there have been 
more than usual number of curriculum revisions. The process 
has been stimulated by the impending 10-year evaluation of 
the school by New England Association of Secondary Schools 
and Colleges. 


Among the timely new courses in the high school are the 
art department course in the visual and performing arts; 
the Film Study Program; the commercial department’s pro- 
gram in data processing; the mathematics department’s ven- 
ture with the computer; the science department’s field biology 
course, using the resources of the Ocean Education Center at 
the Sea Farms Laboratory; the program of health education 
developed in consultation with the school doctor, given by 
the physical education department, focusing on such prob- 
lems of current concern as drug abuse and alcohol; and final- 
ly though not least, the arrangement for using the auditorium 
creatively throughout the day for programs of talk, film, 
music or drama. 


The reports of the elementary and Intermediate school 
principals tell of efforts to make programs more vital and 
the classrooms more interesting. Some refer to the deepening 
effects of the elementary science program which moves the 
child to observe, explore and experiment, and one describes 
the exciting new social studies, typified by the course in grade 
5 called “The Study of Man.” 


These newer programs play down the single textbook in 
favor of collections of books and a multiplicity of other learn- 
ing aids. Hence, the growth of libraries in all schools. 


Training teachers in techniques and materials required 
in these new programs is, of course, a continuing concern. 
The school system has responded in a number of ways. The 
most expensive investment in this is the ‘so called” sab- 
batical leave with pay for study program. A high school 
modern language teacher is on leave this year, to study 
modern methods of language instruction. In former years, 
awards have been given to teachers in the fields of science, 
art and music. The summer in-service training program for 
teachers of reading has continued, as has the program for 
teachers of science under the Ocean Education Center. Last 
summer one of our elementary teachers was sent to a six- 
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week workshop under the Elementary Science Study at New- 
ton. Returning, he shared his experience with twenty five 
teachers in a voluntary two-week workshop. A similar prac- 
tice has been followed in introducing the elementary social 
studies curriculum. Three of the English teachers have been 
sent to the summer institute at Bowdoin College, called pro- 
ject Write, aimed at improving the teaching of composition. 
Consultants have also been brought into the schools to spend 
a day or more with a few teachers on curriculum and meth- 
ods. This process has had good effect in the Intermediate 
school social studies and in the science programs. | 


You will infer from the principals’ reports that each 
school staff has been encouraged in the exercise of initiative 
by being given latitude to develop, within the framework of 
the law and School Committee policy, a program suitable 
to the special needs and maturity of pupils. On the other 
hand, a number of administrative practices promote unity 
by maintaining communication between the individual 
schools and central authority. There is the weekly meeting 
of the principals with the superintendent; the monthly staff 
council; the monthly ‘case conference’; the bi-monthly 
meeting of the School Committee; more latterly, the negotia- 
tion sessions between the School Committee and the school 
staff; the extension of the superintendent’s office into the 
schools through the visits of supervisors; and the publication 
of the Teacher Handbook and the Staff Bulietin. 


Not least significant of the steps toward improving the 
effectiveness of administration and the efficiency of the busi- 
ness operations is the establishment of the administrative 
center at the old Teaticket School. The good effects, I think, 
will multiply. 


Even so, we are still confronted with gaps in communi- 
cation within the school system, and even more, perhaps, 
between school and community. This, despite excellent coyv- 
erage of the schools in the press and despite friendly relation-. 
Ships between many parents and school officials. Except in 
two schools, there are now no Official parent-school organi- 
zations. Since the demise of the central P.T.A., there have 
been no substitute groups organized about the Intermediate 
or High School, which attract to membership both those who 
professionally serve and those who are served by the schools. 


For this reason, principals, especially in schools where 
there are not now P.T.A.’s, have undertaken to consult with 
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parents, with a view to establishing some kind of continuing 
dialogue between school staff and citizens about purpose and 
goals, which are the special concern of the citizen; and about 
means, which are the province of the professional. The plan- 
ning of a new high school for a community poses some 
fundamental questions in both these realms. What is it that 
the community really wants in common for all its youth, 
and what does each parent want in particular for his child? 
To what degree may the public schools serve those ends? 
What method shall be applied for their accomplishment and 
what standards for their testing? 


If the School Committee is to propose good answers to 
these questions, it must have counsel, not alone of its pro- 
fessional educators, but of others who also have special 
interests in the schools.

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ANNUAL REPORT FROM LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL 


Change is the word that describes the general atmosphere 
of the high school this year. The extended school day was 
adopted aS a means of adequately housing and educating 
twelve hundred students, with seniors and juniors coming 
in on the first shift, and sophomores and freshmen on the 
second shift. The lengthened school day includes nine periods 
Starting at 7:45 a.m. and ending at 3:30 p.m. A nine period 
day has many advantages, among which are flexibility in 
programming and opportunities for students to take subjects 
they might not be able to work in the usual seven period 
day. 


One major problem we faced was the need to care for 
two hundred seventy-five pupils each period. In the past 
they were assigned to study in the auditorium or cafeteria. 
A new approach was adopted which gave students opportun- 
ites to make certain choices when they had no assigned 
classes. A staff member was assigned the duty of developing 
programs for the auditorium and under his supervision a 
program for the cafeteria. This allows students to choose — 
they may study in a room provided and supervised by teach- 
ers; they may attend programs in the auditorium; they may 
go to the cafeteria for breakfast, a snack, or to read the 
newspaper; or they may leave the school grounds. We have 
been generally pleased with the results of this new approach. 
It is based upon sound philosophy. If students are to learn 
to take responsibility they must have the chance to have 
responsibility. 


The auditorium program referred to above is a new and 
exciting experience. It is an all day program at which at- 
tendance is voluntary. 


There are four main types of programs. First is the one 
which presents speakers, films, and slide displays which co- 
incide with course material. Second is the one that features 
student plays, debates or discussions, usually prepared by 
classes. Third is the one that presents groups within the 
school, of which the open Student Council meetings are the 
most conspicuous example. Fourth is the one that entertains. 


The cafeteria program has been greatly enhanced by the 
addition of a teachers’ aide whose primary concern is not 
only to see that the cafeteria is kept in a clean wholesome 
atmosphere, but also to assist the students by making avail- 
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able to them newspapers, magazines, games, etc. The cafe- 
teria then in essence may be looked upon now both as a 
student lounge and a snack bar. 


Science 


A special course in Biology, emphasizing the study of our 
environment, was introduced in grade nine. Members of the 
Oceanographic Education Center staff teach this course at 
the Sea Farms Research Laboratory in East Falmouth. Regu- 
lar school buses transport the students from the high school 
and back. Classes meet for a double period each day. The 
course involves the students in outdoor laboratory activities 
as well as classroom instruction. Under the personal guidance 
of teachers, the students will have the opportunity to con- 
duct individual and team research projects in a naturai 
environment. 


Mathematics 


In the 1968-1969 year we have introduced, on an informal 
basis, some fundamental computer education. For the next 
academic year, we are making definite plans and preparations 
to initiate a formal computer course. 


Presently our limited approach is handled in two ways: 
for everyday classroom usage, desk type electronic calculators 
have been utilized. As an optional extra-curricular activity, 
some students received a computer language training course 
at Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution. 


The limited space available necessitates flexibility and 
mobility of equipment. Through the cooperation of Wang 
Laboratories of Tewksbury, Massachusetts, we have been 
furnished desk type electronic computers. These electronic 
instruments which operate by generating logarithms, have 
a tremendous capability and versatility for high school math- 
ematics at all levels. Textbooks relating these computers to 
everyday problems of all degrees of difficulty are used with 
the machines. Perhaps the greatest recommendation for this 
type computer is its adaptability to all ability levels. The 
fascination of this new equipment coupled with previously 
unattained success in computational work motivate under- 
achieving and low ability students. In high level courses, the 
machines are used not as crutches but as efficient supple- 
mentary tools. There is no intention of ignoring the stud- 
ent’s education in theory of the math operations, but these 
computers use time efficiently, reduce the frustration and 
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errors and motivate all students to more and greater accom- 
plishments while teaching them use of modern day equip- 
ment. 


The Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution, under a Na- 
tional Science Foundation grant, is providing computer 
education courses outside of regular classroom time. Small 
carefully selected classes and a few teachers are receiving’ 
short concentrated courses in the computer language, “Fort- 
ran IV’, at Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution. At the 
conclusion of the course, each student will have the oppor- 
tunity to write a program of his own creation for the IBM 
SDS Sigma 7 computer at W.H.O.I. 


We are fortunate to have these facilities available to us. 
This training fortifies our top math and science students 
with preparation for the equipment they will be using in 
science and industry. 


Guidance 


The following is a Summary report of the major guidance 
activities for the year 1967-1968. 


Each student is counseled at least twice a year and as 
often in addition as necessary, relative to individual needs. 
Our activities range from the simple process of scheduling 
and minor program adjustments of the enrollment of new 
students to involvement in personality problems, including 
consultation with and referral to servicing agencies. In the 
process, the necessary permanent records and files are re- 
viewed, appraised and kept up-to-date. An important part 
of this record involves the preparation for, administration of, 
recording, and interpretation of tests. Guidance counselors 
have supplemented the regular school testing program with 
administration of ten different tests. 


College entrance processing is continuous, and in the 
junior and senior years the student’s own efforts are sup- 
ported by trips planned by the school to colleges, visits by 
college representatives to our school, and the preparation of 
the necessary transcripts and reports for college admission. 


Four hundred and thirty-one transcripts (431) were 
forwarded to schools for one hundred and fifty-eight (158) 
seniors, averaging 2.7 transcripts per student. Last year’s 
average was 2.25 per student. In addition, all requests by 
graduates for transcripts were processed. 
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Counselors attended fourteen (14) different professional 
meetings and conferences, were involved with referral agen- 
cies such as Massachusetts Rehabilitation Commission, Dr. 
Egloff, our consulting psychiatrist, faculty and guidance con- 
ferences, case conferences, parent-teacher conferences, and 
job placement activities. 


This year we have placed eighty-six students in full-time 
summer employment. Many of these jobs will develop into 
additional part-time work this fall and winter. In addition 
to this we were able to give assistance to thirty young people 
in part-time employment, during the school year and this 
summer. 


It is interesting to note how difficult it is to fill the late 
request from an employer. Our young people are making 
good use of the summer work opportunities that are avail- 
able. Many of our employers are anxious to have the stud- 
ents available for work earlier in June. This should be taken 
into consideration in the future.

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FALMOUTH INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 


The Intermediate School reflects the ever-increasing de- 
mands which change has made on the educational program 
during the previous year. To meet these demands, admini- 
stration and faculty have worked together to provide mean- 
ingful learning activities which have helped children to cope 
more readily with the rapidly evolving new conditions of our 
society. This report describes a number of significant changes 
which have affected the school. 


Because of increased enrollment (in 1967, 1040 pupils; in 
1968, 1100 pupils), the school day has been lengthened to al- 
low for more classroom space. That is, students in grades 7 
and 8 comprise the early arrivals and departures and those in 
grade 6, the later arrivals and departures. This change has 
allowed for better use of rooms, laboratories, gymnasium, and 
auditorium, and it has made class size in most cases reason- 
able for instruction. 


In addition to the extended day, major program and cur- 
ricular changes have been effected because of this enroll- 
ment problem. The number of periods per day has been re- 
duced from eight to six, but the number of minutes per period 
has been increased from forty-two to fifty-five. This enabled 
the program to maintain adequate time distribution for the 
major academic areas for the year including the offerings of 
Social Studies and Science for grades 7 and 8 on a half year 
basis. In addition to the traditional subjects, Health has been 
added to the curriculum. As a related subject, Health bolsters 
the program of social sciences. 


Departing from past schedules the school now offers Art, 
Music, Household Arts, Industrial Arts, and Health on a quar- 
terly basis. This change provides the same amount of time 
as before, but offers more concentrated instruction. 


Further program changes are noted in the lunch-gym- 
nasium schedule for grades 7 and 8 during which time chil- 
dren are given the opportunity to participate in recreational 
activities in the gymnasium. The monthly Film Study Pro- 
eram for a number of grade 8 pupils uses great motion pic- 
tures to study, analyze and evaluate communication, social 
impact and art form. 


Four classroom teachers have been added to the school 
staff in these areas: Grade 6, English, Mathematics, and Phys- 
ical Education. A guidance counselor has been added to ex- 
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tend guidance services to students in grade 6. Two well-known 
teachers retired during the year after many years of teach- 
ing in our system: Mrs. Mildred Esten, Household Arts and 
Mrs. Alice Creemer, Mathematics. 


During the year, also, we report greater teacher partici- 
pation in curriculum studies. Teachers, together with Guid- 
ance and Administration, have been actively involved in plan- 
ning and evaluating programs and teaching techniques in 
Social Studies, Oceanography, Health, and Reading. Regular 
meetings are scheduled throughout the year. One of the most 
exciting was the all-day workshop for Social Studies teachers 
conducted by the Lincoln-Filene Center in November. 


In connection with the Audubon program in grade 6, the 
Falmouth Garden Club sponsored the planting of small trees 
and flowers around the school grounds, a rewarding experi- 
ence for pupils and teachers alike. 


Despite the changes affecting the school, we have main- 
tained a flexible, diversified program of subject offerings and 
eroupings. In the Language Arts, the new and traditional 
mathematics, and the social sciences this is evident. The 
Oceanography-Sea Farm project and the Instructional Ma- 
terials Resources Center continue to offer children stimulat- 
ing learning experiences. Individual and group instruction in 
remedial and developmental reading in the classrooms and in 
the Reading Center have enhanced this program. To the In- 
tramural Sports Program soccer has been added and the 
participation has been excellent. Football, basketball, and 
baseball have also been successful when measured by the level 
of participation and performance. School organizations such 
as the Honor Society, Student Council, Band, Orchestra, The 
Jotter, choruses, and the Drama Club have enriched the pro- 
gram with on-going activities for children. 


Faculty self-improvement is indicated by teacher attend- 
ance at conferences and workshops in Art, Mathematics, 
Health Education, Handwriting, Social Studies, English and 
Science. Several teachers are taking educational and special 
subject courses at colleges such as Bridgewater State. 


As we review the preceding year with its changes and in- 
novations, we look back with satisfaction at our accomplish- 
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ments, and we look forward with enthusiasm to our future 
challenges. To all who have been involved in this, we express 
our grateful appreciation and thanks.

WOODS HOLE SCHOOL 
EDUCATION UNLIMITED 


Our school is traditional yet modern; the smallest yet 
large in activities; most costly to operate, yet least expensive 
in view of the gifts and contributions of equipment, materials, 
and personal services by parents and friends and community 
resources; oldest in age of the buildings, yet youngest in age 
level of the children. 


The teachers are sincerely encouraged to, and do, use their 
ingenuity, initiative, and creative abilities to the fullest ex- 
tent in providing for the varying needs, interests, and abilities 
of each pupil. Individual instruction does not mean deserting 
the curriculum to pursue fancies or lowering standards. On 
the contrary, it means knowing when each pupil has not 
grasped something he should learn and helping him correct 
the omission as promptly and as surely as possible. Nor does 
providing for individual differences call for complete indi- 
vidualization of instruction. Teaching the whole class will 
always have a place in our education. 


Here are evidences of the many ways in which our school 
program is functioning to meet the needs of the individual: 


1. Used audio-visual aids, materials, and equipment in- 
cluding the use of pictures, maps, charts, filmstrips, records, 
record players, piano, motion pictures, tapes, and tape re- 
corder, provides excellent possibilities for meeting our pupils’ 
individual needs. Some are new, others were recently ac- 
quired through Title II and III of Federal programs, dona- 
tions from individuals, and the rest was obtained through 
the regular school budget. 

2. Individual Projects (home and school) 

Pupils of all abilities and levels are encouraged to carry out 
individual projects of their own at school and home. Periods 
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for working independently are provided for all in the sched- 
ule, plus the occasions when a pupil finishes required work 
in less than the allotted time. This type of individual effort 
is available in all areas of curriculum, and is especially popu- 
lar and valuable for development in our science programs. 
It is an excellent motivational instrument we use for promot- 
ing creativity and a deeper interest in the tool subjects. 


The broad concept that life and learning are one perme- 
ates the pupils’ activities. They are encouraged to bring to 
school and to share with others their ideas, and the objects 
they meet in their individual daily experiences. 


3. Social Sciences Studies 
In Social Studies more than any other area, the aims are the 
development of life-long habits of citizenship and relating the 
past, present, and future in a meaningful way. This means 
adapting materials to levels of ability, enriching learning and 
making it significant, building on experiences, and encourag- 
ing self-direction and initiative. 


Activities are provided to help the children see the need 
for cooperation, fair play, and tolerance, and to see and ap- 
preciate differences. 


4. Science 
The children are encouraged to be curious about the world 
and their immediate environment. Each pupil is given oppor- 
tunity to explore as widely as possible according to his inter- 
ests and ability. The science program involves: 

(a) observing and recording happenings in scientific ex- 
periences, be it classroom experimentation or a field trip, 

(b) using resource people and materials to gain informa- 
tion from a variety of sources, 

(c) examining evidence and not accepting as fact every- 
thing heard or read, 

(d) manipulating with skill, materials used in testing out 
hypotheses or checking the results of experiments reported by 
others, 

(e) communicating thoughts, ideas, and reactions and 
listening with open mind to the contributions of others. 


5. Reading Program 


There is no one best method of teaching reading, therefore 
a combination of the best techniques is employed. Instruction 
is consistent and balanced, yet flexible.

Programmed materials, assortments of reading games 
and a control reader for speed and other skills have been 
acquired and are now being used in addition to textbooks. To 
depend on basal readers only limits efforts to provide for in- 
dividual differences. A variety of reading materials promotes 
going beyond the traditional steps in teaching reading. Par- 
ents volunteer to assist with individual reading activities on 
two half days each week. 


6. Trips during the year 


We explore and learn with pupils on such trips as follows: 


Saconnessett Homestead, library, post office, fire station, 
Woods Hole Aquarium, Coast Guard Station, beaches and 
shell collection and animals for salt-water aquarium, walks 
in the neighborhood, New Bedford Whaling Museum, Plimoth 
Plantation, Plymouth Wax Museum, Oceanographic Institu- 
tion Dock to see rescue submarine DOWB, tour of research 
vessel Chain, and marineland to observe behavior of dolphins 
and apparent intelligence. 


7. Mathematics 


Individual differences among children show up strikingly in 
arithmetic. What some can learn with ease others learn with 
difficulty and still some seem not to learn at all. Pupils are 
divided into various groups during the year. Games and 
varied instructional materials supply additional motivation 
and drill. Pupil team learning is used to make provision for 
the needs of the slow learners, the average achiever and those 
who excel. 


8. Library facilities 


Space is seriously limited for displaying general books that 
should be easily acessible to the entire school. Many more 
volumes of children’s books and reference materials have 
been acquired through Title II Federal funds and the regu- 
lar school budget. The history, art, and culture of various 
ethnic groups that make up our American heritage are in- 
cluded in the recent materials now available. A wealth of 
library materials is still desired as necessary for maximum 
growth of our youngsters. 


Parent volunteers have devoted many hours processing 
the library books, old and new, for us. Donations of encyclo- 
pedias and other excellent reference works have been received 
on two different occasions during this school term. 
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The older pupils’ enjoyment of reading to the younger 
ones motivates them to expand their reading horizons in the 
library. 


9. Special Subjects 

Music, art, and physical education create and build self-con- 
fidence. To perform on one’s own level aids a child in finding 
himself. Special teachers in these areas are most helpful in 
assisting the staff to develop programs and provide experi- 
ences to take care of individual differences. At each grade 
level, the program has a very broad base in order to take care 
of those children who may be at a level below or above the 
norm for the group. 


10. Records and Conferences 

The cumulative records, conferences, report cards, and test re- 
sults are all centered on pupils as individuals and are valu- 
able instruments of evaluation and guidance for a better un- 
derstanding of the individual pupil’s needs. Our Reading Co- 
ordinator, School Adjustment Counselor and Speech Thera- 
pist contribute their specialties to the assistance of the regu- 
lar teachers in meeting each individual’s needs. 


11. School Hot Lunch Program 
The children all enjoy, and benefit from, the hot lunch pro- 
gram this year. Appetizing nutritious food arrives hot from 
the Mullen School kitchen and is welcomed by all. 


Conclusion 

As James E. Russell states in Change and Challenge in Ameri- 
can Education, the schools of today “are on the right track.” 
Its major problem is to “give individual attention.” “My pic- 
ture of the elementary school of the future is close to what 
good ones look like today.” The greatest change ‘will be to 
enable all elementary schools to actually do what many of 
them are trying to do now.”

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TEATICKET SCHOOL 


The theme of American Education week for 1968 was

does apply to the Teaticket School. 


The Library Resource Center 


This area supports the educational program of the school 
with a wide variety of audio-visual materials. 


The following record of inventory and circulation prog- 
ress is an indication of the growing influence of the center:

The rather striking growth during the past year can be 
credited to: (1) an allotment of $3,170.55 from Title II of the 
Elementary and Secondary Education Act (ESEA) spent en- 
tirely on books, (2) community funding to cover audio-visual 
materials, clerical supplies, paperback books, magazines and 
rental films, (3) a full-time instead of a half-time librarian. 


At the time of the annual report last year, the library or- 
ganization was still underway. Only the upper grades were 
allowed to borrow books because of the limited supply, and 
even then, large number of books had to be borrowed from the 
Falmouth Public Library. In contrast, every child in the school 
has been able to utilize the book services this year. Each class 
visits the library, as a group, once a week. Individuals are en- 
couraged to make more frequent visits to exchange books. 
Mornings in the Resource Center are generally reserved for 
such individual selection and for committee work. 


Grades three, four and five have received instruction on 
the arrangements of books in the library, the Dewey Decimal 
System, and in the use of the reference books. 


Student magazines and paperbacks have been added to 
the inventory since last December. Ten magazine subscrip- 
tions were ordered and are being received. More will be added 
yearly. The paperback books have been found to be valuable 
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as classroom library materials. Sets of twenty-five have been 
placed in all but six classes. By March, all rooms should have 
such a set. Periodically, these books are turned in and ex- 
changed for a fresh supply. 


Also new from the Intermediate Multi-Media Center this 
year was an audio-visual Guidebook for teachers that lists all 
filmstrips, records and film loops in the school. 


Volunteer help has been recruited from the Parent 
Teachers Association. An average of fifteen hours a week has 
been donated, mostly by one person. Student volunteers con- 
tinue to do most of the work of circulating books. 


Besides the media already mentioned, three to five rental 
films come to the school each week from the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. 


Developmental Reading Program 


Another supporting service essential to the school is the 
developmental reading program. This is being carried out 
within the self-contained classrooms utilizing a number of 
new and colorful materials. The full-time reading consultant 
supervises the reading instruction and has assisted the staff 
by classroom visits, demonstrations, diagnostic testing and re- 
medial instruction. 


Under Title I, a half-time reading teacher works with a 
number of children requiring special remedial help. 


Through Title III of the National Defense Education Act 
(NDEA) many innovative materials and pieces of equipment 
have been purchased to improve classroom reading instruc- 
tion and to make the new Listening Center located in the 
library more useful. 


A volunteer program has been in force on a regular basis. 
Representatives of the League of Women Voters, and others, 
have given valuable tutorial help to students on a one to one 
basis. 


Science Instruction 


During the year the Teaticket School was chosen by Ele- 
mentary Science Study of Newton to be one of the partici- 
pants in the trial teaching work carried on in their labora- 
tories. Four teachers from this school carried out and evalu- 
ated separate projects. As a result of this influence, most of 
the staff has been engaged in using the exciting science ma- 
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terials in the classroom. These units provide suggestions to 
the teachers but rely mostly on pupil learning as a result of 
pupil curiosity. Each child is provided with his own equip- 
ment. This method of personal investigation of materials fos- 
ters a general spirit of inquiry and self-discovery. This meth- 
od brings to the forefront an important goal of education the 
development of an independent and responsible person. 


A total of eighteen different units such as: bones, gases 
and airs, kitchen physics, crayfish, mealworms, balancing, 
brine shrimp, attribute games, structures, eggs and tadpoles 
were studied in the classes. 


In addition, every class had the opportunity to maintain 
and study the life conditions of the iguana, gerbils, and a 
variety of marine animals. 


New approaches have been made in the subjects of Social 
Studies and Health with encouraging results, while favorable 
progress continues in all other subject areas. 


Thus, the challenge the school faces is to keep the good 
things going and to promote improvements when and where 
they are needed. In this way, the child profits from the best 
of past and present educational thought. 


The tone of the school is set when important things are 
happening in the classroom and parents work cooperatively 
with teachers to make them successful. 


I submit that this is being accomplished.

THE NORTH FALMOUTH ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


AS we review the past year it is noteworthy that many of 
our programs will continue and broaden as the new year 
progresses. 


We started our school year with all but one teacher re- 
turning. This in itself makes for a smoother transition from 
one school year to the next. 


The Regional Multi-Service Reading Center program is 
continuing for a second year which helps relieve our under 
staffed remedial reading program. 
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Under a system wide federal grant in the area of reading, 
we have established a Reading Laboratory consisting of in- 
structional materials and mechanical devices designed to 
strengthen the reading skills of children at all levels. To 
make the best use of our time and materials we have enlisted 
the aid of parents to work with the teachers and pupils in 
this program. 


We hope to expand the use of aides to other classroom 
situations as the year progresses. 


At the beginning of the year the faculty invited the par- 
ents to join them in determining areas where a common 
meeting of the minds would strengthen our school not only 
from the standpoint of curriculum development, but more im- 
portant, active parent participation at the classroom level. 


As a result, at future meetings we will explore past, pres- 
ent and future curriculum developments at the several grade 
levels, will discuss our reporting and marking practices, and 
will demonstrate techniques used in teaching. 


Again this year the fifth graders were privileged to be 
apprised of our local heritage with a day long visit to the 
Falmouth Historical Society and Public Library. They took 
part in activities reminiscent of the lives of boys and girls one 
hundred years ago. Many thanks to the hard workng people 
of the Society who make this such a memorable day for the 
students. 


At the suggestion of one of our teachers the school pur- 
chased 1,000 daffodil bulbs which were planted by the children 
in the shrub beds around the school. The arrival of spring is 
now eagerly awaited. 


Not all our projects can be evaluated as easily or as quick- 
ly but close school and community planning insures an en- 
vironment conducive to good learning experiences resulting in 
quality education.

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THE MULLEN-HALL SCHOOL 


The 1968 school year has brought several changes to the 
Mullen-Hall School: 


1. Change in staff - Twelve teacher replacements arrived 
in September of 1968. The replacements comprised a group 
required to fill the vacancies created through retirement, 
marriages, transfers, military service and the obvious need 
for increased personnel in the grade one and four areas. The 
new staff members were evenly divided as to prior teaching 
experiences. Six of the teachers possessed experience ranging 
from five years to six months. The remaining six teachers 
launched a new career in September. 


2. Change in library organization - The services of a full- 
time librarian have been made available for the Mullen and 
Hall School. The libraries have, in truth, become real resource 
centers for both teachers and students. The concept of school 
libraries has undergone dramatic change in recent years. It 
is no longer a center for book dispersal. It has acquired a 
greater responsibility, that of distributing a wide variety of 
curriculum-oriented materials in the form of films, filmstrips, 
records, tapes, pictures, demonstration models, etc. The li- 
brarian, acting upon the teacher’s request, is able to supply 
a wide variety of materials in a complete package that has 
direct application to the particular subject the teacher may 
wish to present to her students. This “package deal” has 
considerably increased the value and versatility of our li- 
braries. The teachers have expressed their enthusiasm for 
this arrangement on numerous occasions. 


Circulation figures in both libraries indicate that we now 
distribute on the average of nine hundred books per week. 
With a pupil population at the Mullen-Hall School hovering 
around eight hundred children, this represents an excellent 
ratio of withdrawals and an impressive display of interest and 
motivation. Fifty-four hundred volumes are now available for 
pupil use. The book collection is almost totally concerned 
with areas directly related to the curriculum. The public 
library works in very close harmony with the Mullen-Hall 
School providing another excellent source of reading material. 


We are once again indebted to the parents who volunteer 
their service and work in both libraries. Some have even 
extended this assistance to tutoring individual pupils who 
have learning problems. 
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3. Change in emphasis - Four grade five classrooms in 
the Henry W. Hall School presently are experimenting with a 
new concept in social studies developed by the Education De- 
velopment Center (EDC) which places emphasis upon learn- 
ing and its effect upon human behavior. The course is en- 
titled, “‘Man: A Course of Study”, and develops its theme by 
bringing the child into the course, making him and his 
friends, the human species, the subject of the lessons. Class- 
room discussion centers around questions that form the basis 
of the entire course: Who am I? What makes me human? 
What makes man human? Questions concerning the life cycle, 
emotions, ties of affection and control of aggression will be 
discussed as children progress through the course. From a 
simple beginning to a more complex consideration, the chil- 
dren begin to explore what distinguishes human beings from 
other animals through questions raised about language, tool 
use, and families, all of which are part of the larger questions 
that are essential to the course. The purpose of the course is 
to cause the child to reflect upon his own existence, and to see 
himself and everything around him in a new way. 


4. Change in emphasis - The science program at the 
Mullen-Hall School is based upon investigation of materials 
presented to the student. The investigation in turn is based 
upon the interest and ability of the individual child. There- 
fore each child charts his own course of study, seeking aid 
from the teacher whenever necessary. The teacher plays an 
important role here, since he or she supplies the children 
with the materials and helps the class by suggesting some 
initial activities and then allows them to experiment, explore 
and discover on their own initiative. For children not inde- 
pendent enough to investigate on their own, the teacher con- 
tinues to support them through suggestions and demonstra- 
tions. Study units are designed by ESS (Elementary Science 
Study of Newton) and form the foundation of the program, 
but these units and materials have become a mere starting 
point for many classes. Units, such as Batteries and Bulbs 
(electricity and magnetism), Pond Water, Balances, Tangram 
puzzles, and Crayfish have been used successfully throughout 
the year. 


Kindergarten teachers are presently using materials de- 
signed to utliize the “Process Approach”. Teacher training 
has been an important phase of the program. Twelve teach- 
ers from Mullen-Hall attended a two week summer workshop 
featuring the Elementary Science Study Units and philosophy. 
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Seven teachers attended workshops after school during the 
fall of 1968. The basic purposes of the workshops were to pro- 
vide the teachers with the opportunity to use the unit ma- 
terials in the same way the children might use them and to 
encourage the teachers to maintain a spirit of inquiry in 
themselves and their classes and further, to encourage teach- 
ers to allow children to discover on their own at existing lev- 
els of competence. 


In summation, we shall continue to institute change at 
Mullen-Hall that shows promise of improving the educational 
climate in the school.

EAST FALMOUTH ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


“IT do not believe you can do today’s job with yesterday’s 
methods and be in business tomorrow.” The preceding utter- 
ance by Nelson Jackson seems to briefly summarize our plan 
of operation here at East Falmouth School for the 1968 school 
year. One may question — How can one equate business and 
education? In a world that provides a child with the excite- 
ment and wonder of watching men journey to the moon and 
back (in color), schools must provide more than horse and 
buggy rides through pages of black and white print. They 
must have people, equipment and ideas that challenge, in- 
terest and stimulate children to learn. They must compete - 
competition equals business. This report will try to list some 
of the methods we have employed to compete successfully for 
a child’s interest in his computerized space age world. 


In Language Arts we are in our fourth year of a system- 
wide five year plan to improve Reading. The purchase of new 
multi-ethnic texts, filmstrips, tapes, records and other ma- 
terials have provided creative and stimulating ideas for our 
teachers. Students may listen on headsets to a story and fol- 
low along in their texts. The tapes or records are sometimes 
pre-recorded and sometimes prepared by the teacher. Phon- 
ics lessons are taught to groups by pre-recorded lessons. Chil- 
dren in all grades operate the recorders and headsets. They are 
stimulated by all their senses; they operate the machinery, see 
and hear the written words. This self-direction frees the 
teacher to provide more individual attention to all his or her 
students. We have added to our staff, in an effort to promote 
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more individualized instruction, two part-time teachers who 
concentrate their efforts in grades one and two, using new ma- 
terials and equipment designed specifically to help slow learn- 
ers gain and feel successful with their reading progress. We 
have added a part-time librarian who is in the process of 
cataloging the 4,000 books available to our students in the 
classrooms. All the children from Kindergarten through Grade 
five go to the library to learn some of the skills that are 
needed to fully appreciate the use of this school and Town 
facility. The librarian also provides the teachers with all the 
audio-visual equipment and materials that they request for 
daily instruction. This has brought about a more frequent 
use of these materials. Since the start of this program in 
October some 61 records, 102 filmstrips, 12 film loops, 23 rec- 
ord-filmstrip combinations and 6 tape-filmstrip combinations 
have been utilized by our teachers. Estimating only a dozen 
or so were used the entire year before seems to emphasize the 
importance of additional personnel to help provide more stim- 
ulating and individualized instruction. 


In Language Arts we have utilized one of our part-time 
teacher’s background in English to start an enrichment pro- 
gram in composition for fifth graders. The teacher reserves 
daily time for pupils to visit her individually or in groups for 
help and instruction in composition. The teacher and pupils 
use a new text series written expressly for such a program. 


In Science we have had the services of a supervisor who 
has conducted In-Service meetings to introduce new science 
materials which have been exciting to teachers and pupils. 
The increasing number of aquariums and terrariums show 
that the program has heightened interest in our surrounding 
estuaries, ponds and woods. 


Social Studies has been an exciting subject in our school 
this year. A program, “Man, A Course of Study” was initiated 
in grade five. Through stimulating discussions, films, film- 
strips and tapes we have reached pupils who never were en- 
thused about school before. It gives all pupils a chance to 
think, reason and express themselves. Above all, it gives each 
pupil a feeling that he or she has participated-a feeling of 
success. 


In Health a new discussion-type program is being tried. 
It, like the Social Studies program, experimentally, provides 
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all pupils, not just the top readers, with an opportunity to 
think, reason and be challenged with questions that do not 
always have an answer. 


A proper summary to this report would probably best be 
done by listing how we must use our building in its entirety 
to provide the educational program at East Falmouth School. 


There are seventeen regular classrooms, three each for 
grades one through five. One large kindergarten room has 
two sessions, the afternoon one being rather large so that two 
teachers are provided. One regular classroom is used in the 
morning for a kindergarten session, in the afternoon it is used 
for an interim grade two classroom. The custodian’s room is 
used mornings for an interim grade one and is also set up as 
our Science room with equipment and materials to be used by 
all grades in the afternoon. The teachers’ lunchroom as a 
dining room, as a storage place for audio-visual materials and 
as a teaching-practice room for instrumental music lessons. 
The cafetorium is used for one fifth grade-first grade reading 
program. This is a program, now in its third year, in which 
fifth graders help first graders by reading to them or listening 
to them read. The stage and adjacent room are being used 
for our new music program. Briefly, it combines the use of 
percussion instruments with vocal music. The children have 
never been as enthusiastic about music as now. This is a re- 
sult of the combination of an unusually talented vocal music 
supervisor, new materials and methods. The stage is also used 
as a projection room for ail 16mm films for all grades. The 
library is being used in the mornings for our new library 
program and for the composition enrichment program. In 
the afternoon it remains a town operated library for young 
and old. The Health room is also used as a teacher resource 
corner and as a remedial reading room. It is also used by our 
school adjustment counselor and Title I counselor when they 
need space to talk with students privately. Surprisingly, there 
is still room for health uses including hearing tests, vision 
tests conducted by trained technicians under the supervision 
of the Nursing Association, and, of course, the visits of the 
students who become ill during the day. The playroom is used 
for gym classes, recess, after-school sports and Saturday 
morning basketball. 


Conservatively - we had a full, challenging year. Our pro- 
gram was and is stimulating and exciting to teachers and 
pupils. We hope through the East Falmouth P.T.A. to present 
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programs, throughout the remainder of the year, which ex- 
plain in detail some of the above mentioned innovations in 
curriculum and equipment use. If you have an opportunity to 
attend some of these meetings, please do. We are sure you will 
be as enthused as the students are about our school. 


1968 meant progress to East Falmouth School. We look to 
1969 for more. The staff’s excitemeent about Dr. Engelhart’s 
educational proposal to the town can well be imagined when 
you read of our utilization of every nook and cranny of this 
building. A new high school will mean more room for us to 
enlarge present programs and start new ones. We want to 
“Be in business-tomorrow.”

The original Memorial Library, built in 1901 as a memo- 
rial to the Falmouth men who went to war in 1861-65, was 
enlarged when an addition to the main part of the building 
was constructed in 1966-67 at a total cost of $254,500, of 
which $36,452 came from federal funds. Open House was held 
May 5, 1968 with many new books on the shelves, new fur- 
nishings, carpeting, and decorations. The 1968 library incor- 
porates the original building with its solid granite founda- 
tions, its stained glass seal of the town, and its walnut panel- 
ing. The area has been more than doubled and is now 15,000 
square feet. In planning the new addition, the Trustees be- 
lieve the best of the old has been preserved to blend with 
the best of the new. 


The Falmouth Public Library is now one of seven sub- 
regional libraries of the Eastern Regional Public Library Sys- 
tem of Massachusetts. As a sub-regional center, it serves all 
of Cape Cod, Martha’s Vineyard, and Nantucket. The Fal- 
mouth library supplies books on inter-library loan service, 
reference and research materials, and copies from microfilm 
to the libraries in the area as requested. Because of its re- 
gional library services, the town is reimbursed $25,000 from 
the state to pay for books, microfilm, equipment, and addi- 
tional staff members to implement the program. These addi- 
tional funds have resulted in a substantial increase in the 
library’s collections. These materials are a permanent part 
of the library resources. 


The library system in Falmouth is operated under the di- 
rection of a Board of six unpaid Trustees. Two are elected 
each year by the voters of the town for a term of three years. 
The Chairman is elected by members of the Board. They meet 
monthly at the main library, and more often, if necessary. 
The Board of Library Trustees determines the policies for the 
operation of the three libraries under its control. The policies 
and regulations set by the Board conform to the standards 
set by the state to enable Falmouth to receive funds from 
federal and state sources. The Board is responsible for the 
maintenance of all buildings and for the planning of all new 
library construction.
